By  the  Bishops,  the  Clergy,  and  the  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  in  Convention,  this  Sixteenth  Day  of  October, 
in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine. 

This  Convention  having,  in  their  present  session,  set  forth  A  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer,  and  Administration  of  the  Sacraments,  and  other  Rites  and  Cere- 
monies of  the  Church,  do  hereby  eetablisb  the  said  Book:  And  they  declare  it 
to  be  the  Liturgy  of  this  Church :  And  require  that  it  be  received  as  such  by 
all  the  members  of  the  same :  And  this  Book  shall  be  in  use  from  and  after 
the  First  Day  of  October,  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  ninety. 
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PREFACE. 

IT  is  a  most  invaluable  part  of  that  blessed  liberty  wherewith  Chhist  hath 
made  us  free,  that  in  his  worship  different  forms  and  usages  may  without 
offence  be  allowed,  provided  the  snbstance  of  the  Faith  be  kept  entire;  and 
that,  in  every  Church,  what  cannot  be  clearly  determined  to  belong  to  Doc- 
trine must  be  referred  to  Discipline ;  and  therefore,  by  common  consent  and 
authority,  may  be  altered,  abridged,  enlai^d,  amended,  or  otherwise  dis- 
posed of,  as  may  seem  most  convenient  for  the  edification  of  the  people, 
"according  to  the  various  exigencies  of  times  and  occasions." 

The  Church  of  England,  to  which  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  these 
States  is  indebted,  under  God,  for  her  first  foundation  and  a  long  continu- 
ance of  nursing  care  and  protection,  hath,  in  the  Preface  of  her  Book  of 
Common  Prayer,  laid  it  down  as  a  role,  that  "  The  particular  forms  of  Divyne 
Worship,  and  the  Eites  and  Ceremonies  appointed  to  be  used  therein,  being 
things  in  their  own  nature  indifferent  and  alterable,  and  so  acknowledged,  it 
is  but  reasonable  that  upon  weighty  and  important  considerations,  according 
to  the  various  exigencies  of  times  and  occasions,  such  changes  and  altera- 
tions should  be  made  therein,  as  to  those  who  are  in  place  of  authority 
should,  from  time  to  time,  seem  either  necessary  or  expedient." 

The  same  Church  hath  not  only  in  her  Preface,  but  likewise  in  her 
Articles  and  Homilies,  declared  the  necessity  and  expediency  of  occasional 
alterations  and  amendments  in  her  Forms  of  Public  Worship ;  and  we  find 
accordingly,  that,  seeking  to  "  keep  the  happy  mean  between  too  much  stiff- 
ness in  refusing,  taiA  too  much  easiness  in  admitting  variations  in  things 
once  advisedly  established,  she  hath,  in  the  reign  of  several  Princes,  since 
the  first  compiling  of  her  Liturgy  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  upon 
just  and  weighty  considerations  her  thereunto  moving,  yielded  to  make  such 
alterations  in  some  particulars,  as  in  their  respective  times  were  thought 
convenient;  yet  so  as  that  the  main  body  and  essential  parts  of  the  same  (as 
well  in  the  chiefest  materials,  as  in  the  frame  and  order  thereof)  have  still 
been  continued  firm  and  unshaken." 

Her  genera]  aim  in  these  different  reviews  and  alterations  hath  been,  as 
she  further  declares  in  her  said  Preface,  "  to  do  that  which,  according  to  her 
best  understanding,  might  most  tend  to  the  preservation  of  peace  and  unity 
in  the  Church ;  the  procuring  of  reverence,  and  the  exciting  of  piety  and 
devotion  in  the  worship  of  God  ;  and,  finally,  the  cutting  off  occasion,  from 
them  that  seek  occasion,  of  cavil  or  quarrel  against  her  Liturgy."  And 
although,  according  to  her  judgment,  there  be  not  "anything  in  it  contrary 
to  the  Word  of  God,  or  to  sound  doctrine,  or  which  a  godly  man  may  not

with  a  good  conscience  use  and  submit  unto,  or  which  is  not  fairly  de- 
fensible, if  allowed  such  just  and  favourable  construction  as  in  common 
equity  ought  to  be  allowed  to  all  human  writings";  yet  upon  the  principles 
already  laid  down,  it  cannot  but  be  supposed  that  further  alterations  would 
in  time  be  found  expedient.  Accordingly,  a  commission  for  a  review  was 
issued  in  the  year  1689 :  but  this  great  and  good  work  miscarried  at  that 
time ;  and  the  Civil  Authority  has  not  since  thought  proper  to  revive  it  by 
any  new  commission. 

But  when  in  the  course  of  Divine  Providence,  these  American  States 
became  independent  with  respect  to  civil  government,  their  ecclesiastical 
independence  was  necessarily  included;  and  the  different  religious  denomi- 
nations of  Christians  in  these  States  were  left  at  full  and  equal  liberty  to 
model  and  organize  their  respective  Churches,  and  forms  of  worship,  and 
discipline,  in  such  manner  as  they  might  judge  most  convenient  for  their 
future  prosperity;  consistently  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  their 
country. 

The  attontion  of  this  Church  was  in  the  first  place  drawn  to  those  altera- 
tions in  the  Liturgy  which  became  necessary  in  the  prayers  for  our  Civil 
Rulers,  in  consequence  of  the  Revolution.  And  the  principal  care  herein 
was  to  make  them  conformable  to  what  ought  to  be  the  proper  end  of  all 
such  prayers,  namely,  that  "Rulers  may  have  grace,  wisdom,  and  under^ 
standing  to  execute  justice,  and  to  maintain  truth " ;  and  that  the  people 
"may  lead  quiet  and  peaceable  lives,  in  all  godliness  and  honesty." 

But  while  these  alterations  were  in  review  before  the  Convention^  they 
could  not  but,  with  gratitude  to  God,  embrace  the  happy  occasion  which 
was  offered  to  them  {uninfluenced  and  unrestrained  by  any  worldly  author- 
ity whatsoever)  to  take  a  further  review  of  the  Public  Service,  and  to  estab- 
lish such  other  alterations  and  amendments  therein  as  might  be  deemed 
expedient. 

It  seems  unnecessary  to  enumerate  all  the  different  alterations  and  amend- 
ments. They  will  appear,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  the  reasons  of  them  also, 
upon  a  comparison  of  this  with  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  the  Church 
of  England.  In  which  it  will  also  appear  that  this  Church  is  far  from  intend- 
ing to  depart  from  the  Church  of  England  in  any  essential  point  of  doctrine, 
discipline,  or  worship;  or  further  than  local  circumstances  require. 

And  now,  this  important  work  being  brought  to  a  conclusion,  it  is  hoped 
the  whole  will  be  received  and  examined  by  every  true  member  of  our 
Church,  and  every  sincere  Christian,  with  a  meek,  candid,  and  charitable 
frame  of  mind;  without  prejudice  or  prepossessions;  seriously  considering 
what  Christianity  is,  and  what  the  truths  of  the  Gospel  are;  and  earnestly 
beseeching  Almighty  God  to  accompany  with  his  blessing  every  endeavour 
for  promulgating  them  to  mankind  in  the  clearest,  plainest,  most  affecting 
and  majestic  manner,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  blessed  Lord  and 
Saviour. 
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THE  Order  for  Morning  Prayer,  the  Litany,  and  the  Order  for  the  Administration  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  or  Holy  Communion,  are  distinct  Services,  and  may  be  used 
either  separately  or  together ;  Prodded,  that  no  one  of  these  Services  be  habitually 
disused. 

The  Litany  may  be  used  either  in  place  of  the  Prayers  that  follow  the  Prayer  for  The 
President  of  the  United  States  in  the  Order  for  Morning  Prayer,  or  in  place  of  the 
Prayers  that  follow  the  Collect  for  Aid  agaimt  Perils  in  the  Order  for  Evening  Prayer. 

On  any  day  when  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  shall  have  been  said  or  are  to  be 
said  in  Church,  the  Minister  may,  at  any  other  Service  for  which  no  form  is  provided, 
use  such  devotions  as  he  shall  at  bis  discretion  select  from  this  Book,  gubjeet  to  the 
direction  of  the  Ordinary. 

For  days  of  Fasting  and  Thanksgiving,  appointed  by  the  Civil  or  by  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority,  and  for  other  special  occasions  for  which  no  Service  or  Prayer  hath 
been  provided  in  this  Book,  the  Bishop  may  set  forth  such  Form  or  Forms  as  he  shall 
think  fit,  in  which  case  none  other  shaJl  be  used. 


TIIK   ORDER 
HOW   THE   PSALTKK   I«   APPOINTED   TO   BE   READ. 

THE  Psalter  shall  be  read  through  once  every  month,  as  it  is  there  appointed,  both 
for  Morning  and  for  Evening  Prayer.  And  when  a  month  hath  one-and-tbirty 
days,  it  is  ordered  that  the  same  Psalms  shall  be  read  on  the  last  day  of  the  said 
month  which  are  appointed  for  the  day  before. 

The  Minister  shall,  on  the  days  for  which  they  are  appointed,  use  the  Proper  Psalms, 
as  set  forth  in  the  Table  of  Proper  Psalms.  But  tfote,  That,  on  other  days,  instead  of 
reading  from  the  Psalter  as  divided  for  Daily  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  he  may 
read  one  of  the  Selections  set  out  by  this  Church.

rTHE  Old  Testament  is  appointed  for  tbe  First  Lessons,  and  the  New  Testament  for 
A  the  Second  Lessons,  at  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  throughout  the  Tear. 

And  to  know  what  Lessons  shall  be  read  every  day,  look  for  the  day  of  the  month 
in  the  Calendar  following,  and  there  ye  shall  find  the  Chapters  that  shall  be  read 
for  the  Lessons  both  at  Morning  and  at  Evening  Prayer ;  except  only  the  Movable 
Holy-days,  which  are  not  in  the  Calendar;  and  the  Immovable,  where  there  is  a  blank 
left  in  the  column  of  Lessons ;  the  Proper  Lessons  for  all  which  days  are  to  be  found 
in  the  Table  of  Proper  Lessons. 

If  in  any  Church,  upon  a  Sunday  or  Holy-day,  both  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer 
be  not  said,  the  Minister  may  read  the  Lessons  appointed  either  for  Morning  or  for 
Evening  Prayer. 

At  Evening  Prayer  on  Sunday,  the  Minister  may  read  the  Lesson  from  the  Gospels 
appointed  for  that  day  of  the  month,  in  place  of  the  Second  Lesson  for  the  Sunday. 

Upon  any  day  for  which  no  Proper  Lessons  are  provided,  the  Lessons  appointed  in  the 
Calendar  for  any  day  in  the  same  week  may  be  read  in  place  of  the  Lessons  for  the  day. 

On  Days  of  Fasting  and  Thanksgiving,  especially  appointed,  and  on  occasions  of 
Ecclesiastical  Conventions  and  of  Charitable  Collections,  the  Minister  may  appoint 
such  Lessons  as  be  shall  think  6t  in  his  discretion.

of  a  Iionar  Month,  reckoned  aooording  to  an  ancient  Boelesiastloal  oompatation,  and  not  the  real  or 
Astronomical  Full  Moon. 

JxhentStmdoy  is  alwajs  the  nearest  Bonda;  to  the  Feast  of  St.  Andrew,  whether  before  or  aftar.

OWE  no  man  any  thing,  but  to  love  one  another: 
for  he  that  loveth  another  hath  fiiMUed  the  law. 
For  this.  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery.  Thou 
shalt  not  kill.  Thou  shalt  not  steal,  Thou  shalt  not 
bear  false  witness.  Thou  shalt  not  covet ;  and  if  there 
be  any  other  commandment,  it  is  briefly  compre- 
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hended  in  this  saying,  namely,  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbour  as  thyself.  Love  worketh  no  ill  to  his 
neighbour :  therefore  love  is  the  falflUing  of  the  law. 
And  that,  knowing  the  time,  that  now  it  is  high 
time  to  awake  out  of  sleep :  for  now  is  our  salvation 
nearer  than  when  we  believed.  The  night  is  far 
spent,  the  day  is  at  hand:  let  us  therefore  cast  off 
the  works  of  darkness,  and  let  us  put  on  the  armour 
of  light.  Let  us  walk  honestly,  as  in  the  day ;  not 
in  rioting  and  drunkenness,  not  in  chambering  and 
wantonness,  not  in  strife  and  envying.  But  put  ye 
on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  make  not  provision 
for  the  flesh,  to  fulfll  the  lusts  thereof. 

Tlie  Gospel.     8t.  Matt.  xxi.  1. 

WHEN  they  drew  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  and  were 
come  to  Bethphage,  vmto  the  mount  of  OUves, 
then  sent  Jesus  two  disciples,  saying  unto  them,  Gro 
into  the  village  over  against  you,  and  straightway  ye 
shall  find  an  ass  tied,  and  a  colt  with  her:  loose 
them,  and  bring  them  unto  me.  And  if  any  man  say 
ought  unto  you,  ye  shall  say.

And 
a  very  great  multitude  spread  their  garments  in  the 
way ;  others  cut  down  branches  fivm  the  trees,  and 
strawed  them  in  the  way.  And  the  multitudes  that 
went  before,  and  that  followed,  cried,  sajdng,  Hosanna 
to  the  son  of  David:  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord;  Hosanna  in  the  highest. 
And  when  he  was  come  into  Jerusalem,  all  the  city , 
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was  moved,  saying,  Who  is  this?  And  the  multi- 
tude said.  This  is  Jesus  the  prophet  of  Nazareth  of 
GaUlee.  And  Jesus  went  into  the  temple  of  God, 
and  cast  out  all  them  that  sold  and  bought  in  the 
temple,  and  overthrew  the  tables  of  the  moneychan- 
gers, and  the  seats  of  them  that  sold  doves,  and  said 
imto  them.

A  prophet?  yea,  I  say  imto  you,  and  more  than  a 
prophet.  For  this  is  he,  of  whom  it  is  written, 
Behold,  I  send  my  messenger  before  thy  face,  which 
shall  prepare  thy  way  before  thee.

What 
sayest  thou  of  thyself?  He  said,  I  am  the  voice  of 
one  crying  in  the  wilderness.  Make  straight  the  way 
of  the  Lord,  as  said  the  prophet  Esaias.  And  they 
which  were  sent  were  of  the  Pharisees.  And  they 
asked  him,  and  said  unto  him.  Why  baptizest  thou 
then,  if  thou  be  not  that  Christ,  nor  Elias,  neither 
that  prophet?  John  answered  them,  saying,  I  baptize 
with  water:  but  there  standeth  one  among  you, 
whom  ye  know  not;  he  it  is,  who  coming  after  me 
is  preferred  before  me,  whose  shoe's  latchet  I  am 
not  worthy  to  unloose.  These  things  were  done  in 
Bethabara  beyond  Jordan,  where  John  was  baptizing.

But  unto  the  Son  he 
saith,  Thy  throne,  O  God,  is  for  ever  and  ever:  a 
sceptre  of  righteousness  is  the  sceptre  of  thy  king- 
dom. Thou  hast  loved  righteousness,  and  hated 
iniquity ;  therefore  Grod,  even  thy  God,  hath  anointed 
thee  with  the  oil  of  gladness  above  thy  fellows.

IN  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the  Word  was 
with  God,  and  the  Word  was  God.  The  same 
was  in  the  beginning  with  God.  All  things  were 
made  by  him;  and  without  him  was  not  any  thing 
made  that  was  made.  In  him  was  life ;  and  the  life 
was  the  Ught  of  men.  And  the  Ught  shineth  in  dark- 
ness ;  and  the  darkness  comprehended  it  not.    There 
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was  a  man  sent  from  God,  whose  name  was  John. 
The  same  came  for  a  witness,  to  bear  witness  of  the 
Light,  that  all  men  through  him  might  believe.  He 
was  not  that  Light,  but  was  sent  to  bear  witness  of 
that  Light.  That  was  the  true  Light,  which  lighteth 
every  man  that  cometh  into  the  world.  He  was  in 
the  world,  and  the  world  was  made  by  him,  and  the 
world  knew  him  not.  He  came  unto  his  own,  and 
his  own  received  him  not.  But  as  many  as  received 
him,  to  them  gave  he  power  to  become  the  sons 
of  God,  even  to  them  that  believe  on  his  name: 
which  were  bom,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  wiU  of  the 
flesh,  nor  of  the  wiU  of  man,  but  of  God.  And  the 
Word  was  made  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us,  (and  we 
beheld  his  glory,  the  glory  as  of  the  only  begotten  of 
the  Father,)  full  of  grace  and  truth.

THE  grace  of  God  that  bringeth  salvation  hath 
appeared  to  all  men,  teaching  us  that,  denying 
ungodliness  and  worldly  lusts,  we  should  live  soberly, 
righteously,  and  godly,  in  this  present  world;  look- 
ing for  that  blessed  hope,  and  the  glorious  appearing 
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of  the  great  God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ ;  who 
gave  himself  for  us,  that  he  might  redeem  us  from 
all  iniquity,  and  purify  unto  himself  a  peculiar  peo- 
ple, zealoiw  of  good  works.

(And  this  taxing  was  first 
made  when  Cyrenius  was  governor  of  Syria.)  And 
all  went  to  be  taxed,  every  one  into  his  own  city. 
And  Joseph  also  went  up  from  GaUlee,  out  of  the 
city  of  Nazareth,  into  Judsea,  unto  the  city  of  David, 
which  is  called  Bethlehem ;  (because  he  was  of  the 
house  and  lineage  of  David :)  to  be  taxed  with  Mary 
his  espoused  wife,  being  great  with  child.  And  so  it 
was,  that,  while  they  were  there,  the  days  were 
accomplished  that  she  should  be  delivered.  And  she 
brought  forth  her  firstborn  son,  and  wrapped  him 
in  swaddUng  clothes,  and  laid  him  in  a  manger; 
because  there  was  no  room  for  them  in  the  inn.  And 
there  were  in  the  same  country  shepherds  abiding  in 
the  field,  keeping  watch  over  their  flock  by  night. 
And,  lo,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  them,  and 
the  glory  of  the  Lord  shone  romid  about  them :  and 
they  were  sore  afraid.  And  the  angel  said  unto 
them.  Pear  not :  for,  behold,  I  bring  you  good  tidings 
of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  aU  people.  For  unto 
you  is  bom  this  day  in  the  city  of  David  a  Saviour, 
which  is  Christ  the  Lord.  And  this  shall  be  a  sign 
unto  you ;  Ye  shall  find  the  babe  wrapped  in  swad- 
dUng clothes,  lying  in  a  manger.  And  suddenly  there 
wjis  with  the  angel  a  multitude  of  the  heavenly  host 
praising  God,  and  saying.  Glory  to  God  in  the  high- 
est, and  on  earth  peace,  good  will  toward  men.

fellowship  is  with  the  Father,  and  with  his  Son  Jesus 
Christ.  And  these  things  write  we  unto  you,  that 
your  joy  may  be  full.  This  then  is  the  message 
which  we  have  heard  of  him,  and  declare  unto  you, 
that  God  is  light,  and  in  him  is  no  darkness  at  aU. 
If  we  say  that  we  have  fellowship  with  him,  and 
walk  in  darkness,  we  lie,  and  do  not  the  truth :  but 
if  we  walk  in  the  light,  as  he  is  in  the  Ught,  we  have 
fellowship  one  with  another,  and  the  blood  of  Jesus 
Christ  his  Son  cleanseth  us  Irom  all  sin.  If  we  say 
that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the 
truth  is  not  in  us.  If  we  confess  our  sins,  he  is 
faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to 
cleanse  us  from  all  vmrighteousness.  If  we  say  that 
we  have  not  sinned,  we  make  him  a  Uar,  and  his 
word  is  not  in  us. 

The  Gospel.     St.  John  xxi.  19. 

JESUS  saith  unto  Peter,  Follow  me.  Then  Peter, 
J  turning  about,  seeth  the  disciple  whom  Jesus 
loved  following;  which  also  leaned  on  his  breast  at 
supper,  and  said.  Lord,  which  is  he  that  betrayeth 
thee?  Peter  seeing  him  saith  to  Jesus,  Lord,  and 
what  shall  this  man  do?  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  If  I 
will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  that  to  thee? 
follow  thou  me.  Then  went  this  saying  abroad 
among  the  brethren,  that  that  disciple  should  not 
die :  yet  Jesus  said  not  unto  him,  He  shall  not  die ; 
but.  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  that 
to  thee?  This  is  the  disciple  which  testifieth  of  these 
things,  and  wrote  these  things:  and  we  know  that 
his  testimony  is  true.  And  there  are  also  many 
other  things  which  Jesus  did,  the  which,  if  they 
should  be  wiitten  eveiy  one,  I  suppose  that  even  the 
world  itself  could  not  contaui  the  books  that  should 
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Ctic  f  nnocents'  ®aj.

Then  Herod,  when  he 
saw  that  he  was  mocked  of  the  wise  men,  was  ex- 
ceeding wroth,  and  sent  forth,  and  slew  aU  the 
children  that  were  in  Bethlehem,  and  in  all  the 
coasts  thereof,  from  two  years  old  and  under,  accord- 
ing to  the  time  which  he  had  diligently  enquired  of 
the  wise  men.  Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was 
spoken  by  Jeremy  the  prophet,  saying.  In  Bama  was 
there  a  voice  heard,  lamentation,  and  weeping,  and 
great  mourning,  Rachel  weeping  for  her  cluldren, 
and  would  not  be  comforted,  because  they  are  not.

Then  Joseph  her  husband,  being 
a  just  man,  and  not  willing  to  make  her  a  pubhck 
example,  was  minded  to  put  her  away  privily.  But 
while  he  thought  on  these  things,  behold,  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  appeared  unto  him  in  a  dream,  saying, 
Joseph,  thou  son  of  David,  fear  not  to  take  unto  thee 
Mary  thy  wife :  for  that  which  is  conceived  in  her  is 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  And  she  shall  bring  forth  a  son, 
and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  JESUS:  for  he  shall 
save  his  people  from  their  sins.  Now  all  this  was 
done,  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  of 
the  Lord  by  the  prophet,  saying.  Behold,  a  virgin 
shall  be  with  child,  and  shall  bring  forth  a  son,  and 
they  shall  call  his  name  Emmanuel,  which  being  in- 
terpreted is,  God  with  us.  Then  Joseph  being  raised 
from  sleep  did  as  the  angel  of  the  Lord  had  bidden 
him,  and  took  unto  him  his  wife :  and  knew  her  not 
till  she  had  brought  forth  her  firstborn  son :  and  he 
called  his  name  JESUS.

ALMIGHTY  God,  who  madest  thy  blessed  Son  to 
-A-  be  circumcised,  and  obedient  to  the  law  for  man ; 
Grant  us  the  true  circumcision  of  the  Spirit ;  that, 
our  hearts,  and  all  our  members,  being  mortified  from 
all  worldly  and  carnal  lusts,  we  may  in  aU  things 
obey  thy  blessed  will;  through  the  same  thy  Son 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

BLESSED  is  the  man  to  whom  the  Lord  wiU  not 
impute  sin.  Cometh  this  blessedness  then  upon 
the  circumcision  only,  or  upon  the  uncircumcision 
also?  for  we  say  that  faith  was  reckoned  to  Abra- 
ham for  righteousness.  How  was  it  then  reckoned? 
when  he  was  in  circumcision,  or  in  uncircumcision? 
Not  in  circumcision,  but  in  uncircumcision.  And  he 
received  the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the  right- 
eousness of  the  faith  which  he  had  yet  being  uncir- 
cumcised:  that  he  might  be  the  father  of  all  them 
that  beheve,  though  they  be  not  circumcised;  that 
righteousness  might  be  imputed  unto  them  also :  and 
the  father  of  circumcision  to  them  who  are  not  of  the 
circumcision  only,  but  who  also  walk  in  the  steps  of 
that  faith  of  our  father  Abraham,  which  he  had  being 
yet  uncircumcised.  For  the  promise,  that  he  should 
be  the  heir  of  the  world,  was  not  to  Abraham,  or  to 
his  seed,  through  the  law,  but  through  the  righteous- 
ness of  faith.  For  if  they  which  are  of  the  law  be 
heira,  faith  is  made  void,  and  the  promise  made  of 
none  effect. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Luke  li.  15. 
AND  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angels  were  gone  away 

]\.  from  them  into  heaven,  the  shepherds  said  one 
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to  another,  Let  us  now  go  even  unto  Bethlehem, 
and  see  this  thing  which  is  come  to  pass,  which  the 
Lord  hath  made  known  unto  us.  And  they  came 
with  haste,  and  found  Mary,  and  Joseph,  and  the 
babe  lying  in  a  manger.  And  when  they  had  seen 
it,  they  made  known  abroad  the  saying  which  was 
told  them  concerning  this  child.  And  all  they  that 
heard  it  wondered  at  those  things  which  were  told 
them  by  the  shepherds.  But  Mary  kept  all  these 
things,  and  pondered  them  in  her  heart.  And  the 
shepherds  returned,  glorifying  and  praising  God  for 
all  the  things  that  they  had  heard  and  seen,  as  it 
was  told  unto  them.  And  when  eight  days  were 
accompUshed  for  the  circumcising  of  the  child,  his 
name  was  called  JESUS,  which  was  so  named  of  the 
angel  before  he  was  conceived  in  the  womb.

knowledge  in  the  mystery  of  Christ)  which  in  other 
ages  was  not  made  known  unto  the  sons  of  men,  as 
it  is  now  revealed  unto  his  holy  apostles  and  pro- 
phets by  the  Spirit;  that  the  Grentiles  should  be 
fellowheirs,  and  of  the  same  body,  and  partakers  of 
his  promise  in  Christ  by  the  gospel :  whereof  I  was 
made  a  minister,  according  to  the  gift  of  the  grace  of 
Grod  given  unto  me  by  the  effectual  working  of  his 
power.  Unto  me,  who  am  less  than  the  least  of  aU 
saints,  is  this  grace  given,  that  I  should  preach 
among  the  Gentiles  the  unsearchable  riches  of 
Christ ;  and  to  make  all  men  see  what  is  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  mystery,  which  from  the  beginning  of 
the  world  hath  been  hid  in  God,  who  created  all 
things  by  Jesus  Christ :  to  the  intent  that  now  unto 
the  principaKties  and  powers  in  heavenly  places 
might  be  known  by  the  church  the  manifold  wisdom 
of  God,  according  to  the  eternal  purpose  which  he 
purposed  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord:  in  whom  we 
have  boldness  and  access  with  confidence  by  the 
faith  of  him. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Matt.  ii.  1. 

WHEN  Jesus  was  bom  in  Bethlehem  of  Judeea, 
in  the  days  of  Herod  the  king,  behold,  there 
came  wise  men  ft«m  the  east  to  Jerusalem,  saying. 
Where  is  he  that  is  bom  King  of  the  Jews?  for  we 
have  seen  his  star  in  the  east,  and  are  come  to  wor- 
ship him.  When  Herod  the  king  had  heard  these 
things,  he  was  troubled,  and  aU  Jerusalem  with  him. 
And  when  he  had  gathered  all  the  chief  priests  and 
scribes  of  the  people  together,  he  demanded  of  them 
where  Christ  should  be  bom.  And  they  said  unto 
him.  In  Bethlehem  of  Judaea :  for  thus  it  is  written 
by  the  prophet.  And  thou  Bethlehem,  in  the  land  of 
Juda,  art  not  the  least  among  the  princes  of  Juda : 
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for  out  of  thee  shall  come  a  Governor,  that  shall  rule 
my  people  Israel.  Then  Herod,  when  he  had  privily 
called  the  wise  men,  enquired  of  them  diligently 
what  time  the  star  appeared.  And  he  sent  them  to 
Bethlehem,  and  said,  Go  and  search  diligently  for  the 
young  child ;  and  when  ye  have  found  him,  bring  me 
word  again,  that  I  may  come  and  worship  him  also. 
When  they  had  heard  the  king,  they  departed ;  and, 
lo,  the  star,  which  they  saw  in  the  east,  went  before 
them,  till  it  came  and  stood  over  where  the  young 
child  was.  When  they  saw  the  star,  they  rejoiced 
with  exceeding  great  joy.  And  when  they  were 
come  into  the  house,  they  saw  the  young  child  with 
Mary  his  mother,  and  fell  down,  and  worshipped  him : 
and  when  they  had  opened  their  treasures,  they  pre- 
sented unto  him  gifts;  gold,  and  irankincense,  and 
myrrh.  And  being  warned  of  God  in  a  dream  that 
they  should  not  return  to  Herod,  they  departed  into 
their  own  country  another  way.

And  when  they  had  fulfilled 
the  days,  as  they  returned,  the  child  Jesus  tarried 
behind  in  Jerusalem ;  and  Joseph  and  his  mother 
knew  not  of  it.  But  they,  supposing  him  to  have 
been  in  the  company,  went  a  day's  journey;  and 
they  sought  him  among  their  kinsfolk  and  acquaint- 
ance. And  when  they  found  him  not,  they  turned 
back  again  to  Jerusalem,  seeking  him.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  that  after  three  days  they  found  him  Iq  the 
temple,  sitting  in  the  midst  of  the  doctors,  both  hear- 
ing them,  and  asking  them  questions.  And  all  that 
heard  him  were  astonished  at  his  miderstanding  and 
answers.  And  when  they  saw  him,  they  were 
amazed:  and  his  mother  sjiid  unto  liim.  Son,  why 
hfist  thou  thus  dealt  viith  us?  behold,  thy  fether  and 
I  have  sought  thee  sorrowing.  And  he  said  unto 
them.  How  is  it  that  ye  sought  me?  wist  ye  not  that 
I  must  be  about  my  Father's  business?  And  they 
understood  not  the  saying  which  he  spake  unto 
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them.  And  he  went  down  with  them,  and  came  to 
Nazareth,  and  was  subject  unto  them:  but  his 
mother  kept  all  these  sayings  in  her  heart.  And 
Jesus  increased  in  wisdom  and  stature,  and  in  favour 
with  God  and  man.

And  they 
filled  them  up  to  the  brim.  And  he  saith  unto  them, 
Draw  out  now,  and  bear  unto  the  governor  of  the 
feast.  And  they  bare  it.  When  the  ruler  of  the 
feast  had  tasted  the  water  that  was  made  wine,  and 
knew  not  whence  it  was:  (but  the  servants  which 
drew  the  water  knew;)  the  governor  of  the  feast 
called  the  bridegroom,  and  saith  unto  him.  Every 
man  at  the  beginning  doth  set  forth  good  wine ;  and 
when  men  have  well  drunk,  then  that  which  is 
worse :  but  thou  hast  kept  the  good  wine  until  now. 
This  beginning  of  miracles  did  Jesus  in  Cana  of 
Galilee,  and  manifested  forth  his  glory ;  and  his  dis- 
ciples beUeved  on  him.

And 
Jesus  put  forth  his  hand,  and  touched  him,  saying,  I 
will;  be  thou  clean.  And  immediately  his  leprosy 
was  cleansed.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  See  thou 
tell  no  man;  but  go  thy  way,  shew  thyself  to  the 
priest,  and  offer  the  gift  that  Moses  commanded,  for  a 
testimony  unto  them.  And  when  Jesus  was  entered 
into  Capernaum,  there  came  unto  him  a  centurion, 
beseeching  him,  and  saying,  Lord,  my  servant  Ueth 
at  home  sick  of  the  palsy,  grievously  tormented. 
And  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  wiU  come  and  heal  him. 
The  centurion  answered  and  said,  Lord,  I  am  not 
worthy  that  thou  shouldest  come  under  my  roof:  but 
speak  the  word  only,  and  my  servant  shall  be  healed. 
For  I  am  a  man  imder  authority,  having  soldiers 
under  me:  and  I  say  to  this  man.  Go,  and  he 
goeth;  and  to  another.  Come,  and  he  cometh;  and 
to  my  servant,  Do  this,  and  he  doeth  it.  When 
Jesus  heard  it,  he  marvelled,  and  said  to  them  that 
followed.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  have  not  found  so 
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gi'eat  faith,  no,  not  in  Israel  And  I  say  vuito  you, 
that  many  shall  come  from  the  east  and  west,  and 
shall  sit  down  with  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob, 
in  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  But  the  children  of  the 
kingdom  shall  be  cast  out  into  outer  darkness :  there 
shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  And  Jesus 
said  unto  the  centurion,  Gro  thy  way;  and  as  thou 
hast  believed,  so  be  it  done  imto  thee.  And  his  ser- 
vant was  healed  in  the  selfeame  hour.

Wilt  thou  then  not  be  afraid  of  the 
power?  do  that  which  is  good,  and  thou  shalt  have 
pitiise  of  the  same :  for  he  is  the  minister  of  God  to 
thee  for  good.  But  if  thou  do  that  which  is  evil,  be 
afttdd ;  for  he  beareth  not  the  sword  in  vain :  for  he 
is  the  minister  of  God,  a  revenger  to  execute  wrath 
upon  liim  that  doeth  evil.  Wherefore  ye  must  needs 
be  subject,  not  only  for  wrath,  but  also  for  conscience 
siike.  For  for  this  cfiuse  pay  ye  tribute  also :  for  they 
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are  God's  ministers,  attending  contuiually  upon  this 
veiy  thing.  Render  therefore  to  all  their  dues: 
tribute  to  whom  tribute  is  due;  custom  to  whom 
custom ;  fear  to  whom  fear ;  honour  to  whom  honour.

iXD  when  he  was  entered  into  a  ship,  his  disciples 
-l\-  followed  him.  And,  behold,  there  arose  a  great 
tempest  in  the  sea,  insomuch  that  the  ship  was 
covered  with  the  waves :  but  he  was  asleep.  And  his 
disciples  came  to  him,  and  awoke  him,  saying.

And  there  was  a  good  way  off  from  them  an 
herd  of  many  swine  feeding.  So  the  devils  besought 
liim,  saying,  If  thou  cast  us  out,  suffer  us  to  go  away 
into  the  herd  of  swine.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Go. 
And  when  they  were  come  out,  they  went  into  the 
herd  of  swine :  and,  behold,  the  whole  herd  of  swine 
ran  violently  down  a  steep  place  into  the  sea,  and 
perished  in  the  waters.  And  they  that  kept  them 
fled,  and  went  their  ways  into  the  city,  and  told 
every  thing,  and  what  was  befallen  to  the  possessed 
of  the  devils.  And,  behold,  the  whole  city  came  out 
to  meet  Jesus:  and  when  they  saw  him,  they  be- 
sought him  that  he  would  depart  out  of  their  coasts.

And 
when  he  had  agreed  with  the  laboiu-ers  for  a  penny  a 
day,  he  sent  them  into  his  vineyard.  And  he  went 
out  about  the  third  hour,  and  saw  others  standing 
idle  in  the  marketplace,  and  said  unto  them ;  Go  ye 
also  into  the  vineyard,  and  whatsoever  is  right  I  will 
give  you.  And  they  went  their  way.  Again  he 
went  out  about  the  sixth  and  ninth  hour,  and  did 
Ukewise.  And  about  the  eleventh  hour  he  went  out, 
and  found  others  standing  idle,  and  saith  unto  them. 
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Why  stand  ye  here  all  the  day  idle?  They  say  unto 
him,  Because  no  man  hath  hired  us.  He  saith  unto 
them,  Gio  ye  also  into  the  vineyard ;  and  whatsoever 
is  right,  that  shall  ye  receive.  So  when  even  was 
come,  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  saith  imto  his  steward. 
Call  the  labourers,  and  give  them  their  hire,  begin- 
ning from  the  last  unto  the  first.  And  when  they 
came  that  were  hired  about  the  eleventh  hour,  they 
received  every  man  a  penny.  But  when  the  flret 
came,  they  supposed  that  they  should  have  received 
more ;  and  they  Ukewise  received  every  man  a  penny. 
And  when  they  had  received  it,  they  murmured 
against  the  goodman  of  the  house,  saying.  These  last 
have  wrought  but  one  hour,  and  thou  hast  made 
them  equal  unto  us,  which  have  borne  the  bui-den 
and  heat  of  the  day.  But  he  answered  one  of  them, 
and  said.  Friend,  I  do  thee  no  wrong :  didst  not  thou 
agree  with  me  for  a  penny?  Take  that  thine  is,  and 
go  thy  way :  I  will  give  unto  this  last,  even  as  unto 
thee.  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  I  will  with 
mine  own?  Is  thine  eye  evil,  because  I  am  good?  So 
the  last  shall  be  first,  and  the  first  last :  for  many  be 
called,  but  few  chosen.

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if  a  man  exalt  himself,  if  a  man  smite  you  on  the  face. 
I  speak  as  coneeming  reproach,  as  though  we  had 
been  weak.  Howbeit  whereinsoever  any  is  bold,  (I 
speak  fooUshly,)  I  am  bold  also.  Are  they  Hebrews? 
so  am  I.  Are  they  Israelites?  so  am  I.  Are  they  the 
seed  of  Abraham?  so  am  I.  Are  they  ministers  of 
Christ?  (I  speak  as  a  fool)  I  am  more;  in  labours 
more  abimdant,  in  stripes  above  measure,  in  prisons 
more  frequent,  in  deaths  oft.  Of  the  Jews  five  times 
received  I  forty  stripes  save  one.  Thrice  was  I 
beaten  with  rods,  once  was  I  stoned,  thrice  I  suffered 
shipwreck,  a  night  and  a  day  I  have  been  in  the  deep ; 
in  joumeyings  often,  in  perils  of  waters,  in  perils  of 
robbers,  in  perils  by  mine  own  coimtrymen,  in  perils 
by  the  heathen,  in  perils  in  the  city,  in  perils  in  the 
wUdemess,  in  perils  in  the  sea,  in  perils  among  false 
brethren ;  in  weariness  and  painfiilness,  in  watchings 
often,  in  hunger  and  thirst,  in  fastings  often,  in  cold 
and  nakedness.  Beside  those  things  that  are  with- 
out, that  which  cometh  upon  me  daily,  the  care  of  aU 
the  churches.  Who  is  weak,  and  I  am  not  weak? 
who  is  offended,  and  I  bum  not?  If  I  must  needs 
glory,  I  will  glory  of  the  things  which  concern  mine 
inflmiities.  The  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  which  is  blessed  for  evermore,  knoweth  that  I 
lie  not. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Luke  vili.  4. 

TTTTIEN  much  people  were  gathered  together,  and 
VV  were  come  to  him  out  of  every  city,  he  spake 
by  a  parable :  A  sower  went  out  to  sow  his  seed :  and 
as  he  sowed,  some  fell  by  the  way  side ;  and  it  was 
trodden  down,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air  devoured  it. 
And  some  feU  upon  a  rock;  and  as  soon  as  it  was 
sprung  up,  it  withered  away,  because  it  lacked  moist- 
ure. And  some  fell  among  thorns;  and  the  thorns 
sprang  up  with  it,  and  choked  it.     And  other  fell  on 
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good  ground,  and  sprang  up,  and  bare  fruit  an  hun- 
dredfold. And  when  he  had  said  these  things,  he 
cried.  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear.  And 
his  disciples  asked  him,  saying,  What  might  this 
parable  be?  And  he  said,  Unto  you  it  is  given  to 
know  the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  God :  but  to 
othei-s  ia  parables ;  that  seeing  they  might  not  see, 
and  hearing  they  inight  not  understand.  Now  the 
parable  is  this :  The  seed  is  the  word  of  God.  Those 
by  the  way  side  are  they  that  hear ;  then  cometh  the 
devil,  and  taketh  away  the  word  out  of  their  hearts, 
lest  they  should  believe  and  be  saved.  They  on  the 
rock  are  they,  which,  when  they  hear,  receive  the 
word  with  joy ;  and  these  have  no  root,  which  for  a 
while  believe,  and  in  time  of  temptation  fall  away. 
And  that  which  fell  among  thorns  are  they,  which, 
when  they  have  heard,  go  forth,  and  are  choked  with 
cares  and  riches  and  pleasures  of  this  Ufe,  and  bring 
no  fruit  to  perfection.  But  that  on  the  good  ground  are 
they,  which  in  an  honest  and  good  heart,  having  heard 
the  word,  keep  it,  and  bring  forth  ftnut  with  patience.

THOUGH  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and 
of  angels,  and  have  not  ehaiity,  I  am  become  as 
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sounding  brass,  or  a  tinkling  cymbaL  And  though  I 
have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  understand  all  myste- 
ries, and  all  knowledge ;  and  though  I  have  all  faith, 
so  that  I  could  remove  movmtains,  and  have  not  char- 
ity, I  am  nothing.  And  though  I  bestow  all  my 
goods  to  feed  the  poor,  and  though  I  give  my  body 
to  be  burned,  and  have  not  charity,  it  proflteth  me 
nothing.  Charity  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind ;  charity 
envieth  not ;  charity  vaunteth  not  itself,  is  not  puffed 
up,  doth  not  behave  itself  vmseemly,  seeketh  not  her 
own,  is  not  easily  provoked,  thinketh  no  evil ;  rejoiceth 
not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth  in  the  truth ;  beareth 
all  things,  beUeveth  all  things,  hopeth  all  things, 
endureth  all  things.  Charity  never  faileth:  but 
whether  there  be  prophecies,  they  shall  fail ;  whether 
there  be  tongues,  they  shall  cease ;  whether  there  be 
knowledge,  it  shall  vanish  away.  For  we  know  in 
part,  and  we  prophesy  in  part.  But  when  that  which 
is  perfect  is  come,  then  that  which  is  in  part  shall  be 
done  away.  When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a  child, 
I  understood  as  a  child,  I  thought  as  a  child:  but 
when  I  became  a  man,  I  put  away  childish  things. 
For  now  we  see  through  a  glass,  darkly ;  but  then 
face  to  face :  now  I  know  in  part ;  but  then  shall  I 
know  even  as  also  I  am  known.  And  now  abideth 
faith,  hope,  charity,  these  three;  but  the  greatest  of 
these  is  charity. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Luke  xvili.  31. 

THEN  Jesus  took  unto  him  the  twelve,  and  said 
unto  them,  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and 
all  things  that  are  written  by  the  prophets  concerning 
the  Son  of  man  shall  be  accomplished.  For  he  shall 
be  dehvered  unto  the  Gentiles,  and  shall  be  mocked, 
and  spitefully  entreated,  and  spitted  on :  and  they 
shall  scourge  him,  and  put  him  to  death:  and  the 
third  day  he  shall  rise  again.     And  they  understood 
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none  of  these  things :  and  this  saying  was  hid  from 
them,  neither  knew  they  the  things  which  were 
spoken.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  he  was  come 
nigh  unto  Jericho,  a  certain  bUnd  man  sat  by  the  way 
side  begging:  and  hearing  the  multitude  pass  by,  he 
asked  what  it  meant.  And  they  told  him,  that  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  passeth  by.  And  he  cried,  saying,  Jesus, 
thou  son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  they 
which  went  before  rebuked  him,  that  he  should  hold 
his  peace :  but  he  cried  so  much  the  more.  Thou  son 
of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  Jesus  stood,  and 
commanded  him  to  be  brought  unto  him :  and  when 
he  was  come  near,  he  asked  him,  saying.  What  wilt 
thou  that  I  shall  do  unto  thee?  And  he  said.  Lord, 
that  I  may  receive  my  sight.  And  Jesus  said  imto 
him.  Receive  thy  sight:  thy  faith  hath  saved  thee.

JESUS  was  casting  out  a  devil,  and  it  was  dumb. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  devil  was  gone 
out,  the  dumb  spake ;  and  the  people  wondered.  But 
some  of  them  said,  He  casteth  out  devils  through 
Beelzebub  the  chief  of  the  devils.  And  others,  tempt- 
ing him,  sought  of  him  a  sign  from  heaven.  But  he, 
knowing  their  thoughts,  said  unto  them,  Every  king- 
dom divided  against  itself  is  brought  to  desolation ; 
and  a  house  divided  against  a  house  felleth.  If  Satan 
also  be  divided  against  himself  how  shall  his  king- 
dom stand?  because  ye  say  that  I  cast  out  devils 
through  Beelzebub.  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out 
devils,  by  whom  do  yoiu*  sons  cast  them  out?  there- 
fore shall  they  be  your  judges.  But  if  I  with  the 
iinger  of  God  cast  out  devils,  no  doubt  the  kingdom 
of  God  is  come  upon  you.  When  a  strong  man 
ai-med  keepeth  his  palace,  his  goods  are  in  peace :  but 
when  a  stronger  than  he  shaU  come  upon  him,  and 
overcome  him,  he  taketh  from  him  all  his  armour 
wherein  he  trusted,  and  divideth  his  spoils.  He  that 
is  not  with  me  is  against  me :  and  he  that  gathereth 
not  with  me  scattereth.  When  the  unclean  spirit  is 
gone  out  of  a  man,  he  walketh  through  dry  places, 
seeking  rest ;  and  finding  none,  he  saith,  I  wUl  return 
imto  my  house  whence  I  came  out.  And  when  he 
Cometh,  he  findeth  it  swept  and  garnished.  Then 
goeth  he,  and  taketh  to  him  seven  other  spirits  more 
wicked  than  himself;  and  they  enter  in,  and  dwell 
there :  and  the  last  state  of  that  man  is  worse  than 
the  flrat.

riTELL  me,  ye  that  desire  to  be  under  the  law,  do

other  by  a  freewoman.  But  he  who  was  of  the  bond- 
woman was  bom  after  the  flesh ;  but  he  of  the  free- 
woman  was  by  promise.  Which  things  are  an  alle- 
gory :  for  these  are  the  two  covenants ;  the  one  from 
the  moimt  Sinai,  which  gendereth  to  bondage,  which 
is  Agar.  For  this  Agar  is  mount  Sinai  in  Arabia, 
and  answereth  to  Jerusalem  which  now  is,  and  is  in 
bondage  with  her  children.  But  Jerusalem  which  is 
above  is  ft'ee,  which  is  the  mother  of  us  alL  For  it  is 
written.  Rejoice,  thou  barren  that  bearest  not ;  break 
forth  and  cry,  thou  that  travailest  not .  for  the  deso- 
late hath  many  more  children  than  she  which  hath  an 
husband.  Now  we,  brethren,  as  Isaac  was,  are  the 
children  of  promise.  But  as  then  he  that  was  bom 
after  the  flesh  persecuted  him  that  was  bom  after  the 
Spirit,  even  so  it  is  now.  Nevertheless  what  saith 
the  scripture?  Cast  out  the  bondwoman  and  her  son : 
for  the  son  of  the  bondwoman  shall  not  be  heir  with 
the  son  of  the  ft-eewoman.  So  then,  brethren,  we 
are  not  children  of  the  bondwoman,  but  of  the  free. 

The  Gospel     St.  John  vi.  1. 

JESUS  went  over  the  sea  of  Galilee,  which  is  the 
sea  of  Tiberias.     And  a  great  multitude  followed 
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him,  because  they  saw  his  miracles  which  he  did  on 
them  that  were  diseased.  And  Jesus  went  up  mto  a 
mountain,  and  there  he  sat  with  his  disciples.  And 
the  passover,  a  feast  of  the  Jews,  was  nigh.  When 
Jesus  then  hfted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  a  great  com- 
pany come  unto  him,  he  saith  unto  Philip,  Whence 
shall  we  buy  bread,  that  these  may  eat?  And  this 
he  said  to  prove  him :  for  he  himself  knew  what  he 
would  do.  Philip  answered  him.  Two  hundred  penny- 
worth of  bread  is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that  every 
one  of  them  may  take  a  little.  One  of  his  disciples, 
Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  brother,  saith  unto  him.  There 
is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley  loaves,  and  two 
small  fishes:  but  what  are  they  among  so  many? 
And  Jesus  said.  Make  the  men  sit  down.  Now  there 
was  much  grass  in  the  place.  So  the  men  sat  down, 
in  number  about  five  thousand.  And  Jesus  took  the 
loaves ;  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  distributed 
to  the  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to  them  that  were 
set  down ;  and  likewise  of  the  fishes  as  much  as  they 
would.  When  they  were  filled,  he  said  unto  his  dis- 
ciples. Gather  up  the  fi'agments  that  remain,  that 
nothing  be  lost.  Therefore  the)'  gathered  them  to- 
gether, and  flUed  twelve  baskets  with  the  Segments 
of  the  five  barley  loaves,  which  remained  over  and 
above  unto  them  that  had  eaten.  Then  those  men, 
when  they  had  seen  the  miracle  that  Jesus  did,  said. 
This  is  of  a  tinith  that  pix)phet  that  should  come  into 
the  world.

Then  Judas,  which  had  be- 
trayed him,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  condemned, 
repented  himself,  and  brought  again  the  thirty  pieces 
of  silver  to  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  saying,  I  have 
sinned  in  that  I  have  betrayed  the  innocent  blood. 
And  they  said.  What  is  that  to  us  ?  see  thou  to  that. 
And  he  cast  down  the  pieces  of  silver  in  the  temple, 
and  departed,  and  went  and  hanged  himself.  And 
the  chief  priests  took  the  sUver  pieces,  and  said.  It  is 
not  lawful  for  to  put  them  into  the  treasury,  because 
it  is  the  price  of  blood.  And  they  took  counsel,  and 
bought  with  them  the  potter's  field,  to  bury  strangers 
in.  Wherefore  that  field  was  called.  The  field  of  blood, 
imto  this  day.  Then  was  ftdfllled  that  which  was 
spoken  by  Jeremy  the  prophet,  saying.  And  they  took 
the  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of  him  that  was 
valued,  whom  they  of  the  cliildren  of  Israel  did  value ; 
and  gave  them  for  the  potter's  field,  as  the  Lord 
appointed  me.  And  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor: 
and  the  governor  asked  him,  saying,  Art  thou  the 
King  of  the  Jews?  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Thou 
sayest.  And  when  he  was  accused  of  the  chief  priests 
and  elders,  he  answered  nothing.  Then  saith  Pilate 
unto  him,  Hearest  thou  not  how  many  things  they 
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witness  against  thee?  And  he  answered  him  to 
never  a  word ;  insomuch  that  the  governor  marvelled 
greatly.  Now  at  that  feast  the  governor  was  wont 
to  release  imto  the  people  a  prisoner,  whom  they 
would.  And  they  had  then  a  notable  prisoner,  called 
Barabhas.  Therefore  when  they  were  gathered  to- 
gether, Pilate  said  unto  them.  Whom  will  ye  that  I 
release  unto  you?  Barabbas,  or  Jesus  which  is  called 
Christ?  For  he  knew  that  for  envy  they  had  deliv- 
ered him.  When  he  was  set  down  on  the  judgment 
seat,  his  wife  sent  unto  him,  saying.  Have  thou  no- 
thing to  do  with  that  just  man :  for  I  have  suffered 
many  things  this  day  in  a  dream  because  of  him. 
But  the  chief  priests  and  elders  persuaded  the  multi- 
tude that  they  should  ask  Barabbas,  and  destroy 
Jesus.  The  governor  answered  and  said  unto  them. 
Whether  of  the  twain  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you? 
They  said,  Barabbas.  Pilate  saith  unto  them.  What 
shall  I  do  then  with  Jesus  which  is  called  Christ? 
They  all  say  unto  him.  Let  him  be  crucified.  And 
the  governor  said.  Why,  what  e^dl  hath  he  done?  But 
they  cried  out  the  more,  saying.  Let  liim  be. crucified. 
When  Pilate  saw  that  he  could  prevail  nothing,  but 
that  rather  a  tumult  was  made,  he  took  water,  and 
washed  his  hands  before  the  multitude,  saying,  I  am 
innocent  of  the  blood  of  this  just  person :  see  ye  to  it. 
Then  answered  all  the  people,  and  said.  His  blood  be 
on  us,  and  on  our  children.  Then  released  he  Barab- 
bas unto  them :  and  when  he  had  scourged  Jesus,  he 
deUvered  him  to  be  cnicifled.  Then  the  soldiers  of 
the  governor  took  Jesus  into  the  common  hall,  and 
gathered  unto  him  the  whole  band  of  soldiers.  And 
they  stripped  him,  and  put  on  him  a  scarlet  robe. 
And  when  they  had  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  they 
put  it  upon  his  head,  and  a  reed  in  his  right  hand: 
and  they  bowed  the  knee  before  him,  and  mocked 

him,  saying.  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews !     And  they  spit 
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upon  Mm,  and  took  the  reed,  and  smote  him  on  the 
head.  And  after  that  they  had  mocked  him,  they 
took  the  robe  off  from  him,  and  put  his  own  raiment 
on  him,  and  led  him  away  to  crucify  him.  And  as 
they  came  out,  they  foimd  a  man  of  Oyrene,  Simon 
by  name :  him  they  compelled  to  bear  his  cross.  And 
when  they  were  come  unto  a  place  called  Golgotha, 
that  is  to  say,  a  place  of  a  skull,  they  gave  him  vine- 
gar to  drink  mingled  with  gall:  and  when  he  had 
tasted  thei'eof,  he  would  not  drink.  And  they  cmci- 
fied  him,  and  parted  his  garments,  casting  lots :  that 
it  might  be  fulfilled  wliich  was  spoken  by  the  prophet. 
They  parted  my  garments  among  them,  and  upon  my 
vesture  did  they  cast  lots.  And  sitting  down  they 
watched  him  there ;  and  set  up  over  his  head  Jus  ac- 
eusation  written,  THIS  IS  JESUS  THE  KING  OF 
THE  JEWS.  Then  were  there  two  thieves  crucified 
with  him,  one  on  the  right  hand,  and  another  on  the 
left.  And  they  that  passed  by  reviled  him,  wagging 
their  heads,  and  saying.  Thou  that  desti'oyest  the 
temple,  and  buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thyself.  If 
thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  come  down  from  the  cross. 
Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  him,  with  the. 
scribes  and  elders,  said.  He  saved  others ;  himself  he 
cannot  save.  If  he  be  the  King  of  Israel,  let  him 
now  come  down  ft«m  the  cross,  and  we  will  believe 
him.  He  trusted  in  God ;  let  him  deliver  him  now, 
if  he  will  have  him :  for  he  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God. 
The  thieves  also,  which  were  crucified  with  him,  cast 
the  same  in  his  teeth.  Now  from  the  sixth  hour 
there  was  darkness  over  all  the  land  unto  the  ninth 
hour.  And  about  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a 
loud  voice,  saying,  EU,  Eli,  lama  sabachthani?  that  is 
to  say,  My  Giod,  my  God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me? 
Some  of  them  that  stood  there,  when  they  heard  that, 
said,  This  man  calleth  for  Elias.  And  straightway 
one  of  them  ran,  and  took  a  spunge,  and  filled  it  with. 
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vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink. 
The  rest  said.  Let  be,  let  us  see  whether  Elias  will 
come  to  save  him.  Jesus,  when  he  had  cried  again 
with  a  loud  voice,  yielded  up  thie  ghost.  And,  behold, 
the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the  top 
to  the  bottom;  and  the  earth  did  quake,  and  the 
rocks  rent ;  and  the  graves  were  opened ;  and  many 
bodies  of  the  saints  which  slept  arose,  and  came  out 
of  the  graves  after  his  resurrection,  and  went  into  the 
holy  city,  and  appeared  unto  many.  Now  when  the 
centvuion,  and  they  that  were  with  him,  watching 
Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and  those  things  that 
were  done,  they  feared  greatly,  saying.  Truly  this  was 
the  Son  of  God.

For  the  Epistle.     Isa.  Ixiii.  1. 

WHO  is  this  that  cometh  from  Edom,  with  dyed 
garments  from  Bozrah?  this  that  is  glorious 
in  his  apparel,  travelling  in  the  greatness  of  his 
strength?  I  that  speak  in  righteousness,  mighty  to 
save.  Wherefore  art  thou  red  in  thine  apparel,  and 
thy  garments  like  him  that  treadeth  in  the  winefat? 
I  have  trodden  the  winepress  alone ;  and  of  the  peo- 
ple there  was  none  with  me :  for  I  will  tread  them  in 
mine  anger,  and  trample  them  in  my  fury ;  and  their 
blood  shall  be  sprinkled  upon  my  garments,  and  I 
will  stain  all  my  raiment.  For  the  day  of  vengeance 
is  in  mine  heart,  and  the  year  of  my  redeemed  is 
come.  And  I  looked,  and  there  was  none  to  help; 
and  I  wondered  that  there  was  none  to  uphold: 
therefore  mine  own  arm  brought  salvation  unto  me ; 
and  my  fury,  it  upheld  me.  And  I  will  tread  down 
the  people  in  mine  anger,  and  make  them  drunk  in 
my  fury,  and  I  will  bring  down  their  strength  to  the 
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earth.  I  will  mention  the  lovingkindnesses  of  the 
Lord,  and  the  praises  of  the  Lokd,  according  to  all 
that  the  Lord  hath  bestowed  on  us,  and  the  great 
goodness  towjard  the  house  of  Israel,  which  he  hath 
bestowed  on  them  according  to  his  mercies,  and  ac- 
cording to  the  multitude  of  his  lovingkindnesses. 
For  he  said.  Surely  they  are  my  people,  children  that 
will  not  he:  so  he  was  their  Saviour.  In  aU  their 
affliction  he  was  afflicted,  and  the  angel  of  his  pre- 
sence saved  them :  in  his  love  and  in  his  pity  he  re- 
deemed them ;  and  he  bare  them,  and  carried  them 
all  the  days  of  old.  But  they  rebelled,  and  vexed  his 
holy  Spirit ;  therefore  he  was  turned  to  be  their 
enemy,  and  he  fought  against  them.  Then  he  re- 
membered the  days  of  old,  Moses,  and  his  people, 
saying,  Where  is  he  that  brought  them  up  out  of  the 
sea  with  the  shepherd  of  his  flock?  where  is  he  that 
put  his  holy  Spirit  within  him?  that  led  them  by  the 
right  hand  of  Moses  with  his  glorious  arm,  dividing 
the  water  before  them,  to  make  himself  an  everlast- 
ing name?  that  led  them  through  the  deep,  as  an 
horse  in  the  wUdemess,  that  they  should  not  stumble? 
As  a  beast  goeth  down  into  the  valley,  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  caused  bim  to  rest :  so  didst  thou  lead  thy 
people,  to  make  thyself  a  glorious  name.  Look  down 
from  heaven,  and  behold  from  the  habitation  of  thy 
holiness  and  of  thy  glory :  where  is  thy  zeal  and  thy 
strength,  the  soimding  of  thy  bowels  and  of  thy 
mercies  toward  me?  are  they  restrained?  Doubtless 
thou  art  our  father,  though  Abraham  be  ignorant  of 
us,  and  Israel  acknowledge  us  not:  thou,  O  Lord, 
art  our  father,  our  redeemer ;  thy  name  is  from  ever- 
lasting. O  Lord,  why  hast  thou  made  us  to  err  fr«m 
thy  ways,  and  hardened  our  heart  from  thy  fear? 
Return  for  thy  servants'  sake,  the  tribes  of  tliine  in- 
heritance. The  people  of  thy  holiness  have  possessed 
it  but  a  little  while:   our  adversaries  have  trodden 
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down  thy  sanctuary.  We  are  thine :  thou  nevei* 
barest  rule  over  them ;  they  were  not  called  by  thy 
name. 

Tlie  Goftpel.  St.  Mark  xiv.  1. 
AFTER  two  days  was  the  feast  of  the  passover, 
A.  and  of  unleavened  bread :  and  the  chief  priests 
and  the  scribes  sought  how  they  might  take  him  by 
craft,  and  put  him  to  death.  But  they  said,  Not  on 
the  feast  day,  lest  there  be  an  uproar  of  the  people. 
And  being  in  Bethany  in  the  house  of  Simon  the 
leper,  its  he  sat  at  meat,  there  came  a  woman  having 
an  alabaster  box  of  ointment  of  spikenard  very  pre- 
cious; and  she  brake  the  box,  and  poured  it  on  his 
head.  And  there  were  some  that  had  indignation 
within  themselves,  and  said,  Why  was  tliis  waste  of 
the  ointment  made?  for  it  might  have  been  sold  for 
more  than  three  hundred  pence,  and  have  been  given 
to  the  poor.  And  they  murmured  against  her.  And 
Jesus  said.  Let  her  alone ;  why  trouble  ye  her?  she 
hath  wrought  a  good  work  on  me.  For  ye  have  the 
poor  with  you  always,  smd  whensoever  ye  will  ye 
may  do  them  good :  but  me  ye  have  not  always.  She 
hath  done  what  she  could :  she  is  come  aforehand  to 
anoint  my  body  to  the  burying.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you.  Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall  be  preached 
throughout  the  whole  world,  this  also  that  she  hath 
done  shall  be  spoken  of  for  a  memorial  of  her.  And 
Judas  Iscariot,  one  of  the  twelve,  went  unto  the  chief 
priests,  to  betray  him  unto  them.  And  when  they 
heard  it,  they  were  glad,  and  promised  to  give  him 
money.  And  he  sought  how  ho  might  conveniently 
betray  him.  And  the  first  day  of  unleavened  bread, 
when  they  killed  the  passover,  his  disciples  said  imto 
him.  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  go  and  prepare  that 
thou  mayest  eat  the  passover?  And  he  sendeth  forth 
two  of  his  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them.  Go  ,ye  into 
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the  city,  and  there  shall  meet  you  a  man  bearing  a 
pitcher  of  water :  follow  him.  And  wheresoever  he 
shall  go  in,  say  ye  to  the  goodman  of  the  house,  The 
Master  saith.  Where  is  the  guestchamber,  where  I 
shall  eat  the  passover  with  my  disciples?  And  he  will 
shew  you  a  large  upper  room  lumished  and  prepared : 
there  make  ready  for  us.  And  his  disciples  went 
forth,  and  came  into  the  city,  and  foimd  as  he  had 
said  unto  them :  and  they  made  ready  the  passover. 
And  in  the  evening  he  cometh  with  the  twelve.  And 
as  they  sat  and  did  eat,  Jesus  said.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  One  of  you  which  eateth  with  me  shall  betray 
me.  And  they  began  to  be  sorrowful,  and  to  say 
unto  him  one  by  one,  Is  it  I?  and  another  said,  Is  it 
I?  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them.  It  is  one  of 
the  twelve,  that  dippeth  with  me  in  the  dish.  The 
Son  of  man  indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of  him :  but 
woe  to  that  man  by  whom  the  Son  of  man  is  be- 
trayed! good  were  it  for  that  man  if  he  had  never 
been  bom.  And  as  they  did  eat,  Jesus  took  bread, 
and  blessed,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  to  them,  and  said, 
Take,  eat:  this  is  my  body.  And  he  took  the  cup, 
and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  gave  it  to  them: 
and  they  all  di'ank  of  it.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Tliis  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament,  which  is  shed 
for  msmy.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  drink  no 
more  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day  that  I 
drink  it  new  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  And  when 
they  had  sung  an  hymn,  they  went  out  into  the 
mount  of  OUves.  And  Jesus  saith  imto  them,  AU  ye 
shall  be  offended  because  of  me  this  night :  for  it  is 
written,  I  will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep 
shall  be  scattered.  But  after  that  I  am  risen,  I  wiU 
go  before  you  into  GaUlee.  But  Peter  said  unto  him, 
Although  all  shall  be  offended,  yet  wiU  not  I.  And 
Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  that  this 
day,  even  in  this  night,  before  the  cock  crow  twice, 
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thou  Shalt  deny  me  thrice.  But  he  spake  the  more 
vehemently,  If  I  should  die  with  thee,  I  will  not  deny 
thee  in  any  wise.  Likewise  also  said  they  aU.  And 
they  came  to  a  place  which  was  named  Gethsemane : 
and  he  saith  to  his  disciples,  Sit  ye  here,  while  I  shall 
pray.  And  he  taketh  with  him  Peter  and  James  and 
John,  and  began  to  be  sore  amazed,  and  to  be  very 
heavy;  and  saith  unto  them,  My  soul  is  exceeding 
sorrowful  unto  death:  tarry  ye  here,  and  watch. 
And  he  went  forward  a  little,  and  feU  on  the  ground, 
and  prayed  that,  if  it  were  possible,  the  hour  might 
pass  from  him.  And  he  said,  Abba,  Father,  aU  things 
are  possible  imto  thee ;  take  away  tliis  cup  from  me : 
nevertheless  not  what  I  will,  but  what  thou  wilt. 
And  he  cometh,  and  findeth  them  sleeping,  and  saith 
imto  Peter,  Simon,  sleepest  thou?  couldest  not  thou 
watch  one  hour?  Watch  ye  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter 
into  temptation.  The  spirit  truly  is  ready,  but  the 
flesh  is  weak.  And  again  he  went  away,  and  prayed, 
and  spake  the  same  words.  And  when  he  returned, 
he  found  them  asleep  again,  (for  their  eyes  were 
heavy,)  neither  vdst  they  what  to  answer  him.  And 
he  cometh  the  third  time,  and  saith  unto  them.  Sleep 
on  now,  and  take  your  rest :  it  is  enough,  the  hour  is 
come;  behold,  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  into  the 
hands  of  sinners.  Rise  up,  let  us  go ;  lo,  he  that  be- 
trayeth  me  is  at  hand.  And  immediately,  while  he 
yet  spake,  cometh  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  and  with 
him  a  great  multitude  with  swords  and  staves,  from 
the  cliief  priests  and  the  scribes  and  the  eldei-s.  And 
he  that  betrayed  him  had  given  them  a  token,  saying. 
Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  that  same  is  he ;  take  him, 
and  lead  him  away  safely.  And  as  soon  as  he  was 
come,  he  goeth  straightway  to  him,  and  saith.  Master, 
master ;  and  kissed  him.  And  they  laid  their  hands 
on  him,  and  took  him.  And  one  of  them  that  stood 
by  drew  a  sword,  and  smote  a  servant  of  the  high 
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priest,  and  cut  off  his  ear.  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  tliem,  Are  ye  come  out,  as  against  a  thief, 
with  swords  and  with  staves,  to  take  me?  I  was  daily 
with  you  in  the  temple  teacliing,  and  ye  took  me  not : 
but  the  scriptures  must  be  fulfilled.  And  they  all  for- 
sook him,  and  fled.  And  there  followed  him  a  certain 
young  man,  having  a  linen  cloth  cast  about  his  naked 
body ;  and  the  young  men  laid  hold  on  him :  and  he 
left  the  Unen  cloth,  and  fled  from  them  naked.  And 
they  led  Jesus  away  to  the  high  priest:  and  with  him 
were  assembled  all  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders 
and  the  scribes.  And  Peter  followed  him  afar  off, 
even  into  the  palace  of  the  high  priest :  and  he  sat 
with  the  servants,  and  wanned  himself  at  the  fire. 
And  the  chief  priests  and  all  the  council  sought  for 
witness  against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death ;  and  fomid 
none.  For  many  bare  false  witness  against  him,  but 
their  witness  agreed  not  together.  And  there  arose 
certain,  and  bare  false  witness  against  him,  saying. 
We  heard  him  say,  I  will  destroy  this  temple  that  is 
made  with  hands,  and  within  three  days  I  will  bmld 
another  made  without  hands.  But  neither  so  did 
then-  witness  agree  together.  And  the  high  priest 
stood  up  in  the  midst,  and  asked  Jesus,  saying, 
Answerest  thou  nothing?  what  is  it  which  these 
witness  against  thee?  But  he  held  his  peace,  and 
answered  nothing.  Again  the  high  priest  asked  him, 
and  said  unto  hiin.  Art  thou  the  Christ,  the  Son  of 
the  Blessed?  And  Jesus  said,  I  am :  and  ye  shall  see 
the  Son  of  man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of  power, 
and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven.  Then  the  high 
priest  rent  his  clothes,  and  saith.  What  need  we  any 
further  witnesses?  ye  have  heard  the  blasphemy : 
what  think  ye?  And  they  all  condemned  him  to  be 
guilty  of  death.  And  some  began  to  spit  on  him,  and 
to  cover  his  face,  and  to  buffet  him,  and  to  say  vmto 

him.  Prophesy :  and  the  servants  did  strike  him  with 
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the  palms  of  their  hands.  And  as  Peter  was  beneath 
in  the  palace,  there  cometh  one  of  the  maids  of  the 
high  priest :  and  when  she  saw  Peter  warming  him- 
self, she  looked  upon  him,  and  said.  And  thou  also 
wast  with  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  But  he  denied,  saying, 
I  know  not,  neither  understand  I  what  thou  sayest. 
And  he  went  out  iato  the  porch ;  and  the  cock  crew. 
And  a  maid  saw  him  again,  and  began  to  say  to  them 
that  stood  by.  This  is  one  of  them.  And  he  denied  it 
again.  And  a  Uttle  after,  they  that  stood  by  said 
again  to  Peter,  Surely  thou  art  one  of  them :  for  thou 
art  a  Gahlaean,  and  thy  speech  agreeth  thereto.  But 
he  began  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  1  know  not 
this  man  of  whom  ye  speak.  And  the  second  time 
the  cock  crew.  And  Peter  called  to  mind  the  word 
that  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Before  the  cock  crow  twice, 
thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  And  when  he  thought 
thereon,  he  wept.

For  the  Epistle.     Isa.  1.  5. 
IHE  Lord  GtOD  hath  opened  mine  ear,  and  I  was 
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not  rebelUous,  neither  turned  away  back.  I 
gave  my  back  to  the  smitere,  and  mj'  cheeks  to  them 
that  plucked  off  the  hair :  I  hid  not  my  face  fi-om 
shame  and  spitting.  For  the  Lord  God  will  help  me ; 
therefore  shall  I  not  be  confounded :  therefore  have  I 
set  my  face  like  a  flint,  and  I  know  that  I  shall  not 
be  ashamed.  He  is  near  that  justifieth  me ;  who  will 
contend  with  me?  let  us  stand  together:  who  is  mine 
adversary?  let  him  come  near  to  me.  Behold,  the 
Lord  God  will  help  me;  who  is  he  that  shall  con- 
demn me?  lo,  they  all  shall  wax  old  as  a  garment; 
the  moth  shall  eat  them  up.  Who  is  among  you  that 
feareth  the  Lord,  that  obeyeth  the  voice  of  his  ser- 
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vant,  that  walketh  in  darkness,  and  hath  no  light? 
let  him  trust  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  stay  upon 
his  Grod.  Behold,  all  ye  that  kindle  a  fire,  that  com- 
pass yourselves  about  with  sparks :  walk  in  the  Ught 
of  your  fire,  and  in  the  sparks  that  ye  have  kindled. 
This  shall  ye  have  of  mine  hand;  ye  shall  he  down 
in  sorrow. 

The  Gospel.    St.  Mark  xv.  1. 

AND  straightway  in  the  morning  the  chief  priests 
Jx.  held  a  consultation  with  the  elders  and  scribes 
and  the  whole  coimcil,  and  bound  Jesus,  and  carried 
him  away,  and  deUvered  him  to  Pilate.  And  Pilate 
asked  him.  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews?  And  he 
answering  said  unto  him.  Thou  sayest  it.  And  the 
chief  priests  accused  him  of  many  things :  but  he  an- 
swered nothing.  And  Pilate  asked  him  again,  saying, 
Answerest  thou  nothing?  behold  how  many  things 
they  witness  against  thee.  But  Jesus  yet  answered 
nothing ;  so  that  Pilate  marvelled.  Now  at  that  feast 
he  released  unto  them  one  prisoner,  whomsoever 
they  desired.  And  there  was  one  named  Barabbas, 
which  lay  bound  with  them  that  had  made  insurrec- 
tion with  him,  who  had  committed  murder  in  the  in- 
surrection. And  the  multitude  crying  aloud  began 
to  desire  him  to  do  as  he  had  ever  done  unto  them. 
But  Pilate  answered  them,  saying.  Will  ye  that  I  re- 
lease unto  you  the  King  of  the  Jews?  For  he  knew 
that  the  chief  priests  had  dehvered  him  for  envy. 
But  the  chief  priests  moved  the  people,  that  he 
should  rather  release  Barabbas  unto  them.  And 
Pilate  answered  and  said  again  unto  them,  What  will 
ye  then  that  I  shall  do  unto  him  whom  ye  call  the 
King  of  the  Jews?  And  they  cried  out  again,  Crucify 
him.  Then  Pilate  said  unto  them.  Why,  what  evil 
hath  he  done?  And  they  cried  out  the  more  exceed- 
ingly, Crucify  him.     And  so  Pilate,  vrilling  to  con- 
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tent  the  people,  released  Barabbas  vmto  them,  and 
delivered  Jesus,  when  he  had  scourged  him,  to  be 
crucified.  And  the  soldiers  led  him  away  into  the 
hall,  called  Preetorium;  and  they  call  together  the 
whole  band.  And  they  clothed  him  with  purple,  and 
platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  about  his  head, 
and  began  to  salute  him.  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews! 
And  they  smote  him  on  the  head  with  a  reed,  and 
did  spit  upon  him,  and  bowing  their  knees  wor- 
shipped him.  And  when  they  had  mocked  him,  they 
took  off  the  purple  from  him,  and  put  his  own  clothes 
on  him,  and  led  him  out  to  crucify  him.  And  they 
compel  one  Simon  a  Cyrenian,  who  passed  by,  coming 
out  of  the  countiy,  the  father  of  Alexander  and 
Rufus,  to  bear  his  cross.  And  they  bring  him  unto 
the  place  Golgotha,  which  is,  being  interpreted.  The 
place  of  a  skuU.  And  they  gave  him  to  drink  wine 
mingled  with  myrrh:  but  he  received  it  not.  And 
when  they  had  crucified  him,  they  parted  his  gar- 
ments, casting  lots  upon  them,  what  every  man 
should  take.  And  it  was  the  third  hour,  and  they 
crucified  him.  And  the  superscription  of  his  accusar 
tion  was  written  over,  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 
And  with  him  they  crucify  two  thieves ;  the  one  on 
his  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  his  left.  And  the 
scripture  was  ftdfilled,  which  saith,  And  he  was  num- 
bered with  the  transgressors.  And  they  that  passed 
by  railed  on  him,  wagging  their  heads,  and  saying. 
Ah,  thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it 
in  three  days,  save  thyself,  and  come  down  from  the 
cross.  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  said 
among  themselves  with  the  scribes,  He  saved  others ; 
himself  he  cannot  save.  Let  Christ  the  King  of 
Israel  descend  now  fi'om  the  cross,  that  we  may  see 
and  believe.  And  they  that  were  cnicified  with  him 
reviled  him.  And  when  the  sixth  hour  was  come, 
there  was  darkness  over  the  whole  land  uatU  the 
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ninth  hour.  And  at  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with 
a  loud  voice,  saying,  Eloi,  Eloi,  lama  sabachthani? 
which  is,  being  interpreted.  My  God,  my  God,  why 
hast  thou  forsaken  me?  And  some  of  them  that  stood 
by,  when  they  heard  it,  said,  Behold,  he  calleth  EUas. 
And  one  ran  and  filled  a  spimge  full  of  vinegar,  and 
put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink,  saying.  Let 
alone;  let  us  see  whether  Ehas  will  come  to  take 
him  down.  And  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and 
gave  up  the  ghost.  And  the  veil  of  the  temple  was 
rent  in  twain  from  the  top  to  the  bottom.  And  when 
the  centurion,  which  stood  over  against  him,  saw 
that  he  so  cried  out,  and  gave  up  the  ghost,  he  said. 
Truly  this  man  was  the  Son  of  God. 
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The  Epistle.    Heb.  ix.  16. 

"ITrHERE  a  testament  is,  there  must  also  of  neces- 
VV  sity  be  the  death  of  the  testator.  For  a  testar 
ment  is  of  force  after  men  are  dead :  otherwise  it  is  of 
no  strength  at  all  while  the  testator  liveth.  Where- 
upon neither  the  first  testament  was  dedicated  with- 
out blood.  For  when  Moses  had  spoken  every  precept 
to  all  the  people  according  to  the  law,  he  took  the 
blood  of  calves  and  of  goats,  with  water,  and  scarlet 
wool,  and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled  both  the  book  and 
aH  the  people,  saying.  This  is  the  blood  of  the  testar 
ment  which  God  hath  enjoined  unto  you.  Moreover, 
he  sprinkled  with  blood  both  the  tabernacle,  and  all 
the  vessels  of  the  ministry.  And  almost  all  things 
are  by  the  law  purged  with  blood ;  and  without  shed- 
ding of  blood  is  no  remission.  It  was  therefore 
necessary  that  the  patterns  of  tilings  in  the  heavens 
should  be  purified  with  these ;  but  the  heavenly 
things  themselves  with  better  sacrifices  than  these. 
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For  Christ  is  not  entered  into  the  holy  places  made 
with  hands,  which  are  the  figures  of  the  true;  but 
into  heaven  itself,  now  to  appear  in  the  presence  of 
God  for  us:  nor  yet  that  he  should  offer  himself 
often,  as  the  high  priest  entereth  into  the  holy  place 
every  year  with  blood  of  others;  for  then  must  he 
often  have  suffered  since  the  foundation  of  the  world : 
but  now  once  in  the  end  of  the  world  hath  he  ap- 
peared to  put  away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  himselif. 
And  as  it  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die,  but 
after  this  the  judgment :  so  Christ  was  once  offered 
to  bear  the  sins  of  many ;  and  imto  them  that  look 
for  him  shall  he  appear  the  second  time  without  sin 
unto  salvation. 

The  Gospel.  8t.  Luke  xxii.  1. 
"VrOW  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  drew  nigh, 
1*  which  is  called  the  Passover.  And  the  chief 
priests  and  scribes  sought  how  they  might  kill  him ; 
for  they  feared  the  people.  Then  entered  Satan  into 
Judas  sumamed  Iscariot,  being  of  the  number  of  the 
twelve.  And  he  went  his  way,  and  communed  with 
the  chief  priests  and  captains,  how  he  might  betray 
him  unto  them.  And  they  were  glad,  and  covenanted 
to  give  him  money.  And  he  promised,  and  sought 
opportunity  to  betray  him  unto  them  in  the  absence 
of  the  multitude.  Then  came  the  day  of  unleavened 
bread,  when  the  passover  must  be  killed.  And  he 
sent  Peter  and  John,  saying.  Go  and  prepare  us  the 
passover,  that  we  may  eat.  And  they  said  unto  him, 
Where  wilt  thou  that  we  prepare?  And  he  said  unto 
them.  Behold,  when  ye  are  entered  into  the  city, 
there  shaU  a  man  meet  you,  bearing  a  pitcher  of 
water ;  follow  him  iuto  the  house  where  he  entereth 
in.  And  ye  shall  say  unto  the  goodman  of  the  house, 
The  Master  saith  unto  thee,  Where  is  the  guest- 
chamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the  passover  with  my 
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disciples?  And  he  shall  shew  you  a  large  upper  room 
furnished:  there  make  ready.  And  they  went,  and 
found  as  he  had  said  unto  them :  and  they  made 
ready  the  passover.  And  when  the  hour  was  come, 
he  sat  down,  and  the  twelve  apostles  with  him.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  With  desire  I  have  desired  to  eat 
this  passover  with  you  before  I  suffer :  for  I  say  unto 
you,  I  will  not  any  more  eat  thereof,  until  it  be  ful- 
filled in  the  kingdom  of  Grod.  And  he  took  the  cup, 
and  gave  thanto,  and  said,  Take  this,  and  divide  it 
among  yourselves:  for  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not 
drink  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  the  kingdom 
of  God  shall  come.  And  he  took  bread,  and  gave 
thanks,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  unto  them,  saying, 
This  is  my  body  which  is  given  for  you :  this  do  in 
remembrance  of  me.  Likewise  also  the  cup  after 
supper,  saying,  Tliis  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my 
blood,  which  is  shed  for  you.  But,  behold,  the  hand 
of  him  that  betrayeth  me  is  with  me  on  the  table. 
And  truly  the  Son  of  man  goeth  as  it  was  deter- 
mined: but  woe  unto  that  man  by  whom  he  is 
betrayed!  And  they  began  to  enquire  among  them- 
selves, which  of  them  it  was  that  should  do  this 
thing.  And  there  was  also  a  strife  among  them, 
which  of  them  should  be  accoimted  the  greatest. 
And  he  said  unto  them.  The  kings  of  the  Gentiles 
exercise  lordship  over  them ;  and  they  that  exercise 
authority  upon  them  are  called  benefactors.  But  ye 
shall  not  be  so;  but  he  that  is  greatest  among  you, 
let  him  be  as  the  younger ;  and  he  that  is  chief,  as 
he  that  doth  serve.  For  whether  is  greater,  he  that 
sitteth  at  meat,  or  he  that  serveth?  is  not  he  that 
sitteth  at  meat?  but  I  am  among  you  as  he  that 
serveth.  Ye  are  they  which  have  continued  with  me 
in  my  temptations.  And  I  appoint  unto  you  a  king- 
dom, as  my  Father  hath  appointed  imto  me ;  that  ye 

may  eat  and  drink  at  my  table  in  my  kmgdom,  and 

;__ I    v.cHwie 
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sit  on  thrones,  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel. 
And  the  Lord  said,  Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath 
desired  to  have  you,  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat : 
but  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail 
not;  and  when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen  thy 
brethren.  And  he  said  unto  him.  Lord,  I  am  ready 
to  go  with  thee,  both  into  prison,  and  to  death.  And 
he  said,  I  tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow 
this  day,  before  that  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou 
knowest  me.  And  he  said  unto  them,  When  I  sent 
you  without  purse,  and  scrip,  and  shoes,  lacked  ye 
any  thing?  And  they  said.  Nothing.  Then  said  he 
unto  them,  But  now,  he  that  hath  a  purse,  let  him 
take  it,  and  likewise  his  scrip:  and  he  that  hath  no 
sword,  let  him  sell  his  garment,  and  buy  one.  For  I 
say  imto  you,  that  this  that  is  written  must  yet  he 
accomplislied  in  me,  And  he  was  reckoned  among 
the  trangressors :  for  the  things  concerning  me  have 
an  end.  And  they  said.  Lord,  behold,  here  are  two 
swords.  And  he  said  unto  them,  It  is  enough.  And 
he  came  out,  and  went,  as  he  was  wont,  to  the  mount 
of  Olives ;  and  his  disciples  also  foUowed  him.  And 
when  he  was  at  the  place,  he  said  tmto  them.  Pray 
that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation.  And  he  was  with- 
drawn fi-om  them  about  a  stone's  cast,  and  kneeled 
down,  and  prayed,  saying.  Father,  if  thou  be  willing, 
remove  this  cup  from  me :  nevertheless  not  my  will, 
but  thine,  be  done.  And  there  appeared  an  angel 
unto  him  ft'om  heaven,  strengthening  him.  And 
being  in  an  agony  he  prayed  more  earnestly :  and  his 
sweat  was  as  it  were  great  drops  of  blood  faUing 
down  to  the  gi-ound.  And  when  he  rose  up  irom 
prayer,  and  was  come  to  his  disciples,  he  found  them 
sleeping  for  son-ow,  and  said  unto  them.  Why  sleep 
ye?  rise  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation. 
And  while  he  yet  spake,  behold  a  multitude,  and  he 
that  was  called  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  went  before 
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them,  and  drew  near  unto  Jesus  to  kiss  him.  But 
Jesus  said  unto  him,  Judas,  betrayest  thou  the  Son  of 
man  with  a  kiss?  When  they  which  were  about  him 
saw  what  would  follow,  they  said  unto  him.  Lord, 
shall  we  smite  with  the  sword?  And  one  of  them 
smote  the  servant  of  the  high  priest,  and  cut  off  his 
right  ear.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said.  Suffer  ye 
thus  far.  And  he  touched  liis  ear,  and  healed  him. 
Then  Jesus  said  unto  the  chief  priests,  and  csiptains 
of  the  temple,  and  the  elders,  wliich  were  come  to 
him.  Be  ye  come  out,  as  against  a  thief,  with  swords 
and  staves?  When  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  tem- 
ple, ye  stretched  forth  no  hands  against  me :  but  this 
is  your  hour,  and  the  power  of  darkness.  Then  took 
they  liim,  and  led  him,  and  brought  him  into  the  high 
priest's  house.  And  Peter  followed  afar  off.  And 
when  they  had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  of  the  hall, 
and  were  set  down  together,  Peter  sat  down  among 
them.  But  a  certain  maid  beheld  him  as  he  sat  by 
the  fire,  and  earnestly  looked  upon  him,  and  said, 
This  man  was  also  with  him.  And  he  denied  him, 
saying.  Woman,  I  know  him  not.  And  after  a  little 
while  another  saw  him,  and  said.  Thou  art  also  of 
them.  And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  am  not.  And  about 
the  space  of  one  hour  after  another  confidently  af- 
firmed, saying.  Of  a  truth  this  fellow  also  was  with 
him:  for  he  is  a  GaUlsean.  And  Peter  said,  Man,  I 
know  not  what  thou  sayest.  And  immediately,  while 
he  yet  spake,  the  cock  crew.  And  the  Loi-d  turned, 
and  looked  upon  Peter.  And  Peter  remembered  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  how  he  had  said  unto  liim,  Before 
the  cock  crow,  thou  shaft  deny  me  thrice.  And  Peter 
went  out,  and  wept  bitterly.  And  the  men  that  held 
Jesus  mocked  him,  and  smote  him.  And  when  they 
had  blindfolded  him,  they  struck  him  on  the  face, 
and  asked  him,  saying,  Prophesy,  who  is  it  that 
smote  thee?     And  many  other  things  blasphemously 
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spake  they  against  him.  And  as  soon  as  it  was  day, 
the  elders  of  the  people  and  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  came  together,  and  led  him  into  their  coimcil, 
saying,  Art  thou  the  Christ?  teU  us.  And  he  said 
unto  them.  If  I  tell  you,  ye  will  not  beUeve :  and  if  I 
also  ask  you,  ye  will  not  answer  me,  nor  let  me  go. 
Hereafter  shall  the  Son  of  man  sit  on  the  right  hand 
of  the  power  of  God.  Then  said  they  all,  Art  thou 
then  the  Son  of  God?  And  he  said  unto  them.  Ye 
say  that  I  am.  And  they  said.  What  need  we  any 
further  witness?  for  we  ourselves  have  heard  of  his 
own  mouth.

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The  Epistle.    1  Cor.  xi.  17. 
N  this  that  I  declare  unto  you  I  praise  you  not. 


that  ye  come  together  not  for  the  better,  but  for 
the  worse.  For  first  of  all,  when  ye  come  together 
in  the  church,  I  hear  that  there  be  divisions  among 
you ;  and  I  partly  believe  it.  For  there  must  be  also 
heresies  among  you,  that  they  which  are  approved 
may  be  made  manifest  among  you.  When  ye  come 
together  therefore  into  one  place,  this  is  not  to  eat 
the  Lord's  supper.  For  in  eating  every  one  taketh 
before  other  his  own  supper :  and  one  is  hungry,  and 
another  is  drunken.  What?  have  ye  not  houses  to 
eat  and  to  drink  in?  or  despise  ye  the  church  of  God, 
and  shame  them  that  have  not?  What  shall  I  say 
to  you?  shall  I  praise  you  in  this?  I  pi-aise  you  not. 
For  I  have  received  of  the  Lord  that  which  also  I 
deUvered  imto  you.  That  the  Lord  Jesus  the  same 
night  in  which  he  was  betrayed  took  bread:  and 
when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said. 
Take,  eat:  this  is  my  body,  which  is  broken  for  you: 
this  do  in   remembrance   of  me.     After  the  same 
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maimer  also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had  supped, 
saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood : 
this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of 
me.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this 
cup,  ye  do  shew  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come. 
Wherefore  whosoever  shall  eat  this  bread,  and  drink 
this  cup  of  the  Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of 
the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord.  But  let  a  man  ex- 
amine himself,  and  so  let  him  eat  of  that  bread,  and 
drink  of  that  cup.  For  he  that  eateth  and  drinketh 
unworthily,  eateth  and  drinketh  damnation  to  him- 
self, not  discerning  the  Lord's  body.  For  this  cause 
many  are  weak  and  sickly  among  you,  and  many 
sleep.  For  if  we  would  judge  ourselves,  we  should 
not  be  judged.  But  when  we  are  judged,  we  are 
chastened  of  the  Lord,  that  we  should  not  be  con- 
demned with  the  world.  Wherefore,  my  brethren, 
when  ye  come  together  to  eat,  tarry  one  for  another. 
And  if  any  man  hunger,  let  him  eat  at  home;  that 
ye  come  not  together  unto  condemnation.  And  the 
rest  will  I  set  in  order  when  I  come. 

The  Gospel.  St.  Luke  xxiii.  1. 
rpHE  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  and  led  him 
JL  unto  Pilate.  And  they  began  to  accuse  him,  say- 
ing. We  foimd  this  fellow  perverting  the  nation,  and 
forbidding  to  give  tribute  to  Csesar,  saying  that  he 
himself  is  Christ  a  King.  And  Pilate  asked  him,  say- 
ing. Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews?  And  he  an- 
swered him  and  said,  Thou  sayest  it.  Then  said 
Pilate  to  the  chief  priests  and  to  the  jwople,  I  find  no 
fault  in  this  man.  And  they  were  the  more  fierce, 
saying.  He  stirreth  up  the  people,  teaching  through- 
out aS  Jewry,  beginning  ftwm  Galilee  to  this  place. 
When  Pilate  heard  of  Galilee,  he  asked  whether  the 
man  were  a  Galilsean.  And  as  soon  as  he  knew  that 
he  belonged  unto  Herod's  jurisdiction,  he  sent  him  to 
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Herod,  who  himself  also  was  at  Jerusalem  at  that 
time.  And  when  Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  exceed- 
ing glad:  for  he  was  desirous  to  see  him  of  a  long 
season,  because  he  had  heard  many  things  of  him; 
and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some  miracle  done  by 
him.  Then  he  questioned  with  him  in  many  words ; 
but  he  answered  him  nothing.  And  the  chief  priests 
and  scribes  stood  and  vehemently  accused  him.  And 
Herod  with  his  men  of  war  set  him  at  nought,  and 
mocked  him,  and  arrayed  him  in  a  gorgeous  robe,  and 
sent  him  again  to  Pilate.  And  the  same  day  Pilate 
and  Herod  were  made  friends  together:  for  before 
they  were  at  enmity  between  themselves.  And 
Pilate,  when  he  had  called  together  the  chief  priests 
and  the  rulers  and  the  people,  said  unto  them.  Ye 
have  brought  this  man  unto  me,  as  one  that  pervert- 
eth  the  people :  and,  behold,  I,  having  examined  him 
before  you,  have  found  no  fault  in  this  man  touching 
those  things  whereof  ye  accuse  him:  no,  nor  yet 
Herod:  for  I  sent  you  to  him;  and  lo,  notliing 
worthy  of  death  is  done  unto  him.  I  will  therefore 
chastise  him,  and  release  him.  (For  of  necessity  he 
must  release  one  unto  them  at  the  feast.)  And  they 
cried  out  all  at  once,  saying.  Away  with  this  man, 
and  release  unto  us  Barabbas:  (who  for  a  certain 
sedition  made  in  the  city,  and  for  murder,  was  cast 
into  prison.)  Pilate  therefore,  willing  to  release 
Jesus,  spake  agaiu  to  them.  But  they  cried,  saying, 
Crucify  him,  crucify  him.  And  he  said  mito  them 
the  third  time,  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done?  I 
have  found  no  cause  of  death  in  him :  I  will  therefore 
chastise  him,  and  let  him  go.  And  they  were  instant 
with  loud  voices,  requiring  that  he  might  be  cruci- 
fied. And  the  voices  of  them  and  of  the  chief  priests 
prevailed.  And  Pilate  gave  sentence  that  it  should 
be  as  they  required.  And  he  released  unto  them  him 
that  for  sedition  and  muider  was  cast  into  prison, 
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whom  they  had  desired;  but  he  deUvered  Jesus  to 
theii-  will.  And  as  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold 
upon  one  Simon,  a  Cyi«nian,  coming  out  of  the  coun- 
try, and  on  him  they  laid  the  cross,  that  he  might 
bear  it  aiter  Jesus.  And  there  followed  him  a  gi'efit 
company  of  people,  and  of  women,  which  also  be- 
wailed and  lamented  him.  But  Jesus  turning  unto 
them  said,  Daughters  of  Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  me, 
but  weep  for  yourselves,  and  for  your  chlldi-en.  For, 
behold,  the  days  are  coming,  in  the  which  they  shall 
say.  Blessed  are  the  baiTen,  and  the  wombs  that 
never  bare,  and  the  paps  which  never  gave  suck. 
Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to  the  movmtains,  Pall  on 
us ;  and  to  the  hills,  Cover  us.  For  If  they  do  these 
things  in  a  green  tree,  wlmt  shall  be  done  in  the  dry? 
And  there  were  also  two  other,  malefactors,  led  with 
him  to  be  put  to  death.  And  when  they  were  come 
to  the  place  which  is  called  Calvaiy,  there  they  cruci- 
fied him,  and  the  malefactors,  one  on  the  right  hand, 
and  the  other  on  the  left.  Then  said  Jesus,  Father, 
forgive  them ;  for  they  know  not  what  they  do.  And 
they  parted  his  raiment,  and  cast  lots.  And  the  peo- 
ple stood  beholding.  And  the  rulers  also  with  them 
derided  him,  saying,  He  saved  others ;  let  him  save 
himself,  if  he  be  Christ,  the  chosen  of  God.  And  the 
soldiers  also  mocked  him,  coming  to  him,  and  offer- 
ing him  vinegar,  and  saying.  If  thou  be  the  king  of 
the  Jews,  save  thyself.  And  a  supei'scription  also 
was  written  over  Mm,  in  letters  of  Greek,  and  Latin, 
and  Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE.  KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 
And  one  of  the  malefactors  which  were  hanged  railed 
on  him,  saying.  If  thou  be  Christ,  save  thyself  and 
us.  But  the  other  answering  rebuked  him,  saying, 
Dost  not  thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same 
condemnation?  And  we  indeed  justlj';  for  we  re- 
ceive the  due  reward  of  our  deeds:  but  this  man 
hath  done  nothing  amiss.     And  he  said  unto  Jesus, 
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Lord,  remember  me  when  thou  comest  into  thy  king- 
dom. And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Verily  I  say  unto 
thee,  To  day  shalt  thou  be  with  me  in  paradise.  And 
it  was  about  the  sixth  hour,  and  there  was  a  dark- 
ness over  all  the  earth  untU  the  ninth  hour.  And  the 
sun  was  darkened,  and  the  veil  of  the  temple  was 
rent  in  the  midst.  And  when  Jesus  had  cried  with 
a  loud  voice,  he  said.  Father,  into  thy  hands  I  com- 
mend my  spirit:  and  having  said  thus,  he  gave  up 
the  ghost.  Now  when  the  centurion  saw  what  was 
done,  he  glorified  God,  saying.  Certainly  this  was  a 
righteous  man.  And  all  the  people  that  came  to- 
gether to  that  sight,  beholding  the  things  which  were 
done,  smote  their  breasts,  and  returned.  And  aU  his 
acquaintance,  and  the  women  that  followed  bim  from 
Galilee,  stood  afar  off,  beholding  these  things.

r[E  law  having  a  shadow  of  good  things  to  come, 
and  not  the  very  image  of  the  things,  can  never 
with  those  sacrifices  which  they  oifered  year  by  year 
continually  make  the  comers  thereunto  perfect.  For 
then  would  they  not  have  ceased  to  be  offered?  be- 
cause that  the  worshippers  once  purged  should  have 
had  no  more  conscience  of  sins.  But  in  those  sacri- 
fices there  is  a  remembrance  again  made  of  sins  every 
year.  For  it  is  not  possible  that  the  blood  of  bulls 
and  of  goats  should  take  away  sins.'  Wherefore  when 
he  Cometh  into  the  world,  he  saith.  Sacrifice  and 
ofiering  thou  wouldest  not,  but  a  body  hast  thou  pre- 
pared me:  in  biu^t  offerings  and  sacrifices  for  sin 
thou  hast  had  no  pleasure.  Then  said  I,  Lo,  I  come 
(in  the  volume  of  the  book  it  is  written  of  me,)  to  do 
thy  win,  O  God.  Above  when  he  said.  Sacrifice  and 
offering  and  burnt  offerings  and  offering  for  sin  thou 
wouldest  not,  neither  hadst  pleasure  therein;  which 
are  offered  by  the  law;  then  said  he,  Lo,  I  come  to 
do  thy  wfil,  O  God.  He  taketh  away  the  first,  that 
he  may  establish  the  second.  By  the  which  will  we 
are  sanctified  through  the  offering  of  the  body  of 
Jesus  Christ  once  for  aU.     And  every  priest  standeth 
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daily  ministering  and  offering  oftentimes  the  same 
sacrifices,  which  can  never  take  away  sins:  but  tliis 
man,  after  he  had  offered  one  sacrifice  for  sins  for 
ever,  sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of  God;  from 
henceforth  expecting  till  his  enemies  be  made  his 
footstool.  For  by  one  offering  he  hath  perfected  for 
ever  them  that  are  sanctified.  Whereof  the  Holy 
Ghost  also  is  a  witness  to  us:  for  after  that  he  had 
said  before.  This  is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make 
with  them  after  those  days,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put 
my  laws  into  their  hearts,  and  in  their  minds  wiU  I 
write  them;  and  their  sins  and  iniquities  will  I  re- 
member no  more.  Now  where  remission  of  these  is, 
there  is  no  more  offering  for  sin.  Having  therefore, 
brethren,  boldness  to  enter  into  the  holiest  by  the 
blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  and  hving  way,  which  he 
hath  consecrated  for  us,  through  the  veil,  that  is  to 
say,  his  flesh;  and  having  an  high  priest  over  the 
house  of  God;  let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart  in 
full  assurance  of  faith,  having  our  hearts  sprinkled 
froTu  an  evil  conscience,  and  our  bodies  washed  with 
pure  water.  Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of  our 
faith  without  wavering;  (for  he  is  faithful  that  pro- 
mised;) and  let  us  consider  one  another  to  provoke 
rnito  love  and  to  good  works:  not  forsaking  the 
assembling  of  ourselves  together,  as  the  manner  of 
some  is;  but  exhorting  one  another:  and  so  much 
the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching. 

The  Gospel.    St.  John  xix.  1. 

PILATE  therefore  took  Jesus,  and  scourged  him. 
And  the  soldiers  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and 
put  it  on  his  head,  and  they  put  on  him  a  purple 
robe,  and  said,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews!  and  they 
smote  him  with  their  hands.  Pilate  therefore  went 
forth  again,  and  saith  unto  them,  Behold,  I  bring  him 
forth  to  you,  that  ye  may  know  that  I  find  no  fault 
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in  him.  Then  came  Jesus  forth,  wearing  the  crown 
of  thorns,  and  the  pm'ple  rohe.  And  Pilate  saith 
mito  them.  Behold  the  man!  "When  the  chief  priests 
therefore  and  officers  saw  him,  they  cried  out,  say- 
ing. Crucify  him,  crucify  him.  Pilate  saith  unto 
them.  Take  ye  him,  and  crucify  him:  for  I  find  no 
fault  in  him.  The  Jews  answered  him,  We  have  a 
law,  and  by  our  law  he  ought  to  die,  because  he  made 
himself  the  Son  of  God.  When  Pilate  therefore  heard 
that  saying,  he  was  the  more  afraid;  and  went  again 
into  the  judgment  haU,  and  saith  unto  Jesus,  Whence 
art  thou?  But  Jesus  gave  him  no  answer.  Then 
saith  Pilate  unto  him,  Speakest  thou  not  unto  me? 
knowest  thou  not  that  I  have  power  to.  crucify  thee, 
and  have  power  to  release  thee?  Jesus  answered. 
Thou  couldest  have  no  power  at  all  against  me, 
except  it  were  given  thee  from  above:  therefore  he 
that  delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater  sin. 
And  from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  release  him: 
but  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying,  If  thou  let  this  man 
go,  thou  art  not  Csesar's  friend:  whosoever  maketh 
himself  a  king,  speaketh  against  Ooesar.  When  Pilate 
therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  brought  Jesus  forth, 
and  sat  down  in  the  judgment  seat  in  a  place  that  is 
called  the  Pavement,  but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gabbatha. 
And  it  was  the  preparation  of  the  passover,  and  about 
the  sixth  hour:  and  he  saith  unto  the  Jews,  Behold 
your  King!  But  they  cried  out,  Away  with  him, 
away  with  him,  crucify  him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them. 
Shall  I  crucify  your  King?  The  chief  piiests  an- 
swered. We  have  no  king  but  Oeesar.  Then  delivered 
he  him  therefore  vmto  them  to  be  crucified.  And 
they  took  Jesus,  and  led  him  away.  And  he  bearing 
his  cross  went  forth  into  a  place  called  the  place  of  a 
skuU,  which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew  Golgotha:  where 
they  crucified  him,  and  two  other  with  him,  on  either 
side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst.     And  Pilate  wrote 
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a  title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross.  And  the  writing 
was,  JESUS  OF  NAZARETH  THE  KING  OF 
THE  JEWS.  This  title  then  read  many  of  the 
Jews:  for  the  place  where  Jesus  was  crucified  was 
nigh  to  the  city ;  and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew,  and 
Greek,  and  Latin.  Then  said  the  chief  priests  of  the 
Jews  to  Pilate,  Write  not,  The  King  of  the  Jews; 
but  that  he  said,  I  am  King  of  the  Jews.  Pilate  an- 
swered. What  I  have  written  I  have  written.  Then 
the  soldiers,  when  they  had  crucified  Jesus,  took  his 
garments,  and  made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a 
part;  and  also  his  coat:  now  the  coat  was  without 
seam,  woven  from  the  top  throughout.  They  said 
therefore  among  themselves,  Let  us  not  rend  it,  but 
cast  lots  for  it,  whose  it  shall  be:  that  the  scriptm-e 
might  be  fulfilled,  which  saith.  They  parted  my  rai- 
ment among  them,  and  for  my  vesture  they  did  cast 
lots.  These  things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.  Now 
there  stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesus  his  mother,  and  his 
mother's  sister,  Mary  the  wife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary 
Magdalene.  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his  mother, 
and  the  disciple  standing  by,  whom  he  loved,  he 
saith  unto  his  mother,  Woman,  behold  thy  son! 
Then  saith  he  to  the  disciple.  Behold  thy  mother! 
And  from  that  hour  that  disciple  took  her  unto  his 
own  home.  After  this,  Jesus  knowing  that  aU  things 
were  now  accomplished,  that  the  scriptiu*  might  be 
fulfilled,  saith,  I  thirst.  Now  there  was  set  a  vessel 
ftiU  of  vinegar :  and  they  filled  a  spunge  with  vinegar, 
and  put  it  upon  hyssop,  and  put  it  to  his  mouth. 
When  Jesus  therefore  had  received  the  vinegar,  he 
said.  It  is  finished :  and  he  bowed  his  head,  and  gave 
up  the  ghost.  The  Jews  therefore,  because  it  was 
the  preparation,  that  the  bodies  should  not  remain 
upon  the  cross  on  the  sabbath  day,  (for  that  sabbath 
day  was  an  high  day,)  besought  Pilate  that  their  legs 
might  be  broken,  and  that  they  might  be  taken  away. 
i ^* 
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Then  came  the  soldiers,  and  brake  the  legs  of  the 
first,  and  of  the  other  which  was  cruciiied  with  him. 
But  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  and  saw  that  he  was 
dead  already,  they  brake  not  his  legs :  but  one  of  the 
soldiers  with  a  spear  pierced  his  side,  and  forthwith 
came  there  out  blood  and  water.  And  he  that  saw  it 
bare  record,  and  his  record  is  true :  and  he  knoweth 
that  he  saith  true,  that  ye  might  believe.  For  these 
things  were  done,  that  the  scripture  should  be  ful- 
filled, A  bone  of  him  shall  not  be  broken.  And  again 
another  scripture  saith,  They  shall  look  on  him 
whom  they  pierced.

The  Episfle.     1  St.  Pet.  iii.  17. 

T  is  better,  if  the  will  of  God  be  so,  that  ye  suffer 
for  well  doing,  than  for  evil  doing.  For  Christ 
also  hath  once  suffered  for  sins,  the  just  for  the  un- 
just, that  he  might  bring  us  to  God,  being  put  to 
death  in  the  flesh,  but  quickened  by  the  Spirit:  by 
which  also  he  went  and  preached  unto  the  spirits 
in  prison;  which  sometime  were  disobedient,  when 
once  the  longsuffering  of  God  waited  in  the  days  of 
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Noah,  while  the  ark  was  a  preparing,  wherein  few, 
that  is,  eight  souls  were  saved  hy  water.  The  like 
figure  whereunto  even  baptism  doth  also  now  save 
us  (not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but 
the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  toward  God,)  by 
the  resiurection  of  Jesus  Christ:  who  is  gone  into 
heaven,  and  is  on  the  right  hand  of  God ;  angels  and 
authorities  and  powers  being  made  subject  unto  him. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Matt,  xxyii.  57. 

WHEN  the  even  was  come,  there  came  a  rich 
man  of  Arimathsea,  named  Joseph,  who  also 
himself  was  Jesus'  disciple:  he  went  to  Pilate,  and 
begged  the  body  of  Jesus.  Then  Pilate  commanded 
the  body  to  be  delivered.  And  when  Joseph  had 
taken  the  body,  he  wrapped  it  in  a  clean  Unen  cloth, 
and  laid  it  in  his  own  new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewn 
out  in  the  rock:  and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to  the 
door  of  the  sepulchre,  and  departed.  And  there  was 
Mary  Magdalene,  and  the  other  Mary,  sitting  over 
against  the  sepiilchre.  Now  the  next  day,  tliat  fol- 
lowed the  day  of  the  preparation,  the  chief  priests 
and  Pharisees  came  together  unto  Pilate,  saying,  Sir, 
we  remember  that  that  deceiver  said,  while  he  was 
j'et  alive,  After  three  days  I  will  rise  again.  Com- 
mand therefore  that  the  sepulchre  be  made  sure  imtil 
the  third  day,  lest  his  disciples  come  by  night,  and 
steal  him  away,  and  say  imto  the  people,  He  is  risen 
fi'om  the  dead:  so  the  last  error  shall  be  worse  than 
the  first.  Pilate  said  imto  them,  Ye  have  a  watch: 
go  yom-  way,  make  it  as  sure  as  ye  can.  So  they 
went,  and  made  the  sepulchre  sure,  seaUng  the  stone, 
and  setting  a  watch.

yet  went  he  not  in.  Then  cometh  Simon  Peter  fol- 
lowing him,  and  went  into  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth 
the  linen  clothes  he,  and  the  napkin,  that  was  about 
his  head,  not  Is^ng  vdth  the  linen  clothes,  but 
wrapped  together  in  a  place  by  itself  Then  went 
in  also  that  other  disciple,  which  came  first  to  the

sepulchre,  and  he  saw,  and  beheved.  For  as  yet  they 
knew  not  the  scripture,  that  he  must  rise  again  from 
the  dead.

Who  shall  roU  us  away  the  stone  from  the  door  of 
the  sepulchre?  And  when  they  looked,  they  saw  that 
the  stone  was  rolled  away:  for  it  was  very  great. 
And  entering  into  the  sepulchre,  they  saw  a  young 
man  sitting  on  the  right  side,  clothed  in  a  long  white 
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gannent;  and  they  were  af&ighted.  And  he  saith 
unto  them,  Be  not  affiighted:  Ye  seek  Jesus  of  Nazar 
reth,  which  was  crucified:  he  is  risen;  he  is  not 
here :  behold  the  place  where  they  laid  him.  But  go 
your  way,  tell  his  disciples  and  Peter  that  he  goeth 
before  you  into  Galilee :  there  shall  ye  see  him,  as  he 
said  unto  you.  And  they  went  out  quickly,  and  fled 
from  the  sepulchre;  for  they  trembled  and  were 
amazed:  neither  said  they  anything  to  any  man;  for 
they  were  afraid.

PETER  opened  his  mouth,  and  said.  Of  a  truth  I 
perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons :  but 
in  every  nation  he  that  feareth  him,  and  worketh 
righteousness,  is  accepted  with  him.  The  word  which 
God  sent  unto  the  childi>en  of  Israel,  preaching  peace 
by  Jesus  Christ :  (he  is  Lord  of  all :)  that  word,  I  say, 
ye  know,  which  was  pubUshed  throughout  aU  Judesa, 
and  began  from  Galilee,  after  the  baptism  which  John 
preached ;  how  God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with 
the  Holy  Ghost  and  with  power:  who  went  about 
doing  good,  and  heaUng  all  that  were  oppressed  of 
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the  devil ;  for  God  was  with  Mm.  And  we  are  wit- 
nesses of  all  things  which  he  did  both  in  the  land  of 
the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem;  whom  they  slew  and 
hanged  on  a  tree :  him  God  raised  up  the  third  day, 
and  shewed  him  openly;  not  to  all  the  people,  but 
unto  witnesses  chosen  before  of  God,  even  to  us,  who 
did  eat  and  drink  with  him  after  he  i-ose  from  the 
dead.  And  he  commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the 
people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  which  was  or- 
dained of  God  to  be  the  Judge  of  quick  and  dead. 
To  him  give  all  the  prophets  witness,  that  through 
his  name  whosoever  beUeveth  in  him  shall  receive 
remission  of  sins. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Lake  xxiv.  13. 

BEHOLD,  two  of  his  disciples  went  that  same  day 
to  a  village  called  Emmaus,  which  was  from  Jeru- 
salem about  threescore  iiirlongs.  And  they  talked  to- 
gether of  all  these  things  which  had  happened.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  that,  while  they  communed  together 
and  reasoned,  Jesus  himself  drew  near,  and  went 
with  them.  But  their  eyes  were  holden  that  they 
should  not  know  him.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
What  manner  of  communications  are  these  that  ye 
have  one  to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  sad?  And 
the  one  of  them,  whose  name  was  Cleopas,  answering 
said  unto  him,  Art  thou  only  a  stranger  in  Jerusar 
lem,  and  hast  not  known  the  things  which  are  come 
to  pass  there  in  these  days?  And  he  said  unto  them, 
What  things?  And  they  said  unto  him.  Concerning 
Jesus  of  Nazareth,  which  was  a  prophet  mighty  in 
deed  and  word  before  God  and  ail  the  people:  and 
how  the  chief  priests  and  our  rulers  deUvered  him  to 
be  condemned  to  death,  and  have  crucified  him.  But 
we  trusted  that  it  had  been  he  which  should  have  re- 
deemed Israel :  and  beside  all  this,  to  day  is  the  third 
day  since  these  things  were  done.     Yea,  and  certain

women  also  of  oiir  company  made  us  astonished, 
which  were  early  at  the  sepulchre;  and  when  they 
found  not  his  body,  they  came,  saying,  that  they  had 
also  seen  a  vision  of  angels,  which  said  that  he  was 
alive.  And  certain  of  them  which  were  with  us  went 
to  the  sepulchre,  and  found  it  even  so  as  the  women 
had  said:  but  him  they  saw  not.  Then  he  said  unto 
them,  O  fools,  and  slow  of  heart  to  believe  all  that 
the  prophets  have  spoken :  ought  not  Christ  to  have 
suffered  these  things,  and  to  enter  into  his  glory? 
And  beginning  at  Moses  and  all  the  prophets,  he  ex- 
pounded imto  them  in  all  the  scriptures  the  things 
concerning  himself.  And  they  drew  nigh  unto  the 
village,  whither  they  went :  and  he  made  as  though 
he  would  have  gone  further.  But  they  constrained 
him,  saying.  Abide  with  us :  for  it  is  toward  evening, 
and  the  day  is  far  spent.  And  he  went  in  to  tarry 
with  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sat  at  meat 
with  them,  he  took  bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake, 
and  gave  to  them.  And  their  eyes  were  opened,  and 
they  knew  him;  and  he  vanished  out  of  their  sight. 
And  they  said  one  to  another.  Did  not  our  heart  bum 
within  us,  while  he  talked  with  us  by  the  way,  and 
while  he  opened  to  us  the  scriptures?  And  they  rose 
up  the  same  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem,  and 
foimd  the  eleven  gathered  together,  and  them  that 
were  with  them,  saying.  The  Lord  is  risen  indeed, 
and  hath  appeared  to  Simon.  And  they  told  what 
things  were  done  in  the  way,  and  how  he  was  known 
of  them  in  breaking  of  bread.

For  they 
that  dwell  at  Jerusalem,  and  their  rulers,  because 
they  knew  hinn  not,  nor  yet  the  voices  of  the  pro- 
phets which  are  read  every  sabbath  day,  they  have 
fulfiUed  them  in  condemning  him.  And  though  they 
found  no  cause  of  death  in  him,  yet  desired  they 
Pilate  that  he  should  be  slain.  And  when  they  had 
fulfilled  aU  that  was  written  of  him,  they  took  him 
down  from  the  tree,  and  laid  him  in  a  sepulchre.  But 
God  raised  him  fixim  the  dead:  and  he  was  seen 
many  days  of  them  which  came  up  with  him  fi'om 
Galilee  to  Jerusalem,  who  are  his  witnesses  unto  the 
people.  And  we  declare  unto  you  glad  tidings,  how 
that  the  promise  which  was  made  unto  the  fathers, 
God  hath  fulfilled  the  same  unto  us  their  children,  in 
that  he  hath  raised  up  Jesus  again;  as  it  is  also 
written  in  the  second  psalm.  Thou  art  my  Son,  this 
day  have  I  begotten  thee.  And  as  concerning  that 
he  raised  him  up  from  the  dead,  now  no  moi-e  to  I'e- 
tum  to  corruption,  he  said  on  this  wise,  I  will  give 
you  the  sure  mercies  of  David.  Wherefore  he  saith 
also  in  another  psahn,  Thou  shalt  not  suffer  thine 
Holy  One  to  see  corruption.  For  David,  after  he  had 
served  his  own  generation  by  the  wiU  of  God,  fell  on 
sleep,  and  was  laid  unto  his  fathere,  and  saw  corrup- 
tion: but  he,  whom  God  raised  again,  saw  no  cor- 
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ruption.  Be  it  known  unto  you  therefore,  men  and 
brethren,  that  through  this  man  is  preached  unto  you 
the  forgiveness  of  sins :  and  by  him  all  that  believe 
are  justified  irom  all  things,  fi'om  which  ye  could  not 
be  justified  by  the  law  of  Moses.  Beware  therefore, 
lest  that  come  upon  you,  which  is  spoken  of  in  the 
prophets;  Behold,  ye  despisers,  and  wonder,  and 
perish:  for  I  work  a  work  in  your  days,  a  work 
which  ye  shall  in  no  wise  beheve,  though  a  man  de- 
clare it  unto  you.

JESUS  himself  stood  in  the  midst  of  them,  and 
saith  unto  them,  Peace  be  unto  you.  But  they 
were  terrified  and  affrighted,  and  supposed  that 
they  had  seen  a  spirit.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
"Why  are  ye  troubled?  and  why  do  thoughts  arise  in 
yom-  hearts?  Behold  my  hands  and  my  feet,  that  it 
is  I  myself :  handle  me,  and  see ;  for  a  spirit  hath 
not  flesh  and  boues,  as  j^e  see  me  have.  And  when 
he  had  thus  spoken,  he  shewed  them  his  hands  and 
his  feet.  And  while  they  yet  believed  not  for  joy, 
and  wondered,  he  said  unto  them.

And  they  gave  him  a  piece  of  a  broUed  fish, 
and  of  an  honeycomb.  And  he  took  it,  and  did  eat 
before  them.  And  he  said  unto  them.  These  are  the 
words  which  I  spake  unto  you,  while  I  wfis  yet  with 
you,  that  all  things  must  be  fulfilled,  which  were 
written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  and  in  the  prophets, 
and  in  the  psalms,  concerning  me.  Then  opened 
he  their  understanding,  that  they  might  understand 
the  scriptures,  and  said  unto  them,  Thus  it  is  writ- 
ten, and  thus  it  behoved  Chiist  to  suffer,  and  to  rise 
from  the  dead  the  thii-d  day:  and  that  repentance 
and  remission  of  sins  should  be  preached  in  his 
name  among  all   nations,  beginning  at  Jerusalem.

of  his  Son.  He  that  beheveth  on  the  Son  of  God  hath 
the  witness  in  himself:  he  that  believeth  not  God  hath 
made  him  a  liar ;  because  he  believeth  not  the  record 
that  God  gave  of  his  Son.  And  this  is  the  recoi-d, 
that  God  hath  given  to  us  eternal  life,  and  this  life 
is  in  his  Son.  He  that  hath  the  Son  hath  life ;  and 
he  that  hath  not  the  Son  of  God  hath  not  Ufe.

many  infallible  proofe,  being  seen  of  them  forty  days, 
and  speaking  of  the  things  pertaining  to  the  king- 
dom of  God:  and,  being  assembled  together  with 
them,  commanded  them  that  they  should  not  depart 
from  Jerusalem,  but  wait  for  the  promise  of  the  Fa^ 
ther,  which,  saith  he,  ye  have  heard  of  me.  For  John 
ti-uly  baptized  with  water;  but  ye  shall  be  baptized 
with  the  Holy  Ghost  not  many  days  hence.  When 
they  therefore  were  come  together,  they  asked  of 
him,  saying.  Lord,  wilt  thou  at  this  time  restore 
again  the  kingdom  to  Israel?  And  he  said  unto 
them.  It  is  not  for  you  to  know  the  times  or  the 
seasons,  which  the  Father  hath  put  in  his  own  power. 
But  ye  shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost 
is  come  upon  you:  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  imto 
me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judeea,  and  in 
Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth. 
And  when  he  had  spoken  these  things,  while  they 
beheld,  he  was  taken  up;  and  a  cloud  received  him 
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out  of  their  sight.  And  while  they  looked  stedfastly 
toward  heaven  as  he  went  up,  behold,  two  men  stood 
by  them  in  white  apparel;  which  also  said,  Ye  men 
of  Galilee,  why  stand  ye  gazing  up  into  heaven?  this 
same  Jesus,  which  is  taken  up  ft'om  you  into  heaven, 
shall  so  come  in  like  manner  sis  ye  have  seen  him  go 
into  heaven.

JESUS  appeared  unto  the  eleven  as  they  sat  at 
meat,  and  upbraided  them  with  their  unbelief  and 
hardness  of  heart,  because  they  believed  not  them 
which  had  seen  him  after  he  was  risen.  And  he  said 
unto  them,  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  believeth  and  is 
baptized  shall  be  saved;  but  he  that  believeth  not 
shall  be  damned.  And  these  signs  shall  foUow  them 
that  believe;  In  my  name  shall  they  cast  out  devils; 
they  shall  speak  with  new  tongues;  they  shall  take 
up  serpents;  and  if  they  diink  any  deadly  thing,  it 
shall  not  hurt  them;  they  shall  lay  hands  on  the 
sick,  and  they  shall  recover.  So  then  after  the  Lord 
had  spoken  unto  them,  he  was  received  up  into 
heaven,  and  sat  on  the  right  hand  of  God.  And  they 
went  forth,  and  pretiched  every  where,  the  Loi'd 
working  with  them,  and  confirming  the  word  with 
signs  following.

r[EN  Peter  opened  his  mouth,  and  said,  Of  a 
truth  I  perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter  of 
persons :  but  in  every  nation  he  that  feareth  him,  and 
worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted  with  him.  The 
word  which  God  sent  unto  the  children  of  Israel, 
preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ:  (he  is  Lord  of  all:) 
that  word,  I  say,  ye  know,  which  was  published 
throughout  aU  Judsea,  and  began  from  Galilee,  after 
the  baptism  which  John  preached;  how  God  anointed 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  with 
power:  who  went  about  doing  good,  and  healing  all 
that  were  oppressed  of  the  devil;  for  God  was  with 
him.  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things  which  he 
did  both  in  the  land  of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem; 
whom  they  slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree:  him  God 
raised  up  the  third  day,  and  shewed  him  openly;  not 
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to  all  the  people,  but  unto  witnesses  chosen  before  of 
God,  even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and  drink  with  him 
after  he  rose  from  the  dead.  And  he  commanded  us 
to  preach  unto  the  people,  and  to  testily  that  it  is  he 
which  was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the  Judge  of  quick 
and  dead.  To  him  give  all  the  prophets  witness,  that 
through  his  name  whosoever  believeth  in  him  shall 
receive  remission  of  sins.  While  Peter  yet  spake 
these  words,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on  all  them  which 
heard  the  word.  And  they  of  the  circumcision  which 
believed  were  astonished,  as  many  as  came  with 
Peter,  because  that  on  the  Gentiles  also  was  poured 
out  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.

But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd 
of  the  sheep.  To  him  the  porter  openeth;  and  the 
sheep  hear  his  voice ;  aiid  he  caUeth  his  own  sheep 
by  name,  and  leadeth  them  out.  And  when  he  put- 
teth  forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before  them,  and 
the  sheep  follow  him :  for  they  know  his  voice.  And 
a  stranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from 
him :  for  they  know  not  the  voice  of  strangers.  This 
parable  spake  Jesus  imto  them:  but  they  understood 
not  what  things  they  were  which  he  spake  unto 
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them.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  agam,  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep. 
AU  that  ever  came  before  me  are  thieves  and  rob- 
bers: but  the  sheep  did  not  hear  them.  I  am  the 
door:  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he  sliaU  be  saved, 
and  shall  go  in  and  out,  and  find  pasture.  The  thief 
Cometh  not,  but  for  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and  to  de- 
stroy: I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and  that 
they  might  have  it  more  abun(fiiitly.

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of  gold  And  out  of  the  throne  proceeded  Ughtnings 
and  thunderfngs  and  voices:  and  there  were  seven 
lamps  of  fire  burning  before  the  throne,  which  are 
the  seven  Spirits  of  God.  And  before  the  throne 
there  was  a  sea  of  glass  like  unto  crystal:  and  in  the 
midst  of  the  throne,  and  round  about  the  throne, 
were  four  beasts  full  of  eyes  before  and  behind.  And 
the  first  beast  was  Uke  a  Uon,  and  the  second  beast 
like  a  calf,  and  the  third  beast  had  a  face  as  a  man, 
and  the  fourth  beast  was  like  a  flying  eagle.  And 
the  four  beasts  had  each  of  them  six  wings  about 
him;  and  they  were  ftdl  of  eyes  within:  and  they 
rest  not  day  and  night,  saying,  Holy,  holy,  holy.  Lord 
God  Almighty,  which  was,  and  is,  and  is  to  come. 
And  when  those  beasts  give  glory  and  honovu'  and 
thanks  to  him  that  sat  on  the  throne,  who  liveth  for 
ever  and  ever,  the  four  and  twenty  elders  faU  down 
before  him  that  sat  on  the  throne,  and  worship  him 
that  hveth  for  ever  and  ever,  and  cast  their  crowns 
before  the  throne,  saying.  Thou  art  worthy,  O  Lord, 
to  receive  glory  and  honour  and  power:  for  thou 
hast  created  all  things,  and  for  thy  pleasure  they 
are  and  were  created. 

The  Gospel.     St.  John  iii.  1. 

THERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named  Nico- 
demus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews:  the  same  came  to 
Jesvis  by  night,  and  said  unto  him.  Rabbi,  we  know 
that  thou  art  a  teacher  come  from  God:  for  no  man 
can  do  these  miracles  that  thou  doest,  except  God 
be  with  him.  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  bom 
again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God.  Mcode- 
mus  saith  unto  him,  How  can  a  man  be  bom  when 
he  is  old?  can  he  enter  the  second  time  into  his 
mother's  womb,  and  be  bom?  Jesus  answered. 
Verily,  veiily,  I  say  unto  thee.  Except  a  man  be  bom 
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of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God.  That  which  is  bom  of  the  flesh  is 
flesh ;  and  that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit. 
Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye  must  be  bom 
again.  The  wind  bloweth  where  it  Usteth,  and  thou 
hearest  the  sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence 
it  Cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth:  so  is  every  one 
that  is  bom  of  the  Spirit.  Nicodemus  answered  and 
said  unto  him,  How  can  these  .things  be?  Jesus  an- 
swered and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  a  master  of  Israel, 
and  knowest  not  these  things?  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  thee,  We  speak  that  we  do  know,  and  testify 
that  we  have  seen;  and  ye  receive  not  our  witness. 
If  I  have  told  you  earthly  things,  and  ye  believe  not, 
how  shall  ye  believe,  if  I  teU  you  of  heavenly  things? 
And  no  man  hath  ascended  up  to  heaven,  but  he 
that  came  down  from  heaven,  even  the  Son  of  man 
which  is  in  heaven.  And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  ser- 
pent in  the  wilderness,  even  so  must  the  Son  of  man 
be  lifted  up :  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him  should 
not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life.

Hereby  know  we  that  we  dwell  in 
him,  and  he  in  us,  because  he  hath  given  us  of  his 
Spirit.  And  we  have  seen  and  do  testify  that  the 
Father  sent  the  Son  to  be  the  Saviour  of  the  world. 
Whosoever  shall  confess  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of 
God,  Gk)d  dweUeth  in  him,  and  he  in  Grod.  And  we 
have  known  and  beUeved  the  love  that  God  hath  to 
us.  God  is  love ;  and  he  that  dwelleth  in  love  dweU- 
eth in  God,  and  God  in  him.  Herein  is  our  love 
made  perfect,  that  we  may  have  boldness  in  the  day 
of  judgment :  because  as  he  is,  so  are  we  in  this 
world.  There  is  no  fear  in  love ;  but  perfect  love 
casteth  out  fear:  because  fear  hath  torment.  He 
that  feareth  is  not  made  perfect  in  love.  We  love 
him,  because  he  first  loved  us.  If  a  man  say,  I  love 
God,  and  hateth  his  brother,  he  is  a  liar :  for  he  that 
loveth  not  his  brother  whom  he  hath  seen,  how  can 
he  love  God  whom  he  hath  not  seen?  And  this 
commandment  have  we  from  him.  That  he  who 
loveth  God  love  his  brother  also. 

The  Goupd.    St.  Luke  xvi.  19. 

THERE  was  a  certain  rich  man,  which  was  clothed 
in  purple  and  fine  linen,  and  fared  sumptuously 
every  day:  and  there  was  a  certain  beggar  named 
Lazarus,  which  was  laid  at  his  gate,  full  of  sores, 
and  desiring  to  be  fed  with  the  crumbs  which  fell 
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from  the  rich  man's  table :  moreover  the  dogs  came 
and  licked  his  sores.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  the 
beggar  died,  and  was  carried  by  the  angels  into 
Abraham's  bosom:  the  rich  man  also  died,  and  was 
buried;  and  in  hell  he  lift  up  his  eyes,  being  in  tor- 
ments, and  seeth  Abraham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus  in 
his  bosom.  And  he  cried  and  said,  Father  Abra- 
ham, have  mercy  on  me,  and  send  Lazarus,  that  he 
may  dip  the  tip  of  his  finger  in  water,  and  cool  my 
tongue;  for  I  am  tormented  in  this  flame.  But 
Abraham  said.  Son,  remember  that  thou  in  thy  life- 
time receivedst  thy  good  things,  and  likewise  Laza- 
rus evil  things:  but  now  he  is  comforted,  and  thou 
art  tormented.  And  beside  all  this,  between  us  and 
you  there  is  a  great  gulf  fixed :  so  that  they  which 
would  pass  from  hence  to  you  cannot;  neither  can 
they  pass  to  us,  that  would  come  from  thence. 
Then  he  said,  I  pray  thee  therefore,  father,  that  thou 
wouldest  send  Mm  to  my  father's  house :  for  I  have 
five  brethren;  that  he  may  testify  imto  them,  lest 
they  also  come  into  this  place  of  torment.  Abrar 
ham  saith  imto  him,  They  have  Moses  and  the 
prophets;  let  them  hear  them.  And  he  said.  Nay, 
father  Abraham:  but  if  one  went  rnito  them  from 
the  dead,  they  will  repent.  And  he  said  unto  him. 
If  they  hear  not  Moses  and  the  prophets,  neither 
will  they  be  persuaded,  though  one  rose  from  the 
dead.

Agree 
with  thine  adversary  quickly,  whiles  thou  art  in  the 
way  with  him;  lest  at  any  time  the  adversary  de- 
liver thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to 
the  officer,  and  thou  be  cast  into  prison.  Verily  I 
say  unto  thee.  Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come  out 
thence,  till  thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost  farthing.

BEETHEEN,  I  would  not  that  ye  shovdd  be  igno- 
rant, how  that  aU  our  fathers  were  under  the 
cloud,  and  all  passed  through  the  sea;  and  were  all 
baptized  vuito  Moses  in  the  cloud  and  in  the  sea; 
and  did  all  eat  the  same  spiritual  meat ;  and  did  all 
drink  the  same  spiritual  drink:  for  they  drank  of 
that  spiritual  Rock  that  followed  them:  and  that 
Eock  was  Christ.  But  with  many  of  them  God  was 
not  well  pleased:  for  they  were  overthrown  in  the 
wilderness.  Now  these  things  were  our  examples, 
to  the  intent  we  should  not  lust  after  evil  things,  as 
they  also  lusted.  Neither  be  ye  idolaters,  as  were 
some  of  them ;  as  it  is  written.  The  people  sat  down 
to  eat  and  diink,  and  rose  up  to  play.  Neither  let 
us  commit  fornication,  as  some  of  them  committed, 
and  fell  in  one  day  three  and  twenty  thousand. 
Neither  let  us  tempt  Christ,  as  some  of  them  also 
tempted,  and  were  destroyed  of  serpents.  Neither 
murmur  ye,  as  some  of  them  also  murmured,  and 
were  destroyed  of  the  destroyer.  Now  all  these 
things  happened  unto  them  for  ensamples :  and  they 
are  written  for  our  admonition,  upon  whom  the  endJs 
of  the  world  are  come.  Wherefore  let  him  that 
thinketh  he  standeth  take  heed  lest  he  fall.  There 
hath  no  temptation  taken  you  but  such  as  is  common 
to  man :  but  God  is  faithful,  who  will  not  suffer  you 
to  be  tempted  above  that  ye  are  able ;  but  will  with 
the  temptation  also  make  a  way  to  escape,  that  ye 
may  be  able  to  bear  it. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Luke  xvi.  1. 

JESUS  said  unto  his  disciples.  There  was  a  certain 
rich  man,  which  had  a  steward;  and  the  same 
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was  accused  unto  him  that  he  had  wasted  his  goods. 
And  he  called  him,  and  said  unto  him,  How  is  it 
that  I  hear  this  of  thee?  give  an  aecount  of  thy 
stewardship ;  for  thou  mayest  be  no  longer  steward. 
Then  the  steward  said  within  himself,  What  shall  I 
do?  for  my  lord  taketh  away  from  me  the  steward- 
ship: I  cannot  dig;  to  beg  I  am  ashamed.  I  am 
resolved  what  to  do,  that,  when  I  am  put  out  of  the 
stewardship,  they  may  receive  me  into  their  houses. 
So  he  called  every  one  of  his  lord's  debtors  unto 
him,  and  said  unto  the  first,  How  much  owest  thou 
unto  my  lord?  And  he  said.  An  hundred  measures 
of  oil.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Take  thy  bill,  and  sit 
down  quickly,  and  write  fifty.  Then  said  he  to 
another.  And  how  much  owest  thou?  And  he  said. 
An  hundred  measures  of  wheat.  And  he  said  unto 
him,  Take  thy  bill,  and  write  fourscore.  And  the 
lord  commended  the  unjust  steward,  because  he  had 
done  wisely:  for  the  children  of  this  world  are  in 
their  generation  wiser  than  the  children  of  light. 
And  I  say  unto  you.  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of 
the  mammon  of  unrighteousness ;  that,  when  ye  fail, 
they  may  receive  you  into  everlasting  habitations.

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as  ye  were  led.  Wherefore  I  give  you  to  under- 
stand, that  no  man  speaking  by  the  Spirit  of  God 
calleth  Jesus  accursed:  and  that  no  man  can  sa}' 
that  Jesus  is  the  Lord,  but  by  the  Holy  Ghost. 
Now  there  are  diversities  of  gifts,  but  the  same 
Spirit.  And  there  are  differences  of  administrations, 
but  the  same  Lord.  And  there  are  diversities  of 
operations,  but  it  is  the  same  God  which  worketh 
all  in  all.  But  the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  is 
given  to  every  man  to  profit  withal.  For  to  one  is 
given  by  the  Spirit  the  word  of  wisdom ;  to  another 
the  word  of  knowledge  by  the  same  Spirit;  to 
another  faith  by  the  same  Spirit;  to  another  the 
gifts  of  healing  by  the  same  Spirit ;  to  another  the 
working  of  miracles;  to  another  prophecy:  to  an- 
other discerning  of  spirits;  to  another  divers  kinds 
of  tongues;  to  another  the  interpretation  of  tongues:

dred brethren  at  once;  of  whom  the  greater  part 
i-emain  unto  this  present,  but  some  are  fiiUen  asleep. 
After  that,  he  was  seen  of  James;  then  of  all  the 
apostles.  And  last  of  aU  he  was  seen  of  me  also,  as 
of  one  born  out  of  due  time.  For  I  am  the  least  of 
the  apostles,  that  am  not  meet  to  be  called  an 
apostle,  because  I  persecuted  the  church  of  God. 
But  by  the  grace  of  God  I  am  what  I  am:  and  his 
grace  which  was  bestowed  upon  me  was  not  in 
vain;  but  I  laboured  more  abundantly  than  they  all: 
yet  not  I,  but  the  grace  of  God  which  was  with  me. 
Therefore  whether  it  were  I  or  they,  so  we  preach, 
and  so  ye  behoved.  , ,        . 

Diqilized  3v  VjOOQIC 
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The  Gospel.  St.  Luke  xviii.  9. 
TESTIS  spake  this  parable  unto  certain  which 
tj  trusted  in  themselves  that  they  were  righteous, 
and  despised  others:  Two  men  went  up  into  the 
temple  to  pray;  the  one  a  Pharisee,  and  the  other  a 
publican.  The  Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus  with 
himself,  God,  I  thank  thee,  that  I  am  not  as  other 
men  are,  extortioners,  unjust,  adulterers,  or  even  as 
this  publican.  I  fast  twice  in  the  week,  I  give  tithes 
of  all  that  I  possess.  And  the  publican,  standing 
afar  off,  would  not  hft  up  so  much  as  his  eyes  unto 
heaven,  but  smote  upon  his  breast,  saying,  God  be 
merciful  to  me  a  sinner.  I  tell  you,  this  man  went 
down  to  his  house  justified  rather  than  the  other: 
for  every  one  that  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased ; 
and  he  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted.

God ;  who  also  hath  made  us  able  ministers  of  the 
new  testament ;  not  of  the  letter,  but  of  the  spirit : 
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for  the  letter  killeth,  but  the  spirit  giveth  Ufa.  But 
if  the  ministration  of  death,  written  and  engraven 
in  stones,  was  glorious,  so  that  the  children  of  Israel 
could  not  stedfastly  behold  the  face  of  Moses  for  the 
glory  of  his  countenance ;  which  glory  was  to  be 
done  away:  how  shall  not  the  ministration  of  the 
spirit  be  rather  glorious?  For  if  the  ministration  of 
condemnation  be  glory,  much  more  doth  the  minis- 
tration of  righteousness  exceed  in  glory.

JESUS,  departing  from  the  coasts  of  Tyre  and 
Sidon,  came  unto  the  sea  of  Galilee,  through  the 
midst  of  the  coasts  of  DecapoUs.  And  they  bring 
unto  him  one  that  was  deaf,  and  had  an  impediment 
in  his  speech ;  and  they  beseech  him  to  put  his  hand 
upon  him.  And  he  took  him  aside  from  the  multi- 
tude, and  put  his  fingers  into  his  ears,  and  he  spit, 
and  touched  his  tongue ;  and  looking  up  to  heaven, 
he  sighed,  and  saith  unto  him,  Ephphatha,  that  is. 
Be  opened.  And  straightway  his  ears  were  opened, 
and  the  string  of  his  tongue  was  loosed,  and  he 
spake  plain.  And  he  charged  them  that  they  should 
teU  no  man:  but  the  more  he  charged  them,  so 
much  the  more  a  great  deal  they  published  it;  and 
were  beyond  measure  astonished,  saying.  He  hath 
done  aU  things  well:  he  maketh  both  the  deaf  to 
hear,  and  the  dumb  to  speak.

TO  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the  promises  made. 
He  saith  not,  And  to  seeds,  as  of  many ;  but  as 
of  one.  And  to  thy  seed,  which  is  Christ.  And  this  I 
say,  that  the  covenant,  that  was  confirmed  before  of 
God  in  Christ,  the  law,  which  was  four  hundred  and 
thirty  years  after,  cannot  disannul,  that  it  should 
make  the  promise  of  none  effect.  For  if  the  mher- 
itance  be  of  the  law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise :  but 
God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by  promise.  Wherefore 
then  serveth  the  law?  It  was  added  because  of 
transgressions,  till  the  seed  should  come  to  whom 
the  promise  was  made ;  and  it  was  ordained  by  an- 
gels in  the  hand  of  a  mediator.  Now  a  mediator  is 
not  a  mediator  of  one,  but  God  is  one.  Is  the  law 
then  against  the  promises  of  God?  Grod  forbid:  for 
if  there  had  been  a  law  given  which  could  have 
given  Ufe,  verily  righteousness  should  have  been  by 
the  law.  But  the  scripture  hath  concluded  all  un- 
der sin,  that  the  promise  by  feith  of  Jesus  Christ 
might  be  given  to  them  that  beUeve. 

The  Gonpel.     St.  Luke  x.  23. 

BLESSED  are  the  eyes  which  see  the  things 
that  ye  see :  tor  I  tell  you,  that  many  prophets 
and  kings  have  desired  to  see  those  things  which  ye 
see,  and  have  not  seen  them;  and  to  hear  those 
things  which  ye  hear,  and  have  not  heard  them. 
And,  behold,  a  certain  lawyer  stood  up,  and  tempted 
him,  saying.  Master,  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eter- 
nal life?  He  said  unto  him.  What  is  wiitten  in  the 
law?  how  readest  thou?  And  he  answering  said, 
Thou  shalt  love  the   Lord  thy  God  with  aU  thy 
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heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy 
strength,  and  with  aU  thy  mind ;  and  thy  neighbour 
as  thyself.  And  he  said  unto  him.  Thou  hast  an- 
swered right :  this  do,  and  thou  shalt  Uve.  But  he, 
wiUing  to  justify  himself,  said  unto  Jesus,  And  who 
is  my  neighbour?  And  Jesus  answering  said,  A  cer- 
tain man  went  down  from  Jerusalem  to  Jericho,  and 
fell  among  thieves,  which  stripped  him  of  his  rai- 
ment, and  wounded  him,  and  departed,  leaving  him 
half  dead.  And  by  chance  there  came  down  a  cer- 
tain priest  that  way:  and  when  he  saw  him,  he 
passed  by  on  the  other  side.  And  hkewise  a  Levite, 
when  he  was  at  the  place,  came  and  looked  on  him, 
and  passed  by  on  the  other  side.  But  a  certain 
Samaritan,  as  he  journeyed,  came  where  he  was: 
and  when  he  saw  him,  he  had  compassion  on  him, 
and  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his  wounds,  pouring 
in  oil  and  wine,  and  set  him  on  his  own  beast,  and 
brought  him  to  an  inn,  and  took  care  of  him.  And 
on  the  morrow  when  he  departed,  he  took  out  two 
pence,  and  gave  them  to  the  host,  and  said  unto  him. 
Take  care  of  him;  and  whatsoever  thou  spendest 
more,  when  I  come  again,  I  wiU  repay  thee.  Which 
now  of  these  three,  thinkest  thou,  was  neighbom* 
unto  him  that  fell  among  the  thieves?  And  he  said.

I  SAY  then,  Walk  in  the  Spirit,  and  ye  shall  not 
fulfil  the  lust  of  the  flesh.  For  the  flesh  lusteth 
against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against  the  flesh  : 
and  these  are  contrary  the  one  to  the  other :  so  that 
ye  cannot  do  the  things  that  ye  would.  But  if  ye  be 
led  of  the  Spirit,  ye  are  not  under  the  law.  Now  the 
works  of  the  flesh  are  manifest,  which  are  these ; 
Adultery,  fornication,  uncleanness,  lasciyiousness, 
idolatry,  witchcraft,  hatred,  variance,  emulations, 
wrath,  strife,  seditions,  heresies,  envyings,  murders, 
drunkenness,  reveUings,  and  such  Uke :  of  the  which 
I  tell  you  before,  as  I  have  also  told  you  in  time 
past,  that  they  which  do  such  things  shall  not  in- 
herit the  kingdom  of  God.  But  the  finiit  of  the  Spirit 
is  love,  joy,  peace,  longsuflering,  gentleness,  good- 
ness, faith,  meekness,  temperance :  against  such  there 
is  no  law.  And  they  that  are  Christ's  have  crucified 
the  flesh  with  the  affections  and  lusts. 

The  Gospel.  St.  Luke  xvii.  11. 
AND  it  came  to  pass,  as  Jesus  went  to  Jerusalem,  that 
A.  he  passed  through  the  midst  of  Samaria  and  Gal- 
Uee.  And  as  he  entered  into  a  certain  village,  there 
met  him  ten  men  that  were  lepers,  which  stood  afar 
off:  and  they  lifted  up  their  voices,  and  said,  Jesus, 
Master,  have  mercy  on  us.  And  when  he  saw  them,  he 
said  imto  them.  Go  shew  yourselves  unto  the  priests. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  they  went,  they  were 
cleansed.  And  one  of  them,  when  he  saw  that  he  was 
healed,  tirnied  back,  and  with  a  loud  voice  glorified 
God,  and  fell  down  on  his  face  at  his  feet,  giving  him 
thanks :  and  he  was  a  Samaritan.  And  Jesus  answer- 
ing said.  Were  there  not  ten  cleansed?  but  where  are 
the  nine?  There  are  not  found  that  returned  to  give 
glory  to  God,  save  this  stranger.  And  he  said  unto 
him.  Arise,  go  thy  way:  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole.

The  Epistle.    Gal.  vi.  11. 

YE  see  how  large  a  letter  I  have  written  unto  you 
with  miue  own  hand.  As  many  as  desire  to 
make  a  fair  shew  in  the  flesh,  they  constrain  you  to 
be  circmncised ;  ordy  lest  they  should  suffer  perse- 
cution for  the  cross  of  Christ.  For  neither  they 
themselves  who  are  circumcised  keep  the  law;  but 
desire  to  have  you  circumcised,  that  they  may  glory 
in  your  flesh.  But  Grod  forbid  that  I  should  glory, 
save  in  the  cross  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom 
the  world  is  crucified  unto  me,  and  I  unto  the  world. 
For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither  circumcision  avaUeth 
any  thing,  nor  uncircumcision,  but  a  new  creature. 
And  as  many  as  walk  according  to  this  rule,  peace 
be  on  them,  and  mercy,  and  upon  the  Israel  of  God. 
From  henceforth  let  no  man  trouble  me :  for  I  bear 
in  my  body  the  marks  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  Brethren, 
the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  your 
spirit.     Amen. 

The  Gospel.  St.  Matt.  vi.  24. 
lyO  man  can  serve  two  masters :  for  either  he  will 
il  hate  the  one,  and  love  the  other ;  or  else  he  will 
hold  to  the  one,  and  despise  the  other.  Ye  cannot 
serve  God  and  mammon.  Therefore  I  say  unto  you. 
Take  no  thought  for  your  Ufe,  what  ye  shall  eat,  or 
what  ye  shall  drink ;  nor  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye 
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shall  put  on.  Is  not  the  life  more  than  meat,  and 
the  body  than  raiment  ?  Behold  the  fowls  of  the  air : 
for  they  sow  not,  neither  do  they  reap,  nor  gather 
into  bams ;  yet  your  heavenly  Father  feedeth  them. 
Are  ye  not  much  better  than  they?  Which  of  you  by 
taking  thought  can  add  one  cubit  unto  his  stature? 
And  why  take  ye  thought  for  raiment  ?  Consider  the 
lilies  of  the  field,  how  they  grow;  they  toil  not, 
neither  do  they  spin :  and  yet  I  say  unto  you.  That 
even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed  like 
one  of  these.  Wherefore,  if  God  so  clothe  the  grass 
of  the  field,  which  to  day  is,  and  to  morrow  is  cast 
into  the  oven,  shall  he  not  much  more  clothe  you,  O 
ye  of  little  faith?  Therefore  take  no  thought,  saying. 
What  shall  we  eat?  or.  What  shall  we  drink?  or, 
Wherewithal  shall  we  be  clothed?  (for  after  all  these 
things  do  the  Gentiles  seek:)  for  your  heavenly 
Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  all  these 
things.  But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and 
his  righteousness;  and  all  these  things  shall  be 
added  unto  you.  Take  therefore  no  thought  for  the 
morrow :  for  the  morrow  shall  take  thought  for  the 
things  of  itself.  SufBcient  unto  the  day  is  the  evil 
thereof

and  say  to  thee.  Give  this  man  place ;  and  thou  be- 
gin with  shame  to  take  the  lowest  room.  But  when 
thou  art  bidden,  go  and  sit  down  in  the  lowest  room; 
that  when  he  that  bade  thee  cometh,  he  may  say 
unto  thee,  Friend,  go  up  higher:  then  shalt  thou 
have  worship  in  the  presence  of  them  that  sit  at 
meat  with  thee.  For  whosoever  exalteth  himself 
shall  be  abased ;  and  he  that  humbleth  himself  shall 
be  exalted.

Gro  ye  therefore  into  the  highways,  and 
as  many  as  ye  shall  find,  bid  to  the  marriage.  So 
those  servants  went  out  into  the  highways,  and 
gathered  together  all  as  many  as  they  found,  both 
bad  and  good :  and  the  wedding  was  furnished  with 
guests.  And  when  the  king  came  in  to  see  the 
guests,  he  saw  there  a  man  which  had  not  on  a 
wedding  garment:  and  he  saith  imto  him,  Friend, 
how  camest  thou  in  hither  not  having  a  wedding 
garment?  And  he  was  speechless.  Then  said  the 
king  to  the  servants.  Bind  him  hand  and  foot,  and 
take  him  away,  and  cast  him  mto  outer  darkness; 
there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  For 
many  are  called,  hut  few  are  chosen.

Thy  son  liveth :  and  himself  beUeved,  and  his  whole 
house.  This  is  again  the  second  miracle  that  Jesus 
did,  when  he  was  come  out  of  Judsea  into  Galilee.

And  when  he  had  begun  to  reckon, 
one  was  brought  unto  him,  which  owed  him  ten 
thousand  talents.  But  forasmuch  as  he  had  not  to 
pay,  his  lord  commanded  him  to  be  sold,  and  his 
wife,  and  children,  and  all  that  he  had,  and  payment 
to  be  made.  The  servant  therefore  fell  down,  and 
worshipped  him,  saying.  Lord,  have  patience  with 
me,  and  I  wiD  pay  thee  all.  Then  the  lord  of  that 
servant  was  moved  with  compassion,  and  loosed 
him,  and  forgave  him  the  debt.  But  the  same  ser- 
vant went  out,  and  found  one  of  his  feUowservants, 
which  owed  him  an  hundred  pence:  and  he  laid 
hands  on  him,  and  took  him  by  the  throat,  saying. 
Pay  me  that  thou  owest.  And  his  feUowservant 
fell  down  at  his  feet,  and  besought  him,  saying.  Have 
patience  with  me,  and  I  wiU  pay  thee  all.  And  he 
would  not:  but  went  and  cast  him  into  prison,  tiU 
he  should  pay  the  debt.  So  when  his  feUowser- 
vants saw  what  was  done,  they  were  very  sorry,  and 
came  and  told  unto  their  lord  all  that  was  done. 
Then  his  lord,  after  that  he  had  called  him,  said  unto 
him,  O  thou  wicked  servant,  I  forgave  thee  all  that 
debt,  because  thou  desiredst  me :  shouldest  not  thou 
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also  have  had  compassion  on  thy  fellowservant, 
even  as  I  had  pity  on  thee?  And  his  lord  was 
wi'oth,  and  deUvered  him  to  the  tormentors,  till  he 
should  pay  all  that  was  due  unto  him.  So  likewise 
shall  my  heavenly  Father  do  also  unto  you,  if  ye 
from  your  hearts  forgive  not  every  one  his  brother 
their  trespasses.

Spirit.  For  this  cause  we  also,  since  the  day  we 
heard  it,  do  not  cease  to  pray  for  you,  and  to  desire 
that  ye  might  be  filled  with  the  knowledge  of  his 
will  in  all  wisdom  and  spiritual  understanding;  that 
ye  might  walk  worthy  of  the  Lord  unto  all  pleasing, 
being  fi-uitful  in  every  good  work,  and  increasing  in 
the  knowledge  of  God ;  strengthened  with  all  might, 
according  to  his  glorious  power,  unto  all  patience 
and  longsuffering  with  joyfulness;  giving  thanks 
unto  the  Father,  which  hath  made  us  meet  to  be 
partakers  of  the  inlieritance  of  the  saints  in  light.

Gather  up  the  iragments  that  remain,  that  nothing 
be  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered  them  together, 
and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  the  fragments  of  the 
five  barley  loaves,  which  remained  over  and  above 
unto  them  that  had  eaten.

This 
is  of  a  truth  that  prophet  that  should  come  into  the 
world.

And  as 
he  journeyed,  he  came  near  Damascus:  and  sud- 
denly there  shined  round  about  him  a  Ught  from 
heaven:  and  he  fell  to  the  earth,  and  heard  a  voice 
saying  unto  him,  Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou 
me?  And  he  said,  Who  art  thou,  Lord?  And  the 
Lord  said,  I  am  Jesus  whom  thou  persecutest :  it  is 
hard  for  thee  to  kick  against  the  pricks.  And  he 
trembling  and  astonished  said.  Lord,  what  wilt  thou 
have  me  to  do?  And  the  Lord  said  vmto  him.  Arise, 
and  go  into  the  city,  and  it  shall  be  told  thee  what 
thou  must  do.  And  the  men  which  journeyed  with 
him  stood  speechless,  hearing  a  voice,  but  seeing  no 
man.  And  Saul  arose  from  the  earth;  and  when  his 
eyes  were  opened,  he  saw  no  man :  but  they  led  him 
by  the  hand,  and  brought  him  into  Damascus.  And 
he  was  three  days  without  sight,  and  neither  did  eat 
nor  drink.  And  there  was  a  cei-tain  disciple  at 
Damascus,  named  Ananias;  and  to  himi  said  the 
Lord  in  a  vision,  Ananias.  And  he  said.  Behold,  I 
am  here.  Lord.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him.  Arise, 
and  go  into  the  street  which  is  called  Straight,  and 
inquire  in  the  house  of  Judas  for  one  called  Saul,  of 
Tarsus:  for  behold,  he  prayeth,  and  hath  seen  in  a 
vision  a  man  named  Ananias  coming  in,  and  putting 
his  hand  on  him,  that  he  might  receive  his  sight. 
Then  Ananias  answered.  Lord,  I  have  heard  by 
many  of  this  man,  how  much  evil  he  hath  done  to 
thy  saints  at  Jerusalem :  and  here  he  hath  authority 
from  the  chief  priests  to  bind  all  that  call  on  thy 
name.  But  the  Lord  said  unto  him.  Go  thy  way: 
for  he  is  a  chosen  vessel  unto  me,  to  bear  my  name 
before  the  Gentiles,  and  kings,  and  the  children  of 
Israel:  for  I  will  shew  him  how  gi-eat  things  he 
must  suffer  for  my  name's  sake.  And  Ananias  went 
his  way,  and  entered  into  the  house;  and  putting 
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his  hands  on  him  said,  Brother  Saul,  the  Lord,  even 
Jesus,  that  appeared  unto  thee  in  the  way  as  thou 
earnest,  hath  sent  me,  that  thou  mightest  receive  thy 
sight,  and  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  And  imme- 
diately there  fell  from  his  eyes  as  it  had  been  scales : 
and  he  received  sight  forthwith,  and  arose,  and  was 
baptized.  And  when  he  had  received  meat,  he  was 
strengthened.  Then  was  Saul  certain  days  with  the 
disciples  which  were  at  Damascus.  And  straight- 
way he  preached  Christ  in  the  synagogues,  that  he 
is  the  Son  of  God.  But  all  that  heard  him  were 
amazed,  and  said;  Is  not  this  he  that  destroyed  them 
which  called  on  this  name  in  Jerusalem,  and  came 
hither  for  that  intent,  that  he  might  bring  them 
bound  unto  the  chief  priests?  But  Saul  inci-eased 
the  more  in  strength,  and  confounded  the  Jews 
which  dwelt  at  Damascus,  proving  that  this  is  very 
Christ.

male  that  openeth  the  womb  shall  be  called  holy  to 
the  Lord ;)  and  to  offer  a  sacrifice  according  to  that 
which  is  said  in  the  law  of  the  Lord,  A  pair  of  turtle- 
doves, or  two  young  pigeons.

And  there  was  one  Anna,  a  prophetess, 
the  daughter  of  Phanuel,  of  the  tribe  of  Aser:  she 
was  of  a  great  age,  and  had  lived  with  an  husband 
seven  years  from  her  virginity ;  and  she  was  a  widow 
of  about  fourscore  and  four  years,  which  departed 
not  from  the  temple,  but  served  God  with  fastings 
and  prayers  night  and  day.  And  she  coming  in  that 
instant  gave  thanks  hkewise  mito  the  Lord,  and 
spake  of  him  to  all  them  that  looked  for  redemption 
in  Jerusalem.     And  when  they  had  performed  aU 
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things  according  to  the  law  of  the  Lord,  they  re- 
turned into  Galilee,  to  their  own  city  Nazareth.

Let  the  brother  of  low  degree  rejoice 
in  that  he  is  exalted:  but  the  rich,  in  that  he  is 
made  low:  because  as  the  flower  of  the  grass  he 
shall  pass  away.  For  the  sun  is  no  sooner  risen 
with  a  burning  heat,  but  it  withereth  the  grass,  and 
the  flower  thereof  faUeth,  and  the  grace  of  the 
fashion  of  it  perisheth:  so  also  shall  the  rich  man 
fade  away  in  his  ways.  Blessed  is  the  man  that 
endureth  temptation:  for  when  he  is  tried,  he  shall 
receive  the  crown  of  hfe,   which  the   Lord  hath 

promised  to  them  that  love  him.  ,-        , 
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The  Oonpel.    St.  John  xiv.  1. 

AND  Jesus  said  unto  his  disciples,  Let  not  your 
XI.  heart  be  troubled:  ye  believe  in  God,  believe 
also  in  me.  In  my  Father's  house  are  many  man- 
sions: if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  have  told  you. 
I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you.  And  if  I  go  and 
prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  wiU  come  again,  and  re- 
ceive you  unto  myself;  that  where  I  am,  there  ye 
may  be  also.  And  whither  I  go  ye  know,  and  the 
way  ye  know.  Thomas  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  we 
know  not  whither  thou  goest;  and  how  can  we 
know  the  way?

BeUevest  thou  not  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and  the 
Father  in  me?  the  words  that  I  speak  unto  you  I 
speak  not  of  myself:  but  the  Father  that  dweUeth 
in  me,  he  doeth  the  works.

And 
her  neighbours  and  her  cousins  heard  how  the  Lord 
had  showed  great  mercy  upon  her;  and  they  rejoiced 
mth  her.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  eighth 
day  they  came  to  circumcise  the  child;  and  they 
called  him  Zacharias,  after  the  name  of  his  father. 
And  his  mother  answered  and  said.  Not  so ;  but  he 
shall  be  called  John.  And  they  said  unto  her.  There 
is  none  of  thy  kindred  that  is  called  by  this  name. 
And  they  made  signs  to  liis  father,  how  he  would 
have  him  called.  And  he  asked  for  a  writing  table, 
and  wrote,  sajdng,  His  name  is  John.  And  they 
marvelled  all.  And  his  mouth  was  opened  immedi- 
ately, and  his  tongue  loosed,  and  he   spake,  and 
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praised  God.  And  fear  came  on  all  that  dwelt 
round  about  them :  and  all  these  sayings  were 
noised  abroad  throughout  aU  the  hill  country  of 
Judeea.  And  all  they  that  heard  them  laid  them  up 
in  their  hearts,  saying,  What  manner  of  child  shall 
this  be!  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  him. 
And  his  father  Zacharias  was  flUed  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  prophesied,  saying.  Blessed  be  the  Lord

hate  us;  to  perform  the  mercy  promised  to  our 
fathers,  and  to  remember  his  holy  covenant;  the 
oath  which  he  sware  to  our  father  Abraham,  that 
he  would  grant  unto  us,  that  we  being  deUvered  out 
of  the  hand  of  our  enemies  might  serve  him  without 
fear,  in  holiness  and  righteousness  before  him,  all 
the  days  of  our  life.  And  thou,  child,  shalt  be 
called  the  prophet  of  the  Highest :  for  thou  shalt  go 
before  the  face  of  the  Lord  to  prepare  his  ways ;  to 
give  knowledge  of  salvation  unto  his  people  by 
the  remission  of  their  sins,  through  the  tender 
mercy  of  our  God;  whereby  the  dayspring  from  on 
high  hath  visited  us,  to  give  light  to  them  that  sit 
in  darkness  and  in  the  shadow  of  death,  to  guide 
our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace.

For  the  Epistle.  Acts  xii.  1. 
ABOUT  that  time  Herod  the  king  stretched  forth 
ii.  his  hands  to  vex  certain  of  the  church.  And 
he  killed  James  the  brother  of  John  with  the  sword. 
And  because  he  saw  it  pleased  the  Jews,  he  pro- 
ceeded further  to  take  Peter  also.  (Then  were  the 
days  of  unleavened  bread.)  And  when  he  had  ap- 
prehended him,  he  put  him  in  prison,  and  delivered 
him  to  four  quaternions  of  soldiers  to  keep  him; 
intending  after  Easter  to  bring  him  forth  to  the 
people.  Peter  therefore  was  kept  in  prison:  but 
prayer  was  made  without  ceasing  of  the  church 
unto  God  for  him.  And  when  Herod  would  have 
brought  him  forth,  the  same  night  Peter  was  sleep- 
ing between  two  soldiers,  bound  with  two  chains: 
and  the  keepers  before  the  door  kept  the  prison. 
And,  behold,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  him, 
and  a  light  shined  in  the  prison:  and  he  smote 
Peter  on  the  side,  and  raised  him  up,  saying.  Arise 
up  quickly.  And  his  chains  fell  off  from  his  hands. 
And  the  angel  said  unto  him.  Gird  thyself  and  bind 
on  thy  sandals.  And  so  he  did.  And  he  saith  imto 
him,  Cast  thy  garment  about  thee,  and  follow  me. 
And  he  went  out,  and  followed  him;  and  wist  not 
that  it  was  true  which  was  done  by  the  angel ;  but 
thought  he  saw  a  vision.  When  they  were  past  the 
first  and  the  second  ward,  they  came  unto  the  iron 
gate  that  leadeth  unto  the  city;  which  opened  to 
them  of  his  own  accord:  and  they  went  out,  and 
passed  on  through  one  street ;  and  forthwith  the  an- 
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gel  departed  from  him.  And  when  Peter  was  come 
to  himself,  he  said,  Now  I  know  of  a  surety,  that  the 
Lord  hath  sent  his  angel,  and  hath  deUvered  me  out 
of  the  hand  of  Herod,  and  from  all  the  expectation 
of  the  people  of  the  Jews.

WHEN  Jesus  came  into  the  coasts  of  Ceesarea 
Philippi,  he  asked  his  disciples,  saying.  Whom 
do  men  say  that  I  the  Son  of  man  am?  And  they 
said.  Some  say  that  thou  art  John  the  Baptist: 
some,  Elias;  and  others,  Jeremias,  or  one  of  the 
prophets.  He  saith  unto  them,  But  whom  say  ye 
that  I  am?

and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it.

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over  them,  and  they  that  are  great  exercise  author- 
ity upon  them.  But  it  shall  not  be  so  among  you: 
but  whosoever  will  be  great  among  you,  let  him  be 
your  minister;  and  whosoever  wQl  be  chief  among 
you,  let  him  be  yom-  servant:  even  as  the  Son  of 
man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minis- 
ter, and  to  give  his  Ufe  a  ransom  for  many.

Wherefore  if  thy  hand  or  thy  foot  offend  thee,  cut 
them  off,  and  cast  them  from  thee:  it  is  better  for 
thee  to  enter  into  Ufe  halt  or  maimed,  rather  than 
having  two  hands  or  two  feet  to  be  cast  into  ever- 
lasting fire.  And  if  thine  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it 
out,  and  cast  it  from  thee:  it  is  better  for  thee  to 
enter  into  life  with  one  eye,  rather  than  having  two 
eyes  to  be  cast  into  hell  fire.  Take  heed  that  ye 
despise  not  one  of  these  little  ones;  for  I  say  unto 
you,  That  in  heaven  their  angels  do  always  behold 
the  face  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.

Beloved,  when  I  gave  all  diligence  to  write  unto  you 
of  the  common  salvation,  it  was  needful  for  me  to 
write  unto  you,  and  exhort  you  that  ye  should  ear- 
nestly contend  for  the  faith  which  was  once  dehvered 
unto  the  saints.  For  there  are  certain  men  crept  in 
unawares,  who  were  before  of  old  ordained  to  this 
condemnation,  ungodly  men,  turning  the  grace  of 
our  God  into  lasciviousness,  and  denying  the  only 
Lord  God,  and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  I  will  there- 
fore put  you  in  remembrance,  though  ye  once  knew 
this,  how  that  the  Lord,  having  saved  the  people  out 
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of  the  land  of  Egypt,  afterward  destroyed  them  that 
believed  not.  And  the  angels  which  kept  not  then- 
first  estate,  but  left  their  own  habitation,  he  hath 
reserved  in  everlasting  chains  under  darkness  unto 
the  judgment  of  the  great  day.  Even  as  Sodom  and 
Gomorrha,  and  the  cities  about  them  in  Uke  manner, 
giving  themselves  over  to  fornication,  and  going 
after  strange  flesh,  are  set  forth  for  an  example, 
suffering  the  vengeance  of  eternal  fire.  Likewise 
also  these  filthy  dreamere  defile  the  flesh,  despise 
dominion,  and  speak  evU  of  dignities.

THESE  things  I  command  you,  that  ye  love  one 
another.  If  the  world  hate  you,  ye  know  that 
it  hated  me  before  it  hated  you.  If  ye  were  of  the 
world,  the  world  would  love  his  own :  but  because 
ye  are  not  of  the  world,  but  I  havie  chosen  you  out 
of  the  world,  therefore  the  world  hateth  you.  Re- 
member the  word  that  I  said  unto  you,  The  servant 
is  not  greater  than  his  lord.

He 
that  hateth  me  hateth  my  Father  also.  If  I  had  not 
done  among  them  the  works  which  none  other  man 
did,  they  had  not  had  sin :  but  now  have  they  both 
seen  and  hated  both  me  and  my  Father.  But  this 
Cometh  to  pass,  that  the  word  might  be  fulfilled  that 
is  written  in  their  law.  They  hated  me  without  a 
cause.  But  when  the  Comforter  is  come,  whom  I 
will  send  unto  you  ft'om  the  Father,  even  the  Spirit 
of  truth,  which  proceedeth  ii-om  the  Father,  he  shall 
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testify  of  me :  and  ye  also  shall  bear  witness,  because 
ye  have  been  with  me  from  the  beginning.

Of  the  tribe  of  Simeon  were  sealed  twelve 
thousand.  Of  the  tribe  of  Levi  were  sealed  twelve 
thousand.  Of  the  tribe  of  Issachar  were  sealed 
twelve  thousand.  Of  the  tribe  of  Zabulon  were 
sealed  twelve  thousand.    Of  the  tribe  of  Joseph  were 
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sealed  twelve  thousand.     Of  the  tribe  of  Beiyamin 
were  sealed  twelve  thousand. 

After  this  I  beheld,  and,  lo,  a  great  multitude, 
which  no  man  could  number,  of  all  nations,  and 
kindreds,  and  people,  and  tongues,  stood  before  the 
throne,  and  before  the  Lamb,  clothed  with  white 
robes,  and  palms  in  their  hands;  and  cried  with  a 
loud  voice,  saying.

OR 

HOLT  COMMUNION. 


H  If  among  those  who  come  to  be  partakers  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the 
Minister  shall  know  any  to  be  an  open  and  notorious  evil  liver,  or  to 
hare  done  any  wrong  to  his  neighbours  htf  word  or  deed,  so  that  the 
Congregation  be  thereby  offended;  he  shall  advertise  him,  that  he  pre- 
sume not  to  come  to  the  Lord's  Table,  until  he  have  openly  declared 
himself  to  hire  truly  repented  and  amended  his  former  evil  life,  that 
the  Congregation  may  thereby  be  satisfied;  and  that  he  hath  recom- 
pensed the  parties  to  whom  he  hath  done  wrong;  or  at  least  declare 
himself  to  be  in  full  purpose  so  to  do,  as  soon  us  he  conveniently  may. 

H  Hie  same  order  shall  the  Minister  use  with  those,  betwixt  whom  he  per- 
ceiveth  malice  and  hatred  to  reign;  not  suffering  them  to  be  partakers 
of  the  LonVs  Table,  until  he  know  them  to  be  reconciled.  And  if  one 
of  the  parties,  so  at  variance,  be  content  to  forgive  from  the  bottom  of 
his  heart  a/l  that  the  other  hath  trespassed  against  him,  and  to  make 
amends  for  that  wherein  he  himself  hath  offended;  and  the  other  party 
will  not  be  persuaded  to  a  godly  unity,  but  remain  still  in  his  froward- 
ness  and  malice;  the  Minister  in  that  case  ought  to  admit  the  penitent 
person  to  the  Holy  Communion,  and  not  him  that  is  obstinate.  Pro- 
Tided,  TJiat  every  Minister  so  repelling  any,  as  is  herein  specified,  shall 
be  obliged  to  give  an  account  of  the  same  to  the  Ordinary,  within  four- 
teen days  after,  at  the  farthest. 

H  Tlie  Table,  at  the  Communion-time  having  a  fair  white  linen  cloth  upon 
it,  shall  stand  in  the  body  of  the  Church,  or  in  the  Chancel.  And  the 
Minister,  standing  at  the  right  side  of  the  Table,  or  where  Morning 
and  Evening  Prayer  are  appointed  to  be  said,  shall  say  the  Lord^ 
Pr&jer  and  the  CoUect  following,  the  People  kneeling ;  but  the  LorcTs 
Prayer  may  he  omitted,  if  Morning  Prayer  hath  been  said  immediately 
before.

holy  mysteries.  And  above  all  things  ye  must  give 
most  humble  and  hearty  thanks  to  God,  the  Father, 
the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  for  the  redemption  of 
the  world  by  the  death  and  passion  of  our  Saviour 
Christ,  both  God  and  man ;  who  did  hiunble  himself, 
even  to  the  death  upon  the  Cross,  for  us,  miserable 
sinners,  who  lay  in  darkness  and  the  shadow  of 
death ;  that  he  might  make  us  the  children  of  Grod, 
and  exalt  us  to  everlasting  Ufe.  And  to  the  end  that

We  heseech  thee  mercifully  to  incline  thine  ears  to 
us  who  have  now  made  om^  prayers  and  supplicar 
tions  unto  thee ;  and  grant  that  those  things  which 
we  have  faithfully  asked  according  to  thy  will,  may 
effectually  be  obtained,  to  the  reUef  of  our  necessity, 
and  to  the  setting  forth  of  thy  glory ;  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

t  Upon  the  Sundays  and  other  Holy-days,  (thouyh  there  he  no  Sermon 
or  Communion,')  shall  l)e  said  all  that  is  appointed  at  the  Communion, 
unto  the  end  of  the  Gospel,  emtduding  with  the  Blessing. 

H  And  if  any  of  the  consecrated  Bread  and  Wine  remain  after  the  Com- 
munion, it  shall  not  lie  carried  out  of  the  Church  ;  but  the  Minister  and 
other  Communicants  slmll,  immediately  after  the  Blessing,  rererently 
eat  and  drink  the  same.

f  When  the  Minister  gireth  naming  for  the  Celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  (u-hich  he  shall  always  do  upon  the  Sunday,  or  some  Holy- 
day,  immediately  precedinf/,)  he  shall  read  this  Exhortation /o??o?('m(/ .■ 
or  so  much  thereof  as.  in.  his  discretion,  he  may  thinh  convenient. 

DBAELY  beloved,  on day  next  I  purpose, 
through  Grod's  assistance,  to  administer  to  all 
such  as  shall  be  religiously  and  devoutly  disposed 
the  most  comfortable  Sacrament  of  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  Christ ;  to  be  by  them  received  in  remem- 
brance of  his  meritorious  Cross  and  Passion ;  where- 
by alone  we  obtain  remission  of  our  sins,  and  are 
made  partakers  of  the  Kingdom  of  heaven.  Where- 
fore it  is  our  duty  to  render  most  humble  and  hearty 
thanks  to  Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  for 
that  he  hath  given  his  Son  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
not  only  to  die  for  us,  but  also  to  be  our  spiritual 
food  and  sustenance  in  that  holy  Sacrament.  Which 
being  so  divine  and  comfortable  a  thing  to  them  who 
i-eceive  it  worthily,  and  so  dangerous  to  those  who 
will  presume  to  receive  it  unworthily ;  my  duty  is 
to  exhort  you,  in  the  mean  season  to  consider  the 
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dignity  of  that  holy  mystery,  and  the  great  peril  of 
the  unworthy  receiving  thereof;  and  so  to  search 
and  examine  yom-  own  consciences,  (and  that  not 
hghtly,  and  after  the  manner  of  dissemblers  with 
God;  but  so)  that  ye  may  come  holy  and  clean  to 
such  a  heavenly  Feast,  in  the  marriage-garment  re- 
quired by  God  in  holy  Scripture,  and  be  received  as 
worthy  partakers  of  that  holy  Table. 

The  way  and  means  thereto  is :  First,  to  examine 
your  lives  and  conversations  by  the  rule  of  God's 
commandments ;  and  whereinsoever  ye  shall  per- 
ceive yourselves  to  have  offended,  either  by  will, 
word,  or  deed,  there  to  bewail  your  own  sinfulness, 
and  to  confess  yourselves  to  Almighty  God,  with  fuU 
purpose  of  amendment  of  hfe.  And  if  ye  shall  per- 
ceive your  offences  to  be  such  as  are  not  only  against 
God,  but  also  against  your  neighbours ;  then  ye  shall 
reconcile  yoiuselves  imto  them;  being  ready  to 
make  restitution  and  satisfaction,  according  to  the 
uttermost  of  your  powers,  for  all  injuries  and  wrongs 
done  by  you  to  any  other ;  and  being  Ukewise  ready 
to  forgive  others  who  have  offended  you,  as  ye 
would  have  forgiveness  of  your  offences  at  God's 
hand :  for  otherwise  the  receiving  of  the  holy  Com- 
munion doth  nothing  else  but  increase  your  con- 
demnation. Therefore,  if  any  of  you  be  a  blasphemer 
of  God,  an  hinderer  or  slanderer  of  his  Word,  an 
adulterer,  or  be  in  mahee,  or  envy,  or  in  any  other 
grievous  crime;  repent  you  of  your  sins,  or  else 
come  not  to  that  holy  Table. 

And  because  it  is  requisite  that  no  man  should 
come  to  the  holy  Communion,  but  with  a  full  trust 
in  God's  mercy,  and  with  a  quiet  conscience ;  there- 
fore, if  there  be  any  of  you,  who  by  this  means  can- 
not quiet  his  own  conscience  herein,  but  requireth 
further  comfort  or  counsel,  let  him  come  to  me,  or 
to  some  other  Minister  of  God's  Word,  and  (men  his

grief;  that  he  may  receive  such  godly  counsel  and 
advice,  as  may  tend  to  the  quieting  of  his  conscience, 
and  the  removing  of  all  scruple  and  doubtfulness. 

1[  Or,  in  cttae  he  shall  see  the  People  neylftjenf  to  come  to  the  Holy  Com- 
nmnion,  instead  of  the  former,  he  shall  use  this  Exhortation. 

DEARLY  beloved  brethren,  on I  intend,  by 
God's  grace,  to  celebrate  the  Lord's  Supper: 
unto  which,  in  God's  behalf,  I  bid  you  aU  who  are 
here  present;  and  beseech  you,  for  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ's  sake,  that  ye  will  not  refuse  to  come  thereto, 
being  so  lovingly  called  and  bidden  by  God  himself. 
Ye  know  how  grievous  and  iinkind  a  thing  it  is, 
when  a  man  hath  prepared  a  rich  feast,  decked  his 
table  with  aU  kind  of  provision,  so  that  there  lacketh 
nothing  but  the  guests  to  sit  down;  and  yet  they 
who  are  called  (without  any  cause)  most  unthank- 
fully  refuse  to  come.  Which  of  you  in  such  a  case 
woiild  not  be  moved?  Who  would  not  think  a  great 
injury  and  wrong  done  unto  him?  Wherefore,  most 
dearly  beloved  in  Christ,  take  ye  good  heed,  lest  ye, 
withdrawing  yourselves  from  this  holy  Supper,  pro- 
voke God's  indignation  against  you.  It  is  an  easy 
matter  for  a  man  to  say,  I  will  not  communicate, 
because  I  am  otherwise  hindered  with  worldly  busi- 
ness. But  such  excuses  are  not  so  easily  accepted 
and  allowed  before  God.  If  any  man  say,  I  am  a 
grievous  sinner,  and  therefore  am  afraid  to  come : 
wherefore  then  do  ye  not  repent  and  amend?  When 
God  calleth  you,  are  ye  not  ashamed  to  say  ye  wiU 
not  come?  When  ye  should  return  to  God,  will  ye 
excuse  yoxu^elves,  and  say  ye  are  not  ready?  Con- 
sider earnestly  with  yourselves  how  little  such 
feigned  excuses  will  avail  before  God.  Those  who 
refused  the  feast  in  the  Gospel,  because  they  had 
bought  a  farm,  or  would  try  their  yokes  of  oxen,  or 
because  they  were  married,  were  not  so  excused,  but 
counted  unworthy  of  the  heavenly  feast.   Wherefore, 
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according  to  mine  oflSce,  I  bid  you  in  the  Name  of 
God,  I  call  you  in  Christ's  behalf,  I  exhort  you,  as  ye 
love  your  own  salvation,  that  ye  wiU  be  partakers 
of  this  holy  Communion.  And  as  the  Son  of  God 
did  vouchsafe  to  yield  up  his  soul  by  death  upon  the 
Cross  for  your  salvation;  so  it  is  your  duty  to  re- 
ceive the  Communion  in  remembrance  of  the  sacri- 
fice of  his  death,  as  he  himself  hath  commanded: 
which  if  ye  shall  neglect  to  do,  consider  with  your- 
selves how  great  is  your  ingratitude  to  God,  and 
how  sore  punishment  hangeth  over  your  heads  for 
the  same ;  when  ye  wiUully  abstain  from  the  Lord's 
Table,  and  separate  from  your  brethren,  who  come 
to  feed  on  the  banquet  of  that  most  heavenly  food. 
These  things  if  ye  earnestly  consider,  ye  will  by 
God's  grace  return  to  a  better  mind :  for  the  obtain- 
ing whereof  we  shall  not  cease  to  make  our  humble 
petitions  unto  Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father.

THE  MINISTRATION  OF 

PUBLIC  BAPTISM  OF  INFANTS, 

TO  BE  USED  IN  THE  CHUKCH. 


f  The  People  are  to  he-  admonished,  that  it  is  most  convenient  that  Bap- 
tis^m  should  not  he  udminiatered  hut  upon  Sundays  and  other  Hoi  ij-days, 
or  Prayer-days.  Nevertheless,  (if  necessity  so  require,)  Baptism  may 
he  administered  i/pon  any  other  day. 

H  Tlwre  shall  he  for  every  Male-child  to  he  haptized,  wh^n  they  can  he  had, 
two  Godfathers  and  one  Godmother;  and  for  every  Female,  one  God- 
father and  two  Godmothers;  and  Parents  shall  he  admitted  as  Sjion- 
sors,  if  it  he  desired. 

%  When  there  are  children  to  he  hapfized,  the  Parents  or  Sponsors  shaU 
yire  hnonledge  thereof  hefore  the  heginning  of  Morning  Prayer,  to  the 
Minister.  And  then  the  Godfathers  and  Godmothers,  and  the  People 
with  the  Children,  must  he  ready  at  the  Font^  either  immediately  after 
the  last  Lesson  at  Morning  Prayer,  or  else  immediaiely  after  the  last 
Lesson  at  Evening  Prayer,  as  the  Minister  hy  his  discretion  shall 
appoint.  And  the  Minister  coming  to  the  Font,  (which  is  then  to  he 
filled  with  pure  Water,)  and  standing  there,  shall  say, 

Hath  this  ChUd  been  already  baptized,  or  no? 

f  If  they  answer,  No :  then  shall  the  Minister  proceed  as  foUoweth,  the 
People  all  standing  until  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

DEARLY  beloved,  forasmuch  as  all  men  are  con- 
ceived and  born  in  sin ;  and  our  Saviour  Christ 
saith,  None  can  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  Grod, 
except  he  be  regenerate  and  born  anew  of  Water 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  I  beseech  you  to  call  upon 
God  the  Father,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
that  of  his  bounteous  mercy  he  will  grant  to  this 
Child  that  which  by  nature  he  cannot  have ;  that  he 
may  be  baptized  with  Water  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  received  into  Christ's  holy  Church,  and  be  made 
a  living  member  of  the  same. 
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T[  Then  shall  the  Minister  say. 

Let  us  pray. 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  wlio  of  thy  great 
j\.  mercy  didst  save  Noah  and  his  family  ia  the  ark 
from  perishing  by  water ;  and  also  didst  safely  lead 
the  children  of  Israel  thy  people  through  the  Red 
Sea,  figuring  thereby  thy  holy  Baptism ;  and  by  the 
Baptism  of  thy  well-beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ  in  the 
river  Jordan,  didst  sanctify  Water  to  the  mystical 
washing  away  of  sin;  We  beseech  thee,  for  thine 
infinite  mercies,  that  thou  wilt  mercifully  look  upon 
this  ChUd;  wash  him  and  sanctify  him  with  the  Holy 
Ghost;  that  he,  being  delivered  from  thy  wrath, 
may  be  received  into  the  ark  of  Christ's  Church;  and 
being  stedfast  in  faith,  joyful  through  hope,  and 
rooted  in  charity,  may  so  pass  the  waves  of  this 
troublesome  world,  that  finally  he  may  come  to  the 
land  of  everlasting  life,  there  to  reign  with  thee, 
world  without  end ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

"J  Or  this. 

ALMIGHTY  and  immortal  God,  the  aid  of  all  who 
J\.  need,  the  helper  of  all  who  flee  to  thee  for  suc- 
cour, the  life  of  those  who  beUeve,  and  the  resurrec- 
tion of  the  dead ;  We  call  upon  thee  for  this  Infant, 
that  he,  coming  to  thy  holy  Baptism,  may  receive 
remission  of  sin,  by  spiritual  regeneration.  Receive 
him,  O  Lord,  as  thou  hast  promised  by  thy  well- 
beloved  Son,  saying.  Ask,  and  ye  shall  have ;  seek, 
and  ye  shall  find ;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto 
you.  So  give  now  unto  us  who  ask;  let  us  who 
seek,  find ;  open  the  gate  unto  us  who  knock ;  that 
this  Infant  may  enjoy  the  everlasting  benediction  of 
thy  heavenly  washing,  and  may  come  to  the  eternal 
kingdom  which  thou  hast  promised  by  Christ  our 
Lord.    Amen. ^ „,...,Goo,^le 
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H  TJien  the  Minister  shall  sat/  asfollou'eth:  or  else  shullpass  immediately 
to  the  Questions  addressed  to  tlie  Sponsors.  But  Note,  Tliat  in  ererij 
ehureh  the  intermediate  parts  of  the  Serriee  shall  he  itsed^  onee  at  least 
in-  every  month,  (if  there  he  a  haptism,)  for  the  better  instritetiny  of  the 
People  in  the  yrounds  of  Infant  Baptism. 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  by  St.  Mark, 
in  the  tenth  Chapter,  at  the  thirteenth  Verse. 

rPHEY  brought  young  children  to  Christ,  that  he 
X  should  touch  them:  and  his  disciples  rebuked 
those  that  brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it, 
he  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto  them,  Suffer 
the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them 
not :  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  Gtod.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom 
of  God  as  a  Uttle  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein. 
And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his  hands 
upon  them,  and  blessed  them. 

1  After  the  Gospel  is  read,  the  Minister  shall  make  this  brief  Exhortation 
upon  tlie  words  of  the  Gospel. 

BELOVED,  ye  hear  in  this  Gospel  the  words  of 
our  Saviour  Christ,  that  he  commanded  the  chil- 
dren to  be  brought  unto  him ;  how  he  blamed  those 
who  would  have  kept  them  from  him ;  how  he  ex- 
horteth  all  men  to  foUow  their  innocency.  Ye  per- 
ceive how,  by  his  outward  gesture  and  deed,  he  de- 
clared his  good  will  toward  them ;  for  he  embraced 
them  in  his  arms,  he  laid  his  hands  upon  them,  and 
blessed  them.  Doubt  ye  not  therefore,  but  earnestly 
beUeve,  that  he  will  Ukewise  favourably  receive  this 
present  Infant;  that  he  will  embrace  him  with  the 
arms  of  his  mercy ;  that  he  will  give  unto  him  the 
blessing  of  eternal  Ufe,  and  make  him  partaker  of  his 
everlasting  kingdom. 

Wherefore,  we  being  thus  persuaded  of  the  good 
will   of  our  heavenly  Father  towards   this   Infant, 
declared  by  his  Son  Jesus  Christ ;  and  nothing  doubt- 
ing but  that  he  favourably  aUoweth  this  chaijtable 
1 I  A.cHwfe 
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work  of  ours  in  bringing  this  Infant  to  his  holy  Bap- 
tism ;  let  us  faithfully  and  devoutly  give  thanto  unto 
him,  and  say, 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  heavenly  Father, 
J\.  We  give  thee  humble  thanks.  That  thou  hast 
vouchsafed  to  call  us  to  the  knowledge  of  thy  grace, 
and  faith  ia  thee:  Increase  this  knowledge.  And 
confirm  this  faith  ia  us  evermore.  Give  thy  Holy 
Spirit  to  this  Infant,  That  he  may  be  bom  again.  And 
be  made  an  heir  of  everlasting  salvation;  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Who  liveth  and  reigneth 
with  thee  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  Now  and  for  ever.

1[  Then  shall  the  Minister  speak  unto  the  Godfatheis  aiitj  Godmothers  on 
this  wise. 

DEAELY  beloved,  ye  have  brought  this  Child  here 
to  he  baptized;  ye  have  prayed  that  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  would  vouchsafe  to  receive  him,  to 
release  him  from  sin,  to  sanctify  him  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  to  give  him  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  and  ever- 
lasting life.  Ye  have  heard  also  that  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  hath  promised  in  his  Grospel  to  grant  all  these 
things  that  ye  have  prayed  for:  which  promise  he, 
for  his  part,  will  most  surely  keep  and  perform.

H  Tite  Minister  shall  then  demand  of  the  Sjionsors  as  foltoieeth :  the  Ques- 
tions heing  eonsidered  as  addressed  to  them  seee/-alli/,  (nut  the  Answers 
to  he  wade  aceordinnly. 

I  demand  therefore, 
iOST  thou,  in  the  name  of  this  ChUd,  renounce 
the  devil  and  aU  his  works,  the  vain  pomp  and 
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glory  of  the  world,  with  all  covetous  desires  of  the 
same,  and  the  sinful  desires  of  the  flesh,  so  that  thou 
wilt  not  follow,  nor  be  led  by  them? 

Answer.  I  renounce  them  all ;  and,  by  God's  help, 
wiU  endeavour  not  to  follow,  nor  be  led  by  them. 

Minister.  Dost  thou  believe  all  the  Articles  of  the 
Christian  Faith,  as  contained  in  the  Apostles'  Creed? 

Answer.     I  do. 

Minister.     WUt  thou  be  baptized  in  this  Faith? 

Answer.     That  is  my  desire. 

Minister.  Wilt  thou  then  obediently  keep  God's 
holy  wiU  and  commandments,  and  walk  in  the  same 
aU  the  days  of  thy  life? 

Answer.     I  will,  by  God's  help. 

'J  TJieii  slmll  the  Minififer  sfti/, 

0  MERCIFUL  God,  grant  that  the  old  Adam  in  this 
Child  may  be  so  buried,  that  the  new  man  may 
be  raised  up  in  him.     Amen. 

Grant  that  all  sinflil  affections  may  die  in  him,  and 
that  all  things  belonging  to  the  Spirit  may  live  and 
grow  in  him.     Amen. 

Grant  that  he  may  have  power  and  strength  to 
have  victory,  and  to  triumph,  against  the  devil,  the 
world,  and  the  flesh.     Amen. 

Grant  that  whosoever  is  here  dedicated  to  thee 
by  our  office  and  ministry,  may  also  be  endued 
with  heavenly  virtues,  and  everlastingly  rewarded, 
through  thy  mercy,  O  blessed  Lord  God,  who  dost 
Uve,  and  govern  all  things,  world  without  end. 
Amen. 

ALMIGHTY,  everUving  God,  whose  most  dearly 
J\.  beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  forgiveness  of

H  Tlten  shall  the  Minister  saf/, 

SEEING  now,  dearly  beloved  brethren,  that  this  Child 
is  regenerate,  and  grafted  into  the  body  of  Christ's 
Church,  let  us  give  thanks  unto  Almighty  God  for 
these  benefits;  and  with  one  accord  make  our 
prayere  unto  him,  that  this  Child  may  lead  the  rest 
of  his  We  according  to  this  beginning.  ^  -        ■ 
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H  Thsn  shaU  he  said,  all  kneeling, 

QUE  Father,  who  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  he  thy 
Name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done 
on  earth.

learn,  what  a  solemn  vow,  promise,  and  profession, 
he  hath  here  made  by  you.  And  that  he  may  know 
these  things  the  better,  ye  shall  call  upon  him  to 
hear  Sermons;  and  chiefly  ye  shall  provide,  that  he 
may  learn  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten 
Commandments,  and  all  other  things  which  a  Chris- 
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tian  ought  to  know  and  beKeve  to  his  sovil's  health; 
and  that  this  Child  may  he  virtuously  brought  up  to 
lead  a  godly  and  a  Chiistian  life;  remembering 
always,  that  Baptism  doth  represent  unto  us  om- 
profession;  which  is,  to  follow  the  example  of  our 
Saviour  Christ,  and  to  be  made  Uke  unto  him ;  that, 
as  he  died,  and  rose  again  for  us,  so  should  we,  who 
are  baptized,  die  from  sin,  and  rise  again  imto 
righteousness;  continually  mortifying  all  oiu*  evil 
and  corrupt  affections,  and  daily  proceeding  in  all 
virtue  and  godliness  of  living. 

H  TJieit  nhaJl  he,  tidd,  (utd  .^ay, 

r)  are  to  t»ke  care  that  this  Child  be  brought  to 
the  Bishop  to  be  confirmed  by  him,  so  soon  as  he 
can  say  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten 
Commandments,  and  is  sufficiently  instructed  in  the 
other  parts  of  the  Church-Catechism  set  forth  for 
that  purpose. 


THE  MINISTRATION  OF 

PRIVATE  BAPTISM  OP  CHILDREN, 

IN  HOUSES. 

« 

TI  TJte  Miimter  of  cvfry  Pariah  shall  nfteti  admonMt  tlip  People,  thai  they 
defer  not  the  Baptism  of  their  Children  longer  than  the  first  or  second 
Siiudaif  next  after  their  birth,  or  other  Holy-day  falling  between,  unless 
upon  a  great  and  reasonable  cause. 

J  And  also  he  shall  team  them,  that  irifltoiit  like  great  ettuse  and  neces- 
sity, they  procure  not  their  Children  to  be  baptized  at  home  in  their 
houses.  But  u-lien  need  shfiJl  compel  them  .s'o  to  do,  then  Baptism  .shall 
Ite  administered  as  foUoweth. 

II  First,  let  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  Cor,  in  his  absence,  any  other  huc- 
ful  Minister  thai  cmi  be  procured)  with  those  who  are  present,  call 
upon  God,  and  say  the  LortVs  Prayer,  and  so  many  of  the  Collects 
appointed  to  he  said  before  in  the  Form  of  Public  Baptism,  as  the  time 
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and  present  eiigenve  iviU  suffer.  And  then,  the  Child  being  named  hy 
some  one  who  is  present,  the  Minister  shall  pour  Water  upon  it,  saying 
these  words: 

I  baptize  thee  In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and 
I  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

H  Then  the  Minister  shall  gire  thanks  unto  God,  and  say, 

TT7E  yield  thee  hearty  thanks,  most  merciful  Fa- 
VV  ther,  that  it  hath  pleased  thee  to  regenerate 
this  Infant  with  thy  Holy  Spirit,  to  receive  him  for 
thine  own  ChiM  by  adoption,  and  to  incorporate  him 
into  thy  holy  Chm-ch.  And  humbly  we  beseech  thee 
to  grant,  that  he,  being  dead  unto  sin,  and  Uving 
unto  righteousness,  and  being  bviried  with  Christ  in 
his  death,  may  cruciiy  the  old  man,  and  utterly 
abolish  the  whole  body  of  sin;  and  that,  as  he  is 
made  partaker  of  the  death  of  thy  Son,  he  may  also 
be  partaker  of  his  resurrection;  so  that  finally,  with 
the  residue  of  thy  holy  Church,  he  may  be  an  inheritor 
of  thine  everlasting  kingdom;  through  Christ  our 
Lord.     Amen. 

1  And  let  then!  not  doubt,  but  that  the  Child  so  baptised  is  lawfully  and 
suffjriently  bajitized,  and  ought  not  to  be  baptised  again.  Yet  neveHhe- 
less,  if  the  Child,  whieli  is  after  this  sort  baptised,  do  afterward  live,  it 
is  expedient  that  it  be  brought  into  the  Cliureh,  to  the  intent  that  if  the 
Minister  of  the  same  Parish  did  himself  baptise  that  Child,  the  Congre- 
gation may  be  certifed  of  the  true  Form  of  Baptism,  by  him  prirutely 
before  used:  Tn  which  case,  all  standing,  he  shallsay  thus: 

I  CERTIFY  you,  that  according  to  the  due  and 
prescribed  Order  of  the  Church,  at  such  a  time,  and 
at  such  a  place,  before  divers  witnesses,  I  baptized 
this  Child;  who  is  now  by  Baptism  incorporated  into 
the  Christian  Church:  for  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
doth  not  deny  his  grace  and  mercy  unto  such  In- 
fants, but  most  lovingly  doth  call  them  unto  him,  as 
the  holy  Gospel  doth  witness  to  our  comfort. 

1  But  if  the  Child  were  baptised  by  any  other  lawfid  Minister,  then  the 
Minister  of  the  Parish  where  the  CItild  vas  born  or  christened,  shall 
ej-amine  whether  the  same  hath  been  laufullu  done.     And  if  the  Minis-     A 
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ter  shall  find,  by  ihe  answers  of  SHch  as  bring  tJte  Child,  that  all  things 
were  done  as  they  ought  to  he ;  then  shall  he  not  christen  the  Child 
again,  bat  shall  receive  him  as  one  of  the  flock  of  true  Christian  People, 
saying  thus: 

ICEETIFY  you,  that  in  this  case  all  is  well  done, 
and  according  imto  due  order,  concerning  the 
baptizing  of  this  Child;  who  is  now  by  Baptism  in- 
coi'porated  into  the  Christian  Chiuxjh:  for  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  doth  not  deny  his  grace  and  mercy 
unto  such  Infants,  but  most  lovingly  doth  call  them 
unto  him,  as  the  holy  Gospel  doth  witness  to  our 
comfort. 

H  Then  the  Minister  shall  say  as  followeth. 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  by  St.  Mark, 
in  the  tenth  Chapter,  at  the  thirteenth  Verse. 

THEY  brought  yoxmg  children  to  Christ,  that  he 
should  touch  them:  and  his  disciples  rebuked 
those  that  brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it, 
he  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto  them.  Suffer 
the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them 
not :  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you.  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom 
of  God  as  a  httle  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein. 
And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his  hands 
upon  them,  and  blessed  them. 

T[  After  the  Gospel  is  read,  the  Minister  shall  make  this  brief  Exhorta- 
tion upon  the  words  of  the  Gospel. 

BELOVED,  ye  hear  in  this  Gospel  the  words  of 
our  Saviour  Christ,  that  he  commanded  the  chil- 
dren to  be  brought  unto  him ;  how  he  blamed  those 
who  would  have  kept  them  from  him ;  how  he  ex- 
horteth  all  men  to  follow  their  innocency.  Ye  per- 
ceive how,  by  his  outward  gesture  and  deed,  he  de- 
clared his  good  will  toward  them ;  for  he  embraced 

them  in  his  arms,  he  laid  his  hands  upon  them,  and 
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blessed  them.  Doubt  ye  not  therefore,  but  earnestly 
believe,  that  he  hath  hkewlse  favourably  received 
this  present  Infant;  that  he  hath  embraced  him  with 
the  arms  of  his  mercy ;  and,  as  he  hath  promised  in 
his  holy  Word,  will  give  imto  him  the  blessing  of 
eternal  hfe,  and  make  him  partaker  of  his  everlasting 
kingdom. 

Wherefore,  we  being  thus  persuaded  of  the  good 
will  of  our  heavenly  Father,  declared  by  his  Son 
Jesus  Christ,  towards  this  Infant,  let  us  faithfully  and 
devoutly  give  thanks  unto  him,  and  say  the  Prayer 
which  the  Lord  himself  taught  us. 

OUR  Father,  who  art  in  heaven.  Hallowed  be  thy 
Name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done 
on  earth,  As  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our 
daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  As  we 
forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us.  And  lead 
us  not  into  temptation;  But  dehver  us  from  evil. 
Amen. 

T[  Then  shall  the  Mimster  demand  the  name  of  the  Child  ;  ichieh  being  by 
the  Godfathers  and  Godmothers  proncntnced,  tlie  Minister  shall  say  as 
followetlt. 

DOST  thou,  in  the  name  of  this  Child,  renounce 
the  devU  and  all  his  works,  the  vain  pomp  and 
glory  of  the  world,  with  all  covetous  desires  of  the 
same,  and  the  sinful  desires  of  the  flesh,  so  that  thou 
wilt  not  follow,  nor  be  led  by  them? 

Answer.  I  renounce  them  all ;  and,  by  God's  help, 
will  endeavour  not  to  follow,  nor  be  led  by  them. 

Minister.  Dost  thou  beheve  all  the  Articles  of  the 
Christian  Faith,  as  contained  in  the  Apostles'  Creed? 

Answer.     I  do. 

Minister.  WUt  thou  then  obediently  keep  Grod's 
holy  win  and  commandments,  and  walk  in  the  same 
aU  the  days  of  thy  hfe? 

Answer.     I  will,  by  Grod's  help. 


w, 
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H  Then  the  Minister  shall  sai/, 

receive  this  Child  into  the  congregation  of 
Christ's  flock;  and  do  *8ign  him 
with  the  sign  of  the  Cross,  in  token  that  l^rsimUm^ 
hereafter  he  shall  not  be  ashamed  to  con-  «  Cnss  mon 
fess  the  Mth  of  Christ  crucified,  and  uaT^'^°"" 
manfully  to  fight  under  his  banner, 
against  sin,  the  world,  and  the  devil;  and  to  continue 
Christ's  faithful  soldier  and  servant  unto  his  life's 
end.     Amen. 

5  The  same  rule  is  to  he  observed  here,  as  to  the  omission  of  tlte  sign  of 

the  Cross,  us  in  the  Public  Baptism  of  Infants. 

t  Tlten  shall  the  Minister  say, 

SEEING  now,  dearly  beloved  brethren,  that  this  OhiM 
is  regenerate,  and  grafted  into  the  body  of  Christ's 
Church,  let  us  give  thanks  unto  Almighty  God  for 
these  benefits;  and  with  one  accord  make  our 
prayers  unto,  him,  that  this  Child  may  lead  the  rest 
of  his  life  according  to  this  beginning. 

f  TJten  shall  be  said,  all  kneeling, 

"tXrE  yield  thee  hearty  thanks,  most  merciful  Pa- 
VV  ther,  that  it  hath  pleased  thee  to  regenerate 
this  Infant  with  thy  Holy  Spirit,  to  receive  him  for 
thine  own  Child  by  adoption,  and  to  incorporate  him 
into  thy  holy  Church.  And  humbly  we  beseech  thee 
to  grant,  that  he,  being  dead  unto  sin,  and  living 
unto  righteousness,  and  being  buried  with  Christ  in 
his  death,  may  crucify  the  old  man,  and  utterly 
abolish  the  whole  body  of  sin;  and  that,  as  he  is 
made  partaker  of  the  death  of  thy  Son,  he  may  also 
be  partaker  of  his  resurrection;  so  that  finally,  with 
the  residue  of  thy  holy  Church,  he  may  be  an- inheritor 
of  thine  everlasting  kingdom;  through  Christ  our 
Lord.

are  baptized,  die  from  sin,  and  rise  again  unto 
righteousness;  continually  mortifying  aU  our  evil 
and  corrupt  affections,  and  daily  proceeding  in  all 
virtue  and  godliness  of  Uving. 

H  TJten  shall  he  add,  and  say, 

r\  are  to  take  care  that  this  ChUd  be  brought  to 
the  Bishop  to  be  confirmed  by  him,  so  soon  as  he 
can  say  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten 
Commandments,  and  is  sufficiently  instructed  in  the 
other  parts  of  the  Church-Catechism  set  forth  for 
that  purpose. 

TI  But  if  they  who  bring  thf  Infant  to  the  Charch  do  wake  snrh  ttncertain 
answers  to  th£  Ministers  questions,  us  thai  it  cannot  appeMr  that  the 
Child  was  baptized  with  Water,  In  the  Kame  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  (whieh  are  essential  patis  of  Bap- 
tism,) then  let  the  Minister  baptize  it  in  the  Form  before  appointed  for 
Puhlie  Baptism,  of  Infants  ;  saving  that  at  the  dipping  of  tlie  Child  in 
the  Font,  he  shall  use  this  Form  of  words :  /---  i 
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IF  thou  art  not  already  baptized,  N.,  I  baptize  thee 
In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

H  If  Infant  Baptimn,  and  the- receiving  of  Infants  baptized  inprivate,  are 
to  he  at  the  same  time,  the  Minister  may  maJce  the  Questions  to  tJm  Spon- 
sors, and  the  succeeding  Prayers,  serve  for  both.  A  nd  again,  after  the 
Immersion,  or  the  pouring  of  Water,  and  the  receiving  into  the  Churchy 
the  Minister  may  use  tJie  remainder  of  the  Service  for  both. 


THE  MINISTRATION  OF 

BAPTISM  TO  SUCH  AS  ARE 
OF  RIPER  YEARS, 

AND  ABLE  TO  ANSWER  FOR  THEMSELVES. 


T[  When  any  such  Persons  as  are  of  riper  years  are  to  be  baptised,  timely 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Minister ;  that  so  due  care  may  be  taken  for 
their  exmnination,  whether  they  be  sufficiently  instrncted  in  the  Pritici- 
pies  of  the  Christian  Religion ;  and  that  they  may  he  exhorted  to  pre- 
pare themselves^  with  Prayers  and  Fasting,  for  the  receiving  of  this 
holy  Sacrament. 

TI  And  if  they  shall  he  found  fit,  then  the  Godfathers  and  Godmotliers  (the 
People  being  assembled  upon  the  Sunday,  Holy-day  or  Prayer-day  ap- 
pointed) shall  be  ready  to  present  them  at  the  Font,  immediately  after 
the  second  Lesson,  either  at  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer,  as  the  Mini-t- 
ter,  in  his  discretion,  sJmll  thinh  fit.  And  standing  tliere,  the  Minister 
shall  say. 

Hath  this  Person  been  already  baptized,  or  no? 

1[  If  they  answer.   No :  then  shall  the  Minister  (the  People  all  standing 
until  the  Lord^s  Prayer)  proceed  as  followeth. 

DEARLY  beloved,  forasmuch  as  all  men  are  con- 
ceived and  bom  in  sin,  (and  that  which  is  born 
of  the  flesh  is  flesh,)  and  they  who  are  in  the  flesh 
cannot  please  God,  but  live  in  sin,  committing  many 
actual  transgressions;  and  our  Saviour  Clmst  saith, 
None  can  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God,  except  he 
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be  regenerate  and  bom  anew  of  water  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost;  I  beseech  you  to  call  upon  God  the  Fa- 
ther, through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  of  his  borni- 
teoius  goodness  he  will  grant  to  these  Persons  that 
which  by  nature  they  cannot  have ;  that  thefy  may  be 
baptized  with  Water  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  re- 
ceived into  Christ's  holy  Church,  and  be  made  lively 
members  of  the  same. 

H  Tlien  shuV  tlte  Minister  say, 

Let  us  pray. 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  who  of  thy  great 
il.  mercy  didst  save  Noah  and  his  family  in  the  ark 
from  perishing  by  water;  and  also  didst  safely  lead 
the  children  of  Israel  thy  people  through  the  Red 
Sea,  figuring  thereby  thy  holy  Baptism;  and  by  the 
Baptism  of  thy  well-beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ  in  the 
river  Jordan,  didst  sanctify  the  element  of  Water  to 
the  mystical  washing  away  of  sin ;  We  beseech  thee, 
for  thine  infinite  mercies,  that  thou  wQt  mercifully 
look  upon  tJiese  thy  Servants;  wash  them  and  sanctify 
them  with  the  Holy  Ghost ;  that  they,  being  dehvered 
fiom  thy  wrath,  may  be  received  into  the  ark  of 
Christ's  Church;  and  being  stedfast  in  faith,  joyful 
through  hope,  and  rooted  in  charity,  may  so  pass  the 
waves  of  this  troublesome  world,  that  finally  they 
may  come  to  the  land  of  everlasting  life,  there  to 
I'eign  with  thee,  world  without  end;  tlu'ough  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

t  Or  this. 

iLMIGHTY  and  immortal  God,  the  aid  of  aU  who 
il  need,  the  helper  of  all  who  flee  to  thee  for  suc- 
cour, the  life  of  those  who  beUeve,  and  the  resurrec- 
tion of  the  dead;  We  call  upon  thee  for  Oiese  thy 
Servants,  that  they,  coming  to  thy  holy  Baptism,  may 
i-eceive  remission  of  their  sins,  by  spuitual  regenerar 
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tion.  Eeoeive  (hem,,  O  Lord,  as  thou  hast  promised 
by  thy  well-beloved  Son,  saying,  Ask,  and  ye  shall 
receive ;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find ;  knock,  and  it  shall 
be  opened  unto  you.  So  give  now  imto  us  who  ask; 
let  us  who  seek,  find;  open  the  gate  unto  us  who 
knock;  that  these  thy  Servants  may  enjoy  the  everlast- 
ing benediction  of  thy  heavenly  washing,  and  may 
come  to  the  eternal  kingdom  which  thou  hast  prom- 
ised by  Christ  our  Lord.

1  TJmt  the  Minister  shall  say, 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  by  St.  John,  in 
the  third  Chapter,  beginning  at  the  first  Verse. 

THERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named  Nico- 
demus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews:  the  same  came  to 
Jesus  by  night,  and  said  unto  him,  Eabbi,  we  know 
that  thou  art  a  teacher  come  from  God :  for  no  man 
can  dp  these  miracles  that  thou  doest,  except  God  be 
with  him.  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him. 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  Except  a  man  be 
bom  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God.  Mco- 
demus  saith  unto  him.  How  can  a  man  be  bom  when 
he  is  old?  can  he  enter  the  second  time  into  his 
mother's  womb,  and  be  bom?  Jesus  answered. 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  Except  a  man  be  born 
of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God.  That  which  is  bom  of  the  flesh  is 
flesh;  and  that  which  is  bom  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit. 
Marvel  not  that  I  said  imto  thee,  Ye  must  be  bom 
again.  The  wind  bloweth  where  it  hsteth,  and  thou 
hearest  the  sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence 
it  Cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth:  so  is  every  one  that 
is  bom  of  the  Spirit. 

H  Afier  which  he  shall  say  this  Exhortation /o/?ok'{h(/. 

BELOVED,  ye  hear  in  this  Gospel  the  express 
words  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  that  except  a  man 
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be  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  Grod.  Whereby  ye  may  perceive 
the  great  necessity  of  tliis  Sacrament,  where  it  may 
be  had.  Likewise,  immediately  before  his  ascension 
into  heaven,  (as  we  read  in  the  last  Chapter  of  Saint 
Mark's  Gospel,)  he  gave  command  to  his  disciples, 
sajdng,  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
Gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  beUeveth  and  is 
baptized  shall  be  saved;  but  he  that  believeth  not 
shall  be  damned.  Which  also  showeth  unto  us  the 
great  beneiit  we  reap  thereby.  For  which  cause 
Saint  Peter  the  Apostle,  when  upon  his  first  preach- 
ing of  the  Gospel  many  were  pricked  at  the  heart, 
and  said  to  him  and  the  rest  of  the  Apostles,  Men 
and  brethren,  what  shall  we  do?  replied  and  said 
unto  them,  Repent,  and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you 
for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  the  promise  is  to  you 
and  your  children,  and  to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even 
as  many  as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call.  And  with 
many  other  words  exhorted  he  them,  saying.  Save 
yourselves  from  this  untoward  generation.  For  (as 
the  same  Apostle  testifleth  in  another  place)  even 
Baptism  doth  also  now  save  us,  (not  the  putting 
away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a 
good  conscience  towards  God,)  by  the  resurrection 
of  Jesus  Christ.  Doubt  ye  not  therefore,  but  ear- 
nestly beheve,  that  he  will  favourably  receive  these 
present  Persons,  truly  repenting,  and  coming  unto 
him  by  faith ;  that  he  will  grant  them  remission  of 
their  sins,  and  bestow  upon  Oiem  the  Holy  Ghost; 
that  he  will  give  Owm  the  blessing  of  eternal  life, 
and  make  (Item  partakers  of  his  everlasting  kingdom. 
Wherefore,  we  being  thus  persuaded  of  the  good 
will  of  our  heavenly  Father  toward  these  Persons, 
declared  by  his  Son  Jesus  Christ;  let  us  faithfully 
and  devoutly  give  thanks  to  him,  and  say. 
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ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  heavenly  Father, 
il  We  give  thee  humble  thanks,  For  that  thou  hast 
vouchsafed  to  call  us  to  the  knowledge  of  thy  grace, 
and  faith  in  thee:  Increase  this  knowledge.  And 
conflrm  this  faith  in  us  evermore.  Give  thy  Holy 
Spirit  to  these  thy  Servants,  That  they  may  be  bom 
again.

H  TtiCii  shall  be  said  rtf  Lord'8  Prayer,  all  kneeling. 

OUR  Father,  who  art  in  heaven.  Hallowed  be  thy 
Name.

Saviour  Christ,  and  to  be  made  hke  unto  him ;  that, 
as  he  died,  and  rose  again  for  us,  so  should  we,  who 
are  baptized,  die  fi*om  sin,  and  rise  again  unto  right- 
eousness ;  continually  mortifying  all  our  evil  and 
corrupt  affections,  and  daily  proceeding  in  all  virtue 
and  godliness  of  living, 

H  It  is  expedient  that  every  Person,  thus  baptized,  shoidd  he  confirmed  by 
the  Bishop,  so  soon  after  his  Baptism  as  conveniently  may  he;  that  so 
he  niay  be  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion. 

1  Whereas  necessity  may  require  the  baptizing  of  Adults  in  private  houses, 
in  consideration  of  extreme  sickness;  the  same  is  hereby  allowed  in  that 
case.  And  a  convenient  number  of  persons  shall  he  assembled  in  the 
house  where  the  Sacrament  is  to  he  administered.  And  in  tM  exhorta- 
tion. Well-beloved,  etc.,  instead  of  these  words,  come  hither  desiring, 
shall  be  inserted  this  icord,  desirous.  And  in  case  of  great  necessity, 
the  Minister  may  begin  with  the  questions  addressed  to  the  candidate, 
and  end  with  the  thanksgiving  following  the  baptism. 

H  If  there  be  occasion  for  the  Offi^ce  of  Infant  Baptism  and  that  of  Adults 
at  the  same  time,  the  Minister  shall  use  the  exhortation  and  one  of  the 
prayers  next  following  in  the  Office  for  Adults;  only,  in  the  exhortation 
and  prayer^  after  the  words,  these  Persons,  and  these  thy  Servants, 
adding,  and  these  Infants.  Then  the  Minister  shall  proceed  to  the 
questions  to  be  demanded  in  the  cases  respectively.  Afier  the  immersion, 
or  the  pouring  of  water,  the  prayer  shall  he  as  in  this  service ;  only, 
after  the  words,  these  thy  Servants,  shall  be  added,  and  these  Infants. 
After  whicJi  the  remaining  part  of  each  service  shall  be  used;  first  that 
for  Adults,  and  lastly  that  for  Infants. 

1  If  any  persons,  not  baptized  in  their  infancy,  shall  be  brought  to  be  bap- 
tized before  they  come  to  years  of  discretion  to  answer  for  themselves, 
it  may  suffice  to  use  the  Office  for  Public  Baptism  of  Infants;  or,  in 
case  of  ex'treyne  danger,  the  Office  for  Private  Baptism;  only  changing 
the  word  Infant,  for  Child,  or  Person,  as  occasion  requireth. 

H  If  there  be  reasonable  doubt  concerning  the  baptism  of  any  person, 
such  person  may  be  baptized  in  the  manner  herein  appointed;  saving 
that,  at  the  immersion  or  the  pouring  of  water,  the  Minister  shall  use 
this  form  of  words :

In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.

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Question.  What  is  the  outward  visible  sign  or  form 
in  Baptism? 

Atmver.  Water;  wherein  the  person  is  baptized, 
Tn  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holji  Gho-'if. 

Questwm.  What  is  the  inward  and  spiritual  grace? 

Atmver.  A  death  unto  sin,  and  a  new  birth  unto 
righteousness :  for  being  by  nature  born  in  sin,  and 
the  children  of  wrath,  we  are  hereby  made  the  chil- 
dren of  grace. 

Question.  What  is  required  of  persons  to  be  bap- 
tized? 

Answer.  Repentance,  whereby  they  forsake  sin; 
and  Faith,  whereby  they  stedfastly  beUeve  the  pro- 
mises of  God  made  to  them  in  that  Sacrament. 

Question.  Why  then  are  Infants  baptized,  when 
by  reason  of  their  tender  age  they  cannot  perform 
them? 

Answer.  Because  they  promise  them  both  by  their 
Sureties;  which  promise,  when  they  come  to  age, 
themselves  are  bound  to  perform. 

Question.  Why  was  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  ordained? 

Answer.  For  the  continual  remembrance  of  the 
sacrifice  of  the  death  of  Christ,  and  of  the  benefits 
which  we  receive  thereby. 

Question.  What  is  the  outward  part  or  sign  of  the 
Lord's  Supper? 

A-nswer.  Bread  and  Wine,  which  the  Lord  hath 
commanded  to  be  received. 

Question.  What  is  the  inward  part,  or  tiling  sig- 
nified? . 

Answer.  The  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ,  which  are 
spiritually  taken  and  received  by  the  faithful  in  the 
Lord's  Supper. 

Question.  What  are  the  benefits  whereof  we  are 
partakers  thereby? „,...„,  Goo,^le 
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Answer.  The  strengthening  and  refreshmg  of  our 
souls  by  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ,  as  our  bodies 
are  by  the  Bread  and  Wine. 

Question.  What  is  required  of  those  who  come  to 
the  Lord's  Supper? 

Answer.  To  examine  themselves,  whether  they 
repent  them  truly  of  their  former  sins,  stedfastly 
purposing  to  lead  a  new  life ;  have  a  lively  faith  in 
God's  mercy  through  Christ,  with  a  thankful  remem- 
brance of  his  death ;  and  be  in  charity  with  all  men.

u  So  soon  as  CJtiJdren  are  come  to  a  competent  aye,  and  can  say  the 
Creed,  the  Lord^s  Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Commandments,  and  can  answer 
to  the  other  questions  of  this  short  Catechism,  they  shall  be  brought  to 
the  Bishop. 

H  And  whensoever  the  Bishop  shall  give  knoirledye  for  Children  to  he 
brought  unto  him  for  their  Confirmation,  the  Minister  of  every  Parish 
shall  either  bring,  or  send  in  tvritiny,  ni'th  his  hand  subscribed  there- 
unto, the  N'ames  of  all  such  Persons  idthinhis  Parish,  as  he  shall  think 
Jit  to  he  presented  to  the  Bishop  to  he  confirmed.

TO  the  end  that  Confirmation  may  be  ministered 
to  the  more  edifying  of  such  as  shall  receive  it, 
the  Church  hath  thought  good  to  order,  That  none 
shall  be  confirmed,  but  such  as  can  say  the  Creed, 
the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Commandments; 
and  can  also  answer  to  such  other  Questions,  as  in 
the  short  Catechism  are  contained:  which  order  is 
very  convenient  to  be  observed;  to  the  end  that 
children,  being  now  come  to  the  years  of  discretion, 
and  having  learned  what  their  Godfathers  and  Grod- 
mothers  promised  for  them  in  Baptism,  may  them-

These  words,  good  brother, 
are  written  in  holy  Scripture  for  our  comfort  and 
instruction;  that  we  should  patiently,  and  with 
thanksgiving,  bear  our  heavenly  Father's  correc- 
tion, whensoever,  by  any  manner  of  adversity,  it 
shall  please  his  gracious  goodness  to  visit  us.  And 
there  should  be  no  greater  comfort  to  Christian  pe]> 
sons,  than  to  be  made  like  unto  Christ,  by  suffering 

L.  hi;  J    ,V.OO<;ir 
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patiently  adversities,  troubles,  and  sicknesses.  For 
he  himself  went  not  up  to  joy,  but  first  he  suffered 
pain;  he  entered  not  into  his  glory  before  he  was 
crucified.  So  truly  our  way  to  eternal  joy  is  to 
suffer  here  with  Christ;  and  our  door  to  enter  into 
eternal  life  is  gladly  to  die  with  Christ;  that  we 
may  rise  again  from  death,  and  dwell  with  him  in 
everlasting  life.  Now  therefore,  taking  your  sick- 
ness, which  is  thus  profitable  for  you,  patiently,  I 
exhort  you,  in  the  Name  of  God,  to  remember  the 
profession  which  you  made  unto  God  in  your  Bap- 
tism. And  forasmuch  as  after  this  life  there  is  an 
account  to  be  given  unto  the  righteous  Judge,  by 
whom  all  must  be  judged,  without  respect  of  persons, 
I  require  you  to  examine  yourself  and  your  estate, 
both  toward  God  and  man ;  so  that,  accusing  and  con- 
demning yourself  for  your  own  faults,  you  may  find 
mercy  at  our  heavenly  Father's  hand  for  Christ's  sake, 
and  not  be  accused  and  condemned  in  that  fearful 
judgment.  Therefore  I  shall  rehearse  to  you  the 
Articles  of  our  Faith ;  that  you  may  know  whether 
you  do  believe  as  a  Christian  man  should,  or  no. 

H  Hete  the  Minister  shuU  vfjiearse  thr  Articles  of  the  Faith,  miifiiifj  thus, 

DOST  thou  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty, 
Maker  of  heaven  and  earth? 

And  in  Jesus  Christ  his  only-begotten  Son  our 
Lord?  And  that  he  was  conceived  by  the  Holy 
Ghost,  bom  of  the  Virgin  Mary:  that  he  sufiered 
under  Pontius  Pilate,  was  crucified,  dead,  and  buried : 
that  he  went  down  into  hell,  and  also  did  rise  again 
the  third  day:  that  he  ascended  into  heaven,  and 
sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father  Al- 
mighty: and  from  thence  shall  come  again,  at 
the  end  of  the  world,  to  judge  the  quick  and  the 
dead? 

And  dost  thou  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost:  the 
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holy  Catholic  Church;  the  Communion  of  Saints: 
the  Remission  of  sins:  the  Resurrection  of  the  flesh: 
and  everlasting  Life  after  death? 

1  The  sick  person  shall  answer, 

All  this  I  stedfastly  believe. 

1L  Then  shall  the  Minister  examine  whether  he  repent  him  truly  of  his  sins, 
and  he  in  charity  with  aU  the  world;  exhorting  him  to  forgive,  from  the 
bottotn  of  his  heart,  all  persons  that  have  offended  him;  and  if  he  hath 
emended  any  other,  to  ask  them  forgiveness ;  and  where  he  hath  done 
injury  or  wrong  to  -any  man,  that  he  make  amends  to  the  uttermost  of 
his  power.  And  if  he  hath  not  hefore  disposed  of  his  goods,  let  him  tlmi 
be  admonished  to  wxtke  his  Will,  and  to  declare  his  Debts,  what  he 
oiceth,  and  what  is  Giving  unto  him,  for  the  better  discharging  of  his 
conscience,  and  the  quietness  ofMsExecittors.  But  men  should  often  be 
put  in  remembrance  to  take  order  for  the  settling  of  their  temporal  es- 
tates, whilst  they  are  in  health. 

t  The  Exhortation  before  rehearsed,  may  be  said  hefore  the  Minister  begin 
his  Prayer,  as  he  shall  see  cause. 

1  Tlie  Minister  shall  not  omit  earnestly  to  move  such  sick  persons  as  are 
of  ability,  to  he  liberal  to  the  poor. 

1  And  then  the  Minister  shall  say  the  Collect  following. 

Let  us  pray. 

OMOST  merciful  God,  who,  according  to  the  mul- 
titude of  thy  mercies,  dost  so  put  away  the  sins 
of  those  who  truly  repent,  that  thou  rememberest 
them  no  more ;  Open  thine  eye  of  mercy  upon  this 
thy  servant,  who  most  earnestly  desireth  pardon  and 
forgiveness.  Renew  in  him,  most  loving  Father, 
whatsoever  hath  been  decayed  by  the  fraud  and  mal- 
ice of  the  devil,  or  by  his  own  carnal  wiU  and  frail- 
ness ;  preserve  and  continue  this  sick  member  in  the 
unity  of  the  Church ;  consider  his  contrition,  accept 
his  tears,  assuage  his  pain,  as  shall  seem  to  thee  most 
expedient  for  him.  And  forasmuch  as  he  putteth  his 
fuU  trust  only  in  thy  mercy,  impute  not  unto  him 
his  former  sins,  but  strengthen  him  with  thy  blessed 
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Spirit;  and,  when  thou  art  pleased  to  take  him 
hence,  take  him  rmto  thy  favour ;  through  the  merits 
of  thy  most  dearly  beloved  Son,  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.    Amen.

Perfect,  we  beseech  thee,  this 
thy  mercy  towards  him;  and  prosper  the  means 
which  shall  be  made  use  of  for  his  cure :  that,  being 
restored  to  health  of  body,  vigour  of  mind,  and 
cheerfulness  of  spirit,  he  may  be  able  to  go  to  thine 
house,  to  offer  thee  an  oblation  with  great  gladness, 
and  to  bless  thy  holy  Name  for  all  thy  goodness 
towards  him;  through  Jesvis  Christ  our  Saviour,  to 
whom,  with  thee  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  all  honour 
and  glory,  world  without  end.     Amen. 
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IT  Forasimtch  as  all  mortal  men  are  suhjecf  to  many  sudden  perils,  diH- 
eases^  and  sicknesses,  and  ever  uncertain  u-1iat  time  tJiey  skull  depart 
out  of  this  life;  theref&re,  to  the  intent  they  mm)  he  ahvays  in  rmdmes^ 
to  die,  whensoever  it  shall  please  Almighty  God  to  call  them,  the  Min- 
isters shall  diligently  from  time  to  time  (but  especially  in  the  time  of 
pestilence,  or  other  infectious  sickness)  exhort  their  parishioners  to 
the  often  receiving  of  the  Holy  Communion  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of 
our  Saviour  Christ,  when  it  shall  he  ^niblicly  administered  in  the 
Church;  that  so  doing,  they  may,  in  case  of  sudden  visitation,  hare  the 
less  cause  to  be  disquieted  for  lach  of  the  same.  But  if  the.  sick  person 
he  not  able  to  come  to  the  Church,  and  yet  is  desirous  to  receive  the 
Communion  in  his  house;  then  he  must  give  timely  notice  to  the  Minis- 
ter, signifying  also  how  many  there  are  to  communicate  with  him, 
(which  shall  he  two  at  the  least;)  and  all  things  necessary  being  pre- 
pared, the  Minister  shall  there  celebrate  the  Holy  Communion,  beginning 
with,  the  Collect,  Epistle,  and  Gospel,  here  following. 

The  Collect. 

ALMIGrHTY,  everliving  God,  Maker  of  mankind, 
J\.  who  dost  correct  those  whom  thou  dost  love, 
and  chastise  every  one  whom  thou  dost  receive; 
We  beseech  thee  to  have  mercy  upon  this  thy  ser- 
vant visited  with  thine  hand,  and  to  grant  that  he 
may  take  his  sickness  patiently,  and  recover  his 
bodily  health,  if  it  be  thy  gracious  will ;  and  that, 
whensoever  his  soul  shall  depart  from  the  body,  it 
may  be  without  spot  presented  unto  thee ;  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen.

H  After  which  the  Minister  shall  proceed  according  to  the  form  before 
prescribed  for  the  Holy  Communion,  beginning  at  these  words,  Ye  who 
do  truly,  etc. 

f  At  the  time  of  the  distribution  of  tlie  holy  Sacrament,  the  Minister  shall 
first  receive  the  Communion  himself  and  after  minister  unto  those  who 
are  appointed  to  com/nun icate  with  the  sick,  and  last  of  all  to  the  sieh 
person. 

H  In  the  times  of  contagions  sickness  or  disease,  or  when  extreme  weak- 
ness renders  it  expedient,  the  following  form  shall  su;ffice:  The  Confes- 
sion and  the  Absolution  ;  Lift  up  your  hearts,  etc.,  throngh  the 
Sanctus;  Tfie  Prayer  of  Consecration,  ending  with  these  words,  par- 
takers of  his  most  blessed  Body  and  Blood ;  The  Communion ;  The 
Lord's  Prayer  ;  TJie  Blessing. 

TI  But  if  a  man,  either  by  reason  of  extremity  of  sickness,  or  for  want  of 
warning  in  due  time  to  the  Minister,  or  for  lack  of  company  to  receive 
with  him,  or  by  any  other  just  impediment,  do  not  receive  the  Sacra- 
ment of  ChrisVs  Body  and  Blood,  the  Minister  shall  instruct  him,  that 
if  he  do  truly  repent  him  of  his  sins,  and  stedfastly  believe  that  Jesus 
Christ  hath  suffered  death  upon  the  Cross  for  him,  and  shed  his  Blood 
for  his  redemption,  earnestly  remembering  the  benefits  he  hath  thereby, 
and  giving  him  hearty  thanks  therefor,  he  -^oth  eat  and  drink  the  Body 
and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ  profitably  to  his  souVs  health,  although 
he  do  not  receive  the  Sacratnent  with  his  month. 

T  When  the  sick  person  is  visited,  and  receiveth  the  Holy  Communion  all 
at  one  time,  then  the  Minister,  for  more  expedition,  shall  cut  off  the 
form  of  the  Visitation  at  the  Psalm,  and  go  straight  to  the  Commimion. 

\  In  the  times  of  contagious  sickness  or  disease,  when  none  of  the  Parish 
or  neighbours  can  be  gotten  to  communicate  with  the  sick  in  their 
houses,  for  fear  of  the  infection,  upon  special  request  of  the  diseased, 
the  Minister  alone  may  communicate  with  him. 

H  This  Office  may  be  used  with  aged  and  bed-ridden  persons,  or  such  as 
are  not  able  to  attend  the  public  Ministration  in  Church,  substituting 
the  Collect,  Epistle^  and  Gospel  for  the  Day,  for  those  appointed  above. 
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THE  BURIAL  OP  THE  DEAD. 


H  R/^re  is  to  he  noted,  that  the  Office  ensuing  is  not  to  be  used  for  any 
unhaptized  adults,  any  who  die  e^xommunicate,  or  who  have  laid  vio- 
lent hands  upon  themselves. 

H  The  Minister,  meeting^  the  Corpse  at  the  entrance  of  the  Churchyard, 
and  going  before  it,  either  into  the  Church  or  towards  the  Grave,  shall 
say  or  sing, 

I  AM  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the  Lord : 
he  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet 
shall  he  live :  and  whosoever  Uveth  and  beUeveth  in 
me,  shall  never  die.     81.  John  xi.  25,  26. 

I  KNOW  that  my  redeemer  liveth,  and  that  he 
shall  stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth :  and 
though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body,  yet 
in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God :  whom  I  shall  see  for 
myself,  and  mine  eyes  shaU  behold,  and  not  another.

"VrOW  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become 
ll  the  flrstfruits  of  them  that  slept.  For  since  by 
man  came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead.  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in 
Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive.  But  every  man  in 
his  own  order :  Christ  the  iirstftTiits ;  afterward  they 
that  are  Christ's  at  his  coming.  Then  cometh  the 
end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up  the  kingdom 
to  God,  even  the  Father;  when  he  shall  have  put 
down  all  rule  and  all  authority  and  power.  For  he 
must  reign,  till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his 
feet.  The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is 
death.  For  he  hath  put  all  things  under  his  feet. 
But  when  he  saith  all  things  are  put  under  him,  it 
is  manifest  that  he  is  excepted,  which  did  put  all 
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things  under  him.  And  when  all  things  shall  he 
subdued  unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son  also  himself 
be  subject  unto  him  that  put  aU  things  under  him, 
that  God  may  be  all  in  alL  Else  what  shall  they  do 
which  are  baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not 
at  all?  why  are  they  then  baptized  for  the  dead? 
and  why  stand  we  in  jeopardy  every  hour?  I  pro- 
test by  your  rejoicing  which  I  have  in  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord,  I  die  daUy.  If  after  the  manner  of  men  I 
have  fought  with  beasts  at  Ephesus,  what  advan- 
tageth  it  me,  if  the  dead  rise  not?  let  us  eat  and 
drink ;  for  to  morrow  we  die.  Be  not  deceived :  evil 
communications  corrupt  good  manners.  Awake  to 
righteousness,  and  sin  not;  for  some  have  not  the 
knowledge  of  God :  I  speak  this  to  your  shame. 
But  some  man  will  say.  How  are  the  dead  raised 
up?  and  with  what  body  do  they  come?  Thou  fool, 
that  which  thou  sowest  is  not  quickened,  except  it 
die:  and  that  which  thou  sowest,  thou  sowest  not 
that  body  that  shall  be,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance 
of  wheat,  or  of  some  other  grain.  But  God  giveth 
it  a  body  as  it  hath  pleased  him,  and  to  every  seed 
his  own  body.  All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh :  but 
there  is  one  kind  of  flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of 
beasts,  another  of  fishes,  and  another  of  birds.  There 
are  also  celestial  bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial :  but 
the  glory  of  the  celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the 
terrestrial  is  another.  There  is  one  glory  of  the 
sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon,  and  another 
glory  of  the  stars :  for  one  star  differeth  from  an- 
other star  in  glory.  So  also  is  the  resuiTection  of 
the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  corruption ;  it  is  raised  in 
incorruption :  it  is  sown  in  dishonour;  it  is  raised 
in  glory :  it  is  sown  in  weakness ;  it  is  raised  in 
power :  it  is  sown  a  natm-al  body ;  it  is  raised  a 
spiritual  body.  There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there 
is  a  spiritual  body.     And  so  it  is  written,  The  first 
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man  Adam  was  made  a  living  soul ;  the  last  Adam 
was  made  a  quickening  spirit.  Howbeit  that  was 
not  first  which  is  spiritual,  but  that  which  is  natu- 
ral ;  and  afterward  that  which  is  spiritual  The  first 
man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy :  the  second  man  is  the 
Lord  from  heaven.  As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they 
also  that  are  earthy:  and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such 
are  they  also  that  are  heavenly.  And  as  we  have 
borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we  shah  also  bear  the 
image  of  the  heavenly.  Now  this  I  say,  brethren, 
that  flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of 
God;  neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorruption. 
Behold,  I  shew  you  a  mystery;  We  shaU  not  aU 
sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in 
the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump :  for  the 
tnunpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised 
incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed.  For  this 
corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mor- 
tal must  put  on  immortaUty.  So  when  this  corrup- 
tible shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal 
shaU  have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be  brought 
to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written.  Death  is  swal- 
lowed up  in  victory.  O  death,  where  is  thy  sting? 
O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory?  The  sting  of  death 
is  sin ;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law.  But 
thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Therefore,  my  be- 
loved brethren,  be  ye  stedfast,  immoveable,  always 
abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye 
know  that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.

DEARLY  beloved,  know  this,  that  Almighty  God,  whose  never- 
feiiling  providence  govemeth  all  things  both  in  heaven  and  earth, 
hath  so  wisely  and  mercifully  ordered  the  coiuise  of  this  world,  that 
his  judgments  are  often  sent  as  fatherly  corrections  to  us;  and  if 
with  due  submission  and  resignation  to  his  holy  will  we  receive  the 
same,  they  will  work  together  for  our  good- 
It  is  your  part  and  duty,  therefore,  to  humble  yourself  under  the 
mighty  hand  of  God,  to  acknowledge  the  righteousness  of  his  judg- 
ments, and  to  endeavour  that,  by  his  grace,  this  present  visitation 
may  lead  you  to  a  sincere  and  hearty  repentance. 

The  way  and  means  thereto  is,  to  examine  your  life  and  conversa- 
tion by  the  rule  of  God's  commandments;  and  whereinsoever  you 
shaU  perceive  yourself  to  have  offended,  either  by  will,  word,  or  deed, 
there  to  bewail  your  own  sinfulness,  and  to  confess  yourself  to  Almighty 
God,  with  full  purpose  of  amendment  of  life.  And  if  you  shall  per- 
ceive your  ofiEences  to  be  such  as  are  not  only  against  God,  but  also 
against  your  neighbours ;  then  to  reconcile  yourself  to  them,  being 
ready  to  make  restitution  and  satisfaction,  according  to  the  uttermost 
of  your  power,  for  all  injuries  and  wrongs  done  by  you  to  any  other ; 
and  being  likewise  ready  to  forgive  others  who  have  offended  you,  as 
you  would  have  foi^veness  of  your  offences  at  God's  hand.  And 
to  this  true  repentance  and  change  of  mind  you  must  add  a  lively 
and  stedfast  faith,  and  dependence  upon  the  merits  of  the  death 
of  Christ,  with  an  entire  resignation  of  yourself  to  the  will  of  God. 
Except  you  repent,  and  believe,  we  can  give  you  no  hope  of  salvation. 
But  if  you  do  sincerely  repent  and  believe,  God  hath  declared,  though 
your  sins  be  as  red  as  scarlet,  they  shall  be  made  white  as  snow; 
though  your  wickednesses  have  gone  over  your  head,  yet  shall  they 
not  be  your  destruction. 

We  exhort  you  therefore  in  the  Name  of  God,  and  of  his  dear  Son 
Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour,  and  as  you  tender  your  own  salvation,  to 
take  good  heed  of  these  things  in  time,  while  the  day  of  salvation 
lasteth ;  for  the  night  cometh,  when  no  man  can  work.    While  you 
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have  the  light,  behere  in  the  hght,  and  walk  as  children  of  .the  light, 
that  you  be  not  cast  mto  outer  darkness ;  that  you  may  not  knock, 
when  the  door  shall  be  shut ;  and  cry  for  mercy,  when  it  is  the  time 
of  justice.  Now,  you  are  the  object  of  God's  mercy,  if  by  repentance 
and  true  faith  you  turn  unto  him;  but  if  you  neglect  these  things, 
you  will  be  the  object  of  his  justice  and  vengeance.  Now,  you  may 
claim  the  merits  of  Christ ;  but  if  you  die  in  your  sing,  his  sufferings 
will  tend  to  your  greater  condemnation.

A  Form  of  Prayer  for  Persons  under  sentence  of  death. 

II  When  a  Criminal  is  tinder  seMcnce  of  death,  the  Mbufitcr  shall  proceed  to 
exhort  him  after  this  form,  or  other  like. 

DEARLY  beloved,  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  his  justice,  to 
bring  you  xmder  the  sentence  and  condemnation  of  the  law.  You 
are  shortly  to  suffer  death  in  such  a  manner,  that  others,  warned  by 
your  example,  may  be  the  more  afraid  to  offend ;  and  we  pray  God, 
that  you  may  make  such  use  of  your  punishments  in  this  world,  that 
your  soul  may  be  saved  in  the  world  to  come. 

Wherefore  we  come  to  you  in  the  bowels  of  compassion ;  and,  being 
desirous  that  you  should  avoid  presumption  on  the  one  hand,  and 
despair  on  the  other,  shall  plainly  lay  before  you  the  wretchedness 
of  your  condition,  and  declare  how  far  you  ought  to  depend  on  the 
mercies  of  God  and  the  merits  of  our  Saviour.  Consider  then  seriously 
with  yourself,  in  all  appearance  the  time  of  your  dissolution  draweth 
near ;  your  sins  have  laid  fast  hold  upon  you ;  you  are  soon  to  be  re- 
moved from  among  men  by  a  violent  death ;  and  you  shall  fade  away 
suddenly  like  the  grass,  which  in  the  morning  is  green  and  groweth 
up,  but  in  the  evening  is  cut  down,  dried  up,  and  withered.  After 
you  have  thus  finished  the  course  of  a  sinful  and  miserable  life,  you 
shall  appear  before  the  Judge  of  all  flesh;  who,  as  he  pronounces 
blessiags  on  the  righteous,  shall  likewise  say,  with  a  terrible  voice  of 
most  just  judgment,  to  the  wicked,  Go,  ye  accursed,  into  the  fire  ever- 
lasting, prepared  for  the  devil  and  his  angels. 

Your  sins  have  brought  you  too  near  this  dreadful  sentence :  it  is 
therefore  your  part  and  duty,  my  brother,  humbly  to  confess  and  be- 
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wail  your  great  and  manifold  offences,  and  to  repent  you  truly  of  your 
sins,  as  you  tender  the  eternal  salvation  of  your  soul. 

Be  not  deceived  with,  a  vain  and  presumptuous  expectation  of  God's 
favour,  nor  say  within  youraelf,  Peace,  peace,  where  there  is  no  peace; 
for  there  is  no  peace,  saith  my  God,  to  the  wicked.  God  is  not 
mocked ;  he  is  of  purer  eyes  than  to  behold  iniquity ;  and  without 
hohness  no  man  shall  see  the  Lord.  On  the  other  hand,  despair  not 
of  God's  mercy,  though  trouble  is  on  every  side ;  for  God  shutteth 
not  up  his  mercies  for  ever  in  displeasure ;  but  if  we  confess  our  sins, 
he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from 
all  unrighteousness.  Do  not  either  way  abuse  the  goodness  of  God, 
who  calleth  us  mercifully  to  amendment,  and  of  his  endless  pity 
promiseth  us  forgiveness  of  that  which  is  past,  if  with  a  perfect  and 
a  true  heart  we  return  unto  him. 

Since  thCTefore  you  are  soon  to  pass  into  an  endless  and  unchange- 
able state,  and  your  future  happiness  or  misery  depends  upon  the  few 
moments  which  are  left  you,  I  require  you  strictly  to  examine  your- 
self, and  your  estate  both  towards  God  and  towards  man ;  and  let  no 
worldly  consideration  hinder  you  from  making  a  true  and  full  con- 
fession of  your  sins,  and  giving  all  the  satisfaction  which  is  in  your 
power  to  every  one  whom  you  have  wronged  or  injured ;  that  you 
may  find  mercy  at  your  heavenly  Father's  hand,  for  Christ's  sake,  and 
not  be  condemned  in  the  dreadful  day  of  judgment. 

Lastly,  beloved,  subniit  yoiu^elf  with  Christian  resignation  to  the 
just  judgment  of  God,  which  your  own  crimes  have  brought  upon 
you,  and  be  in  charity  with  all  men ;  being  ready  sincerely  to  foi^ve 
all  such  as  have  offended  you,  not  excepting  those  who  have  prose- 
cuted you  even  unto  death  :  and,  though  this  may  seem  a  hard  say- 
ing, yet  know  assuredly,  that  without  it  your  charity  is  not  yet  per- 
fect. And  fail  not  earnestly  to  endeavour  and  pray  for  this  blessed 
temper  and  composure  of  mind.  So  may  you  east  yourself  with  an 
entire  dependence  upon  the  mercies  of  God,  through  the  merits  of 
ova  Saviour  and  Redeemer  Jesus  Christ.

to  the  utmost  of  his  poiver  to  discover  and  prevent  them.

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f  After  liis  confession,  the  Priest  shall  declare  to  Mm  the  pardoning  mercy  of 
God,  in  the  form  ivldch  is  used  in  the  Communion  Service. 

IT  After  which  shall  be  said  the  Collect  following. 

OHOLY  Jesus,  who,  of  thine  infinite  goodness,  didst  accept  the 
conversion  of  a  sinner  on  the  cross;  Open  thine  eye  of  mercy 
upon  this  thy  servant,  who  desireth  pardon  and  forgiveness,  though 
in  his  latest  hour  he  tumeth  irnto  thee.  Renew  in  Mm  whatsoever 
hath  been  decayed  by  the  fraud  and  malice  of  the  devil,  or  by  his  own 
carnal  will  and  frailness.  Consider  his  contrition ;  accept  his  repen- 
tance ;  and  forasmuch  as  he  putteth  his  full  trust  only  in  thy  mercy, 
imput*  not  unto  him  his  former  sins,  but  strengthen  him  with  thy 
blessed  Spirit ;  and  when  thou  art  pleased  to  take  him  hence,  take 
him  imto  thy  favour.

8  The  Lord  shall  judge  the  people ;  give  sentence 
with  me,  O  Loud  :  according  to  my  righteousness, 
and  according  to  the  innocency  that  is  in  me. 

9  O  let  the  wickedness  of  the  ungodly  come  to  an 
end  :  but  guide  thou  the  just. 

10  For  the  lighteous  God  :  tiieth  the  very  hearts 
and  reins. 

11  My  help  cometh  of  God :  who  preserveth  them 
that  are  true  of  heart. 

12  God  is  a  righteous  Judge,  strong,  and  patient : 
and  God  is  provoked  every  day. 

13  If  a  man  will  not  turn,  he  will  whet  his  sword  : 
he  hath  bent  his  bow,  and  made  it  ready. 

14  He  hath  prepared  for  him  the  instruments  of 
death  :  he  ordaineth  his  arrows  against  the  perse- 
cutors. 

15  Behold,  he  travaileth  with  mischief  :  he  hath 
conceived  sorrow,  and  brought  forth  ungodliness. 

16  He  hath  graven  and  digged  up  a  pit :  and  is 
fallen  himself  into  the  destruction  that  he  made  for 
other. 

17  For  his  travail  shall  come  upon  liis  own  head  : 
and  his  wickedness  shall  fall  on  his  own  pate. 

18  I  ^vill  give  thanks  unto  the  IjOHD,  according  to 
his  righteousness  :  and  I  will  praise  the  Name  of  the 
Loud  Most  High. 
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PsAliM  8.    Domine,  Dominus  noster, 

OLORD  our  Oovemor,  how  excellent  is  thy  Name 
in  all  the  world  :  thou  that  hast  set  thy  glory 
above  the  heavens! 

2  Out  of  the  mouth  of  very  babes  and  suck- 
lings hast  thou  ordained  strength,  because  of  thine 
enemies  :  that  thou .  mightest  still  the  enemy  and 
the  avenger. 

3  For  I  will  consider  thy  heavens,  even  the  works 
of  thy  fingers  :  the  moon  and  the  stars  which  thou 
hast  ordained. 

4  What  is  man,  that  thou  art  mindful  of  him  :  and 
the  son  of  man,  that  thou  visitest  him? 

5  Thou  madest  him  lower  than  the  angels  :  to 
crown  him  with  gloiy  and  worship. 

(i  Thou  makest  him  to  have  dominion  of  the 
works  of  thy  hands  :  and  thou  hast  put  all  things 
m  subjection  under  his  feet: 

7  AU  sheep  and  oxen  :  yea,  and  the  beasts  of  the 
field ; 

8  The  fowls  of  the  air,  and  the  fishes  of  the  sea  : 
and  whatsoever  walketh  through  the  paths  of  the 
seas. 

9  O  Lord  our  Governor  :  how  excellent  is  thy 
Name  in  all  the  world!

I  WILL  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Loed,  with  my 
whole  heart  :  I  vrill  speak  of  aU  thy  marvellous 
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2  I  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  thee  :  yea,  my  songs 
will  I  make  of  thy  Name,  O  thou  Most  Highest. 

3  While  mine  enemies  are  driven  back  :  they  shall 
fall  and  perish  at  thy  presence. 

4  For  thou  hast  maintained  my  right  and  my 
cause  :  thou  art  set  in  the  throne  that  judgest  right. 

5  Thou  hast  rebuked  the  heathen,  and  destroyed 
the  ungodly  :  thou  hast  put  out  their  name  for  ever 
and  ever. 

6  O  thou  enemy,  destructions  are  come  to  a  per- 
petual end :  even  as  the  cities  which  thou  hast  de- 
stroyed, their  memorial  is  perished  with  them. 

7  But  the  Lord  shall  endure  for  ever  :  he  hath 
also  prepared  his  seat  for  judgment. 

8  For  he  shall  judge  the  world  in  righteousness  : 
and  minister  true  judgment  unto  the  people. 

9  The  Lord  also  wiU  be  a  defence  for  the  op- 
pressed :  even  a  refuge  in  due  time  of  trouble. 

10  And  they  that  know  thy  Name  will  put  their 
trust  in  thee  :  for  thou.  Lord,  hast  never  failed  them 
that  seek  thee. 

11  O  praise  the  Lord  which  dwelleth  in  Sion  : 
show  the  people  of  his  doings. 

12  For  when  he  maketh  inquisition  for  blood,  he 
rememberetli  them  :  and  forgetteth  not  the  com- 
plaint of  the  poor. 

13  Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  Lord;  consider  the 
trouble  which  I  sujBfer  of  them  that  hate  me  :  thou 
that  liftest  me  up  from  the  gates  of  death ; 

14  That  I  may  show  all  thy  praises  within  the 
ports  of  the  daughter  of  Sion  :  I  will  rejoice  in  thy 
salvation. 

15  The  heathen  are  sunk  down  in  the  pit  that 
they  made  :  in  the  same  net  which  they  hid  privily 
is  their  foot  taken. 

16  The  Lord  is  known  to  execute  judgment :  the 
ungodly  is  trapped  in  the  work  of  his  own  hands. 
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17  The  wicked  shall  be  turned  mto  hell :  and  all 
the  people  that  forget  God. 

18  For  the  poor  shall  not  alway  be  forgotten  :  the 
patient  abiding  of  the  meek  shall  not  perish  for  ever. 

19  Up,  Lord,  and  let  not  man  have  the  upper 
hand  :  let  the  heathen  be  judged  in  thy  sight. 

20  Put  them  in  fear,  O  Lord  :  that  the  heathen 
may  know  themselves  to  be  but  men. 

Psalm  10.     Ui  quid,  Domine  f 

WHY  standest  thou  so  far  off,  O  Lord  :  and  hidest 
thy  face  in  the  needful  time  of  trouble? 

2  The  ungodly,  for  his  own  lust,  doth  persecute 
the  poor  :  let  them  be  taken  in  the  crafty  wihness 
that  they  have  imagined. 

3  For  the  ungodly  hath  made  boast  of  his  own 
heart's  desire  :  and  speaketh  good  of  the  covetous, 
whom  God  abhorreth. 

4  The  ungodly  is  so  proud,  that  he  careth  not  for 
God  :  neither  is  Gtod  in  all  his  thoughts. 

5  His  ways  are  alway  grievous  :  thy  judgments 
are  far  above  out  of  his  sight,  and  therefore  defieth 
he  all  his  enemies. 

6  For  he  hath  said  in  his  heart.  Tush,  I  shall 
never  be  cast  down  :  there  shall  no  harm  happen 
unto  me. 

7  His  mouth  is  full  of  cursing,  deceit,  and  fraud : 
under  his  tongue  is  ungodliness  and  vanity. 

8  He  sitteth  lurking  in  the  thievish  comers  of 
the  streets  :  and  privily  in  his  lurking  dens  doth  he 
murder  the  innocent;  his  eyes  are  set  against  the 
poor. 

9  For  he  lieth  waiting  secretly;  even  as  a  Hon 
lurketh  he  in  his  den  :  that  he  may  ravish  the  poor. 

10  He  doth  ravish  the  poor  :  when  he  getteth 
him  into  his  net.  Coogle 
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11  He  falleth  down,  and  humbleth  himself:  that 
the  congregation  of  the  poor  may  fall  into  the  hands 
of  his  captains. 

12  He  hath  said  in  his  heart,  Tush,  God  hath  for- 
gotten :  he  hideth  away  his  face,  and  he  will  never 
see  it. 

13  Arise,  O  Lord  God,  and  lift  up  tliine  hand  :  for- 
get not  the  poor. 

14  Wherefore  should  the  wicked  blaspheme  God  : 
while  he  doth  say  in  his  heart,  Tush,  thou  God 
carest  not  for  it? 

15  Surely  thou  hast  seen  it  :  for  thou  beholdest 
ungodUness  and  wrong, 

16  That  thou  mayest  take  the  matter  into  thy 
hand  :  the  poor  committeth  himself  imto  thee ;  for 
thou  art  the  helper  of  the  friendless. 

17  Break  thou  the  power  of  the  vmgodly  and  ma- 
licious :  take  away  his  ungodliness,  and  thou  shalt 
find  none. 

18  The  Lord  is  King  for  ever  and  ever  :  and  the 
heathen  are  perished  out  of  the  land. 

19  Lord,  thou  hast  heard  the  desire  of  the  poor  : 
thou  preparest  their  heart,  and  thuie  ear  hearkeneth 
thereto ; 

20  To  help  the  fatherless  and  poor  unto  their 
right  :  that  the  man  of  the  earth  be  no  more  exalted 
against  them. 

Psalm  11.    In  Domino  confido. 

IN  the  Lord  put  I  my  trust  :  how  say  ye  then  to 
my  soul,  that  she  should  floe  as  a  bird  unto  the 
hiU? 

2  For  lo,  the  ungodly  bend  their  bow,  and  make 
ready  their  arrows  within  the  quiver  :  that  they 
may  privily  shoot  at  them  which  are  true  of  heart. 

3  For  the  foundations  will  be  cast  down  :  and 
what  hath  the  righteous  done?  ,,        . 
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4  The  Lord  is  in  his  holy  temple  :  the  Lord's 
seat  is  in  heaven. 

5  His  eyes  consider  the  poor  :  and  his  eyelids  try 
the  children  of  men. 

6  The  Lord  alloweth  the  righteous  :  but  the  un- 
godly, and  him  that  delighteth  in  wickedness,  doth 
his  soul  abhor. 

7  Upon  the  ungodly  he  shall  rain  snares,  fire  and 
brimstone,  storm  and  tempest  :  this  shall  be  their 
portion  to  drink. 

8  For  the  righteous  Lord  loveth  righteousness  : 
his  countenance  will  behold  the  thing  that  is  just.

HELP  me,  Lord,  for  there  is  not  one  godly  man 
left  :  for  the  faithful  are  minished  from  among 
the  children  of  men. 

2  They  talk  of  vanity  every  one  with  his  neigh- 
bour :  they  do  but  flatter  with  their  Ups,  and  dis- 
semble in  their  double  heart. 

3  The  Lord  shall  root  out  all  deceitful  lips  :  and 
the  tongue  that  speaketh  proud  things  ; 

4  Which  have  sfud.  With  our  tongue  will  we  pre- 
vail :  we  are  they  that  ought  to  speak,  who  is  lord 
over  us? 

5  Now,  for  the  comfortless  troubles'  sake  of  the

7  The  words  of  the  Lord  are  pure  words :  even 
as  the  silver  which  from  the  earth  is  tried,  and  puri- 
fied seven  times  in  the  fii-e.  ,,        , 
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8  Thou  shalt  keep  them,  O  Lord  :  thou  shalt  pre- 
seiTe  him  fi-om  this  generation  for  ever. 

9  The  ungodly  walk  on  every  side  :  when  they 
ai-e  exalted,  the  children  of  men  are  put  to  rebuke. 

Psalm  13.     Usquequo,  Doniine  f 

HOW  long  wilt  thou  forget  me,  O  Lord  ;  for  ever : 
how  long  wilt  thou  hide  thy  face  fi-om  me? 

2  How  long  shall  I  seek  counsel  in  my  soul,  and 
be  so  vexed  in  my  heart :  how  long  shall  mine  ene- 
mies triumph  over  me? 

3  Consider,  fuid  hear  me,  O  Lord  my  God  :  Ughten 
mine  eyes,  that  I  sleep  not  in  death ; 

4  Lest  mine  enemy  say,  I  have  prevailed  against 
him  :  for  if  I  be  cast  down,  they  that  trouble  me  will 
rejoice  at  it. 

5  But  my  trust  is  in  thy  mercy :  and  my  heart  is 
joyftil  in  thy  salvation. 

6  I  will  sing  of  the  Lord,  because  he  hath  dealt  so 
lovingly  with  me  :  yea,  I  will  praise  the  Name  of  the 
Lord  most  highest. 

Psalm  14.    Dixit  insipiens. 

THE  fool  hath  said  in  his  heart :  There  is  no  God. 
2  They  are  corrupt,  and  become  abominable  in 
their  doings  :  there  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no  not 
one. 

3  The  Lord  looked  down  from  heaven  upon  the 
children  of  men  :  to  see  if  there  were  any  that  would 
undei-stand,  and  seek  after  God. 

4  But  they  are  aU  gone  out  of  the  way,  they  are 
altogether  become  abominable  :  there  is  none  that 
doeth  good,  no  not  one. 

5  Their  throat  is  an  open  sepulchre;  with  their 
tongues  have  they  deceived  :  the  poison  of  asps  is 
under  their  lips.  f\-,rvilr> 
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6  Their  mouth  is  full  of  cursing  and  bitterness : 
their  feet  are  swift  to  shed  blood. 

7  Destruction  and  unhappiness  is  in  their  ways, 
and  the  way  of  peace  have  they  not  known :  there 
is  no  fear  of  God  before  their  eyes. 

8  Have  they  no  knowledge,  that  they  are  all  such 
workers  of  mischief  :  eating  up  my  people  as  it 
were  bread,  and  call  not  upon  the  Lord? 

9  There  were  they  brought  in  great  fear,  even 
where  no  fear  was  :  for  God  is  in  the  generation  of 
the  righteous. 

10  As  for  you,  ye  have  made  a  mock  at  the 
counsel  of  the  poor  :  because  he  putteth  his  tmst  in 
the  Lord. 

11  Who  shall  give  salvation  unto  Israel  out  of 
Sion?  When  the  Lord  tumeth  the  captivity  of  his 
people  :  then  shall  Jacob  rejoice,  and  Israel  shall  be 
glad.

10  They  are  inclosed  in  their  own  fat :  and  their 
mouth  speakcth  proud  things. 

11  They  lie  waiting  in  our  way  on  every  side  : 
turning  their  eyes  down  to  the  ground; 

12  Like  as  a  lion  that  is  greedy  of  his  prey  :  and 
as  it  were  a  Uon's  whelp  lurking  in  secret  places. 

13  Up,  Lord,  disappoint  him,  and  cast  him  down  : 
deUver  my  soul  from  the  ungodly,  which  is  a  sword 

of  thine ;  ^  -        i 
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14  From  the  men  of  thy  hand,  O  Lord,  from  the 
men,  I  say,  and  from  the  evil  world  :  which  have 
their  portion  in  this  life,  whose  beUies  thou  flUest 
with  thy  hid  treasm-e. 

15  They  have  cliildren  at  their  desire  :  and  leave 
the  rest  of  their  substance  for  their  babes. 

16  But  as  for  me,  I  will  behold  thy  presence  in 
righteousness  :  and  when  I  awake  up  after  thy  Uke- 
ness,  I  shah  be  satisfied  with  it.

22  For  I  have  an  eye  unto  all  his  laws  :  and  will 
not  cast  out  his  commandments  from  me. 

23  I  was  also  uncoiTupt  befoi-e  Mm  :  and  es- 
chewed mine  own  wickedness.  GooqIc 
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24  Therefoi-e  shall  the  Lord  rewiird  me  after  my 
righteous  dealmg  ;  and  according  unto  the  cleanness 
of  my  hands  in  his  eyesight. 

25  With  the  holy  thou  shalt  he  holy  :  and  with 
a  perfect  man  thou  shalt  he  perfect. 

26  With  the  clean  thou  shalt  be  clean  :  and  with 
the  froward  thou  shalt  learn  frowardness. 

27  For  thou  shalt  save  the  people  that  are  in  ad- 
versity :  and  shalt  bring  down  the  high  looks  of  the 
proud. 

28  Thou  also  shalt  light  my  candle  :  the  Lokd  my 
God  shall  make  my  darkness  to  be  light. 

29  For  in  thee  I  shall  discomfit  an  host  of  men  : 
and  with  the  help  of  my  Gk)d  I  shall  leap  over  the  wall. 

30  The  way  of  God  is  an  undefiled  way  :  the  word 
of  the  Lord  also  is  tried  in  the  Are ;  ho  is  the  de- 
fender of  all  them  that  put  their  trust  in  him. 

31  For  who  is  God,  but  the  Lord  :  or  who  hath 
any  strength,  except  our  God? 

32  It  is  God  that  girdeth  me  with  strength  of 
war  :  and  maketh  my  way  perfect. 

33  He  maketh  my  feet  like  harts'  feet  :  and  set- 
teth  me  up  on  high. 

34  He  teacheth  mine  hands  to  fight  :  and  mine 
arms  shaU  break  even  a  bow  of  steel. 

35  Thou  hast  given  me  the  defence  of  thy  salva- 
tion :  thy  right  hand  also  shall  hold  me  up,  and  thy 
loving  correction  shall  make  me  great. 

36  Thou  shalt  make  room  enough  under  me  for 
to  go  :  that  my  footsteps  shall  not  slide. 

37  I  will  follow  upon  mine  enemies,  and  ovcrtfike 
them  :  neither  ^vill  I  turn  again  till  I  have  destroyed 
them. 

38  I  will  smite  them,  that  they  shall  not  be  able 
to  stand  :  but  fall  under  mj'  feet. 

39  Thou  hast  girded  me  wth  strength  unto  the  bat- 
tle :  thou  shalt  throw  down  mine  enemies  under  me.

40  Thou  hast  made  mfaie  enemies  also  to  tm-n 
their  backs  upon  me  :  and  I  shall  destroy  them  that 
hate  me. 

41  They  shall  cry,  but  there  shall  be  none  to  help 
them  :  yea,  even  unto  the  Lobd  shall  they  ciy,  but 
he  shall  not  hear  them. 

42  I  will  beat  them  as  small  as  the  dust  before 
the  wind  :  I  will  cast  them  out  as  the  clay  in  the 
streets. 

43  Thou  shalt  deliver  me  from  the  strivings  of 
the  people  :  and  thou  shalt  make  me  the  head  of  the 
heathen. 

44  A  people  whom  I  have  not  known  :  shall  serve 
me. 

45  As  soon  as  they  hear  of  me,  they  shall  obey 
me  :  but  the  strange  children  shall  dissemble  with 
me. 

46  The  strange  children  shall  fail :  and  bo  aft'aid 
out  of  their  prisons. 

47  The  Lord  Uveth;  and  blessed  be  my  strong 
helper  :  and  praised  be  the  God  of  my  salvation : 

48  Even  the  God  that  seeth  that  I  be  avenged : 
and  subdueth  the  people  unto  me. 

49  It  is  he  that  delivereth  mc  from  my  cruel  ene- 
mies, and  setteth  me  up  above  mme  adverearies  : 
thou  shalt  rid  me  from  the  wcked  man. 

50  For  this  cause  will  I  give  thanks  unto  thee, 
O  LoKD,  among  the  Gentiles  :  and  sing  praises  unto 
thy  Name. 

51  Great  prosperity  giveth  he  unto  his  King  :  and 
showeth  loving-kindness  unto  David  his  anointed, 
and  unto  his  seed  for  eveimore. 
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THE  FOURTH  DAY. 
PaALM  19.     C(di  enarrant 

THE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God  :  and  the 
firmament  showeth  his  handy-work. 

2  One  day  teUeth  another  :  and  one  night  certi- 
fieth  another. 

3  There  is  neither  speech  nor  language  :  hut  their 
voices  are  heard  among  them. 

4  Their  soimd  is  gone  out  into  all  lands  :  and 
their  words  into  the  ends  of  the  world. 

5  In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle  for  the  sun  : 
which  Cometh  forth  as  a  bridegroom  out  of  his 
chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as  a  giant  to  run  his  course. 

6  It  goeth  forth  from  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
heaven,  and  runneth  about  unto  the  end  of  it  again : 
and  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat  thereof. 

7  The  law  of  the  Lord  is  an  undeflled  law,  con- 
verting the  soul :  the  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure, 
and  giveth  wisdom  unto  the  simple. 

8  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  and  rejoice 
the  heart :  the  commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure, 
and  giveth  light  unto  the  eyes. 

9  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  and  endureth  for 
ever :  the  judgments  of  the  Lord  are  true,  and  right- 
eous altogether. 

10  More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea, 
than  much  fine  gold :  sweeter  also  than  honey,  and 
the  honey-comb. 

11  Moreover,  by  them  is  thy  servant  taught :  and 
in  keeping  of  them  there  is  great  reward. 

12  Who  can  teU  how  oft  he  offendeth  :  O  cleanse 
thou  me  from  my  secret  faults. 

13  Keep  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous  sins, 
Ml  C.oiwjr 
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lest  they  get  the  dominion  over  me :  so  shaE  I  be 
undefiled,  and  innocent  from  the  great  offence. 

14  Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditar 
tion  of  my  heart :  be  alway  acceptable  in  thy  sight, 

15  O  Lord  :  my  strength  and  my  redeemer. 


Psalm  20.    Exaudiat  te  Dominus. 

r[E  LoKD  hear  thee  in  the  day  of  trouble :  the 
Name  of  the  God  of  Jacob  defend  thee : 

2  Send  thee  help  from  the  sanctuary  :  and 
strengthen  thee  out  of  Sion : 

3  Remember  all  thy  offerings  :  and  accept  thy 
burnt-sacrifice : 

4  Grant  thee  thy  heart's  desire  :  and  fulfil  all  thy 
mind. 

5  We  will  rejoice  in  thy  salvation,  and  triumph  in 
the  Name  of  the  Lord  our  God  :  the  Lord  perform 
aU  thy  petitions. 

6  Now  know  I  that  the  Lord  helpeth  his  anointed, 
and  win  hear  him  from  his  holy  heaven :  even  with 
the  wholesome  strength  of  his  right  hand. 

7  Some  put  their  trust  in  chariots,  and  some  in 
horses  :  but  we  will  remember  the  Name  of  the  Lord 
our  God.

PsALH  21.    Dcmine,  in  virtute  tua. 

THE  King  shall  rejoice  in  thy  strength,  O  Lord: 
exceeding  glad  shall  he  be  of  thy  salvation. 

2  Thou  hast  given  him  his  heart's  desire  :  and 
hast  not  denied  him  the  request  of  his  lips. 

3  For  thou  shalt  prevent  him  with  the  blessings 
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of  goodness  :  and  shalt  set  a  crown  of  pure  gold  upon 
his  head. 

4  He  asked  life  of  thee ;  and  thou  gavest  him  a 
long  life  :  even  for  ever  and  ever. 

5  His  honour  is  great  in  thy  salvation  :  glory  and 
great  worship  shalt  thou  lay  upon  him.

so  vnh  we  sing,  and  praise  thy  power.

MY  God,  my  God,  look  upon  me;  why  hast  thou 
forsaken  me  :  and  art  so  far  from  my  health, 
and  from  the  words  of  my  complaint? 

2  O  my  God,  I  cry  in  the  day-time,  but  thou 
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hearest  not :  and  in  the  night  season  also  I  take  no 
rest. 

3  And  thou  continuest  holy  :  O  thou  Worship  of 
Israel. 

4  Our  fathers  hoped  in  thee  :  they  trusted  in  thee, 
and  thou  didst  deliver  them. 

5  They  called  upon  thee,  and  were  holpen  :  they 
put  their  trust  in  thee,  and  were  not  confounded. 

6  But  as  for  me,  I  am  a  worm,  and  no  man  :  a 
very  scorn  of  men,  and  the  outcast  of  the  people. 

7  All  they  that  see  me  laugh  me  to  scorn  :  they 
shoot  out  their  Ups,  and  shake  their  heads,  saying, 

8  He  trusted  in  God,  that  he  would  deliver  him  : 
let  him  deliver  him,  if  lie  will  have  him. 

9  But  thou  art  he  that  took  me  out  of  my  mo- 
ther's womb  :  thou  wast  my  hope,  when  I  hanged 
yet  upon  my  mother's  breasts. 

10  I  have  been  left  unto  thee  ever  since  I  was 
born  :  thou  art  my  God  even  from  my  mother's 
womb. 

11  O  go  not  from  me;  for  trouble  is  hard  at 
hand  :  and  there  is  none  to  help  me. 

12  Many  oxen  are  come  about  me  :  fat  bulls  of 
Basan  close  me  in  on  every  side. 

13  They  gape  upon  me  with  their  mouths  :  as  it 
were  a  ramping  and  a  roaring  lion. 

14  I  am  poured  out  Uke  water,  and  all  my  bones 
are  out  of  joint :  my  heart  also  in  the  midst  of  my 
body  is  even  hke  melting  wax. 

15  My  strength  is  dried  up  like  a  potsherd,  and 
my  tongue  cleaveth  to  my  gums  :  and  thou  shalt 
bring  me  into  the  dust  of  death. 

16  For  many  dogs  are  come  about  me  :  and  the 
council  of  the  wicked  layeth  siege  against  me. 

17  They  pierced  my  hands  and  my  feet ;  I  may 
tell  aU  my  bones  :  they  stand  staring  and  looking 

upon  me.  ,, 
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18  They  part  my  garments  among  them  :  and  cast 
lots  upon  my  vesture. 

19  But  be  not  thou  far  from  me,  O  Lord  :  thou 
art  my  succour,  haste  thee  to  help  me. 

20  Deliver  my  soul  from  the  sword :  my  darUng 
from  the  power  of  the  dog. 

21  Save  me  from  the  Uon's  mouth  :  thou  hast 
heard  me  also  fi^m  among  the  horns  of  the  uni- 
corns. 

22  I  wiU  declare  thy  Name  unto  my  brethren  : 
in  the  midst  of  the  congregation  wiU  I  praise  thee. 

23  O  praise  the  Lord,  ye  that  fear  him  :  magnify 
him,  all  ye  of  the  seed  of  Jacob ;  and  fear  him,  aU  ye 
seed  of  Israel. 

24  For  he  hath  not  despised  nor  abhorred  the  low 
estate  of  the  poor  :  he  hath  not  hid  his  face  from 
him;  but  when  he  called  unto  him  he  heard  him. 

25  My  praise  is  of  thee  in  the  great  congregar 
tion  :  my  vows  will  I  perform  in  the  sight  of  them 
that  fear  him. 

26  The  poor  shall  eat,  and  be  satisfied  :  they  that 
seek  after  the  Lord  shall  praise  him;  your  heart 
shall  live  for  ever. 

27  AU  the  ends  of  the  world  shall  remember 
themselves,  and  be  turned  unto  the  Lord  :  and  all 
the  kindreds  of  the  nations  shall  worship  before 
him. 

28  For  the  kingdom  is  the  Lord's  :  and  he  is  the 
Governor  among  the  people. 

29  AU  such  as  be  fat  upon  earth  :  have  eaten,  and 
worshipped. 

30  AU  they  that  go  down  into  the  dust  shaU 
kneel  before  him  :  and  no  man  hath  quickened  his 
own  soul. 

31  My  seed  shaU  serve  him  :  they  shall  be  counted 
unto  tlie  Lord  for  a  generation. 

32  They  shall  come,  and  the  heavens  shall  declare 
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his  righteousness  :  unto  a  people  that  shall  be  bom, 
whom  the  Lord  hath  made. 

Psalm  23.    Pominus  regit  me. 

THE  Lord  is  my  shepherd  :  therefore  can  I  lack 
nothing. 

2  He  shall  feed  me  in  a  green  pastvu'e  :  and  lead 
me  forth  beside  the  waters  of  comfort. 

3  He  shall  convert  my  soul :  and  bring  me  forth 
in  the  paths  of  righteousness  for  his  Name's  sake. 

4  Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil  :  for  thou  art 
with  me ;  thy  rod  and  thy  staff  comfort  me. 

5  Thou  slialt  prepare  a  table  before  me  against 
them  that  trouble  me  :  thou  hast  anointed  my  head 
with  oil,  and  my  cup  shall  be  ftiU. 

6  But  thy  loving-kindness  and  mercy  shall  follow 
me  all  the  days  of  my  Ufe  :  and  I  will  dwell  in  the 
house  of  the  LoEd  for  ever.

rlE  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  all  that  therein  is : 
the  compass  of  the  world,  and  they  that  dwell 
therein. 

2  For  he  hath  founded  it  upon  the  seas  :  and  pre- 
pared it  upon  the  floods. 

3  Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hUl  of  the  Lord  :  or 
who  shall  rise  up  in  his  holy  place? 

4  Even  he  that  hath  clean  hands,  and  a  pure 
heart  :  and  that  hath  not  lift  up  his  mind  unto  van- 
ity, nor  sworn  to  deceive  his  neighbour.  Cdoale 
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5  He  shall  receive  the  blessing  from  the  Lord  : 
and  righteousness  from  the  God  of  his  salvation. 

6  This  is  the  generation  of  them  that  seek  him  : 
even  of  them  that  seek  thy  face,  O  Jacob. 

7  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates;  and  be  ye  lift 
up,  ye  everlasting  doors  :  and  the  King  of  glory 
shaU  come  in. 

8  Who  is  this  King  of  glory  :  It  is  the  Lord 
strong  and  mighty,  even  the  Lord  mighty  in  battle. 

9  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates;  and  be  ye  lift 
up,  ye  everlasting  doors  :  and  the  King  of  glory 
shall  come  in. 

10  Who  is  this  King  of  glory  :  Even  the  Lord  of 
hosts,  he  is  the  King  of  glory. 

PaALM  25.     Ad  te,  Domine,  hvavi. 

UNTO  thee,  O  Lord,  wiU  I  lift  up  my  soul;  my 
God,  I  have  put  my  trust  in  thee  :  O  let  me  not 
be  confounded,  neither  let  mine  enemies  triumph 
over  me. 

2  For  aU  they  that  hope  in  thee  shall  not  be 
ashamed  :  but  such  as  transgress  without  a  cause 
shall  be  put  to  confusion. 

3  Show  me  thy  ways,  O  Lord  :  and  teach  me  thy 
paths. 

4  Lead  me  forth  in  thy  truth,  and  learn  me  :  for 
thou  art  the  God  of  my  salvation ;  in  thee  hath  been 
my  hope  all  the  day  long. 

5  Call  to  remembrance,  O  Lord,  thy  tender  mer- 
cies :  and  thy  loving-kindnesses,  which  have  been 
ever  of  old. 

6  O  remember  not  the  sins  and  offences  of  my 
youth  :  but  according  to  thy  mercy  think  thou  upon 
me,  O  Lord,  for  thy  goodness. 

7  Gracious  and  righteous  is  the  Lord  :  therefore 
will  he  teach  sinners  in  the  way.  r,^,s,^\„ 
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8  Them  that  are  meek  shall  he  guide  ia  judg- 
ment :  and  such  as  are  gentle,  them  shall  he  learn 
his  way. 

9  All  the  paths  of  the  Lord  are  mercy  and  truth  : 
unto  such  as  keep  his  covenant  and  his  testimonies. 

10  For  thy  Name's  sake,  O  Lord  :  be  merciful 
xmto  my  sin;  for  it  is  great. 

11  What  man  is  he  that  feareth  the  Lord  :  him 
shall  he  teach  in  the  way  that  he  shall  choose. 

12  His  soul  shall  dwell  at  ease :  and  his  seed  shall 
inherit  the  land. 

13  The  secret  of  the  Lord  is  among  them  that 
fear  him  :  and  he  wiU  show  them  his  covenant. 

14  Mine  eyes  are  ever  looking  unto  the  Lord  : 
for  he  shall  pluck  my  feet  out  of  the  net. 

15  Turn  thee  unto  me,  and  have  mercy  upon  me  : 
for  I  am  desolate,  and  in  misery. 

16  The  sorrows  of  my  heart  are  enlarged  :  0 
bring  thou  me  out  of  my  troubles. 

17  Look  upon  my  adversity  and  misery :  and  for- 
give me  all  my  sin. 

18  Consider  mine  enemies,  how  many  they  are : 
and  they  bear  a  tyrannous  hate  against  me. 

19  O  keep  my  soul,  and  deliver  me  :  let  me  not  be 
confounded,  for  I  have  put  my  trust  in  thee. 

20  Let  perfeotness  and  righteous  dealing  wait 
upon  me  :  for  my  hope  hath  been  in  thee. 

21  Deliver  Israel,  O  God :  out  of  all  his  troubles. 


Psalm  26.    Judica  me,  Pontine. 

BE  thou  my  Judge,  O  Lord,  for  I  have  walked 
innocently  :  my  trust  hath  been  also  in  the  Lord, 
therefore  shall  I  not  fall. 

2  Examine  me,  O  Lord,  and  prove  me  :  try  out 
my  reins  and  my  heart. 
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3  For  thy  loving-kindness  is  ever  before  mine 
eyes  :  and  I  will  walk  in  thy  truth. 

4  I  have  not  dwelt  with  vain  persons  :  neither 
will  I  have  fellowship  with  the  deceitful. 

5  I  have  hated  the  congregation  of  the  wicked : 
and  will  not  sit  among  the  ungodly. 

6  I  win  wash  my  hands  in  innocency,  O  Lord  : 
and  so  will  I  go  to  thine  altar ; 

7  That  I  may  show  the  voice  of  thanksgiving : 
and  teU  of  all  thy  wondrous  works. 

8  Lord,  I  have  loved  the  habitation  of  thy  house : 
and  the  place  where  thine  honour  dwelleth. 

9  O  shut  not  up  my  soul  with  the  sinners  :  nor 
my  life  with  the  blood-thirsty ; 

10  In  whose  hands  is  vrickedness  :  and  their  right 
hand  is  fuU  of  gifts. 

11  But  as  for  me,   I  will  walk  innocently  :  O 
deUver  me,  and  be  merciful  unto  me. 

12  My  foot  standeth  right :  I  will  praise  the  Lord 
in  the  congregations.

Psalm  27.    Dominus  illuminatio. 

THE  Lord  is  my  Ught  and  my  salvation;  whom 
then  shall  I  fear :  the  Lord  is  the  strength  of  my 
life ;  of  whom  then  shaU  I  be  afraid? 

2  When  the  wicked,  even  mine  enemies  and  my 
foes,  came  upon  me  to  eat  up  my  flesh :  they  stumbled 
and  fell. 

3  Though  an  host  of  men  were  laid  against  me, 
yet  shall  not  my  heart  be  afraid :  and  though  there 
rose  up  war  against  me,  yet  will  I  put  my  trust  in 
him. 

4  One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord,  which  I 
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will  require  :  even  that  I  may  dweU  in  the  house  of 
the  Lord  aU  the  days  of  my  Ufe,  to  behold  the  fair 
beauty  of  the  Lord,  and  to  visit  his  temple. 

5  For  in  the  time  of  trouble  he  shall  hide  me  in  his 
tabernacle  :  yea,  in  the  secret  place  of  his  dwelling 
shall  he  hide  me,  and  set  me  up  upon  a  rook  of  stone.

9  My  heart  hath  talked  of  thee.  Seek  ye  my  face  : 
Thy  face,  Lord,  will  I  seek. 

10  O  hide  not  thou  thy  face  from  me  :  nor  cast 
thy  servant  away  in  displeasure. 

11  Thou  hast  been  my  succour  :  leave  me  not, 
neither  forsake  me,  O  God  of  my  salvation. 

12  When  my  father  and  my  mother  forsake  me : 
the  Lord  taketh  me  up. 

13  Teach  me  thy  way,  O  Lord  :  and  lead  me  in 
the  right  way,  because  of  mine  enemies. 

14  Dehver  me  not  over  into  the  will  of  mine 
adversaries  :  for  there  are  false  witnesses  risen  up 
against  me,  and  such  as  speak  wrong. 

15  I  should  utterly  have  fainted  :  but  that  I  beUeve 
verily  to  see  the  goodness  of  the  Lord  in  the  land  of 
the  living. 

16  O  tarry  thou  the  Lord's  leisure  :  be  strong, 
and  he  shall  comfort  thine  heart ;  and  put  thou  thy 
trust  in  the  Lord.

TO  thee  wiQ  I  cry,  O  Lord,  my  strength  :  think 
no  scorn  of  me ;  lest,  if  thou  make  as  though 
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thou  hearest  not,  I  become  like  them  that  go  down 
into  the  pit. 

2  Hear  the  voice  of  my  humble  petitions,  when  I 
cry  unto  thee  :  when  I  hold  up  my  hands  towards 
the  mercy-seat  of  thy  holy  temple.

8  The  Lord  is  my  strength,  and  my  shield;  my 
heart  hath  trusted  in  him,  and  I  am  helped :  there- 
fore my  heart  danceth  for  joy,  and  in  my  song  will  I 
praise  him. 

9  The  Lord  is  my  strength  :  and  he  is  the  whole- 
some defence  of  his  anointed. 

10  O  save  thy  people,  and  give  thy  blessing  unto 
thine  inheritance  :  feed  them,  and  set  them  up  for 
ever. 

Psalm  29.    Afferte  Domino. 

BRING  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  mighty,  bring  young 
rams  unto  the  Lord  :  ascribe  unto  the  Lord  wor- 
ship and  strength. 

2  Give  the  Lord  the  honour  due  unto  his  Name  : 
worship  the  Lord  with  holy  worship. 

3  It  is  the  Lord  that  commandeth  the  waters :  it 
is  the  glorious  God  that  maketh  the  thunder. 

4  It  is  the  Lord  that  ruleth  the  sea ;  the  voice  of 
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the  Lord  is  mighty  in  operation  :  the  voice  of  the 
Lord  is  a  glorious  voice. 

5  The  voice  of  the  Lord  breaketh  the  cedar-trees : 
yea,  the  Lord  breaketh  the  cedars  of  Libanus. 

6  He  maketh  them  also  to  skip  Uke  a  calf : 
Libanus  also,  and  Sirion,  hke  a  young  unicorn. 

7  The  voice  of  the  Lord  divideth  the  flames  of 
Are ;  the  voice  of  the  Lord  shaketh  the  wilderness  : 
yea,  the  Lord  shaketh  the  wilderness  of  Cades. 

8  The  voice  of  the  Lord  maketh  the  hinds  to 
bring  forth  young,  and  disco vereth  the  thick  bushes : 
in  his  temple  doth  every  man  speak  of  his  honour. 

9  The  Lord  sitteth  above  the  water-flood  :  and 
the  Lord  remaineth  a  King  for  ever. 

10  The  Lord  shall  give  strength  unto  his  people : 
the  Lord  shall  give  his  people  the  blessing  of  peace.

I  WILL  magnify  thee,  O  Lord  ;  for  thou  hast  set 
me  up ;  and  not  made  my  foes  to  triumph  over  me. 

2  O  Lord  my  God,  I  cried  unto  thee  :  and  thou 
hast  healed  me. 

3  Thou,  Lord,  hast  brought  my  soul  out  of  hell : 
thou  hast  kept  my  life  from  them  that  go  down  to 
the  pit. 

4  Sing  praises  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  saints  of  his : 
and  give  thanks  unto  him,  for  a  remembrance  of  his 
hoUness. 

5  For  his  wrath  endureth  but  the  twinkhng  of 
an  eye,  and  in  his  pleasure  is  life  :  heaviness  may 
endure  for  a  night,  but  joy  cometh  in  the  nioming. 
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6  And  in  my  prosperity  I  said,  I  shall  never  be 
removed  :  thou,  Lord,  of  thy  goodness,  hast  made 
my  hiQ  so  strong. 

7  Thou  didst  turn  thy  face  from  me  :  and  I  was 
troubled. 

8  Then  cried  I  unto  thee,  O  Lord  :  and  gat  me  to 
my  Lord  right  humbly. 

9  What  profit  is  there  in  my  blood  :  when  I  go 
down  to  the  pit? 

10  Shall  the  dust  give  thanks  unto  thee  :  or  shall 
it  declare  thy  truth? 

11  Hear,  O  Lord,  and  have  mercy  upon  me  : 
Lord,  be  thou  my  helper. 

12  Thou  hast  tmned  my  heaviness  into  joy :  thou 
hast  put  off  my  sackcloth,  and  girded  me  with  glad- 
ness: 

13  Therefore  shall  every  good  man  sing  of  thy 
praise  without  ceasing  :  O  my  God,  I  will  give 
thanks  unto  thee  for  ever. 

Psalm  31.    In  te,  D&mine,  speravi. 

IN  thee,  O  Lord,  have  I  put  my  trust :  let  me  never 
be  put  to  eonftision ;  deUver  me  in  thy  righteous- 
ness. 

2  Bow  down  thine  ear  to  me  :  make  haste  to 
deliver  me. 

3  And  be  thou  my  strong  rook,  and  house  of 
defence  :  that  thou  mayest  save  me. 

4  For  thou  art  my  strong  rock,  and  my  castle :  be 
thou  also  my  guide,  and  lead  me  for  thy  Name's  sake. 

5  Draw  me  out  of  the  net  that  they  have  laid 
privily  for  me  :  for  thou  art  my  strength. 

6  Into  thy  hands  1  commend  my  spirit :  for  thou 
hast  redeemed  me,  O  Lord,  thou  God  of  truth. 

7  I  have  hated  them  that  hold  of  superstitious 
vanities  :  and  my  trust  hath  been  in  the  Lord. 
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8  I  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  thy  mercy  :  for 
thou  hast  considered  my  trouble,  and  hast  known 
my  soul  in  adversities. 

9  Thou  hast  not  shut  me  up  into  the  hand  of  the 
enemy :  but  hast  set  my  feet  in  a  large  room. 

10  Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  Lord,  for  I  am  in 
trouble  :  and  mine  eye  is  consumed  for  very  heavi- 
ness ;  yea,  my  soul  and  my  body. 

11  For  my  life  is  waxen  old  with  heaviness :  and 
my  years  with  mourning. 

12  My  strength  faileth  me,  because  of  mine  ini- 
quity :  and  my  bones  are  consumed. 

13  I  became  a  reproof  among  all  mine  ene- 
mies, but  especially  among  my  neighbours  :  and 
they  of  mine  acquaintance  were  afraid  of  me;  and 
they  that  did  see  me  without,  conveyed  themselves 
from  me. 

14  I  am  clean  forgotten  as  a  dead  man  out  of 
mind  :  I  am  become  Uke  a  broken  vessel. 

15  For  I  have  heard  the  blasphemy  of  the  multi- 
tude :  and  fear  is  on  every  side ;  while  they  conspire 
together  against  me,  and  take  their  counsel  to  take 
away  my  life. 

16  But  my  hope  hath  been  in  thee,  O  Lokd  :  I 
have  said.  Thou  art  my  God. 

17  My  time  is  in  thy  hand;  deliver  me  ft^m  the 
hand  of  mine  enemies  :  and  from  them  that  perse- 
cute me. 

18  Show  thy  servant  the  light  of  thy  counte- 
nance :  and  save  me  for  thy  mercy's  sake. 

19  Let  me  not  be  confounded,  O  Lord,  for  I  have 
called  upon  thee  :  let  the  ungodly  be  put  to  con- 
fusion, and  be  put  to  silence  in  the  grave. 

20  Let  the  lying  Ups  be  put  to  silence  :  which 
cruelly,  disdainfully,  and  despitefully  speak  against 
the  righteous. 

21  O  how  plentiftil  is  thy  goodness,  which  thou 
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hast  laid  up  for  them  that  fear  thee  :  and  that  thou 
hast  prepared  for  them  that  put  then*  trust  in  thee, 
even  before  the  sons  of  men ! 

22  Thou  shalt  hide  them  privily  by  thine  own 
presence  from  the  provoking  of  all  men :  thou  shalt 
keep  them  secretly  in  thy  tabei-nacle  from  the  strife 
of  tongues. 

23  Thanks  be  to  the  Lord  :  for  he  hath  showed 
me  marvellous  great  kindness  in  a  strong  city. 

24  And  when  I  made  haste,  I  said :  I  am  cast  out 
of  the  sight  of  thine  eyes. 

25  Nevertheless,  thou  heardest  the  voice  of  my 
prayer  :  when  I  cried  unto  thee. 

26  O  love  the  Lohd,  aU  ye  his  saints  :  for  the 
Lord  preserveth  them  that  are  faithful,  and  plente- 
ously  rewardeth  the  proud  doer. 

27  Be  strong,  and  he  shall  estabUsh  your  heart : 
all  ye  that  put  your  trust  in  the  Lord. 


CViening  draper. 

Psalm  32.    Beati  quorum. 

BLESSED  is  he  whose  unrighteousness  is  forgiven : 
and  whose  sin  is  covered. 

2  Blessed  is  the  man  unto  whom  the  Lord  im- 
puteth  no  sin  :  and  in  whose  spirit  there  is  no 
guile. 

3  For  whilst  I  held  my  tongue  :  my  bones  con- 
sumed away  through  my  daily  complaining. 

4  For  thy  hand  is  heavy  upon  me  day  and  night : 
and  my  moisture  is  Uke  the  drought  in  summer. 

5  I  wiU  acknowledge  my  sin  unto  thee :  and  mine 
unrighteousness  have  I  not  hid. 

6  I  said,  I  will  confess  my  sins  unto  the  Lord  : 
and  so  thou  forgavest  the  wickedness  of  my  sin. 
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7  For  this  shall  every  one  that  is  godly  make  his 
prayer  unto  thee,  in  a  time  when  thou  mayest  be 
found :  but  in  the  great  water-floods  they  shall  not 
come  nigh  him. 

8  Thou  art  a  place  to  hide  me  in ;  thou  shalt  pre- 
serve me  from  trouble  :  thou  shalt  compass  me  about 
with  songs  of  deUverance. 

9  I  wiU  inform  thee,  and  teach  thee  in  the  way 
wherein  thou  shalt  go  :  and  I  will  guide  thee  with 
mine  eye. 

10  Be  ye  not  Uke  to  horse  and  mule,  which  have 
no  understanding  :  whose  mouths  must  be  held  with 
bit  and  bridle,  lest  they  fall  upon  thee. 

11  Great  plagues  remain  for  the  ungodly  :  but 
whoso  putteth  his  trust  in  the  Lord,  mercy  em- 
braceth  him  on  every  side. 

12  Be  glad,  O  ye  righteous,  and  rejoice  in  the 
Lord  :  and  be  joyful,  all  ye  that  are  true  of  heart. 

Psalm  33.    Exidtate,  justi. 

EEJOICE  in  the  Lord,  O  ye  righteous  :  for  it  be- 
cometh  well  the  just  to  be  thankful. 

2  Praise  the  Lord  with  harp  :  sing  praises  unto 
him  -with  the  lute,  and  instrument  of  ten  strings. 

3  Sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song  :  sing  praises 
lustily  unto  him  with  a  good  courage. 

4  For  the  word  of  the  Lord  is  true  :  and  all  his 
works  are  faithful. 

5  He  loveth  righteousness  and  judgment  :  the 
earth  is  fuU  of  the  goodness  of  the  Lord. 

6  By  the  word  of  the  Lord  were  the  heavens 
made  :  and  all  the  hosts  of  them  by  the  breath  of 
his  mouth. 

7  He  gathereth  the  waters  of  the  sea  together,  as 
it  were  upon  an  heap  :  and  layeth  up  the  deep,  as  in 
a  treasure-house.  ^ ,        . 
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8  Let  all  the  earth  fear  the  Lord  :  stand  in  awe  of 
him,  all  ye  that  dwell  in  the  world. 

9  For  he  spake,  and  it  was  done  :  he  commanded, 
and  it  stood  fast. 

10  The  Lord  bringeth  the  counsel  of  the  heathen 
to  nought :  and  maketh  the  devices  of  the  people  to 
be  of  none  effect,  and  casteth  out  the  counsels  of 
princes. 

11  The  counsel  of  the  Lord  shall  endure  for  ever : 
and  the  thoughts  of  his  heart  iix)m  generation  to 
generation. 

12  Blessed  are  the  people  whose  God  is  the  Lord 
JEHOVAH :  and  blessed  are  the  folk  that  he  hath 
chosen  to  him,  to  be  his  inheritance. 

13  The  Lord  looked  down  from  heaven,  and  be- 
held all  the  children  of  men  :  from  the  habitation  of 
his  dwelling,  he  considereth  all  them  that  dwell  on 
the  earth. 

14  He  fashioneth  all  the  hearts  of  them  :  and 
imderstandeth  all  their  works. 

15  There  is  no  king  that  can  be  saved  by  the 
multitude  of  an  host  :  neither  is  any  mighty  man 
delivered  by  much  strength. 

16  A  horse  is  counted  but  a  vain  thing  to  save  a 
man  :  neither  shall  he  dehver  any  man  by  his  great 
strength. 

17  Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon  them  that 
fear  him  :  and  upon  them  that  put  their  trust  in  his 
mercy ; 

18  To  deliver  their  soul  from  death  :  and  to  feed 
them  in  the  time  of  dearth. 

19  Our  soul  hath  patiently  tarried  for  the  Lord  : 
for  he  is  our  help  and  our  shield. 

20  For  our  heart  shall  rejoice  in  him  :  because  we 
have  hoped  in  his  holy  Name. 

21  Let  thy  merciful  kindness,  O  Lord,  be  upon 
us  :  like  as  we  do  put  our  trust  in  thee.  ,, 
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Psalm  34.    Benedicam  Dominum. 

I  "WILL  alway  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  :  his 
praise  shall  ever  be  in  my  mouth. 

2  My  soul  shall  make  her  boast  in  the  Lord  :  the 
hiunble  shall  hear  thereof,  and  be  glad. 

3  O  praise  the  Lord  with  me  :  and  let  us  magnify 
his  Name  together. 

4  I  sought  the  Lord,  and  he  heard  me  :  yea,  he 
deUvered  me  out  of  all  my  fear. 

5  They  had  an  eye  unto  him,  and  were  lightened : 
and  their  faces  were  not  ashamed. 

6  Lo,  the  poor  orieth,  and  the  Lord  heareth  him : 
yea,  and  saveth  him  out  of  all  his  troubles. 

7  The  angel  of  the  Lord  tarrieth  round  about 
them  that  fear  him  :  and  deUvereth  them. 

8  O  taste,  and  see,  how  gracious  the  Lord  is : 
blessed  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  him. 

9  O  fear  the  Lord,  ye  that  are  his  saints  :  for  they 
that  fear  him  lack  nothing. 

10  The  Uons  do  lack,  and  suffer  hunger  :  but  they 
who  seek  the  Lord  shall  want  no  manner  of  thing 
that  is  good. 

11  Come,  ye  children,  and  hearken  unto  me  :  I 
will  teach  you  the  fear  of  the  Lord. 

12  What  man  is  he  that  lusteth  to  Uve  :  and 
would  fain  see  good  days? 

13  Keep  thy  tongue  ft'om  evil :  and  thy  lips,  that 
they  speak  no  guile. 

14  Eschew  evil,  and  do  good :  seek  peace,  and  en- 
sue it. 

15  The  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  over  the  righteous : 
and  his  ears  are  open  unto  their  prayers. 

16  The  countenance  of  the  Lord  is  against  them 
that  do  evil :  to  root  out  the  remembrance  of  them 
from  the  earth. 
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17  The  rigliteous  cry,  and  the  Lord  heareth 
them :  and  delivereth  them  out  of  all  their  troubles. 

18  The  Lord  is  nigh  imto  them  that  are  of  a  con- 
trite heart :  and  will  save  such  as  be  of  an  humble 
spirit. 

19  Great  are  the  troubles  of  the  righteous  :  but 
the  Lord  dehvereth  him  out  of  all. 

20  He  keepeth  all  his  bones  :  so  that  not  one  of 
them  is  broken. 

21  But  misfortune  shall  slay  the  ungodly  :  and 
they  that  hate  the  righteous  shall  be  desolate. 

22  The  Lord  delivereth  the  souls  of  his  servants : 
and  all  they  that  put  their  trust  in  him  shall  not  be 
destitute. 


THE  SEVENTH  DAT. 
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Psalm  35.    Judica,  D<ymine. 

PLEAD  thou  my  cause,  O  Lord,  with  them  that 
strive  with  me  :  and  fight  thou  against  them 
that  fight  against  me. 

2  Lay  hand  upon  the  shield  and  buckler  :  and 
stand  up  to  help  me. 

3  Bring  forth  the  spear,  and  stop  the  way  against 
them  that  persecute  me  :  say  unto  my  soul,  I  am  thy 
salvation. 

4  Let  them  be  confounded,  and  put  to  shame,  that 
seek  after  my  soul  :  let  them  be  turned  back,  and 
brought  to  confusion,  that  imagine  mischief  for  me. 

5  Let  them  be  as  the  dust  before  the  wind  :  and 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  scattering  them. 

6  Let  their  way  be  dark  and  sUppery  :  and  let  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  persecute  them. 

7  For  they  have  privily  laid  their  net  to  destroy 
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me  without  a  cause :  yea,  even  without  a  cause  have 
they  made  a  pit  for  my  soul. 

8  Let  a  sudden  destruction  come  upon  him  un- 
awares, and  his  net  that  he  hath  laid  privily 
catch  himself :  that  he  may  fall  into  his  own  mis- 
chief 

9  And,  my  soul,  be  joyful  in  the  Lord  :  it  shall  re- 
joice in  his  salvation. 

10  All  my  bones  shall  say,  Lokd,  who  is  like  unto 
thee,  who  dehverest  the  poor  from  him  that  is  too 
strong  for  him  :  yea,  the  poor,  and  him  that  is  in 
misery,  from  him  that  spoUeth  him? 

11  False  witnesses  did  rise  up :  they  laid  to  my 
charge  things  that  I  knew  not. 

12  They  rewarded  me  evil  for  good  :  to  the  great 
discomfort  of  my  soul. 

13  Nevertheless,  when  they  were  sick,  I  put  on 
sackcloth,  and  himibled  my  soul  with  fasting  :  and 
my  prayer  shall  turn  into  mine  own  bosom. 

14  I  behaved  myself  as  though  it  had  been  my 
friend  or  my  brother  :  I  went  heavily,  as  one  that 
moumeth  for  his  mother. 

15  But  in  mine  adversity  they  rejoiced,  and 
gathered  themselves  together  :  yea,  the  very  abjects 
came  together  against  me  unawares,  making  mouths 
at  me,  and  ceased  not. 

16  With  the  flatterers  were  busy  mockers  :  who 
gnashed  upon  me  with  their  teeth. 

17  Lord,  how  long  wUt  thou  look  upon  this  : 
O  dehver  my  soul  from  the  calamities  which  they 
bring  on  me,  and  my  darhng  from  the  hons. 

18  So  will  I  give  thee  thanks  in  the  great  congre- 
gation :  I  will  praise  thee  among  much  people. 

19  O  let  not  them  that  are  mine  enemies  triumph 
over  me  ungodly :  neither  let  them  wink  with  their 
eyes,  that  hate  me  without  a  cause. 

20  And  why?  their  communing  is  not  for  peace  : 
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but  they  imagine  deceitful  words  against  them  that 
are  quiet  in  the  land. 

21  They  gaped  upon  me  with  their  mouths,  and 
said :  Pie  on  thee!  fle  on  thee!  we  saw  it  with  our 
eyes. 

22  This  thou  hast  seen,  O  Lord  :  hold  not  thy 
tongue  then,  go  not  far  from  me,  O  Lord. 

23  Awake,  and  stand  up  to  judge  my  quarrel : 
avenge  thou  my  cause,  my  God  and  my  Lord. 

24  Judge  me,  O  Loed  my  God,  according  to 
thy  righteousness  :  and  let  them  not  triumph  over 
me. 

25  Let  them  not  say  in  their  hearts,  There! 
there!  so  would  we  have  it  :  neither  let  them  say. 
We  have  devoured  him. 

26  Let  them  be  put  to  confusion  and  shame  to- 
gether, that  rejoice  at  my  trouble  :  let  them  be 
clothed  with  rebuke  and  dishonour,  that  boast  them- 
selves against  me. 

27  Let  them  be  glad  and  rejoice,  that  favour  my 
righteous  dealing  :  yea,  let  them  say  alway,  Blessed 
be  the  Lord,  who  hath  pleasure  in  the  prosperity  of 
his  servant. 

28  And  as  for  my  tongue,  it  shall  be  talking  of 
thy  righteousness  :  and  of  thy  praise,  aU  the  day 
long. 

Psalm  36.    Dixit  iiijustus. 

MY  heart  showeth  me  the  wickedness  of  the  un- 
godly :  that  there  is  no  fear  of  God  before  his 
eyes. 

2  For  he  flattereth  himself  in  his  own  sight :  untQ 
his  abominable  sin  be  found  out. 

3  The  words  of  his  mouth  are  unrighteous  and 
full  of  deceit  :  he  hath  left  off  to  behave  himself 
wisely,  and  to  do  good. 

4  He  imagineth  mischief  upon  his  bed,  and  hath 
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set  himself  in  no  good  way  :  neither  doth  he  abhor 
any  thing  that  is  evU. 

5  Thy  mercy,  O  Loed,  reacheth  unto  the  heavens  : 
and  thy  faithfulness  mito  the  clouds. 

6  Thy  righteousness  standeth  Uke  the  strong 
mountains  :  thy  judgments  are  like  the  great  deep. 

7  Thou,  Lord,  shalt  save  both  man  and  beast ; 
how  excellent  is  thy  mercy,  O  God  :  and  the  chil- 
dren of  men  shall  put  their  trust  under  the  shadow 
of  thy  wings. 

8  They  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  plenteousness 
of  thy  house :  and  thou  shalt  give  them  drink  of  thy 
pleasures,  as  out  of  the  river. 

9  For  with  thee  is  the  well  of  Ufe :  and  in  thy 
Ught  shall  we  see  Ught. 

10  O  continue  forth  thy  loving-kindness  unto 
them  that  know  thee :  and  thy  righteousness  unto 
them  that  are  true  of  heart. 

11  O  let  not  the  foot  of  pride  come  against  me  : 
and  let  not  the  hand  of  the  ungodly  cast  me  down. 

12  There  are  they  fallen,  all  that  work  vncked- 
ness  :  they  are  cast  down,  and  shall  not  be  able  to 
stand.

Psalm  37.    Noli  <emu1ari. 

FRET  not  thyself  because  of  the  ungodly :  neither 
be  thou  envious  against  the  evil  doers. 

2  For  they  shall  soon  be  cut  down  like  the  grass  : 
and  be  withered  even  as  the  green  herb. 

3  Put  thou  thy  trust  in  the  Lord,  and  be  doing 
good  :  dwell  in  the  land,  and  verily  thou  shalt  be 
fed. 

4  Delight  thou  in  the  Lord  :  and  he  shall  give 

thee  thy  heart's  desire.  ^-        , 
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5  Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord,  and  put  thy  ] 
trust  in  him  :  and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass.  i 

6  He  shall  make  thy  righteousness  as  clear  as  the  ! 
light :  and  thy  just  dealing  as  the  noon-day.  | 

7  Hold  thee  stUl  in  the  Lord,  and  abide  patiently 
upon  him  :  but  grieve  not  thyself  at  him  whose  way 
doth  prosper,  against  the  man  that  doeth  after  eiol 
counsels. 

8  Leave  off  from  wrath,  and  let  go  displeasure : 
fret  not  thyself,  else  shalt  thou  be  moved  to  do  evil. 

9  Wicked  doers  shall  be  rooted  out  :  and  they 
that  patiently  abide  the  Lord,  those  shall  inherit 
the  land. 

10  Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  ungodly  shall  be 
clean  gone  :  thou  shalt  look  after  his  place,  and  he 
shall  be  away. 

11  But  the  meek-spirited  shall  possess  the  earth : 
and  shall  be  refreshed  in  the  multitude  of  peace. 

12  The  ungodly  seeketh  coimsel  against  the  just : 
and  gnasheth  upon  him  mth  his  teeth. 

13  The  Lord  shall  laugh  bim  to  scorn  :  for  he 
hath  seen  that  his  day  is  coming. 

14  The  ungodly  have  drawn  out  the  sword,  and 
have  bent  their  bow  :  to  cast  down  the  poor  and 
needy,  and  to  slay  such  as  are  of  a  right  conversa- 
tion. 

15  Their  sword  shall  go  through  their  own  heart : 
and  their  bow  shall  be  broken. 

16  A  small  thing  that  the  righteous  hath  :  is  bet- 
ter than  great  riches  of  the  ungodly. 

17  For  the  arms  of  the  ungodly  shall  be  broken : 
and  the  Lord  upholdeth  the  righteous. 

18  The  Lord  knoweth  the  days  of  the  godly  :  and 
their  inheritance  shall  endure  for  ever. 

19  They  shall  not  be  confounded  in  the  perilous 
time  :  and  in  the  days  of  dearth  they  shall  have 
enough. 
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20  As  for  the  ungodly,  they  shall  perish,  and  the 
enemies  of  the  Lord  shall  consume  as  the  fat  of 
lambs  :  yea,  even  as  the  smoke  shall  they  consume 
away. 

21  The  ungodly  borroweth,  and  payeth  not  again : 
but  the  righteous  is  merciful  and  liberal. 

22  Such  as  are  blessed  of  God,  shall  possess  the 
land  :  and  they  that  are  cursed  of  him,  shall  be 
rooted  out. 

23  The  Lord  ordereth  a  good  man's  going  :  and 
maketh  his  way  acceptable  to  himself. 

24  Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  cast  away  :  for 
the  Lord  upholdeth  him  with  his  hand. 

25  I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old :  and  yet 
saw  I  never  the  righteous  forsaken,  nor  his  seed 
begging  their  bread. 

26  The  righteous  is  ever  merciful,  and  lendeth : 
and  his  seed  is  blessed. 

27  Flee  from  evil,  and  do  the  thing  that  is  good  : 
and  dwell  for  evermore. 

28  For  the  Lord  loveth  the  thing  that  is  right : 
he  forsaketh  not  his  that  be  godly,  but  they  are  pre- 
served for  ever. 

29  The  unrighteous  shall  be  punished  :  as  for  the 
seed  of  the  ungodly,  it  shall  be  rooted  out. 

30  The  righteous  shall  inherit  the  land :  and  dwell 
therein  for  ever. 

31  The  mouth  of  the  righteous  is  exercised  in 
wisdom  :  and  his  tongue  will  be  talking  of  judg- 
ment. 

32  The  law  of  his  Grod  is  in  his  heart  :  and  his 
goings  shall  not  shde. 

33  The  ungodly  seeth  the  righteous  :  and  seeketh 
occasion  to  slay  him. 

34  The  Lord  will  not  leave  him  in  his  hand  :  nor 
condemn  him  when  he  is  judged. 

35  Hope  thou  in  the  Lord,  and  keep  his  way,  and 
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he  shall  promote  thee,  that  thou  shalt  possess  the 
land  :  when  the  ungodly  shall  perish,  thou  shalt 
see  it. 

36  I  myself  have  seen  the  ungodly  in  great 
power :  and  flourishing  like  a  green  bay-tree. 

37  I  went  by,  and  lo,  he  was  gone  :  I  sought  him, 
but  his  place  could  no  where  be  found. 

38  Keep  innocency,  and  take  heed  unto  the  thing 
that  is  right :  for  that  shall  bring  a  man  peace  at  the 
last. 

39  As  for  the  transgressors,  they  shall  perish  to- 
gether :  and  the  end  of  the  ungodly  is,  they  shah  be 
rooted  out  at  the  last. 

40  But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous  cometh  of 
the  Lord  :  who  is  also  their  strength  in  the  time 
of  trouble. 

41  And  the  Lord  shall  stand  by  them,  and  save 
them :  he  shall  dehver  them  from  the  ungodly,  and 
shall  save  them,  because  they  put  their  trust  in  him.

Psalm  38.    Dotnine,  ne  in  furore. 

PUT  me  not  to  rebuke,  O  Lord,  in  thine  anger: 
neither  chasten  me  in  thy  heavy  displeasure : 

2  For  thine  arrows  stick  fast  in  me  :  and  thy 
hand  presseth  me  sore. 

3  There  is  no  health  in  my  flesh,  because  of  thy 
displeasure  :  neither  is  there  any  rest  in  my  bones, 
by  reason  of  my  sin. 

4  For  my  wickednesses  are  gone  over  my  head : 
and  are  like  a  sore  burden,  too  heavy  for  me  to 
bear.  , 
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5  My  wouflds  stink,  and  are  coiTupt :  through  my 
foolishness. 

6  I  am  brought  into  so  great  trouble  and  misery : 
that  I  go  mourning  all  the  day  long. 

7  For  my  loins  are  filled  with  a  sore  disease :  and 
there  is  no  whole  part  in  my  body. 

8  I  am  feeble  and  sore  smitten :  I  have  roared  for 
the  very  disquietness  of  my  heart. 

9  Lord,  thou  knowest  all  my  desire  :  and  my 
groaning  is  not  hid  from  thee. 

10  My  heart  panteth,  my  strength  hath  failed  me  : 
and  the  light  of  mine  eyes  is  gone  from  me. 

11  My  lovers  and  my  neighbours  did  stand  look- 
ing upon  my  trouble :  and  my  kinsmen  stood  afar  off. 

1 2  They  also  that  sought  after  my  Ufe  laid  snares  for 
me  :  and  they  that  went  about  to  do  me  evil  talked 
of  wickedness,  and  imagined  deceit  all  the  day  long. 

13  As  for  me,  I  was  Uke  a  deaf  man,  and  heard 
not  :  and  as  one  that  is  dumb,  who  doth  not  open 
his  mouth. 

14  I  became  even  as  a  man  that  heareth  not :  and 
in  whose  mouth  are  no  reproofs. 

15  For  in  thee,  O  Lord,  have  I  put  my  trust : 
thou  shalt  answer  for  me,  O  Lord  my  God. 

16  1  have  requfred  that  they,  even  mine  enemies, 
shovdd  not  triumph  over  me  :  for  when  my  foot 
sUpt,  they  rejoiced  greatly  against  me. 

17  And  I  truly  am  set  in  the  plague  :  and  my 
heaviness  is  ever  in  my  sight. 

18  For  I  will  confess  my  wickedness  :  and  be 
sorry  for  my  sin. 

19  But  mine  enemies  live,  and  are  mighty  :  and 
they  that  hate  me  wrongfully  are  many  in  number. 

20  They  also  that  reward  evil  for  good  are 
against  me  :  because  I  follow  the  thing  that  good  is. 

21  Forsake  me  not,  O  Lord  my  God :  be  not  thou 
far  from  me.  ^  -        i 
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22  Haste  thee  to  help  me  :  O  Lord  God  of  my  sal- 
vation. 

Psalm  39.    Dixi^  Cusfodiam. 

I  SAID,  I  win  take  heed  to  my  ways  :  that  I  offend 
not  in  my  tongue. 

2  I  will  keep  my  mouth  as  it  were  with  a  bridle  : 
while  the  ungodly  is  in  my  sight. 

3  I  held  my  tongue,  and  spake  nothing  :  I  kept 
silence,  yea,  even  from  good  words ;  but  it  was  pain 
and  grief  to  me. 

4  My  heart  was  hot  within  me ;  and  while  I  was 
thus  musing  the  fire  kindled  :  and  at  the  last  I  spake 
with  my  tongue  : 

5  Lord,  let  me  know  mine  end,  and  the  number  of 
my  days  :  that  I  may  be  certified  how  long  I  have  to 
hve. 

6  Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  it  were  a 
span  long  :  and  mine  age  is  even  as  nothing  in 
respect  of  thee;  and  verily  every  man  Uving  is 
altogether  vanity. 

7  For  man  walketh  in  a  vain  shadow,  and  dis- 
quieteth  himself  in  vain  :  he  heapeth  up  riches,  and 
cannot  teU  who  shall  gather  them. 

8  And  now.  Lord,  what  is  my  hope  :  truly  my 
hope  is  even  in  thee. 

9  Dehver  me  from  all  mine  offences  :  and  make 
me  not  a  rebuke  unto  the  foohsh. 

10  I  became  dumb,  and  opened  not  my  mouth  : 
for  it  was  thy  doing. 

11  Take  thy  plague  away  from  me  :  I  am  even 
consumed  by  the  means  of  thy  heavy  hand. 

12  When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  chasten  man  for 
sin,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to  consmne  away,  hke 
as  it  were  a  moth  fretting  a  garment  :  every  man 
therefore  is  but  vanity. 

13  Hear  my  prayer,  O   Lobd,  and  with^- thine 
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ears  consider  my  calling  :  hold  not  thy  peace  at 
my  tears; 

14  For  I  am  a  stranger  with  thee,  and  a  so- 
journer :  as  all  my  fathers  were. 

15  O  spare  me  a  little,  that  I  may  recover  my 
strength  :  before  I  go  hence,  and  be  no  more  seen. 

Psalm  40.    Expectans  ezpectavi. 

I  WAITED  patiently  for  the  Lord  :  and  he  inclined 
unto  me,  and  heard  my  caUtng. 

2  He  brought  me  also  out  of  the  horrible  pit,  out 
of  the  mire  and  clay  :  and  set  my  feet  upon  the 
rock,  and  ordered  my  goings. 

3  And  he  hath  put  a  new  song  in  my  mouth  : 
even  a  thanksgiving  unto  our  God. 

4  Many  shall  see  it,  and  fear  :  and  shall  put  their 
trust  in  the  Lord. 

5  Blessed  is  the  man  that  hath  set  his  hope  in  the 
Lord  :  and  turned  not  unto  the  proud,  and  to  such 
as  go  about  with  Ues. 

6  O  Lord  my  God,  great  are  the  wondrous  works 
which  thou  hast  done,  like  as  be  also  thy  thoughts, 
which  are  to  us- ward  :  and  yet  there  is  no  man  that 
ordereth  them  unto  thee. 

7  If  I  should  declare  them,  and  speak  of  them  : 
they  should  be  more  than  I  am  able  to  express. 

8  Sacrifice  and  meat-offering  thou  wouldest  not : 
but  mine  ears  hast  thou  opened. 

9  Burnt-offerings  and  sacrifice  for  sin  hast  thou 
not  required  :  then  said  I,  Lo,  I  come ; 

10  In  the  volume  of  the  book  it  is  written  of  me, 
that  I  should  fulfil  thy  will,  O  my  God  :  I  am  con- 
tent to  do  it;  yea,  thy  law  is  within  my  heart. 

11  I  have  declared  thy  righteousness  in  the  great 
congregation  :  lo,  I  will  not  refrain  my  Ups,  O  Lord, 
and  that  thou  knowest.  Ccioole 
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12  I  have  not  hid  thy  righteousness  within  my 
heart  :  my  talk  hath  been  of  thy  truth,  and  of  thy 
salvation. 

13  I  have  not  kept  back  thy  loving  mercy  and 
truth  :  from  the  great  congregation. 

14  Withdraw  not  thou  thy  mercy  from  me,  O 
LoED  :  let  thy  loving-kindness  and  thy  truth  alway 
preserve  me. 

15  For  innumerable  troubles  are  come  about  me  ; 
my  sins  have  taken  such  hold  upon  me,  that  I  am 
not  able  to  look  up  :  yea,  they  are  more  in  nmnber 
than  the  hairs  of  my  head,  and  my  heart  hath 
failed  me. 

16  O  Lord,  let  it  be  thy  pleasure  to  deliver  me  : 
make  haste,  O  Lord,  to  help  me. 

17  Let  them  be  ashamed,  and  confounded  to- 
gether, that  seek  after  my  soul  to  destroy  it  :  let 
them  be  driven  backward,  and  put  to  rebuke,  that 
wish  me  evil. 

18  Let  them  be  desolate,  and  rewarded  with 
shame  :  that  say  imto  me,  Pie  upon  thee!  fie  upon 
thee! 

19  Let  all  those  that  seek  thee,  be  joyful  and 
glad  in  thee  :  and  let  such  as  love  thy  salvation,  say 
alway,  The  Lord  be  praised. 

20  As  for  me,  I  am  poor  and  needy  :  but  the 
Lord  careth  for  me. 

21  Thou  art  my  helper  and  redeemer  :  make  no 
long  tarrying,  O  my  God.

BLESSED  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor  and 
needy  :  the  Lord  shall  deliver  him  in  the  time 
of  trouble. „„.,. ..Google 
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2  The  Lord  preserve  him,  and  keep  him  alive, 
that  he  may  be  blessed  upon  earth  :  and  deliver  not 
thou  him  into  the  wUl  of  his  enemies. 

3  The  Lord  comfort  him  when  he  heth  sick  upon 
his  bed  :  make  thou  aU  his  bed  in  his  sickness. 

4  I  said.  Lord,  be  mercifiil  unto  me  :  heal  my 
soul,  for  I  have  sinned  against  thee. 

5  Mine  enemies  speak  evil  of  me  :  When  shall  he 
die,  and  his  name  perish? 

6  And  if  he  come  to  see  me,  he  speaketh  vanity  : 
and  his  heart  conceiveth  falsehood  within  himself; 
and  when  he  cometh  forth,  he  telleth  it. 

7  All  mine  enemies  whisper  together  against  me  : 
even  against  me  do  they  imagine  this  evil : 

8  Let  the  sentence  of  guiltiness  proceed  against 
him :  and  now  that  he  Ueth,  let  him  rise  up  no  more. 

9  Yea,  even  mine  own  famUiar  friend  whom  I 
trusted  :  who  did  also  eat  of  my  bread,  hath  laid 
great  wait  for  me. 

10  But  be  thou  merciful  unto  me,  O  Lord  :  raise 
thou  me  up  again,  and  I  shall  reward  them. 

11  By  this  I  know  thou  favourest  me  :  that  mine 
enemy  doth  not  triumph  against  me. 

12  And  when  I  am  in  my  health,  thou  upholdest 
me  :  and  shalt  set  me  before  thy  face  for  ever. 

13  Blessed  be  the  Lord  Grod  of  Israel  :  world 
without  end.     Amen. 


Psalm  42.     Quemadmodum. 

I  EKE  as  the  hart  desireth  the  water-brooks  :  so 
J  longeth  my  soul  after  thee,  O  God. 

2  My  soul  is  athirst  for  God,  yea,  even  for  the 
living  God  :  when  shall  I  come  to  appear  before 
the  presence  of  God? 

3  My  tears  have  been  my  meat  day  and  night :

8  My  God,  my  soul  is  vexed  within  me  :  therefore 
will  I  remember  thee  concerning  the  land  of  Jordan, 
and  the  httle  hill  of  Hermon. 

9  One  deep  caUeth  another,  because  of  the  noise 
of  thy  water-pipes  :  all  thy  waves  and  storms  are 
gone  over  me. 

10  The  Lord  hath  granted  his  loving-kindness  in 
the  day-time  :  and  in  the  night  season  did  I  sing 
of  him,  and  made  my  prayer  unto  the  God  of  my 
life. 

Ill  will  say  unto  the  God  of  my  strength.  Why 
hast  thou  forgotten  me  :  why  go  I  thus  heavily, 
while  the  enemy  oppresseth  me? 

12  My  bones  are  smitten  asunder  as  with  a 
sword  :  while  mine  enemies  that  trouble  me  cast 
me  in  the  teeth; 

13  Namely,  while  they  say  daily  unto  me  :  ^Vhere 
is  now  thy  God? 

14  Why  art  thou  so  vexed,  O  my  soul :  and  why 
art  fhou  so  disquieted  within  me? 

15  O  put  thy  trust  in  God  :  for  I  will  yet  thank 
him,  wMch  is  the  help  of  my  countenance,  and 
my  God. 

PsAiM  43.    Judica  me,  Dens. 

GIVE  sentence  with  me,  O  God,  and  defend  my 
cause  against  the  ungodly  people  :  O  deUver  me 
from  the  deceitful  and  wicked  man.  r- .,     i , 
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2  For  thou  art  the  God  of  my  strength ;  why  hast 
thou  put  me  from  thee  :  and  why  go  I  so  heayily, 
while  the  enemy  oppresseth  me? 

3  O  send  out  thy  hght  and  thy  truth,  that  they 
may  lead  me  :  and  bring  me  unto  thy  holy  hUl,  and 
to  thy  dwelling.

3  For  they  gat  not  the  land  in  possession  through 
their  own  sword  :  neither  was  it  their  own  arm  that 
helped  them ; 

4  But  thy  right  hand,  and  thine  arm,  and  the 
light  of  thy  countenance  :  because  thou  hadst  a 
favour  unto  them. 

5  Thou  art  my  King,  O  God  :  send  help  unto 
Jacob. 

6  Through  thee  will  we  overthrow  our  enemies  : 
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and  in  thy  Name  will  we  tread  them  under  that  rise 
up  against  us. 

7  For  I  win  not  trust  in  my  bow  :  it  is  not  my 
sword  that  shall  help  me; 

8  But  it  is  thou  that  savest  us  from  our  enemies  : 
and  puttest  them  to  confusion  that  hate  us. 

9  We  make  our  boast  of  God  aU  day  long :  and 
will  praise  thy  Name  for  ever. 

10  But  now  thou  art  far  off,  and  puttest  us  to 
confusion  :  and  goest  not  forth  with  our  armies. 

11  Thou  makest  us  to  turn  our  backs  upon  our 
enemies  :  so  that  they  which  hate  us  spoil  our 
goods. 

12  Thou  lettest  us  be  eaten  up  Uke  sheep  :  and 
hast  scattered  us  among  the  heathen. 

13  Thou  seUest  thy  people  for  nought :  and  takest 
no  money  for  them. 

14  Thou  makest  us  to  be  rebuked  of  our  neigh- 
bours :  to  be  laughed  to  scorn,  and  had  in  derision 
of  them  that  are  roimd  about  us. 

15  Thou  makest  us  to  be  a  by-word  among  the 
heathen  :  and  that  the  people  shake  their  heads 
at  us. 

16  My  confusion  is  daily  before  me  :  and  the 
shame  of  my  face  hath  covered  me ; 

17  For  the  voice  of  the  slanderer  and  blasphemer : 
for  the  enemy  and  avenger. 

18  And  though  all  this  be  come  upon  us,  yet  do 
we  not  forget  thee  :  nor  behave  ourselves  frowardly 
in  thy  covenant. 

19  Our  heart  is  not  turned  back  :  neither  our 
steps  gone  out  of  thy  way ; 

20  No,  not  when  thou  hast  smitten  us  into  the 
place  of  dragons  :  and  covered  us  with  the  shadow 
of  death. 

21  If  we  have  forgotten  the  Name  of  oui'  God, 
and  holden  up  our  hands  to  any  strange  god :  shall  i 
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not  God  search  it  out?  for  he  knoweth  the  very 
secrets  of  the  heart. 

22  For  thy  sake  also  are  we  killed  all  the  day 
long  :  and  are  counted  as  sheep  appointed  to  he 
slain. 

23  Up,  Lord,  why  sleepest  thou  :  awake,  and  he 
not  absent  ft-om  us  for  ever. 

24  Wherefore  Mdest  thou  thy  face  :  and  forgettest 
our  misery  and  trouble? 

25  For  our  soul  is  brought  low,  even  unto  the 
dust  :  our  belly  cleaveth  unto  the  ground. 

26  Arise,  and  help  us  :  and  dehver  us,  for  thy 
mercy's  sake. 

Psalm  45.    Eructavit  cor  meuni. 

MY  heart  is  inditing  of  a  good  matter  :  I  speak  of 
the  things  which  I  have  made  unto  the  King. 

2  My  tongue  is  the  pen  :  of  a  ready  writer. 

3  Thou  art  fairer  than  the  childi-en  of  men  :  fuU 
of  gi'ace  are  thy  hps,  because  God  hath  blessed  thee 
for  ever. 

4  Gird  thee  with  thy  sword  upon  thy  thigh,  O 
thou  Most  Mighty  :  according  to  thy  worsliip  and 
reno^vn. 

5  Good  luck  have  thou  with  thine  honour  :  ride 
on,  because  of  the  word  of  truth,  of  meekness,  and 
lighteousness ;  and  thy  right  hand  shall  teach  thee 
tenible  things. 

G  Thy  aiTows  are  veiy  sharp,  and  the  people  shall 
he  subdued  unto  thee  :  even  in  the  midst  among  the 
King's  enemies. 

7  Thy  scat,  O  God,  endureth  for  over  :  the  sccpti-e 
of  thy  kingdom  is  a  right  sceptre. 

8  Thou  hast  loved  righteousness,  and  hated  ini- 
quity :  wherefore  God,  even  thy  God,  hath  anointed 
theo  with  the  oil  of  gladness  above  thy  fellow.s. 

9  All  thy  g-arments  smoU  of  myi'rh,  aloes,  and 
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cassia  :  out  of  the  ivory  palaces,  whereby  they  have 
made  thee  glad. 

10  Kings'  daughters  were  among  thy  honourable 
women  :  upon  thy  right  hand  did  stand  the  queen  in 
a  vesture  of  gold,  wrought  about  with  divers  colours. 

11  Hearken,  O  daughter,  and  consider,  incline 
thine  ear  :  forget  also  thine  own  people,  and  thy 
father's  house. 

12  So  shall  the  King  have  pleasure  in  thy  beauty  : 
for  he  is  thy  Lord  God,  and  worship  thou  him. 

13  And  the  daughter  of  Tyre  shall  be  there  with 
a  gift  :  like  as  the  rich  also  among  the  people  shall 
make  their  supplication  before  thee. 

14  The  King's  daughter  is  all  glorious  within  : 
her  clothing  is  of  -wTOught  gold. 

15  She  shall  be  brought  unto  the  King  in  raiment 
of  needlework  :  the  virgins  that  be  her  fellows  shall 
bear  her  company,  and  shall  be  brought  unto  thee. 

16  With  joy  and  gladness  shall  they  be  brought : 
and  shall  enter  into  the  King's  palace. 

17  Instead  of  thy  fathere,  thou  shalt  have  chil- 
dren :  whom  thou  niayest  make  princes  in  all  lands. 

18  I  wiU  remember  thy  Name  from  one  geneiu- 
tion  to  another  :  therefore  shall  the  people  give 
thanks  unto  thee,  world  without  end. 

Psalm  46.    Deus  noster  refugium. 

God  is  our  hope  and  strength  :  a  very  present  help 
in  trouble. 

2  Therefore  will  we  not  fear,  though  the  earth  bo 
moved  :  and  though  the  hills  be  carried  into  the 
midst  of  the  sea ; 

3  Though  the  wateiw  thereof  nxge  and  swell :  and 
though  the  mountains  shake  at  the  tempest  of  the 
same. 

4  The  rivers  of  the  flood  thereof  shall  make  glt^d 
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the  city  of  God  :  the  holy  place  of  the  tabernacle  of 
the  Most  Highest. 

5  God  is  in  the  midst  of  her,  therefore  shall  she  not 
be  removed  :  God  shall  help  her,  and  that  right  early. 

6  The  heathen  make  much  ado,  and  the  kingdoms 
are  moved  :  but  God  hath  showed  his  voice,  and  the 
earth  shall  melt  away. 

7  The  LoHD. of  hosts  is  with  us  :  the  God  of  Jacob 
is  our  refuge. 

8  O  come  hither,  and  behold  the  works  of  the 
Lord  :  what  destruction  he  hath  brought  upon  the 
earth. 

9  He  maketh  wars  to  cease  in  all  the  world  :  he 
breaketh  the  bow,  and  knappotli  the  spear  in  sun- 
der, and  burnetii  the  chariots  in  the  fire. 

10  Be  still  then,  and  know  that  I  am  God  :  I  will 
be  exalted  among  the  heathen,  and  I  will  be  exalted 
in  the  earth. 

11  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  \vith  us  :  the  God  of 
Jacob  is  our  refuge.

Psalm  47.     Omites  geittes,  plaudite. 

OCLAP  your  hands  together,  all  ye  people  :  O 
sing  unto  God  with  the  voice  of  melody. 

2  For  the  Lord  is  high,  and  to  bo  feared  :  he  is 
the  gi-eat  King  upon  all  the  earth. 

3  He  shall  subdue  the  people  under  us  :  and  the 
nations  under  our  feet.

7  Like  as  we  have  heard,  so  have  we  seen  in  the 
city  of  the  Loim  of  hosts,  in  the  city  of  our  God : 
God  upholdeth  the  same  for  ever. 

8  We  wait  for  thy  loving-kindness,  O  God  :  in  the 
midst  of  thy  temple. 

i)  O  God,  according  to  thy  Name,  so  is  thy  praise 
imto  the  world's  end  :  thy  light  hand  is  full  of  right- 
eousness. 

10  Let  the  mount  Sion  i-qjoice,  and  the  daughter 
of  Judah  be  glad  :  because  of  thy  judgments. 

11  Walk  about  Sion,  and  go  round  about  her: 

and  tell  the  towei's  thereof.  ,,        , 
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12  Mark  well  her  bulwarks,  set  up  her  houses  : 
that  ye  may  tell  them  that  come  after. 

13  For  this  God  is  our  God  for  ever  and  ever  :  he 
shall  be  our  guide  unto  death. 

Psalm  49.    Audite  hcec,  omnes. 

OHEAE  ye  this,  all  ye  people  :  ponder  it  with 
your  ears,  aU  ye  that  dwell  in  the  world ; 

2  High  and  low,  rich  and  poor  :  one  with  another. 

3  My  mouth  shall  speak  of  wisdom  :  and  my 
heart  shall  muse  of  understanding. 

4  I  will  incline  mine  ear  to  the  parable  :  and 
show  my  dark  speech  upon  the  harp. 

5  Wherefore  should  I  fear  in  the  days  of  wicked- 
ness :  and  when  the  wickedness  of  my  heels  com- 
passeth  me  round  about? 

6  There  be  some  that  put  their  trust  in  their 
goods  :  and  boast  themselves  in  the  multitude  of 
their  riches. 

7  But  no  man  may  deliver  Ms  brother  :  nor  make 
agreement  unto  God  for  him ; 

8  For  it  cost  more  to  redeem  their  souls  :  so  that 
he  must  let  that  alone  for  ever ; 

9  Yea,  though  he  live  long :  and  see  not  the  grave. 

10  For  he  seeth  that  wise  men  also  die  and  perish 
together  :  as  well  as  the  ignorant  and  fooUsh,  and 
leave  their  riches  for  other. 

11  And  yet  they  tliink  that  their  houses  shall 
continue  for  ever  :  and  that  their  dwelling-places 
shall  endure  from  one  generation  to  another;  and 
call  the  lands  after  their  own  names. 

12  Nevertheless,  man  vdll  not  abide  in  honour : 
seeing  he  may  be  compared  unto  the  beasts  that 
jjerish;   this  is  the  way  of  them. 

13  This  is  their  fooUshness  :  and  their  posterity 
praise  their  saying o,...„,  Google 
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14  They  lie  in  tlie  liell  like  sheep;  death  gnaw- 
eth  upon  them,  and  the  righteous  shall  have  domina- 
tion over  them  in  the  morning  :  their  beauty  shall 
consume  in  the  sepulchi'e  out  of  their  dwelling. 

15  But  God  hath  delivered  my  soul  from  the 
place  of  hell  :  for  he  shall  receive  me. 

16  Be  not  thou  afraid,  though  one  be  made  rich  : 
or  if  the  glory  of  his  house  be  increased ; 

17  For  he  shall  carry  nothing  away  with  him 
when  he  dieth  :  neither  shall  his  pomp  follow  him. 

18  For  while  he  lived,  he  counted  himself  an 
happy  man  :  and  so  long  as  thou  doest  well  unto 
thyself,  men  will  speak  good  of  thee. 

19  He  shall  follow  the  generation  of  his  fathers  : 
and  shall  never  see  light. 

20  Man  being  in  honour  hath  no  understanding  : 
but  is  compared  unto  the  beasts  that  perish.

THE    Lord,   even    the    Most    Mighty  God,   hath 
spoken  :  and  called  the  world,  from  the  rising

2  Out  of  Sion  hath  God  appeared  :  in  perfect 
beauty. 

3  Our  God  shall  come,  and  shall  not  keep  silence : 
there  shall  go  before  him  a  consuming  Are,  and  a 
mighty  tempest  shall  be  stirred  up  round  about 
him. 

4  He  shall  call  the  heaven  from  above :  and  the 
earth,  that  he  may  judge  his  people. 

5  Gather  my  saints  together  unto  me  :  those  that 
have  made  a  covenant  with  me  with  saciifice. 
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C  And  the  heavens  shall  declare  his  righteous- 
ness :  for  God  is  Judge  himself. 

7  Hear,  O  my  people,  and  I  will  speak  :  I  myself 
will  testify  against  thee,  O  Israel;  for  I  am  God, 
even  thy  God. 

8  I  wiU  not  reprove  thee  because  of  thy  sacrifices, 
or  for  thy  burnt-offerings  :  because  they  were  not 
alway  before  me. 

9  I  will  take  no  bullock  out  of  thine  house  :  nor 
he-goats  out  of  thy  folds. 

10  For  all  the  beasts  of  the  forest  are  mine  :  and 
so  are  the  cattle  upon  a  thousand  hills. 

Ill  know  all  the  fowls  upon  the  mountains :  and 
the  wild  beasts  of  the  field  are  in  my  sight. 

12  If  I  be  hungiy,  I  wiU  not  tell  thee  :  for  the 
whole  world  is  mine,  and  all  that  is  therein. 

13  Thinkest  thou  that  I  will  eat  buUs'  flesh  :  and 
drink  the  blood  of  goats? 

14  Offer  unto  God  thanksgiving  :  and  pay  thy 
vows  unto  the  Most  Highest. 

15  And  call  upon  mo  in  the  time  of  trouble  :  so 
will  I  hear  thee,  and  thou  shalt  praise  me. 

16  But  unto  the  ungodly  said  God  :  Why  dost 
thou  preach  my  laws,  and  takest  my  covenant  in 
thy  mouth; 

17  Whereas  thou  hatest  to  be  reformed :  and  hast 
cast  my  words  behind  thee? 

18  When  thou  sawest  a  thief,  thou  consentedst 
unto  him  :  and  hast  been  partaker  with  the  adulterers. 

19  Thou  hast  let  thy  mouth  speak  wickedness  : 
and  with  thy  tongue  thou  hast  set  forth  deceit. 

20  Thou  sattest  and  spakest  against  thy  brother : 
yea,  and  hast  slandered  thine  own  mother's  son. 

21  These  things  hast  thou  done,  and  I  held  my 
tongue,  and  thou  thoughtest  wickedly,  that  I  am 
even  such  a  one  as  thyself :  but  I  will  reprove  thee, 
and  set  before  thee  the  things  that  thou  hast  done. 
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22  O  consider  this,  ye  tliat  forget  God  :  lest  I 
pluck  you  away,  and  there  be  none  to  deUver  you. 

23  Whoso  offereth  me  thanks  and  praise,  he  hon- 
oureth  me  :  and  to  him  that  ordereth  his  conversa- 
tion right,  will  I  show  the  salvation  of  God. 

Psalm  51.    Miserere  mei,  Beus. 

HAVE  mercy  upon  me,  O  God,  after  thy  great 
goodness  :  accoi-ding  to  the  mvdtitude  of  thy 
mercies  do  away  mine  offences. 

2  Wash  me  throughly  from  my  vpickedness  :  and 
cleanse  me  from  my  sin. 

3  For  I  acknowledge  my  faults  :  and  my  sin  is 
ever  before  me. 

4  Against  thee  only  have  I  sinned,  and  done  this 
evil  in  thy  sight :  that  thou  mightest  be  justified  ui 
thy  saying,  and  clear  when  thou  art  judged. 

5  Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  wickedness  :  and  in 
sin  hath  my  mother  conceived  mo. 

6  But  lo,  thou  requirest  truth  in  the  inward  parts : 
and  shalt  make  mo  to  understand  wisdom  secretly. 

7  Thou  shalt  purge  me  with  hyssop,  and  I  shall 
be  clean  :  thou  shalt  wash  me,  and  I  shall  be  whiter 
than  snow. 

8  Thou  shalt  make  me  hear  of  joy  and  gladness  : 
that  the  bones  which  thou  hast  broken  may  rejoice. 

9  Turn  thy  face  from  my  sins  :  and  put  out  all 
my  misdeeds. 

10  Make  me  a  clean  heart,  O  God  :  and  renew  a 
right  spii-it  within  me. 

11  Cast,  me  not  away  from  thy  presence  :  and 
take  not  thy  holy  Spirit  from  me. 

12  0  give  mo  the  comfort  of  thy  help  again  :  and 
stablish  me  with  thy  free  Spirit. 

13  Then  shall  I  teach  thy  ways  imto  the  wicked  : 
and  sumers  shall  be  converted  unto  thee.     GooqIc 
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14  Deliver  me  from  blood-guiltiness,  O  God,  thou 
that  art  the  God  of  my  health  :  and  my  tongue  shall 
sing  of  thy  righteousness. 

15  Thou  shalt  open  my  Ups,  O  Lord  :  and  my 
mouth  shall  show  thy  praise. 

16  For  thou  desirest  no  sacrifice,  else  would  I 
give  it  thee  :  but  thou  delightest  not  in  burnt- 
offerings. 

17  The  sacrifice  of  God  is  a  troubled  spirit  :  a 
broken  and  contrite  heart,  O  God,  shalt  thou  not 
despise. 

18  O  be  favourable  and  gracious  unto  Sion  :  buUd 
thou  the  walls  of  Jerusalem. 

19  Then  shalt  thou  bo  pleased  with  the  sacrifice 
of  righteousness,  with  the  burnt-offerings  and  obla- 
tions :  then  shall  they  offer  young  bullocks  upon 
thine  altar. 

Psalm  52.     Quid  ghriaris  f 

WHY  boastest  thou  thyself,  thou  tyrant  :  that 
thou  canst  do  mischief; 

2  Wliereas  the  goodness  of  God  :  endureth  yet 
daily? 

3  Thy  tongue  imagineth  wickedness  :  and  with 
lies  thou  cuttest  like  a  sharp  razor. 

4  Thou  hast  loved  unrighteousness  more  than 
goodness :  and  to  talk  of  lies  more  than  righteousness. 

5  Thou  hast  loved  to  speak  all  words  that  may  do 
hurt  :  O  thou  false  tongue. 

C  Therefore  shall  God  destroy  thee  for  ever  :  he 
shall  take  thee,  and  pluck  thee  out  of  thy  dwelUng, 
and  root  thee  out  of  the  land  of  the  living. 

7  The  righteous  also  shall  see  this,  and  fear  :  and 
shall  laugh  him  to  scorn : 

8  Lo,  this  is  the  man  that  took  not  God  for  his 
strength  :  but  trusted  unto  the  multitude  of  his 
riches,  and  strengthened  himself  in  his  wickedness. 
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9  As  for  me,  I  am  like  a  green  olive-tree  in  the 
house  of  God  :  my  trust  is  in  the  tender  mercy  of 
God  for  ever  and  ever. 

10  I  will  alway  give  thanks  unto  thee  for  that 
thou  hast  done  :  and  I  will  hope  in  thy  Name,  for 
thy  saints  Uke  it  well.

THE  foolish  body  hath  said  in  his  heart :  There  is 
no  God. 

2  Corrupt  are  they,  and  become  abominable  in 
their  wickedness  :  there  is  none  that  doetli  good. 

3  God  looked  down  from  heaven  upon  the  chil- 
dren of  men  :  to  see  if  there  were  any  that  would 
understand,  and  seek  after  God.

11  Wickedness  is  therein  :  deceit  and  guile  go 
not  out  of  her  streets. 

12  Tor  it  is  not  an  open  enemy  that  hath  done 
mo  this  dishonour  :  for  then  I  could  have  borne  it ;

10  In  Grod's  word  will  I  rejoice  :  in  the  Lord's 
woi-d  mil  I  comfort  me. 

11  Yea,  ui  God  have  I  put  my  trust :  I  will  not  be 

afraid  what  man  can  do  unto  me.  , ,        , 
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12  Unto  thoe,  O  God,  will  I  pay  my  vows  :  unto 
thoe  will  I  give  thanks. 

13  For  thou  hast  delivered  my  soul  from  death, 
and  my  feet  from  falling  :  that  I  may  walk  before 
God  in  the  Ught  of  the  living.

BE  merciful  unto  me,  O  God,  be  merciful  unto 
me ;  for  my  soul  trusteth  in  thee  :  and  under 
the  shadow  of  thy  wings  shall  be  my  refuge,  until 
this  tyranny  be  overpast.

iEE  your  minds  set  upon  righteousness,  O  ye  con- 
j\.  gregation  :  and  do  ye  judge  the  thing  that  is 
right,  O  ye  sons  of  men? 

2  Yea,  ye  imagine  miscliief  in  your  heart  upon 
the  earth  :  and  your  hands  deal  with  wickedness. 

3  The  imgodly  are  froward,  even  from  their  mo- 
ther's womb  :  as  soon  as  they  are  born,  they  go 
astray,  and  speak  lies. 

4  They  are  as  venomous  as  the  poison  of  a  ser- 
pent :  even  hke  the  deaf  adder,  that  stoppeth  her 
ears; 

5  Which  reftiseth  to  hear  the  voice  of  the 
charmer  :  charm  he  never  so  wisely. 

6  Break  their  teeth,  O  God,  in  their  mouths; 
smite  the  jaw-bones  of  the  Uons,  O  Lord  :  let  them 
fall  away  like  water  that  runneth  apace ;  and  when 
they  shoot  their  arrows  let  them  be  rooted  out. 

7  Let  them  consume  away  like  a  snail,  and  be 
hke  the  untimely  iruit  of  a  woman  :  and  let  them 
not  see  the  sun. 

8  Or  ever  your  pots  be  made  hot  with  thorns  :  so 
let  indignation  vex  him,  even  as  a  thing  that  is  raw.

MY  soul  truly  waiteth  stUI  upon  Grod  :  for  of  him 
Cometh  my  salvation. 

2  He  verily  is  my  strength  and  my  salvation  :  he 
is  my  defence,  so  that  I  shall  not  greatly  fall. 

3  How  long  will  ye  imagine  mischief  against 
every  man  :  ye  shall  be  slain  all  the  sort  of  you; 
yea,  as  a  tottering  wall  shall  ye  be,  and  like  a 
broken  hedge. 

4  Their  device  is  only  how  to  put  him  out  whom 
God  will  exalt  :  their  delight  is  in  lies ;  they  give 
good  words  mth  their  mouth,  but  curse  with  their 
heart. 

5  Nevertheless,   my  soul,  wait  thou  stUI  upon 

God  :  for  my  hope  is  in  him.  ,,        . 
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6  He  truly  is  my  stren^h  and  my  salvation  :  he 
is  my  defence,  so  that  I  shall  not  fall. 

7  In  God  is  my  health  and  my  glory  :  the  rock 
of  my  might ;  and  in  God  is  my  trust. 

8  O  put  your  trust  in  him  alway,  ye  people  :  pOTU" 
out  your  hearts  before  him,  for  God  is  our  hope. 

9  As  for  the  children  of  men,  they  are  but  vanity : 
the  children  of  men  are  deceitful  upon  the  weights ; 
they  are  altogether  lighter  than  vanity  itself.

3  My  misdeeds  prevail  against  me  :  O  be  thou 
merciful  unto  our  sins. 

4  Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  choosest,  and 
receivest  unto  thee  :  he  shall  dwell  in  thy  court,  and 
shall  be  satisfied  with  the  pleasures  of  thy  house, 
even  of  thy  holy  temple.

9  Thou  visitest  the  earth,  and  blessest  it  :  thou 
makest  it  very  plenteous. 

10  The  river  of  God  is  full  of  water  :  thou  pre- 
parest  their  com,  for  so  thou  providest  for  the 
earth. 

11  Thou  waterest  her  furrows ;  thou  sendest  rain 
into  the  little  valleys  thereof :  thou  makest  it  soft 
with  the  drops  of  rain,  and  blessest  the  increase 
of  it.

14  The  folds  shall  be  fuU  of  sheep  :  the  valleys 
also  shall  stand  so  thick  with  com,  that  they  shall 
laugh  and  sing. 

Psalm  66.    Jubilate  Deo. 

OBE  joyful  in  God,  all  ye  lands  :  sing  praises  unto 
the  honour  of  his  Name ;  make  his  praise  to  be 
glorious. 

2  Say  unto  God,  O  how  wonderful  art  thou  in  thy 
works  :  through  the  greatness  of  thy  power  shall 
thine  enemies  be  found  liars  unto  thee. 

3  For  all  the  world  shall  worship  thee  :  sing  of 
thee,  and  praise  thy  Name. 

4  O  come  hither,  and  behold  the  works  of  God  : 
how  wonderful  he  is  in  his  doing  toward  the  chil- 
dren of  men. 

5  He  turned  the  sea  into  dry  land :  so  that  they 
went  through  the  water  on  foot;  there  did  we  re- 
joice thereof. 

6  He  ruleth  with  his  power  for  ever;  his  eyes 
behold  the  people  :  and  such  as  wiU  not  believe  shall 
not  be  able  to  exalt  themselves. 

7  O  praise  our  God,  ye  people  :  and  make  the 
voice  of  his  praise  to  be  heard; 

8  Who  holdeth  our  soul  in  life  :  and  sulfereth  not 
our  feet  to  slip. 

9  For  thou,  O  God,  hast  proved  us  :  thou  also 
hast  tried  us,  like  as  silver  is  tried. 

10  Thou  broughtest  us  into  the  snare  :  and  laidest 
trouble  upon  our  loins. 

11  Thou  suffei'edst  men  to  ride  over  our  heads  : 
we  went  through  lire  and  water,  and  thou  brought- 
est us  out  into  a  wealthy  place. 

12  I  wUl  go   into  thine  house  with  burnt-offer- 
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ings  :  and  will  pay  thee  my  vows,  which  I  promised 
with  my  lips,  and  spake  with  my  mouth,  when  I 
was  in  trouble. 

13  I  wiU  offer  unto  thee  fat  burnt-sacrifices,  with 
the  incense  of  rams  :  I  will  offer  bullocks   and 


14  O  come  hither,  and  hearken,  all  ye  that  fear 
God  :  and  I  will  tell  you  what  he  hath  done  for  my 
soul. 

15  I  called  unto  him  with  my  mouth  :  and  gave 
him  praises  with  my  tongue. 

16  If  I  incUne  unto  wickedness  with  mine  heart :

17  But  God  hath  heard  me  :  and  considered  the 
voice  of  my  prayer. 

18  Praised  be  God,  who  hath  not  cast  out  my 
prayer  :  nor  turned  his  mercy  from  me. 

Psalm  67.    Deus  misereatur. 

God  be  merciful  unto  us,  and  bless  us  ;  and  show 
us  the  Ught  of  his  countenance,  and  be  merciful 
unto  us ; 

2  That  thy  way  may  be  known  upon  earth  :  thy 
saving  health  among  all  nations. 

3  Let  the  people  praise  thee,  O  God  :  yea,  let  all 
the  people  praise  thee. 

4  O  let  the  nations  rejoice  and  be  glad  :  for  thou 
shalt  judge  the  folk  righteously,  and  govern  the  na- 
tions upon  earth.

2  Like  as  the  smoke  vanisheth,  so  shalt  thou 
drive  them  away  :  and  Uke  as  wax  melteth  at  the 
flre,  so  let  the  migodly  perish  at  the  presence  of 
God. 

3  But  let  the  righteous  be  glad,  and  rejoice  before 
God  :  let  them  also  be  merry  and  joyful. 

4  O  sing  unto  God,  and  sing  praises  unto  his 
Name  :  magnify  him  that  rideth  upon  the  heavens, 
as  it  were  upon  an  horse;  praise  him  in  his  Name 
J  AH,  and  rejoice  before  him. 

5  He  is  a  Father  of  the  fatherless,  and  defendeth 
the  cause  of  the  widows  :  even  God  in  his  holy 
habitation.

7  O  God,  when  thou  wentest  forth  before  the 
people  :  when  thou  wentest  through  the  wilderness, 

8  The  earth  shook,  and  the  heavens  dropped  at 
the  presence  of  God  :  even  as  Sinai  also  was  moved 
at  the  presence  of  God,  who  is  the  God  of  Israel. 

9  Thou,  O  God,  sentest  a  gracious  rain  upon  thine 
inheritance  :  and  refreshedst  it  when  it  was  weary. 

10  Thy  congregation  shall  dwell  therein  :  for 
thou,  O  God,  hast  of  thy  goodness  prepared  for  the 
poor. 

11  The  Lord  gave  the  word  :  great  was  the  com- 
pany of  the  preachers. 
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12  Kings  with  their  armies  did  flee,  and  were  dis- 
comfited :  and  they  of  the  household  divided  the 
spoil. 

13  Though  ye  have  lain  among  the  pots,  yet  shall 
ye  be  as  the  wings  of  a  dove  :  that  is  covered  with 
silver  wings,  and  her  feathers  Uke  gold. 

14  When  the  Almighty  scattered  kings  for  their 
sake  :  then  were  they  as  white  as  snow  in  Salmon. 

15  As  the  hill  of  Basan,  so  is  God's  hill :  even  an 
high  hill,  as  the  hill  of  Basan. 

16  Why  hop  ye  so,  ye  high  hiUs?  this  is  God's 
hill,  in  the  which  it  pleaseth  him  to  dwell :  yea,  the 
Lord  will  abide  ia  it  for  ever.' 

17  The  chariots  of  God  are  twenty  thousand, 
even  thousands  of  angels  ;  and  the  Lord  is  among 
them  as  in  the  holy  place  of  Sinai. 

18  Thou  art  gone  up  on  high,  thou  hast  led  cap- 
tivity captive,  and  received  giftB  for  men  :  yea,  even 
for  thine  enemies,  that  the  Lord  Grod  might  dwell 
among  them. 

19  Praised  be  the  Lord  daily  :  even  the  God  who 
helpeth  us,  and  poureth  his  benefits  upon  us. 

20  He  is  our  God,  even  the  God  of  whom  cometh 
salvation  :  God  is  the  Lord,  by  whom  we  escape 
death. 

21  God  shall  wound  the  head  of  his  enemies  : 
and  the  hairy  scalp  of  such  a  one  as  goeth  on  stUl 
in  his  wickedness. 

22  The  Lord  hath  said,  I  will  bring  my  people 
again,  as  I  did  from  Basan  :  mine  own  wiU  I  bring- 
again,  as  I  did  sometime  from  the  deep  of  the  sea. 

23  That  thy  foot  may  be  dipped  in  the  blood  of 
thine  enemies  :  and  that  the  tongue  of  thy  dogs 
may  be  red  through  the  same. 

24  It  is  well  seen,  O  God,  how  thou  goest  :  how 
thou,  my  God  and  King,  goest  in  the  sanctuary. 

25  The  singers  go  before,  the  minstrels  follow 
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after  :  in  the  midst  are  the  damsels  playing  with  the 
timbrels. 

26  Girive  thanks,  O  Israel,  mito  Gtod  the  Lord  in 
the  congregations  :  from  the  ground  of  the  heart. 

27  There  is  little  Benjamin  their  ruler,  and  the 
princes  of  Judah  their  council :  the  princes  of  Zabu- 
lon,  and  the  princes  of  Nephthali. 

28  Thy  God  hath  sent  forth  strength  for  thee  : 
stabUsh  the  thing,  O  God,  that  thou  hast  wrought 
ia  us, 

29  For  thy  temple's  sake  at  Jerusalem  :  so  shall 
kings  bring  presents  unto  thee. 

30  When  the  company  of  the  spearmen  and  mul- 
titude of  the  mighty  are  scattered  abroad  among 
the  beasts  of  the  people,  so  that  they  humbly  bring 
pieces  of  silver  :  and  when  he  hath  scattered  the 
people  that  delight  in  war ; 

31  Then  shall  the  princes  come  out  of  Egypt  : 
the  Morians'  land  shall  soon  stretch  out  her  hands 
unto  God. 

32  Sing  unto  God,  O  ye  kingdoms  of  the  earth  : 
O  sing  praises  unto  the  Lord ; 

33  Who  sitteth  in  the  heavens  over  aU,  from  the 
beginning :  lo,  he  doth  send  out  his  voice ;  yea,  and 
that  a  mighty  voice. 

34  Ascribe  ye  the  power  to  God  over  Israel :  his 
worship  and  strength  is  in  the  clouds. 

35  O  God,  wonderful  art  thou  in  thy  holy  places  : 
even  the  God  of  Israel,  he  will  give  strength  and 
power  unto  his  people.     Blessed  be  Grod.

AVE  me,  O  God  :  for  the  waters  are  come  in,  even 
unto  my  soul. 
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2  I  stick  fast  in  the  deep  mire,  where  no  ground 
is  :  I  am  come  into  deep  waters,  so  that  the  floods 
run  over  me. 

3  I  am  weary  of  crying;  my  throat  is  dry  :  my 
sight  faileth  me  for  waiting  so  long  upon  my  God. 

4  They  that  hate  me  without  a  cause  are  more 
than  the  hairs  of  my  head  :  they  that  are  mine  ene- 
mies, and  would  destroy  me  guiltless,  are  mighty. 

5  I  paid  them  the  things  that  I  never  took  :  God, 
thou  faiowest  my  simpleness,  and  my  faults  are  not 
hid  from  thee. 

6  Let  not  them  that  trust  in  thee,  O  Lord  God  of 
hosts,  be  ashamed  for  my  cause  :  let  not  those  that 
seek  thee  be  confounded  through  me,  O  Lord  God 
of  Israel 

7  And  why?  for  thy  sake  have  I  suffered  reproof : 
shame  hath  covered  my  face. 

8  I  am  become  a  stranger  unto  my  brethren  : 
even  an  alien  unto  my  mother's  children. 

9  For  the  zeal  of  thine  house  hath  even  eaten 
me  :  and  the  rebukes  of  them  that  rebuked  thee  are 
fallen  upon  me. 

10  I  wept,  and  chastened  myself  with  fasting  : 
and  that  was  turned  to  my  reproof 

11  I  put  on  sackcloth  also  :  and  they  jested 
upon  me. 

12  They  that  sit  in  the  gate  speak  against  me  : 
and  the  drunkards  make  songs  upon  me. 

13  But,  LoED,  I  make  my  prayer  unto  thee  :  in  an 
acceptable  time. 

14  Hear  me,  O  God,  in  the  multitude  of  thy 
mercy  ;  even  in  the  truth  of  thy  salvation. 

15  Take  me  out  of  the  mire,  that  I  sink  not :  O 
let  me  be  delivered  from  them  that  hate  me,  and 
out  of  the  deep  waters. 

16  Let  not  the  water-flood  drown  me,  neither  let 
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the  deep  swallow  me  up  :  and  let  not  the  pit  shut 
her  mouth  upon  me.

19  Draw  nigh  unto  my  soul,  and  save  it  :  O  de- 
liver me,  because  of  mine  enemies. 

20  Thou  hast  known  my  reproof,  my  shame,  and 
my  dishonoiu? :  mine  adversaries  are  aU  in  thy  sight. 

21  Thy  rebuke  hath  broken  my  heart ;  I  am  full  of 
heaviness  :  I  looked  for  some  to  have  pity  on  me,  but 
there  was  no  man,  neither  found  I  any  to  comfort  me. 

22  They  gave  me  gall  to  eat  :  and  when  I  was 
thirsty  they  gave  me  vinegar  to  drink. 

23  Let  their  table  be  made  a  snare  to  take  them- 
selves withal :  and  let  the  things  that  should  have 
been  for  their  wealth  be  unto  them  an  occasion  of 
falling. 

24  Let  their  eyes  be  blinded,  that  they  see  not : 
and  ever  bow  thou  down  their  backs. 

25  Pour  out  thine  indignation  upon  them  :  and 
let  thy  wrathful  displeasure  take  hold  of  them. 

26  Let  their  habitation  be  void :  and  no  man  to 
dwell  in  their  tents. 

27  For  they  persecute  him  whom  thou  hast  smit- 
ten :  and  they  talk  how  they  may  vex  them  whom 
thou  hast  wounded. 

28  Let  them  fall  from  one  wickedness  to  another :

31  I  will  praise  the  Name  of  God  with  a  song  : 
and  magnify  it  with  thanksgiving. 
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32  This  also  shall  please  the  Lord  :  better  than  a 
bullock  that  hath  horns  and  hoofe. 

33  The  humble  shall  consider  this,  and  be  glad  : 
seek  ye  after  God,  and  your  soul  shall  Uve. 

34  For  the  Lord  heareth  the  poor  :  and  despiseth 
not  his  prisoners. 

35  Let  heaven  and  earth  praise  him  :  the  sea,  and 
all  that  moveth  therein. 

36  For  God  will  save  Sion,  and  build  the  cities 
of  Judah  :  that  men  may  dwell  there,  and  have  it  in 
possession.

3  Let  them  for  their  reward  be  soon  brought  to 
shame  :  that  cry  over  me,  There !  there ! 

4  But  let  all  those  that  seek  thee  be  joyful  and 
glad  in  thee  :  and  let  all  such  as  delight  in  thy  sal- 
vation say  alway.  The  Lord  be  praised. 

5  As  for  me,  I  am  poor  and  in  misery  :  haste  thee 
unto  me,  O  God. 

6  Thou  art  my  helper,  and  my  redeemer  :  O  Lord, 
make  no  long  tarrying.

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Psalm  71.    In  te,  Bomine,  speravi. 
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N  thee,  O  Lord,  have  I  put  my  trust;  let  me 
never  be  put  to   confusion  :  but  rid  me,  and 
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deliver  me,  in  thy  righteousness;  inchne  thine  ear 
unto  me,  and  save  me. 

2  Be  thou  my  stronghold,  whereunto  I  may  alway 
resort  :  thou  hast  promised  to  help  me,  for  thou  art 
my  house  of  defence,  and  my  castle. 

3  Dehver  me,  O  my  God,  out  of  the  hand  of  the 
ungodly  :  out  of  the  hand  of  the  unrighteous  and 
cruel  man. 

4  For  thou,  O  Lord  God,  art  the  thing  that  I  long 
for  :  thou  art  my  hope,  even  from  my  youth. 

5  Through  thee  have  I  been  holden  up  ever  since 
I  was  born  :  thou  art  he  that  took  me  out  of  my 
mother's  womb  ;  my  praise  shall  be  alway  of  thee. 

6  I  am  become  as  it  were  a  monster  unto  many  : 
but  my  sure  trust  is  in  thee. 

7  O  let  my  mouth  be  filled  with  thy  praise  :  that 
I  may  sing  of  thy  glory  and  honour  all  the  day 
long. 

8  Cast  me  not  away  in  the  time  of  age  :  forsake 
me  not  when  my  strength  faileth  me. 

9  For  mine  enemies  speak  against  me ;  and  they 
that  lay  wait  for  my  soul  take  their  counsel  to- 
gether, saying  :  God  hath  forsaken  him ;  perse- 
cute him,  and  take  him,  for  there  is  none  to  dehver 
him. 

10  Go  not  far  from  me,  O  Grod  :  my  Grod,  haste 
thee  to  help  me. 

11  Let  them  be  confounded  and  perish  that  are 
against  my  soul  :  let  them  be  covered  with  shame 
and  dishonour  that  seek  to  do  me  evil. 

12  As  for  me,  I  will  patiently  abide  alway  :  and 
will  praise  thee  more  and  more. 

13  My  mouth  shall  daily  speak  of  thy  righteous- 
ness and  salvation  :  for  I  know  no  end  thereof 

14  I  will  go  forth  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord 
God  :  and  will  make  mention  of  thy  righteousness 
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15  Thou,  O  God,  hast  taught  me  from  my  youth 
up  until  now  :  therefore  will  I  tell  of  thy  wondrous 
works. 

16  Forsake  me  not,  O  God,  in  mine  old  age,  when 
I  am  gray-headed  :  until  I  have  showed  thy  strength 
unto  this  generation,  and  thy  power  to  all  them 
that  are  yet  for  to  come. 

17  Thy  righteousness,  O  God,  is  very  high  :  and 
great  things  are  they  that  thou  hast  done ;  O  God, 
who  is  like  unto  thee! 

18  O  what  great  troubles  and  adversities  hast 
thou  showed  me!  and  yet  didst  thou  turn  and  re- 
fresh me  :  yea,  and  broughtest  me  from  the  deep  of 
the  earth  again. 

19  Thou  hast  brought  me  to  great  honour  :  and 
comforted  me  on  every  side  : 

20  Therefore  wHl  I  praise  thee,  and  thy  faithful- 
ness, O  God,  playing  upon  an  instrument  of  music  : 
unto  thee  will  I  suig  upon  the  harp,  O  thou  Holy 
One  of  Israel. 

21  My  lips  will  be  fain  when  I  siag  unto  thee  : 
and  so  will  my  soul  whom  thou  hast  deUvered. 

22  My  tongue  also  shall  talk  of  thy  righteousness 
all  the  day  long  :  for  they  are  confounded  and 
brought  imto  shame  that  seek  to  do  me  eviL 

Psalm  72.    DeuSj  judicium. 

GIVE  the  King  thy  judgments,  O  God  :  and  thy 
righteousness  unto  the  King's  son. 

2  Then  shall  he  .judge  thy  people  according  unto 
right :  and  defend  the  poor. 

3  The  mountains  also  shall  bring  peace  :  and  the 
little  hills  righteousness  unto  the  people. 

4  He  shall  keep  the  simple  folk  by  their  right : 
defend  the  children  of  the  poor,  and  punish  the 
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5  They  shall  fear  thee,  as  long  as  the  sun  and 
moon  endm'eth  :  from  one  generation  to  another. 

6  He  shall  come  down  Uke  the  rain  into  a  fleece 
of  wool :  even  as  the  drops  that  water  the  earth. 

7  In  his  time  shall  the  righteous  flomish  :  yea, 
and  abimdance  of  peace,  so  long  as  the  moon  en- 
dureth. 

8  His  dominion  shall  be  also  from  the  one  sea 
to  the  other  :  and  from  the  flood  unto  the  world's 
end. 

9  They  that  dwell  in  the  wilderness  shah  kneel 
before  him  :  his  enemies  shall  Uck  the  dust. 

10  The  kings  of  Tharsis  and  of  the  isles  shall 
give  presents  :  the  kings  of  Arabia  and  Saba  shall 
bring  gifts. 

11  AU  kings  shall  fall  down  before  him  :  all  na- 
tions shall  do  him  service. 

12  For  he  shall  deUver  the  poor  when  he  crieth  : 
the  needy  also,  and  him  that  hath  no  helper. 

13  He  shall  be  favourable  to  the  simple  and 
needy  :  and  shall  preserve  the  souls  of  the  poor. 

14  He  shall  deliver  their  souls  from  falsehood 
and  wrong  :  and  dear  shall  their  blood  be  in  his 
sight. 

15  He  shall  live,  and  unto  him  shall  be  given  of 
the  gold  of  Arabia  :  prayer  shall  t)e  made  ever  unto 
him,  and  daily  shall  he  be  praised. 

16  There  shall  be  an  heap  of  corn  in  the  earth, 
high  upon  the  hiUs  :  his  finiit  shall  shake  like  Liba- 
nus,  and  shall  be  green  in  the  city  hke  grass  upon 
the  earth. 

17  His  Name  shall  endure  for  ever;  his  Name 
shall  remain  under  the  sun  among  the  posterities  : 
which  shall  be  blessed  through  him ;  and  all  the 
heathen  shall  praise  him. 

18  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God,  even  the  God  of 
Israel  :  which  only  doeth  wondrous  things; 
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19  And  blessed  be  the  Name  of  his  majesty  for 
ever  :  and  all  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with  his  maj- 
esty.    Amen,  Amen.

TRULY  God  is  loving  mito  Israel :  even  unto  such 
as  are  of  a  clean  heart. 

2  Nevertheless,  my  feet  were  almost  gone  :  my 
treadings  had  well-nigh  sUpt. 

3  And  why?  I  was  giieved  at  the  wicked  :  I  do 
also  see  the  ungodly  in  such  prosperity. 

4  For  they  are  in  no  peril  of  death  :  but  are  lusty 
and  strong. 

5  They  come  in  no  misfortune  like  other  folk  : 
neither  are  they  plagued  like  other  men. 

6  And  this  is  the  cause  that  they  are  so  holden 
with  pride  :  and  overwhelmed  with  ci-uelty. 

7  Their  eyes  swell  with  fatness  :  and  they  do 
even  what  they  lust. 

8  They  cornipt  other,  and  speak  of  wicked  blas- 
phemy :  their  talking  is  against  the  most  High. 

9  For  they  stretch  forth  their  mouth  unto  the 
heaven  :  and  their  tongue  goeth  through  the  world. 

10  Therefore  fall  the  people  unto  them  :  and 
thereout  suck  they  no  small  advantage. 

11  Tush,  say  they,  how  should  God  perceive  it : 
is  there  knowledge  in  the  Most  High? 

12  Lo,  these  are  the  ungodly,  these  prosper  in  the 
world,  and  these  have  riches  in  possession  :  and  I 
said.  Then  have  I  cleansed  my  heart  in  vaui,  and 
washed  my  hands  in  innocency. 

13  All  the  day  long  have  I  been  punished  :  and 
chastened  every  morning. 

14  Yea,  and  I  had  almost  said  even  as  they  :  but 
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lo,  then  I  should  have  condemned  the  generation  of 
thy  children. 

15  Then  thought  I  to  understand  this  :  hut  it  was 
too  hard  for  me, 

16  Until  I  went  into  the  sanctuary  of  Grod  :  then 
understood  I  the  end  of  these  men; 

17  Namely,  how  thou  dost  set  them  in  slippery 
places  :  and  castest  them  down,  and  destroyest 
them. 

18  0  how  suddenly  do  they  consume  :  peidsh,  and 
come  to  a  fearful  end ! 

19  Yea,  even  Uke  as  a  dream  when  one  awaketh :  so 
shalt  thou  make  their  image  to  vanish  out  of  the  city. 

20  Thus  my  heart  was  grieved  :  and  it  went  even 
through  my  reins. 

21  So  foolish  was  I,  and  ignorant  :  even  as  it 
were  a  heast  before  thee. 

22  Nevertheless,  I  am  alway  by  thee  :  for  thou 
hast  holden  me  by  my  right  hand. 

23  Thou  shalt  guide  me  with  thy  counsel :  and 
after  that  receive  me  with  glory. 

24  Whom  have  I  in  heaven  but  thee  :  and  there  is 
none  upon  earth  that  I  desire  in  comparison  of  thee. 

25  My  flesh  and  my  heart  faileth  :  but  God  is  the 
strength  of  my  heart,  and  my  portion  for  ever. 

26  For  lo,  they  that  forsake  thee  shall  perish  : 
thou  hast  destroyed  all  them  that  commit  fomioa- 
tion  against  thee. 

27  But  it  is  good  for  me  to  hold  me  fast  by  God, 
to  put  my  trust  in  the  Lord  God  :  and  to  speak  of 
all  thy  works  in  the  gates  of  the  daughter  of  Sion. 

Psalm  74.     Ut  quifl,  Deus  ? 

OGod,  wherefore   art  thou   absent  from  us  so 
long  :  why  is  thy  wrath  so  hot  against  the  slieep 

of  thy  pasture?  , ,        . 
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2  O  think  upon  thy  congregation  :  whom  thou 
hast  purchased,  and  redeemed  of  old. 

3  Think  upon  the  tribe  of  thine  inheritance  :  and 
Mount  Sion,  wherein  thou  hast  dwelt. 

4  Lift  up  thy  feet,  that  thou  mayest  utterly  de- 
stroy every  enemy  :  which  hath  done  evil  in  thy 
sanctuary. 

5  Thine  adversaries  roar  in  the  midst  of  thy  con- 
gregations :  and  set  up  their  banners  for  tokens. 

6  He  that  hewed  timber  afore  out  of  the  thick 
trees  :  was  known  to  bring  it  to  an  excellent  work. 

7  But  now  they  break  down  all  the  carved  work 
thereof  :  with  axes  and  hammers. 

8  They  have  set  fire  upon  thy  holy  places  :  and 
have  defiled  the  dwelling-place  of  thy  Name,  even 
unto  the  ground. 

9  Yea,  they  said  in  their  hearts.  Let  us  make 
havoc  of  them  altogether  :  thus  have  they  burnt  up 
all  the  houses  of  God  in  the  land. 

10  We  see  not  our  tokens;  there  is  not  one 
prophet  more  :  no,  not  one  is  there  among  us,  that 
understandeth  any  more. 

110  God,  how  long  shall  the  adversary  do  this 
dishonour  :  how  long  shall  the  enemy  blaspheme 
thy  Name?  for  ever? 

12  Why  withdrawest  thou  thy  hand  :  why  pluck- 
est  thou  not  thy  right  hand  out  of  thy  bosom  to 
consume  the  enemy? 

13  For  God  is  my  King  of  old  :  the  help  that  is 
done  upon  earth,  he  doeth  it  himself 

14  Thou  didst  divide  the  sea  through  thy  power  : 
thou  brakest  the  heads  of  the  dragons  in  the  waters. 

15  Thou  smotest  the  heads  of  leviathan  in  pieces : 
and  gsivest  him  to  be  meat  for  the  people  in  the  wil- 
derness. 

16  Thou  broughtest  out  fountains  and  waters  out 
of  the  hard  rocks  :  thou  driedst  up  mighty  waters. 
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17  The  day  is  thine,  and  the  night  is  thine  :  thou 
hast  prepared  the  Ught  and  the  sun. 

18  Thou  hast  set  all  the  borders  of  the  earth: 
thou  hast  made  summer  and  winter.  | 

19  Remember  this,  O  Lord,  how  the  enemy  hath  | 
rebuked  :  and  how  the  foolish  people  hath  blas- 
phemed thy  Name.  j 

20  O  deliver  not  the  soul  of  thy  turtle-dove  unto 
the  multitude  of  the  enemies  :  and  forget  not  the 
congregation  of  the  poor  for  ever. 

21  Look  upon  the  covenant :  for  all  the  earth  is 
full  of  darkness  and  cruel  habitations. 

22  O  let  not  the  simple  go  away  ashamed  :  but 
let  the  poor  and  needy  give  praise  unto  thy  Name. 

23  Arise,  O  God,  maintain  thine  own  cause  :  re- 
member how  the  foolish  man  blasphemeth  thee 
daily. 

24  Forget  not  the  voice  of  thine  enemies  :  the 
presumption  of  them  that  hate  thee  increaseth  erer 
more  and  more.

3  Wlien  I  receive  the  congregation  :  I  shall  judge 
according  unto  right. 

4  The  earth  is  weak,  and  all  tlie  inhabiters  then"- 
of :  I  bear  up  the  pillars  of  it. 

5  I  said  unto  the  fools.  Deal  not  so  madly :  Mii 
to  the  ungodly.  Set  not  up  your  bora.      .   ,,(,0.  ■ 
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6  Set  not  up  your  horn  on  high  :  and  speak  not 
with  a  stiff  neck. 

7  For  promotion  cometh  neither  from  the  east, 
nor  from  the  west  :  nor  yet  from  the  south. 

8  And  why?  God  is  the  Judge  :  he  putteth  down 
one,  and  setteth  up  another. 

9  For  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord  there  is  a  cup,  and 
the  wine  is  red  :  it  is  full  mixt,  and  he  poureth  out 
of  the  same. 

10  As  for  the  dregs  thereof :  all  the  ungodly  of 
the  earth  shall  drink  them,  and  suck  them  out. 

1 1  But  I  will  talk  of  the  God  of  Jacob  :  and  praise 
him  for  ever. 

12  All  the  horns  of  the  ungodly  also  will  I  break  : 
and  the  horns  of  the  righteous  shall  be  exalted. 

PsAiiM  76.    Notits  in  Judma, 

IN  Jewiy  is  God  known  :  his  Name  is  great  in 
Israel. 

2  At  Salem  is  his  tabernacle  :  and  his  dweUing 
in  Sion. 

3  There  brake  he  the  arrows  of  the  bow  :  the 
shield,  the  sword,  and  the  battle. 

4  Thou  art  of  more  honour  and  might :  than  the 
hills  of  the  robbers. 

5  The  proud  are  robbed,  they  have  slept  their 
sleep  :  and  all  the  men  whose  hands  were  mighty 
have  found  nothing. 

6  At  thy  rebuke,  O  God  of  Jacob  :  both  the 
chariot  and  horse  are  fallen. 

7  Thou,  even  thou  art  to  be  feared  :  and  who 
may  stand  in  thy  sight  when  thou  art  angry? 

8  Thou  didst  cause  thy  judgment  to  be  heard 
from  heaven  :  the  earth  trembled,  and  was  still, 

9  When  God  arose  to  judgment :  and  to  help  all 
the  meek  upon  earth..  D„„zed 3, Google 
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10  The  fierceness  of  man  shall  turn  to  thy  praise  : 
and  the  fierceness  of  them  shalt  thou  refi-ain. 

1 1  Promise  unto  the  Lord  your  God,  and  keep  it. 
all  ye  that  are  round  about  him  :  bring  presents 
unto  him  that  ought  to  be  feared. 

12  He  shall  refrain  the  spirit  of  princes  :  and  is 
wonderful  among  the  kings  of  the  earth. 

Psalm  77.     Voce  mea  ad  Domtnum. 

I  WILL  cry  unto  God  with  my  voice  :  even  unto 
God  will   I   cry  with   my  voice,  and   he    shall 
hearken  unto  me. 

2  In  the  time  of  my  trouble  I  sought  the  Lord  : 
my  sore  ran,  and  ceased  not  in  the  night  season; 
my  soul  refused  comfort. 

3  When  I  am  in  heaviness,  I  will  think  upon 
God  :  when  my  heart  is  vexed,  I  will  complain. 

4  Thou  boldest  mine  eyes  waking  :  I  am  so  feeble 
that  I  cannot  speak. 

5  I  have  considered  the  days  of  old  :  and  the 
years  that  are  past. 

6  I  call  to  remembrance  my  song  :  and  in  the 
night  I  commune  with  mine  own  heart,  and  search 
out  my  spirit. 

7  WiU  the  Lord  absent  himself  for  ever :  and  vdll 
he  be  no  more  intreated?  ' 

8  Is  his  mercy  clean  gone  for  ever  :  and  is  his 
promise  come  utterly  to  an  end  for  evermore? 

9  Hath  God  forgotten  to  be  gracious  :  and  will  he 
shut  up  his  loving-kindness  in  displeasure? 

10  And  I  said.  It  is  mine  own  infirmity  :  but  I  [ 
will  remember  the  years  of  the  right  hand  of  the 
Most  Highest. 

Ill  will  remember  the  works  of  the  Lord  :  and 
call  to  mind  thy  wonders  of  old  time. 
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12  I  will  think  also  of  all  thy  works  :  and  my 
talking  shall  be  of  thy  doings. 

13  Thy  way,  O  God,  is  holy  :  who  is  so  great  a 
God  as  our  God? 

14  Thou  art  the  God  that  doest  wonders  :  and 
hast  declared  thy  power  among  the  people. 

15  Thou  hast  mightily  delivered  thy  people  : 
even  the  sons  of  Jacob  and  Joseph. 

16  The  waters  saw  thee,  O  God,  the  waters  saw 
thee,  and  were  afraid  :  the  depths  also  were  troubled. 

17  The  clouds  poured  out  water,  the  air  thun- 
dered :  and  thine  arrows  went  abroad. 

18  The  voice  of  thy  thunder  was  heard  round 
about  :  the  lightnings  shone  upon  the  ground;  the 
earth  was  moved,  and  shook  withal. 

19  Thy  way  is  in  the  sea,  and  thy  paths  in  the 
great  waters  :  and  thy  footsteps  are  not  known. 

20  Thou  leddest  thy  people  like  sheep  :  by  the 
hand  of  Moses  and  Aaron.

Psalm  78.    AUendite,  popuU. 

HEAR  my  law,  O  my  people  :  incline  your  ears 
unto  the  words  of  my  mouth. 

2  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  a  parable  :  I  will  de- 
clare hard  sentences  of  old; 

3  AVhich  we  have  heard  and  known  :  and  such  as 
our  fathers  have  told  us ; 

4  That  we  should  not  hide  them  from  the  chil- 
dren of  the  generations  to  come  :  but  to  show  the 
honour  of  the  Lokd,  his  mighty  and  wonderful 
works  that  he  hath  done. 

5  He  made  a  covenant  with  Jacob,  and  gave 
Israel  a  law  :  which  he  commanded  our  forefathers 
to  teach  their  children; 
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6  That  their  posterity  might  know  it  :  and  the 
children  which  were  yet  imbom; 

7  To  the  intent  that  when  they  came  up  :  they 
might  show  their  children  the  same; 

8  That  they  might  put  their  trust  in  God  :  and 
not  to  forget  the  works  of  God,  but  to  keep  his 
commandments ; 

9  And  not  to  be  as  their  forefathers,  a  faithless 
and  stubborn  generation :  a  generation  that  set  not 
their  heart  aright,  and  whose  spirit  cleaveth  not 
stedfastly  unto  God; 

10  Like  as  the  children  of  Ephraim  :  who  being 
harnessed,  and  carrying  bows,  turned  themselves 
back  in  the  day  of  battle. 

11  They  kept  not  the  covenant  of  God  :  and 
would  not  walk  in  his  law; 

12  But  forgat  what  he  had  done  :  and  the  won- 
derful works  that  he  had  showed  for  them. 

13  Marvellous  things  did  he  in  the  sight  of  our 
forefathers,  in  the  land  of  Egypt  :  even  in  the  field 
of  Zoan. 

14  He  divided  the  sea,  and  let  them  go  through  : 
he  made  the  waters  to  stand  on  an  heap. 

15  In  the  day-time  also  he  led  them  with  a  cloud : 
and  all  the  night  through  with  a  Ught  of  fire. 

16  He  clave  the  hard  rocks  in  the  wilderness : 
and  gave  them  drink  thereof,  as  it  had  been  out  of 
the  great  depth. 

17  He  brought  waters  out  of  the  stony  rock  :  so 
that  it  gushed  out  like  the  rivers. 

18  Yet  for  all  this  they  sinned  more  against  him  : 
and  provoked  the  Most  Highest  in  the  wilderness. 

19  They  tempted  God  in  their  hearts  :  and  re- 
quired meat  for  their  lust. 

20  They  spake  against  God  also,  saying  :  ShaU 
God  prepare  a  table  in  the  wilderness? 

21  He  smote  the  stony  rock  indeed,  that  the 
. i,.,i„:C,oogk 
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water  gushed  out,  and  the  streams  flowed  withal : 
but  can  he  give  bread  also,  or  provide  flesh  for  his 
people? 

22  When  the  Lord  heard  this,  he  was  wroth  :  so 
the  flre  was  kindled  in  Jacob,  and  there  came  up 
heavy  displeasure  against  Israel; 

23  Because  they  believed  not  in  God  :  and  put 
not  their  trust  in  his  help. 

24  So  he  commanded  the  clouds  above  :  and 
opened  the  doors  of  heaven. 

25  He  rained  down  manna  also  upon  them  for  to 
eat :  and  gave  them  food  from  heaven. 

26  So  man  did  eat  angels'  food  :  for  he  sent  them 
meat  enough. 

27  He  caused  the  east-wind  to  blow  under 
heaven  :  and  through  his  power  he  brought  in  the 
southwest-wind. 

28  He  rained  flesh  upon  them  as  thick  as  dust : 
and  feathered  fowls  Uke  as  the  sand  of  the  sea. 

29  He  let  it  fall  among  their  tents  :  even  round 
about  their  habitation. 

30  So  they  did  eat,  and  were  well  flfled;  for  he 
gave  them  their  own  desire  :  they  were  not  disap- 
pointed of  their  lust. 

31  But  while  the  meat  was  yet  in  their  mouths, 
the  heavy  wrath  of  God  came  upon  them,  and  slew 
the  wealthiest  of  them  :  yea,  and  smote  down  the 
chosen  men  that  were  in  Israel. 

32  But  for  all  this  they  sinned  yet  more  :  and  be- 
heved  not  his  wondrous  works. 

.  33  Therefore  their  days  did  he  consume  in  van- 
ity :  and  their  years  in  trouble. 

34  When  he  slew  them,  they  sought  him  :  and 
turned  them  early,  and  inquired  after  Grod. 

35  And  they  remembered  that  God  was  their 
strength  :  and  that  the  High  God  was  their  re- 
deemer. •  ,-        I 
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36  Nevertheless,  they  did  but  flatter  him  with 
their  mouth  :  and  dissembled  with  him  in  theli' 
tongue. 

37  For  their  heart  was  not  whole  with  him  : 
neither  continued  they  stedfast  in  his  covenant. 

38  But  he  was  so  merciful,  that  he  forgave  their 
misdeeds  :  and  destroyed  them  not. 

39  Yea,  many  a  time  turned  he  his  wrath  away  : 
and  would  not  suffer  his  whole  displeasure  to  arise. 

40  For  he  considered  that  they  were  but  flesh  : 
and  that  they  were  even  a  wind  that  passeth  away, 
and  Cometh  not  again. 

41  Many  a  time  did  they  provoke  him  in  the  wil- 
derness :  and  grieved  him  in  the  desert. 

42  They  turned  back,  and  tempted  God  :  and 
moved  the  Holy  One  in  IsraeL 

43  They  thought  not  of  his  hand  :  and  of  the  day 
when  he  delivered  them  from  the  hand  of  the 
enemy ; 

44  How  he  had  wrought  his  miracles  in  Egypt : 
and  his  wonders  in  the  field  of  Zoan. 

45  He  turned  their  waters  into  blood  :  so  that 
they  might  not  drink  of  the  rivers. 

46  He  sent  Uce  among  them,  and  devoured  them 
up  :  and  frogs  to  destroy  them. 

47  He  gave  their  fruit  unto  the  caterpillar  :  and 
their  labour  unto  the  grasshopper. 

48  He  destroyed  their  vines  with  hailstones  :  and 
their  mulberry-trees  with  the  frost. 

49  He  smote  their  cattle  also  with  hailstones  : 
and  their  flocks  with  hot  thunderbolts. 

50  He  cast  upon  them  the  fiiriousness  of  his 
wrath,  anger,  displeasure,  and  trouble  :  and  sent  evil 
angels  among  them. 

51  He  made  a  way  to  his  indignation,  and  spared 
not  their  soul  from  death  :  but  gave  their  life  over 

to  the  pestilence;  ■  ,,        , 
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52  And  smote  all  the  flrstborn  in  Egypt  :  the 
most  principal  and  mightiest  in  the  dwellings  of 
Ham. 

53  But  as  for  his  own  people,  he  led  them  forth 
like  sheep  :  and  carried  them  in  the  wilderness  like 
a  flock. 

54  He  brought  them  out  safely,  that  they  should 
not  fear :  and  overwhelmed  their  enemies  with  the  sea. 

55  And  brought  them  within  the  borders  of  his 
sanctuary  :  even  to  his  mountain,  which  he  pur- 
chased with  his  right  hand. 

56  He  cast  out  the  heathen  also  before  them  : 
caused  their  land  to  be  divided  among  them  for  an 
heritage,  and  made  the  tribes  of  Israel  to  dwell  in 
their  tents. 

57  So  they  tempted  and  displeased  the  Most  High 
God  :  and  kept  not  his  testimonies ; 

58  But  turned  their  backs,  and  fell  away  Uke 
their  forefathers  :  starting  aside  like  a  broken  bow. 

59  For  they  grieved  him  with  their  hiU-altars  : 
and  provoked  him  to  displeasing  with  their  images. 

60  When  God  heard  this,  he  was  wroth  :  and 
took  sore  displeasure  at  Israel; 

61  So  that  he  forsook  the  tabernacle  in  SUo  : 
even  the  tent  that  he  had  pitched  among  men. 

62  He  deUvered  their  power  into  captivity  :  and 
their  beauty  into  the  enemy's  hand. 

63  He  gave  his  people  over  also  unto  the  sword  : 
and  was  wroth  with  his  inheritance. 

64  The  flre  consumed  their  young  men  :  and 
their  maidens  were  not  given  to  marriage. 

65  Their  priests  were  slain  with  the  sword :  and 
there  were  no  widows  to  make  lamentation. 

66  So  the  Lord  awaked  as  one  out  of  sleep  :  and 
like  a  giant  refreshed  with  wine. 

67  He  smote  his  enemies  in  the  hinder  parts  : 
and  put  them  to  a  perpetual  shame.       i,,d=,Gooijlc 
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68  He  refused  the  tabernacle  of  Joseph  :  and 
chose  not  the  tribe  of  Ephraim ; 

69  But  chose  the  tribe  of  Judah  :  even  the  hill  of 
Sion  which  he  loved. 

7P  And  there  he  built  his  temple  on  high  :  and 
laid  the  foundation  of  it  like  the  groimd  which  he 
hath  made  continually. 

71  He  chose  David  also  his  servant  :  and  took 
him  away  from  the  sheep-folds: 

72  As  he  was  following  the  ewes  great  with 
young  ones  he  took  him  :  that  he  might  feed  Jacob 
his  people,  and  Israel  his  inheritance. 

73  So  he  fed  them  with  a  faithful  and  true  heart : 
and  ruled  them  prudently  with  all  his  power.

OGod,  the  heathen  are  come  into  thine  inherit- 
ance :  thy  holy  temple  have  they  defiled,  and 
made  Jerusalem  an  heap  of  stones. 

2  The  dead  bodies  of  thy  servants  have  they 
given  to  be  meat  unto  the  fowls  of  the  air  :  and  the 
flesh  of  thy  saints  unto  the  beasts  of  the  land. 

3  Their  blood  have  they  shed  like  water  on  every 
side  of  Jerusalem  :  and  there  was  no  man  to  bury 
them. 

4  We  are  become  an  open  shame  to  our  enemies : 
a  very  scorn  and  derision  unto  them  that  are  round 
about  us. 

5  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  be  angry  :  shall  thy 
jealousy  bum  like  fire  for  ever? 

6  Pour  out  thine  indignation  upon  the  heathen 
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that  have  not  known  thee  :  and  upon  the  kmgdoms 
that  have  not  called  upon  thy  Name. 

7  For  they  have  devoured  Jacob  :  and  laid  waste 
his  dwelling-place. 

8  O  remember  not  our  old  sins,  but  have  mercy 
upon  us,  and  that  soon  :  for  we  are  come  to  great 
misery. 

9  Help  us,  O  God  of  our  salvation,  for  the  glory 
of  thy  Name  :  O  deliver  us,  and  be  merciful  unto  our 
sins,  for  thy  Name's  sake. 

10  Wherefore  do  the  heathen  say  :  Where  is  now 
their  God? 

11  O  let  the  vengeance  of  thy  servants'  blood  that 
is  shed  :  be  openly  showed  upon  the  heathen,  in  our 
sight. 

12  O  let  the  sorrowful  sighing  of  the  prisoners 
come  before  thee  :  according  to  the  greatness  of  thy 
power,  preserve  thou  those  that  are  appointed  to 
die. 

13  And  for  the  blasphemy  wherewith  our  neigh- 
bours have  blasphemed  thee  :  reward  thou  them, 
O  Lord,  seven-fold  into  then'  bosom. 

14  So  we,  that  are  thy  people,  and  sheep  of  thy 
pasture,  shall  give  thee  thanks  for  ever  :  and  will 
alway  be  showing  forth  thy  praise  from  generation 
to  generation.

HEAR,  O  thou  Shepherd  of  Israel,  thou  that  lead- 
est  Joseph  hke  a  sheep  :  show  thyself  also,  thou 
that  sittest  upon  the  Cherubim.

8  Thou  hast  brought  a  vine  out  of  Egypt  :  thou 
hast  cast  out  the  heathen,  and  planted  it. 

9  Thou  madest  room  for  it  :  and  when  it  had 
taken  root,  it  filled  the  land. 

10  The  hills  were  covered  with  the  shadow  of  it : 
and  the  boughs  thereof  were  like  the  goodly  cedar-trees. 

11  She  stretched  out  her  branches  unto  the  sea  : 
and  her  boughs  unto  the  river. 

12  Why  hast  thou  then  broken  down  her  hedge  : 
that  all  they  that  go  by  pluck  off  her  grapes? 

13  The  wild  boar  out  of  the  wood  doth  root  it 
up  :  and  the  wild  beasts  of  the  field  devour  it. 

14  Tuni  thee  again,  thou  God  of  hosts,  look  down 
from  heaven  :  behold,  and  visit  this  vine ; 

15  And  the  place  of  the  vineyard  that  thy  right 
hand  hath  planted  :  and  the  branch  that  thou  madest 
so  strong  for  thyself. 

16  It  is  burnt  with  fire,  and  cut  down  :  and  they 
shall  perish  at  the  rebuke  of  thy  countenance. 

17  Let  thy  hand  be  upon  the  man  of  thy  right 
hand  :  and  upon  the  son  of  man,  whom  thou  madest 
so  strong  for  thine  own  self 

18  And  so  will  not  we  go  back  from  thee  :  O  let 
us  live,  and  we  shall  call  upon  thy  Name. 

19  Turn  us  again,  O  Lord  God  of  hosts  :  show 
the  light  of  thy  countenance,  and  we  shall  be  whole.

3  I  have  made  a  covenant  with  my  chosen  :  I 
have  sworn  unto  David  my  servant: 

4  Thy  seed  will  I  stablish  for  ever  :  and  set  up 
thy  throne  irom  one  generation  to  another. 

5  O  Lord,  the  very  heavens  shall  praise  thy  won- 
drous works  :  and  thy  truth  in  the  congregation  of 
the  saints. 

6  For  who  is  he  among  the  clouds  :  that  shall  be 
compared  unto  the  Lord? 

7  And  what  is  he  among  the  gods  :  that  shall  be 

like  unto  the  Lord?  ,-        , 
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8  God  is  very  greatly  to  be  feared  in  the  council 
of  the  saints  :  and  to  be  had  in  reverence  of  all  them 
that  are  round  about  him. 

9  O  Lord  God  of  hosts,  who  is  Uke  unto  thee  : 
thy  truth,  most  mighty  Lord,  is  on  every  side. 

10  Thou  rulest  the  raging  of  the  sea  :  thou  still- 
est the  waves  thereof  when  they  arise. 

11  Thou  hast  subdued  Egypt,  and  destroyed  it  : 
thou  hast  scattered  thine  enemies  abroad  with  thy 
mighty  arm. 

12  The  heavens  are  thine,  the  earth  also  is  thine : 
thou  hast  laid  the  foundation  of  the  romid  world, 
and  aU  that  therein  is. 

13  Thou  hast  made  the  north  and  the  south  : 
Tabor  and  Hermon  shall  rejoice  in  thy  Name. 

14  Thou  hast  a  mighty  arm  :  strong  is  thy  hand, 
and  high  is  thy  right  hand. 

15  Righteousness  and  equity  are  the  habitation 
of  thy  seat :  mercy  and  trutli  shall  go  before  thy  face. 

16  Blessed  is  the  people,  O  Lord,  that  can  rejoice 
in  thee  :  they  shall  walk  in  the  light  of  thy  coun- 
tenance. 

17  Their  deUght  shall  be  daily  in  thy  Name  :  and 
in  thy  righteousness  shall  they  make  their  boast. 

18  For  thou  art  the  glory  of  their  strength  :  and 
in  thy  loving-kindness  thou  shalt  lift  up  our  horns. 

19  For  the  Lord  is  our  defence  :  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel  is  otir  King. 

20  Thou  spakest  sometime  in  visions  unto  thy 
saints,  and  saidst :  I  have  laid  help  upon  one  that  is 
mighty,  I  have  exalted  one  chosen  out  of  the  people. 

21  I  have  found  David  my  servant  :  with  my 
holy  oil  have  I  anointed  him. 

22  My  hand  shall  hold  him  fast  :  and  my  arm 
shall  strengthen  him. 

23  The  enemy  shall  not  be  able  to  do  him  vio- 
lence :  the  son  of  wickedness  shall  not  hurt  him. 
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24  I  will  smite  down  his  foes  before  his  face  :  and 
plague  them  that  hate  him. 

25  My  truth  also  and  my  mercy  shall  be  with 
him  :  and  in  my  Name  shaU  his  horn  be  exalted. 

26  I  will  set  his  dominion  also  in  the  sea  :  and 
his  right  hand  in  the  floods. 

27  He  shall  call  me,  Thou  art  my  Father  :  my 
God,  and  my  strong  salvation. 

28  And  I  will  make  him  my  firstborn  :  higher 
than  the  kings  of  the  earth. 

29  My  mercy  will  I  keep  for  bitn  for  evermore  : 
and  my  covenant  shall  stand  fast  with  him. 

30  His  seed  also  will  I  make  to  endure  for  ever  : 
and  his  throne  as  the  days  of  heaven. 

31  But  if  his  children  forsake  my  law  :  and  walk 
not  in  my  judgments ; 

32  If  they  break  my  statutes,  and  keep  not  my 
commandments  :  I  will  visit  their  offences  with  the 
rod,  and  their  sin  with  scourges. 

33  Nevertheless,  my  loving-kindness  will  I  not 
utterly  take  from  him  :  nor  suffer  my  truth  to 
faU. 

34  My  covenant  will  I  not  break,  nor  alter  the 
thing  that  is  gone  out  of  my  Ups  :  I  have  sworn 
once  by  my  holiness,  that  I  will  not  fail  David. 

35  His  seed  shall  endure  for  ever  :  and  his  seat  is 
like  as  the  sun  before  me. 

36  He  shall  stand  fast  for  evermore  as  the  moon  : 
and  as  the  feithful  witness  in  heaven. 

37  But  thou  hast  abhorred  and  forsaken  thine 
anointed  :  and  art  displeased  at  him. 

38  Thou  hast  broken  the  covenant  of  thy  ser- 
vant :  and  cast  his  crown  to  the  ground. 

39  Thou  hast  overthrown  aU  his  hedges  :  and 
broken  down  his  strongholds. 

40  All  they  that  go  by  spoil  him  :  and  he  is 
become  a  reproach  to  his  neighbours.        ,,        . 
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41  Thou  hast  set  up  the  right  hand  of  his  ene- 
mies :  and  made  all  his  adversaries  to  rejoice. 

42  Thou  hast  taken  away  the  edge  of  his  sword  : 
and  givest  him  not  victory  in  the  Battle. 

43  Thou  hast  put  out  his  glory  :  and  cast  his 
throne  down  to  the  grotmd. 

44  The  days  of  his  youth  hast  thou  shortened  : 
and  covered  him  with  dishonoiu-. 

45  Lord,  how  long  wQt  thou  hide  thyself,  for 
ever  :  and  shall  thy  wrath  bum  like  Are? 

46  O  remember  how  short  my  time  is  :  wherefore 
hast  thou  made  all  men  for  nought? 

47  What  man  is  he  that  hveth,  and  shall  not  see 
death  :  and  shall  he  deliver  his  soul  from  the  hand 
of  hell? 

48  Lord,  where  are  thy  old  loving-kindnesses  : 
which  thou  swarest  unto  David  in  thy  truth? 

49  Remember,  Lord,  the  rebuke  that  thy  servants 
have  :  and  how  I  do  bear  in  my  bosom  the  rebukes 
of  many  people ; 

50  Wherewith  thine  enemies  have  blasphemed 
thee,  and  slandered  the  footsteps  of  thine  anointed : 
Praised  be  the  Lord  for  evermore.  Amen,  and 
Amen. 

THE  EIGHTEENTH  DAY. 
Psalm  90.    Domine,  refugium. 

Iord,  thou  hast  been  our  refuge  :  from  one  gen- 
i  oration  to  another. 

2  Before  the  moimtains  were  brought  forth,  or 
ever  the  earth  and  the  world  were  made  :  thou  art 
Grod  from  everlasting,  and  world  without  end. 

3  Thou  tumest  man  to  destruction  :  again  thou 
sayest,  Oome  again,  ye  children  of  men.         ^-  -,   ol  > 
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4  For  a  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but  as 
yesterday  :  seeing  that  is  past  as  a  watch  in  the 
night. 

5  As  soon  as  thou  soatterest  them  they  are  even 
as  a  sleep  :  and  fade  away  suddenly  like  the  grass. 

6  In  the  morning  it.  is  green,  and  groweth  up : 
but  in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down,  dried  up,  and 
withered. 

7  For  we  consume  away  in  thy  displeasure  :  and 
are  airaid  at  thy  wrathful  indignation. 

8  Thou  hast  set  our  misdeeds  before  thee  :  and 
our  secret  sins  in  the  hght  of  thy  countenance. 

9  For  when  thou  art  angry  all  our  days  are  gone : 
we  bring  our  years  to  an  end,  as  it  were  a  tale  that 
is  told. 

10  The  days  of  our  age  are  threescore  years  and 
ten ;  and  though  men  be  so  strong  that  they  come 
to  fourscore  years  :  yet  is  their  strength  then  but 
labour  and  sorrow;  so  soon  passeth  it  away,  and 
we  are  gone. 

11  But  who  regardeth  the  power  of  thy  wrath : 
for  even  thereafter  as  a  man  feareth,  so  is  thy  dis- 
pleasure. 

12  O  teach  us  to  number  our  days  :  that  we  may 
apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 

13  Turn  thee  again,  O  Lord,  at  the  last :  and  be 
gracious  unto  thy  servants. 

14  0  satisfy  us  with  thy  mercy,  and  that  soon : 
so  shall  we  rejoice  and  be  glad  all  the  days  of  our  hfe. 

15  Comfort  us  again  now  after  the  time  that  thou 
hast  plagued  us  :  and  for  the  years  wherein  we  have 
suffered  adversity. 

16  Show  thy  servants  thy  work  :  and  their  chil- 
dren thy  glory. 

17  And  the  glorious  majesty  of  the  Lord  our  God 
be  upon  us  :  prosper  thou  the  work  of  our  hands 
upon  us;  O  prosper  thou  our  handy-work. 
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PsAiiM  91.    Qui  habitat 

WHOSO  dwelleth  under  the  defence  of  the  Most 
High  :  shall  abide  under  the  shadow  of  the 
Ahnighty. 

2  I  will  say  unto  the  Lord,  Thou  art  my  hope, 
and  my  stronghold  :  my  God,  in  him  will  I  trust. 

3  For  he  shall  dehver  thee  ftwm  the  snare  of  the 
hunter  :  and  from  the  noisome  pestilence. 

4  He  shall  defend  thee  under  his  wings,  and  thou 
shalt  be  safe  under  his  feathers  :  his  faithftilness  and 
truth  shall  be  thy  shield  and  buckler. 

5  Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  for  any  terror  by  night : 
nor  for  the  arrow  that  flieth  by  day ; 

6  For  the  pestilence  that  walketh  in  darkness  : 
nor  for  the  sickness  that  destroyeth  in  the  noon- 
day. 

7  A  thousand  shall  fall  beside  thee,  and  ten  thou- 
sand at  thy  right  hand  :  but  it  shall  not  come  nigh 
thee. 

8  Yea,  with  thine  eyes  shalt  thou  behold  :  and 
see  the  reward  of  the  ungodly. 

9  For  thou,  Lord,  art  my  hope  :  thou  hast  set 
thine  house  of  defence  very  high. 

10  There  shall  no  evil  happen  unto  thee  :  neither 
shall  any  plague  come  nigh  thy  dweUing. 

1 1  For  he  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over  thee  : 
to  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways. 

12  They  shall  bear  thee  in  their  hands  :  that  thou 
hurt  not  thy  foot  against  a  stone. 

13  Thou  shalt  go  upon  the  lion  and  adder  :  the 
young  hon  and  the  dragon  shalt  thou  tread  under 
thy  feet. 

14  Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  me,  there- 
fore win  I  dehver  him  :  I  will  set  him  up,  because 
he  hath  known  my  Name. 

15  He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I  will  hear  him : 
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yea,  I  am  with  him  in  trouble;  I  will  deliver  him, 
and  bring  him  to  honour. 

16  With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him  :  and  show 
him  my  salvation. 

Psalm  92.     Bonum  est  confiteri. 

IT  is  a  good  thing  to  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  : 
and  to   sing  praises   unto  thy  Name,  O   Most 
Highest ; 

2  To  tell  of  thy  loving-kindness  early  in  the 
morning  :  and  of  thy  truth  in  the  night  season ; 

3  Upon  an  instrmnent  of  ten  strings,  and  upon 
the  lute  :  upon  a  loud  instrument,  and  upon  the  harp. 

4  For  thou,  Lord,  hast  made  me  glad  through 
thy  works  :  and  I  wiU  rejoice  in  giving  praise  for 
the  operations  of  thy  hands. 

5  O  Lord,  how  glorious  are  thy  works  :  thy 
thoughts  are  very  deep. 

6  An  unwise  man  doth  not  well  consider  this  : 
and  a  fool  doth  not  understand  it. 

7  When  the  ungodly  are  green  as  the  grass,  and 
when  all  the  workers  of  wickedness  do  flourish  : 
then  shall  they  be  destroyed  for  ever;  but  thou, 
Lord,  art  the  most  Highest  for  evermore. 

8  For  lo,  thine  enemies,  O  Lord,  lo,  thine  ene- 
mies shall  perish  :  and  all  the  workers  of  wicked- 
ness shall  be  destroyed. 

9  But  my  horn  shall  be  exalted  Uke  the  horn  of 
an  unicorn  :  for  I  am  anointed  with  Iresh  oil. 

10  Mine  eye  also  shall  see  his  lust  of  mine  ene- 
mies :  and  mine  ear  shall  hear  his  desire  of  the 
wicked  that  arise  up  against  me. 

11  The  righteous  shall  flourish  like  a  palm-tree  : 
and  shall  spread  abroad  like  a  cedar  ui  Libanus. 

12  Such  as  are  planted  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  : 
shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of  the  house  of  our  God. 
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13  They  also  shall  hrmg  forth  more  fruit  ia  their 
age  :  and  shall  be  fat  and  weU-Uking ; 

14  That  they  may  show  how  true  the  Lord  my 

strength  is  :  and  that  there  is  no  unrighteousness  iii 

him.

4  How  long  shall  all  wicked  doers  speak  so  dis- 
dainfully :  and  make  such  proud  boasting? 

5  They  smite  down  thy  people,  O  Lord  :  and 
trouble  thine  heritage.

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6  They  murder  the  widow  and  the  stranger  :  and 
put  the  fatherless  to  death.

21  They  gather  them  together  against  the  soul  of 
the  righteous  :  and  condemn  the  innocent  blood. 

22  But  the  Lord  is  my  refuge  :  and  my  God  is 
the  strength  of  my  confidence. 

23  He  shall  recompense  them  their  wickedness, 
and  destroy  them  in  their  own  malice  :  yea,  the 
Lord  our  Grod  shall  destroy  them.

6  I  am  become  like  a  peUcan  in  the  wilderness: 
and  like  an  owl  that  is  in  the  desert. 

7  I  have  watched,  and  am  even  as  it  were  a  spai- 
row  :  that  sitteth  alone  upon  the  housetop. 

8  Mine  enemies  revile  me  all  the  day  long :  and 
they  that  are  mad  upon  me  are  sworn  togetto 
against  me. 

9  For  I  have  eaten  ashes  as  it  were  bread: aw'

7  At  thy  rebuke  they  flee  :  at  the  voice  of  thy 
thunder  they  are  afraii 

8  They  go  up  as  high  as  the  hills,  and  down  io 
the  valleys  beneath  :  even  unto  the  place  which 
thou  hast  appointed  for  them. 

9  Thou  hast  set  them  their  bounds,  which  they 
shall  not  pass :  neither  turn  again  to  cover  the  earth. 

10  He  sendeth  the  springs  into  the  rivers  :  which 
run  among  the  hiUs. 

11  All  beasts  of  the  field  drink  thereof:  and  the 
wild  asses  quench  their  thirst. 

12  Beside  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the  air  have 
their  habitation  :  and  sing  among  the  branches. 

13  He  watereth  the  hills  from  above  :  the  earth 
is  filled  with  the  fruit  of  thy  works. 

14  He  bringeth  forth  grass  for  the  cattle  :  and 
green  herb  for  the  service  of  men ; 

15  That  he  may  bring  food  out  of  the  earth,  and 
wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart  of  man  :  and  oil 
to  make  him  a  cheeiful  countenance,  and  bread  to 
strengthen  man's  heart. 

16  The  trees  of  the  Lord  also  are  full  of  sap : 
even  the  cedars  of  Libanus  which  he  hath  planted ; 

17  Wherein  the  birds  make  their  nests  :  and  the 
fir-trees  are  a  dweUing  for  the  stork. 

18  The  high  hills  are  a  refuge  for  the  wild  goats  : 
and  so  are  the  stony  rocks  for  the  conies. 

19  He  appointed  the  moon  for  certain  seasons : 
and  the  sun  knoweth  his  going  down. 

20  Thou  makest  darkness  that  it  may  be  night : 
wherein  all  the  beasts  of  the  forest  do  move. 

21  The  lions,  roaring  after  their  prey  :  do  seek 
their  meat  from  God. 
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22  The  sun  ariseth,  and  they  get  them  away  to- 
gether :  and  lay  them  down  in  their  dens. 

23  Man  goeth  forth  to  his  work,  and  to  his 
labour  :  until  the  evening. 

24  O  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy  works  :  in  wis- 
dom hast  thou  made  them  all ;  the  earth  is  full  of 
thy  riches. 

25  So  is  the  great  and  wide  sea  also  :  wherein  are 
things  creeping  innumerable,  both  small  and  great 
beasts. 

26  There  go  the  ships,  and  there  is  that  leviar 
than  :  whom  thou  hast  made  to  take  his  pastime 
therein. 

27  These  wait  all  upon  thee  :  that  thou  mayest 
give  them  meat  in  due  season. 

28  When  thou  givest  it  them,  they  gather  it  : 
and  when  thou  openest  thy  hand,  they  are  flUed 
with  good. 

29  When  thou  hidest  thy  face,  they  are  troubled  : 
when  thou  takest  away  their  breath,  they  die,  and 
are  turned  again  to  their  dust. 

30  When  thou  lettest  thy  breath  go  forth,  they 
shall  be  made  :  and  thou  shalt  renew  the  face  of  the 
earth. 

31  The  glorious  majesty  of  the  Lord  shall  endure 
for  ever  :  the  Lord  shall  rejoice  in  his  works. 

32  The  earth  shall  tremble  at  the  look  of  him  :  if 
he  do  but  touch  the  hiUs,  they  shall  smoke. 

33  I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord  as  long  as  I  live  :  I 
will  praise  my  God  while  I  have  my  being. 

34  And  so  shall  my  words  please  him  :  my  joy 
shall  be  in  the  Lord. 

35  As  for  sinners,  they  shall  be  consumed  out  of 
the  earth,  and  the  ungodly  shall  come  to  an  end  : 
Praise  thou  the  Lord,  O  my  soul.    Praise  the  Lord.

5  Kemember  the  marvellous  works  that  he  hath 
done  :  his  wonders,  and  the  judgments  of  his  mouth ; 

6  O  ye  seed  of  Abraham  his  servant :  ye  children 
of  Jacob  his  chosen. 

7  He  is  the  Lord  our  God  :  his  judgments  are  in 
all  the  world- 

8  He  hath  been  alway  mindful  of  his  covenant 
and  promise  :  that  he  made  to  a  thousand  genera- 
tions ; 

9  Even  the  covenant  that  he  made  with  Abra- 
ham :  and  the  oath  that  he  sware  unto  Isaac ; 

10  And  appointed  the  same  unto  Jacob  for  a  law : 
and  to  Israel  for  an  everlasting  testament ; 

11  Saying,  Unto  thee  will  I  give  the  land  of  Ca- 
naan :  the  lot  of  your  inheritance  : 

12  When  there  were  yet  but  a  few  of  them  :  and 
they  strangers  in  the  land; 

13  What  time  as  they  went  from  one  nation  to 
another  :  from  one  kingdom  to  another  people ; 

14  He  suffered  no  man  to  do  them  wrong  :  but 
reproved  even  kings  for  their  sakes; 

15  Touch  not  mine  anointed  :  and  do  my  prophets 
no  hai-m.  ^ ,        , 
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16  Moreover,  he  called  for  a  dearth  upon  the 
land  :  and  destroyed  all  the  provision  of  bread. 

17  But  he  had  sent  a  man  before  them  :  even  Jo- 
seph, who  was  sold  to  be  a  bond-servant ; 

18  Whose  feet  they  hurt  in  the  stocks  :  the  iron 
entered  into  his  soul; 

19  Until    the    time  came    that    his    cause   was 
known  :  the  word  of  the  Lord  tried  him. 

20  The  king  sent,  and  deUvered  him  :  the  prince 
of  the  people  let  him  go  free. 

21  He  made  him  lord  also  of  his  house  :  and  ruler 
of  all  his  substance ; 

22  That  he  might  inform  his  princes  after  his 
will  :  and  teach  his  senators  wisdom. 

23  Israel  also  came  into  Egypt :  and  Jacob  was  a 
stranger  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

24  And  he  increased  his  people  exceedingly  :  and 
made  them  stronger  than  their  enemies ; 

25  Whose  heart  turned  so,  that  they  hated  his 
people  :  and  dealt  untruly  with  his  servants. 

26  Then  sent  he  Moses  his  servant  :  and  Aaron 
whom  he  had  chosen. 

27  And  these  showed  his  tokens  among  them  : 
and  wonders  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

28  He  sent  darkness,  and  it  was  dark  :  and  they 
were  not  obedient  unto  his  word. 

29  He  turned  their  waters  into  blood  :  and  slew 
their  fish. 

30  Their  land  brought  forth  frogs  :  yea,  even  in 
their  kings'  chambers. 

31  He  spake  the  word,  and  there  came  all  manner 
of  flies  :  and  lice  in  aU  their  quarters. 

32  He  gave  them  hailstones  for  rain  :  and  flames 
of  Are  in  their  land. 

33  He  smote  their  vines  also  and  fig-trees  :  and 
destroyed  the  trees  that  were  in  their  coasts. 

34  He  spake  the  word,   and   the  grasshoppers 
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came,  and  caterpillars  innumerable  :  and  did  eat  up 
all  the  grass  in  their  land,  and  devoiu-ed  the  ftrdt  of 
their  ground. 

35  He  smote  all  the  firstborn  in  their  land  :  even 
the  chief  of  all  their  strength. 

36  He  brought  them  forth  also  with  silver  and 
gold  :  there  was  not  one  feeble  person  among  their 
tribes. 

37  Egypt  was  glad  at  their  departing  :  for  they 
were  afraid  of  them. 

38  He  spread  out  a  cloud  to  be  a  covering  :  and 
fire  to  give  light  in  the  night  season. 

39  At  their  desire  he  brought  quails  :  and  he  filled 
them  with  the  bread  of  heaven. 

40  He  opened  the  rock  of  stone,  and  the  watei's 
flowed  out :  so  that  rivers  ran  in  the  dry  places. 

41  For  why?  he  remembered  his  holy  promise  : 
and  Abraham  his  servant. 

42  And  he  brought  forth  his  people  with  joy  :  and 
his  chosen  with  gladness ; 

43  And  gave  them  the  lands  of  the  heathen  :  and 
they  took  the  labours  of  the  people  in  possession ; 

4r4  That  they  might  keep  his  statutes  :  and  ob- 
serve his  laws.

Psalm  106.     Confitemini  Domino. 

OGIVE  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  he  is  gracious  : 
and  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

2  Who  can  express  the  noble  acts  of  the  Lord  : 
or  show  forth  all  his  praise? 

3  Blessed  are  they  that  alway  keep  judgment : 
and  do  righteousness. 

4  Remember  me,  O  Lord,  according  to  tie  fevoui' 
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that  thou  bearest  unto  thy  people  :  O  visit  me  with 
thy  salvation ; 

5  That  I  may  see  the  felicity  of  thy  chosen  :  and 
rejoice  in  the  gladness  of  thy  people,  and  give 
thanks  with  thine  inheritance. 

6  We  have  shmed  with  our  fathers  :  we  have 
done  amiss,  and  dealt  vrickedly. 

7  Our  fathers  regarded  not  thy  wonders  in  Egypt, 
neither  kept  they  thy  great  goodness  ia  remem- 
brance :  but  were  disobedient  at  the  sea,  even  at  the 
Red  Sea. 

8  Nevertheless,  he  helped  them  for  his  Name's 
sake  :  that  he  might  make  his  power  to  be  known. 

9  He  rebuked  the  Red  Sea  also,  and  it  was  dried 
up  :  so  he  led  them  through  the  deep,  as  through  a 
wilderness. 

10  And  he  saved  them  from  the  adversary's  hand : 
and  delivered  them  from  the  hand  of  the  enemy. 

11  As  for  those  that  troubled  them,  the  war 
ters  overwhelmed  them  :  there  was  not  one  of 
them  left. 

12  Then  believed  they  his  words  :  and  sang  praise 
unto  him. 

13  But  within  a  while  they  forgat  his  works  :  and 
would  not  abide  his  coimsel. 

14  But  lust  came  upon  them  ia  the  wilderness  : 
and  they  tempted  God  in  the  desert. 

15  And  he  gave  them  their  desire  :  and  sent  lean- 
ness withal  into  their  soul. 

16  They  angered  Moses  also  ia  the  tents  :  and 
Aaron  the  saint  of  the  Lord. 

17  So  the  earth  opened,  and  swallowed  up  Da- 
than  :  and  covered  the  congregation  of  Abiram. 

18  And  the  fire  was  kindled  ia  their  company  : 
the  flame  burnt  up  the  ungodly. 

19  They  made  a  calf  in  Horeb  :  and  worshipped 
the  molten  image.  ,-        , 

^_^ Digitized  ay  VjOOQI 
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20  Thus  they  turned  their  glory  :  into  the  simili- 
tude of  a  calf  that  eateth  hay. 

21  And  they  forgat  God  their  Savioiu- :  who  had 
done  so  great  things  in  Egypt ; 

22  Wondrous  works  in  the  land  of  Ham  :  and 
fearful  things  by  the  Red  Sea. 

23  So  he  said  he  would  have  destroyed  them,  had 
not  Moses  his  chosen  stood  before  him  in  the  gap  : 
to  turn  away  his  wrathful  indignation,  lest  he  should 
destroy  them. 

24  Yea,  they  thought  scorn  of  that  pleasant  land : 
and  gave  no  credence  unto  his  word ; 

25  But  murmured  in  their  tents  :  and  hearkened 
not  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord. 

26  Then  hft  he  up  his  hand  against  them  :  to 
overthrow  them  in  the  wilderness ; 

27  To  cast  out  their  seed  among  the  nations  :  and 
to  scatter  them  in  the  lands. 

28  They  joined  themselves  unto  Baal-peor  :  and 
ate  the  offerings  of  the  dead. 

29  Thus  they  provoked  him  to  anger  with  their  own 
inventions  :  and  the  plague  was  great  among  them. 

30  Then  stood  up  Phinees,  and  prayed  :  and  so 
the  plague  ceased. 

31  And  that  was  counted  unto  him  for  righteous- 
ness :  among  all  posterities  for  evermore. 

32  They  angered  him  also  at  the  waters  of  strife : 
so  that  he  punished  Moses  for  their  sakes ; 

33  Because  they  provoked  his  spirit :  so  that  he 
spake  unadvisedly  with  his  hps. 

34  Neither  destroyed  they  the  heathen  :  as  the 
Lord  commanded  them; 

35  But  were  mingled  among  the  heathen  :  and 
learned  their  works. 

36  Insomuch  that  they  worshipped  their  idols, 
which  turned  to  their  own  decay  :  yea,  they  offered 

their  sons  and  their  daughtere  unto  devils ;, ,        , 
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37  And  shed  innocent  blood,  even  the  blood  of 
their  sons  and  of  their  dsiughters  :  whom  they  of- 
fered unto  the  idols  of  Canaan;  and  the  land  was 
defiled  with  blood. 

38  Thus  were  they  stained  with  their  own  works : 
and  went  a  whoring  with  their  own  inventions. 

39  Therefore  was  the  wrath  of  the  Lord  kindled 
against  his  people  :  insomuch  that  he  abhorred  his 
own  inheritance. 

40  And  he  gave  them  over  into  the  hand  of  the  hea- 
then :  and  they  that  hated  them  were  lords  over  them. 

41  Their  enemies  oppressed  them  :  and  had  them 
in  subjection. 

42  Many  a  time  did  he  deUver  them :  but  they  re- 
belled against  him  with  their  own  inventions,  and 
were  brought  down  in  their  wickedness. 

43  Nevertheless,  when  he  saw  their  adversity  : 
he  heard  their  complaint. 

44  He  thought  upon  his  covenant,  and  pitied 
them,  according  unto  the  multitude  of  his  mercies  : 
yea,  he  made  all  those  that  led  them  away  captive 
to  pity  them. 

45  Dehver  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  and  gather  us 
from  among  the  heathen  :  that  we  may  give  thanks 
imto  thy  holy  Name,  and  make  our  boast  of  thy 
praise. 

46  Blessed  be  the  Lord  Gtod  of  Israel,  from  ever- 
lasting, and  world  without  end  :  And  let  all  the 
people  say.

GrTVE  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  he  is  gracious : 
and  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  , ,        . 
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2  Let  them  give  thanks  whom  the  Lord  hatli 
redeemed  :  and  delivered  from  the  hand  of  tk 
enemy ; 

3  And  gathered  them  out  of  the  lands,  from  the 
east,  and  from  the  west :  from  the  north,  and  from 
the  south. 

4  They  went  astray  in  the  wilderness  out  of  the 
way  :  and  found  no  city  to  dwell  in. 

5  Hungry  and  thirsty  :  their  soul  fainted  in  them. 

6  So  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in  their  trouble : 
and  he  delivered  them  from  their  distress. 

7  He  led  them  forth  by  the  right  way  :  that  they 
might  go  to  the  city  where  they  dwelt. 

8  O  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the  Lord  for 
his  goodness  :  and  declare  the  wonders  that  he  doeth 
for  the  children  of  men ! 

9  For  he  satisiieth  the  empty  soul :  and  fllleth 
the  hungry  soul  with  goodness. 

10  Such  as  sit  in  darkness,  and  in  the  shadow  ol 
death  :  being  fast  bound  in  misery  and  iron ; 

11  Because  they  rebelled  against  the  words  of  the 
Lord  :  and  lightly  regarded  the  counsel  of  the  Most 
Highest ; 

12  He  also  brought  down  their  heart  through 
heaviness  :  they  fell  down,  and  there  was  none  to 
help  them. 

13  So  when  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in  thei' 
trouble  :  he  delivered  them  out  of  their  distress. 

14  For  he  brought  them  out  of  darkness,  and  out  of 
the  shadow  of  death :  and  brake  thefr  bonds  in  sunder. 

15  O  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the  Lom 
for  his  goodness  :  and  declare  the  wonders  that  hf 
doeth  for  the  children  of  men ! 

16  For  he  hath  broken  the  gates  of  brass:  ami 
smitten  the  bars  of  iron  in  sunder. 

17  Foolish  men  are  plagued  for  thefr  offence :  am' 
because  of  their  wickedness. 
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18  Their  soul  abhorred  all  manner  of  meat :  and 
they  were  even  hard  at  death's  door. 

19  So  when  they  cried  unto  the  Loed  in  their 
trouble  :  he  delivered  them  out  of  their  distress. 

20  He  sent  his  word,  and  healed  them  :  and  they 
were  saved  from  their  destruction. 

21  O  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the  Lord 
for  his  goodness  :  and  declare  the  wonders  that  he 
doeth  for  the  children  of  men! 

22  That  they  would  offer  unto  bim  the  sacrifice  of 
thanksgiving :  and  tell  out  his  works  with  gladness! 

23  They  that  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships  :  and 
occupy  their  business  in  great  waters  ; 

24  These  men  see  the  works  of  the  Loed  :  and 
his  wonders  in  the  deep. 

25  For  at  his  word  the  stormy  wind  ariseth : 
which  lifteth  up  the  waves  thereof 

26  They  are  carried  up  to  the  heaven,  and  down 
again  to  the  deep  :  their  soul  melteth  away  because 
of  the  trouble. 

27  They  reel  to  and  fro,  and  stagger  Uke  a 
drunken  man  :  and  are  at  their  wit's  end. 

28  So  when  they  cry  unto  the  Loed  in  their 
trouble  :  he  dehvereth  them  out  of  their  distress. 

29  For  he  maketh  the  storm  to  cease  :  so  that  the 
waves  thereof  are  still. 

30  Then  are  they  glad,  because  they  are  at  rest : 
and  so  he  bringeth  them  unto  the  haven  where  they 
would  be. 

31  O  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the  Lord 
for  his  goodness  :  and  declare  the  wonders  that  he 
doeth  for  the  children  of  men! 

32  That  they  would  exalt  him  also  in  the  congre- 
gation of  the  people  :  and  praise  him  in  the  seat  of 
the  elders! 

33  Who  tumeth  the  floods  into  a  wilderness  :  and 
drieth  up  the  water-springs.  GooqIc 
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34  A  fruitful  land  maketh  he  barren  :  for  the 
wickedness  of  them  that  dwell  therein. 

35  Again,  he  maketh  the  wilderness  a  standing 
water  :  and  water-springs  of  a  dry  ground. 

36  And  there  he  setteth  tlie  hungry  :  that  they 
may  build  them  a  city  to  dwell  in; 

37  That  they  may  sow  their  land,  and  plant  vine- 
yards :  to  yield  them  fruits  of  increase. 

38  He  blesseth  them,  so  that  they  multiply  ex- 
ceedingly :  and  suffereth  not  their  cattle  to  decrease. 

39  And  again,  when  they  are  minished  and 
brought  low  :  through  oppression,  through  any 
plague  or  trouble; 

40  Though  he  suffer  them  to  be  evil  entreated 
through  tyrants  :  and  let  them  wander  out  of  the 
way  in  the  wilderness ; 

41  Yet  helpeth  he  the  poor  out  of  misery  :  and 
maketh  him  households  like  a  flock  of  sheep. 

42  The  righteous  will  consider  this,  and  rejoice  : 
and  the  mouth  of  all  wickedness  shall  be  stopped. 

43  Whoso  is  wise,  will  ponder  these  things  :  and 
they  shall  understand  the   loving-kindness  of  the 

LOBD.

OGod,  my  heart  is  ready,  my  heart  is  ready  :  I 
will  sing,  and  give  praise  with  the  best  member 
that  I  have. 

2  Awake,  thou  lute  and  harp  :  I  myself  will  awake 
right  early. 

3  I  wiU  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  among 
the  people  :  I  will  sing  praises  unto  thee  among  the

and  let  the  stranger  spoil  his  labour. 

11  Let  there  be  no  man  to  pity  him  :  nor  to  have 
compassion  upon  his  fatherless  children. 

12  Let  his  posterity  be  destroyed  :  and  in  the 
next  generation  let  Mb  name  be  clean  put  out. 

13  Let  the  wickedness  of  his  fathers  be  had  in 
remembrance  in  the  sight  of  the  Lobd  :  and  let  not 
the  siu  of  his  mother  be  done  away.

7  Peace  be  within  thy  walls  :  and  plenteousness 
within  thy  palaees. 

8  For  my  brethren  and  companions'  sakes  :  I  will 
wish  thee  prosperity. 

9  Yea,  because  of  the  house  of  the  Lord  our  God : 
I  will  seek  to  do  thee  good. 

Psalm  123.     Ad  te  levari  oeulos  meos. 

UNTO  thee  lift  I  up  mine  eyes  :  O  thou  that  dweU- 
est  in  the  heavens.  ^,        , 
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2  Behold,  even  as  the  eyes  of  servants  look  unto 
the  hand  of  their  masters,  and  as  the  eyes  of  a 
maiden  unto  the  hand  of  her  mistress  :  even  so  our 
eyes  wait  upon  the  Lord  our  God,  imtU  he  have 
mercy  upon  us. 

3  Have  mercy  upon  us,  O  Lord,  have  mercy  upon 
us  :  for  we  are  utterly  despised. 

4  Our  soul  is  flUed  with  the  scornful  reproof  of 
the  wealthy  :  and  with  the  despitefidness  of  the 
proud.

5  But  praised  be  the  Lord  :  who  hath  not  given 
us  over  for  a  prey  unto  their  teeth. 

6  Our  soul  is  escaped  even  as  a  bird  out  of  the 
snare  of  the  fowler  :  the  snare  is  broken,  and  we  are 
delivered. 

7  Our  help  standeth  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  :

7  Remember  the  children  of  Edom,  O  Lord,  in 
the  day  of  Jerusalem  :  how  they  said,  Down  with  it, 
down  with  it,  even  to  the  ground. 

8  O  daughter  of  Babylon,  wasted  with  misery : 
yea,  happy  shall  he  be  that  rewardeth  thee  as  thou 
hast  served  us.

5  Such  knowledge  is  too  wonderful  and  excellent 
for  me  :  I  cannot  attain  unto  it. 

6  Whither  shall  I  go  then  from  thy  Spirit  :  or 
whither  shall  I  go  then  from  thy  presence? 

7  If  I  climb  up  into  heaven,  thou  art  there  :  if  I 
go  down  to  hell,  thou  art  there  also. 

8  If  I  take  the  wings  of  the  morning  :  and  remain 
in  the  uttennost  parts  of  the  sea ; 

9  Even  there  also  shall  thy  hand  lead  me  :  and 
thy  right  hand  shall  hold  me. 

10  If  I  say,  Peradventure  the  darkness  shall  cover 
me  :  then  shall  my  night  be  turned  to  day. 

11  Yea,  the  darkness  is  no  darkness  with  thee,  t 
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but  the  night  is  as  clear  as  the  day  :  the  darkness 
and  Ught  to  thee  are  both  alike. 

12  For  my  reins  are  thine  :  thou  hast  coyered  me 
in  my  mother's  womb. 

13  I  will  give  thanks  unto  thee,  for  I  am  fearfully 
and  wonderfully  made  :  marvellous  are  thy  works, 
and  that  my  soul  knoweth  right  well. 

14  My  bones  are  not  hid  from  thee  :  though  I  be 
made  secretly,  and  fashioned  beneath  in  the  earth. 

15  Thine  eyes  did  see  my  substance,  yet  being 
imperfect  :  and  in  thy  book  were  all  my  members 
written ; 

16  Which  day  by  day  were  fashioned  :  when  as 
yet  there  was  none  of  them. 

17  How  dear  are  thy  counsels  unto  me,  O  God : 
O  how  great  is  the  sum  of  them! 

18  If  I  tell  them,  they  are  more  in  number  than 
the  sand  :  when  I  wake  up,  I  am  present  with  thee. 

19  Wilt  thou  not  slay  the  wicked,  O  God  :  Depart 
from  me,  ye  blood-thirsty  men. 

20  For  they  speak  imrighteously  against  thee  : 
and  thine  enemies  take  thy  Name  in  vain. 

21  Do  not  I  hate  them,  O  Lohd,  that  hate  thee  :  and 
am  not  I  grieved  with  those  that  rise  up  against  thee  ? 

22  Yea,  I  hate  them  right  sore  :  even  as  though 
they  were  mine  enemies. 

23  Try  me,  O  God,  and  seek  the  ground  of  my 
heart  :  pi-ove  me,  and  examine  my  thoughts. 

24  Look  well  if  there  be  any  way  of  wickedness 
in  me  :  and  lead  me  in  the  way  everlasting. 

Psalm  140.    Eripe  »i«,  Domine. 

DELIVER  me,  O  Lokd,  from  the  evil  man  :  and 
preserve  me  from  the  wicked  man; 
2  Who  imagine  mischief  in  their  hearts  :  and  stir 
up  strife  all  the  day  long. 
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3  They  have  sharpened  their  tongues  like  a  ser- 
pent :  adder's  poison  is  under  their  lips. 

4  Keep  me,  O  Lord,  from  the  hands  of  the  un- 
godly :  preserve  me  from  the  wicked  men,  who  are 
purposed  to  overthrow  my  goings. 

5  The  proud  have  laid  a  snare  for  me,  and  spread 
a  net  abroad  with  cords  :  yea,  and  set  traps  in  my  way. 

6  I  said  unto  the  Lord,  Thou  art  my  God  :  hear 
the  voice  of  my  prayers,  O  Lord. 

7  O  Lord  God,  thou  strength  of  my  health :  thou 
hast  covered  my  head  in  the  day  of  battle.

THE  PREFACE. 

/T  is  echh'iit  unto  nil  men,  (h'ltf/enfli/  readiiuj  Holy  Scripture  and  nn- 
ciimt  Anfliorn,  thit  from  fJie  Apostle^''  time  there  hare  heeit  tlicnc 
Orders  of  Ministers  in-  Chrisfs  Church, — Bishops,  Priests,  and  Beacons. 
Which  Officfls  were  evermore  had  in  such  re-ve.rend  estimation,  that  no 
man  might  presume  to  execute  any  of  them,  except  he  were,  first  called, 
tried,  examined,  and  Jniown  to  have  .such  qualities  as  are  rcfjimite  for  the 
same;  and  also  hy  public  Prayer,  with  Im/iosition  of  Mauds,  were  ap- 
proved and  admitted  thereunto  hy  laufnl  Authority.  And  therefore,  to 
the  intent  that  these  Orders  may  he  continued,  and  reverently  used  and 
esteemed  in  this  Church,  no  man  shall  he  accounted  or  taken  to  he  a  lauful 
Bishop,  Priest,  or  Beacon,  in  this  Church,  or  suffered  to  execute  any  of 
the  said  Functions,  except  he  he  called,  tried,  examined,  and  admitted 
thereunto,  according  to  the  Form  hereafter  followiny,  or  hath  had  Epis- 
copal Consecration  or  Ordination. 

And  none  shall  he-  admitted  a  Beacon,  Priest,  or  Bishop,  except  he  hr 
of  the  age  which-  the  Canon  in  that  case  provided  may  require. 

Aiid  the  Bishop,  hnowing  either  hy  himself,  or  hy  sufficient  testimony, 
any  Person  to  he  a  man  of  virtuous  conversation,  and  without  crime ;  and, 
after  examination  and  trial,  finding  him  sufficiently  instructed  in  the  Holy 
Scripture,  and  otherwise  learned  as  the  Canons  require,  may,  at  the  times 
appointed,  or  else,  on  urgent  occasion,  upon  some  other  day,  in  the  face 
of  the  Church,  admit  him  a  Beacon,  in  such  manner  and  form  as 
followeth.  .^  I 
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MAKING  DEACONS. 


H  }VIifn  the  da;/  appointed  hij  the  Bishop  is  come,  after  Morninfj  Prayer  Is 

ended,  there  shall  be  a  Sermon,  or  Exhortation,  declaring  the  IMif  and  Office 
of  SHch  as  eome  to  he  ad  miffed  Deacons ;  how  necessary  that  Order  in  in  the 
Church  of  Christ,  and  also,  how  the  Pcojtle  oiiyht  to  esteem  them  in  their  Office. 
IF  A  Priest  shall  present  unto  the  Bishop,  sitting  in  his  chair  near  to  the  Holy 
Tahle,  such  as  desire  to  he  ordained  Deacons,  each  of  them  heing  decently 
habited,  sayint]  these  words, 

REVEREND  Father  in  God,  I  present  unto  you  these  persons 
present,  to  be  admitted  Deacons. 
The  Bishop. 
FTlAKE  heed  that  the  persons,  whom  ye  present  unto  us,  be  apt 
X  and  meet,  for  their  learning  and  godly  conversation,  to  exer- 
cise their  Ministry  duly,  to  the  honour  of  Gk)d,  and  the  edifying 
of  his  Church. 

IF  The  Prie.'^t  shall  answer, 

I  HAVE    inquired   concerning  them,  and   also   examined    them, 
and  think  them  so  to  be. 

*I  Then  the  Bishop  shall  say  unto  the  People, 

BRETHREN,  if  there  be  any  of  you  who  knoweth  any  Im- 
pediment, or  notable  Crime,  in  any  of  these  persons  presented 
to  be  ordered  Deacons,  for  the  which  he  ought  not  to  be  admitted 
to  that  Office,  let  him  come  forth  in  the  Name  of  God,  and  show 
what  the  Crime  or  Impediment  is. 

IF  And  if  any  great  Crime  or  Impediment  he  objected,  the  Bishop  shall  cease  from 
Ordering  that  person,  mitil  such  time  as  the  party  accused  shall  he  found  clear 
of  that  Crime. 
t  Then  tlie  Bishop  (commending  such  as  fhall  be  found  meet  to  be  Ordered,  to 
the  Prayers  of  the  congregation)  shall,  with  the  Clergy  and  People  present,  saif 
the  Litany. 
IF  Then  shall  be  said  the  Service  Jbr  the  Communion,  with  the  Collect,  Epistle,  and 
Gonpel,  as  foUoiceth.

ALMIGHTY  God,  who  by  thy  divine  providence  hast  appointed 
-  divers  Orders  of  Ministers  in  thy  Church,  and  didst  inspire 
thine  Apostles  to  choose  into  the  Order  of  Deacons  the  first  Martyr 
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Saint  Stephen,  with  others ;  Mercifully  behold  these  thy  servants 
now  called  to  the  like  Office  and  Administration :  so  replenish  them 
with  the  truth  of  thy  Doctrine,  and  adorn  them  with  innoceney  of  life, 
that,  both  hy  word  and  good  example,  they  may  faithfully  serve  thee 
in  this  Office,  to  the  glory  of  thy  Name,  and  the  edification  of  thy 
Church ;  through  the  merits  of  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  liveth 
and  reigneth  with  thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  now  and  for  ever.  Amen.

I  IKE  WISE  must  the  deacons  be  grave,  not  doubletongued,  not 
J  given  to  much  wine,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre ;  holding  the 
mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pure  conscience.  And  let  these  also  first  be 
proved ;  then  let  them  use  the  office  of  a  deacon,  being  found  blame- 
less. Even  so  must  their  wives  be  grave,  not  slanderers,  sober,  faith- 
ful in  all  things.  Let  the  deacons  be  the  husbands  of  one  wife,  ruling 
their  children  and  their  own  houses  well.  For  they  that  have  used 
the  office  of  a  deacon  well  piirchase  to  themselves  a  good  degree,  and 
great  boldness  in  the  faith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus.

Acts  vi.  2. 

THEN  the  twelve  called  the  multitude  of  the  disciples  unto  them, 
and  said,  It  is  not  reason  that  we  should  leave  the  word  of  God, 
and  serve  tables.  Wherefore,  brethren,  look  ye  out  among  you  seven 
men  of  honest  report,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we 
may  appoint  over  this  business.

H  A  Priest  shall  present  unto  the  Bishop,  sitting  in  his  chair  near  to  the  //■■'_. 
Table,  alt  those  who  are  to  revenue  the  Order  of  Priesthood  that  da>/,  each  of'Ji"- 
being  decently  habited,  and  shall  say, 

REVEREND  Father  in  God,  I  present  unto  you  these  persons 
present,  to  be  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Priesthood.

TAKE  heed  that  the  persons,  whom  ye  present  unto  us,  be  apt  and 
meet,  for  their  learning  and  godly  conversation,  to  exercise  their 
Ministry  duly,  to  the  honour  of  God,  and  the  edifying  of  his  Church.

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IT  Tlien  shall  he  said  the  Service  for  the  Communion,  iinth  the  Collects,  Epistle,  and 
Gospel,  as  foUoiveth.

ALMIGHTY  GK)d,  giver  of  all  good  things,  who  by  thy  Holy  Spirit 
XX  hast  appointed  divers  Orders  of  Ministers  in  the  Church ;  Merci- 
fully behold  these  thy  servants  now  called  to  the  Office  of  Priest- 
hood; and  BO  replenish  them  with  the  truth  of  thy  doctrine,  and 
adorn  them  with  innoceucy  of  life,  that,  both  by  word  and  good 
example,  they  may  faithfully  serve  thee  in  this  Office,  to  the  glory  of 
thy  Name,  and  the  edification  of  thy  Church ;  through  the  merits  of 
oiu:  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  world  without  end.

UNTO  every  one  of  us  is  given  grace  according  to  the  measure  of  the 
gift  of  Christ  Wherefore  he  saith,  When  he  ascended  up  on  high, 
he  led  captivity  captive,  and  gave  gifts  unto  men.  (Now  that  he  as- 
cended, what  is  it  but  that  he  also  descended  first  into  the  lower  parts 
of  the  earth  f  He  that  descended  is  the  same  also  that  ascended  up  far 
above  all  heavens,  that  he  might  fill  all  things.)  And  he  gave  some, 
apostles;  and  some,  prophets;  and  some, evangehsts;  and  some, pastoi^ 
and  teachers;  for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  min- 
istry, for  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ :  till  we  all  come  in  the 
unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a 
perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ.

YERILT,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  entereth  not  by  the  door 
into  the  sheepfold,  but  climbeth  up  some  other  way,  the  same  is 
a  thief  and  a  robber.  But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the 
shepherd  of  the  sheep.  To  him  the  porter  openeth;  and  the  sheep 
hear  his  voice ;  and  he  caUeth  his  own  sheep  by  name,  and  leadeth 
them  out.  And  when  he  putteth  forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  be- 
fore them,  and  the  sheep  follow  him :  for  they  know  his  voice.  And 
a  stranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him :  for  they  know .

not  the  voice  of  strangers.  This  parable  spake  Jesiis  xinto  them :  but 
they  understood  not  what  things  they  were  which  he  spake  unto 
them.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  again,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  All  that  ever  came  before  me  are 
thieves  and  robbers :  but  the  sheep  did  not  hear  them.  1  am  the 
door :  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved,  and  shall  go  in 
and  out,  and  find  pasture.  The  thief  cometh  not,  but  for  to  steal, 
and  to  kill,  and  to  destroy :  I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and 
that  they  might  have  it  more  abundantly.  I  am  the  good  shepherd : 
the  good  shepherd  giveth  his  life  for  the  sheep.  But  he  that  is  an 
hireling,  and  not  the  shepherd,  whose  own  the  sheep  are  not,  seeth 
the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the  sheep,  and  fleeth:  and  the  wolf 
catcheth  them,  and  scattereth  the  sheep.  The  hireUng  fleeth,  because 
he  is  an  hireling,  and  careth  not  for  the  sheep.  I  am  the  good  shep- 
herd, and  know  my  sheep,  and  am  known  of  mine.  As  the  Father 
knoweth  me,  even  so  know  I  the  Father :  and  I  lay  down  my  life  for 
the  sheep.  And  other  sheep  I  have,  which  are  not  of  this  fold :  them 
also  I  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my  voice ;  and  there  shall  be 
one  fold,  and  one  shepherd. 

It  Then  the  Bishop  shall  say  unto  them  as  followetk. 

YE  have  heard,  Brethren,  as  well  in  yoiu-  private  examination,  as  in 
the  exhoriation  which  was  now  made  to  you,  and  in  the  holy 
Lessons  taken  out  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  writings  of  the  Apostles,  of 
what  dignity,  and  of  how  great  importance  this  OflB.ce  is,  whereunto 
ye  are  called.  And  now  again  we  exhort  you,  in  the  Name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  have  in  remembrance,  into  how  high  a 
Dignity,  and  to  how  weighty  an  Office  and  Chaise  ye  are  called :  that 
is  to  say,  to  be  Messengers,  Watchmen,  and  Stewards  of  the  Lord ;  to 
teach,  and  to  premonish,  to  feed  and  provide  for  the  Lord's  family; 
to  seek  for  Christ's  sheep  that  are  dispersed  abroad,  and  for  his  chil- 
dren who  are  in  the  midst  of  this  naughty  world,  that  they  may  be 
saved  through  Christ  for  ever. 

Have  always  therefore  printed  in  your  remembrance,  how  great  a 
treasure  is  committed  to  your  chaise.  For  they  are  the  sheep  of 
Christ,  which  he  bought  with  his  death,  and  for  whom  he  shed  his 
blood.  The  Church  and  Congregation  whom  you  must  serve,  is  his 
Spouse,  and  his  Body.  And  if  it  shall  happen  that  the  same  Church,  or 
any  Member  thereof,  do  take  any  hurt  or  hindrance  by  reason  of  your 
negligence,  ye  know  the  greatness  of  the  fault,  and  also  the  horrible 
punishment  that  will  ensue.  Wherefore  consider  with  yourselves  the 
end  of  the  Ministry  towards  the  children  of  G^d,  towards  the  Spouse 
and  Body  of  Christ ;  and  see  that  ye  never  cease  your  labour,  your 
care  and  diligence,  until  ye  have  done  all  that  heth  in  you,  according 
to  your  boimden  duty,  to  bring  aU  such  as  are  or  shall  be  committed 
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to  your  charge,  unto  that  agreemeut  in  the  faith  and  knowledge  of 
God,  and  to  that  ripeness  and  perfectness  of  age  in  Christ,  that 
there  he  no  place  left  among  you,  either  for  error  in  religion,  or  for 
viciouaness  in  life. 

Forasmuch  then  as  your  Office  is  hoth  of  so  great  exceEency,  and 
of  so  great  difficulty,  ye  see  with  how  great  care  and  study  ye  ought 
to  apply  yourselves,  as  well  to  show  yourselves  dutiful  and  thankful 
unto  that  Lord,  who  hath  placed  you  in  so  high  a  dignity ;  as  also  to 
beware  that  neither  you  yoiirselves  offend,  nor  be  occasion  that 
others  offend.  Howbeit,  ye  cannot  have  a  mind  and  will  thereto  of 
yourselves;  for  that  wiU  and  ability  is  given  of  God  alone:  therefore 
ye  ought,  and  have  need,  to  pray  earnestly  for  his  Holy  Spirit.  And 
seeing  that  ye  cannot  by  any  other  means  compass  the  doing  of  so 
weighty  a  work,  pertaining  to  the  salvation  of  man,  but  with  doc- 
trine and  exhortation  t^en  out  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  with  a 
life  a$;reeable  to  the  same ;  consider  how  studious  ye  ought  to  be  in 
reading  and  learning  the  Scriptures,  and  in  framing  the  manners 
both  of  yourselves,  and  of  them  that  specially  pertain  unto  you,  ac- 
cording to  the  rule  of  the  same  Scriptures;  and  for  this  self -same 
cause,  how  ye  ought  to  forsake  and  set  aside,  as  much  as  ye  may,  all 
worldly  cares  and  studies. 

We  have  good  hope  that  ye  have  well  weighed  these  things  with 
yourselves,  long  before  this  time;  and  that  ye  have  clearly  deter- 
mined, by  God's  grace,  to  give  yourselves  wholly  to  this  Office,  where- 
unto  it  hath  pleased  God  to  call  you:  so  that,  as  much  as  lieth  in 
you,  ye  will  apply  yourselves  wholly  to  this  one  thing,  and  draw  aU 
your  cares  and  studies  this  way;  and  that  ye  wiU  continiially  pray  to 
God  the  Father,  by  the  mediation  of  our  only  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
for  the  heavenly  assistance  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  that,  by  daily  reading 
and  weighing  the  Scriptures,  ye  may  wax  riper  and  stronger  in  your 
Ministry;  and  that  ye  may  so  endeavour  yourselves,  from  time  to 
time,  to  sanctify  the  hves  of  you  and  yours,  and  to  fashion  them 
after  the  Rule  and  Doctrine  of  Christ,  that  ye  may  be  wholesome  and 
godly  examples  and  patterns  for  the  people  to  follow. 

And  now,  that  this  present  Congregation  of  Christ  may  also  un- 
derstand your  minds  and  wills  in  these  things,  and  that  this  your 
promise  may  the  more  move  you  to  do  your  duties;  ye  shall  answer 
plainly  to  these  thin^,  which  we,  in  the  Name  of  God,  and  of  his 
Church,  shall  demand  of  you  touching  the  same. 

DO  you  think  in  your  heart,  that  you  are  truly  called,  according  to 
the  will  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  according  to  the  Canons  of 
this  Church,  to  the  Order  and  Ministry  of  Priesthood?

crown  of  everlasting  glory ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen.

THIS  is  a  true  saying,  If  a  man  desire  the  office  of  a  bishop,  he  de- 
sireth  a  good  work.  A  bishop  then  must  be  blameless,  the  hus- 
band of  one  wife,  vigilant,  sober,  of  good  behaviour,  given  to  hospi- 
tality, apt  to  teach ;  not  given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not  greedy  of  filthy 
lucre ;  but  patient,  not  a  brawler,  not  covetous ;  one  that  mleth  well 
his  own  house,  having  his  children  in  subjection  with  all  gravity; 
(for  if  a  man  know  not  how  to  rule  his  own  house,  how  shall  he  take 
care  of  the  church  of  God  ?)  not  a  novice,  lest  being  lifted  up  with 
pride  he  fall  into  the  condemnation  of  the  devil.  Moreover  he  must 
have  a  good  report  of  them  which  are  without ;  lest  he  fall  into  re- 
proach and  the  snare  of  the  devil

For  the  Epistle.    Acts  xx.  17. 

FROM  Miletus  Paul  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called  the  elders  of  the 
church.    And  when  they  were  come  to  him,  he  said  unto  them, 
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Ye  know,  from  the  first  day  that  I  came  into  Asia,  after  what  man- 
ner I  hare  been  with  you  at  all  seasons,  serving  the  Lord  with  ail 
humility  of  mind,  and  with  many  tears,  and  temptations,  which  befell 
me  by  the  lying  in  wait  of  the  Jews :  and  how  I  kept  back  nothing 
that  was  profitable  unto  you,  but  have  shewed  you,  and  have  taught 
you  publickly,  and  from  house  to  house,  testifying  both  to  the  Jews,

Tf  The  Bishop  knvhuj  received  due  Noi'ice  of  the  FAcctiott  of  a  ^Ihu-ftcr  hito  a  Par- 
ish or  Church,  as  pj'cscrihcd  hi/  the  Canon,  concerning  "  the  Elirtion  aiuj  Insti- 
tution of  Ministers,'"  and  bcint/  satisfied  that  the  "person  chosen  is  a  qualified 
Minister  of  this  Chitrrh,'"  mai/  proceed  to  institute  him  into  the  Parish. 

1  In  any  Dioeese,  the  conclitdiuff  Paragraph  in-  the  Letter  of  Institution  mai/  be 
omitted,  where  it  interferes  with  the  Usages,  Laws,  or  Chart-ers  of  the  Churrh  in 
the  same. 

To  our  well-heloved  in  Christ,  A.  B.,  Presbyter,  Greeting. 

WE  do  by  these  Presents  give  and  grant  unto  you, 
in  whose   Learning,  Diligence,  sound  Doctrine,  '^' 

and  Prudence,  we  do  fully  confide,  our  License  and  Authority  to 
perform  the  Office  of  a  Priest,  in  the  Parish  [or  Church]  of  £J.    And 
also  hereby  do  institute  you  into  said  Parish,  [or 
Church,]  possessed  of  full  power  to  perform  every  Act  '"""  ' 

of  sacerdotal  Function  among  the  People  of  the  same;  you  continuing 
in  communion  with  us,  and  complying  with  the  rubrics  and  canons  of 
the  Church,  and  with  such  lawful  directions  as  you  shall  at  any  time 
receive  from  us.

THERE  is  but  one  living  and  true  Gk)d,  everlasting,  without  body, 
parts,  OP  passions ;  of  infinite  power,  wisdom,  and  goodness ;  the 
Maker,  and  Preserver  of  all  things  both  visible  and  invisible.

rpHE  Holy  Ghost,  proceeding  from  the  Father  and  the  Son,  is  of  one 
I    substance,  majesty,  and  glory,  with  the  Father  and  the  Son,  very 
and  eternal  Gk)d. 

Art.  VI.    Of  the  Sufficiency  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  for  Salvation. 

HOLY  Scripture  eontainetb  all  things  necessary  to  salvation:  so 
that  whatsoever  is  not  read  therein,  nor  may  be  proved  thereby, 
is  not  to  be  required  of  any  man,  that  it  should  be  believed  as  an  , 
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article  of  the  Faith,  or  he  thought  requisite  or  necessary  to  salvation. 
In  the  name  of  the  Holy  Scripture  we  do  understand  those  canonical 
Books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  of  whose  authority  was  never 
any  doubt  in  the  Chm*ch.

All  the  Books  of  the  New  Testament,  as  they  are  commonly  re- 
ceived, we  do  receive,  and  account  them  Canonical. 

Akt.  VII.    Of  the  Old  Testament. 

THE  Old  Testament  is  not  contrary  to  the  New :  for  both  in  the 
Old  and  New  Testament  everlasting  life  is  offered  to  Mankind  by 
Christ,  who  is  the  only  Mediator  between  God  and  Man,  being  both 
God  and  Man.  Wherefore  they  are  not  to  be  heard,  which  feign 
that  the  old  Fathers  did  look  only  for  transitory  promises.  Although 
the  Law  given  from  God  by  Moses,  as  touching  Ceremonies  aod 
Kites,  do  not  bind  Christian  men,  nor  the  Civil  precepts  thereof  ought 
of  necessity  to  be  received  in  any  commonwealth ;  yet  notwithstand- 
ing, no  Christian  man  whatsoever  is  free  from  the  obedience  of  the 
Commandments  which  are  called  Moral.  r-  ^...vl,^ 
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Art.  VIII.    Of  tU  Creeds. 

THE  Nicene  Creed,  and  that  which  is  commonly  called  the  Apostles' 
Creed,  ought  thoroughly  to  be  received  and  believed :  for  they 
may  be  proved  by  most  certain  warrants  of  Holy  Scripture. 

Abt.  IX.    Of  Original  or  Birth-Sin. 

ORIGINAL  sin  standeth  not  in  the  following  of  Adam^  (as  the  Pe- 
lagians do  vainly  talk;)  but  it  is  the  fault  and  corruption  of  the 
Natiu'e  of  every  man,  that  naturally  is  engendered  of  the  offspring  of 
Adam;  whereby  man  is  very  far  gone  from  original  righteousness, 
and  is  of  his  own  nature  inchned  to  evil,  so  that  the  flesh  lusteth 
always  contrary  to  the  Spirit;  and  therefore  in  every  person  bom 
into  this  world,  it  deserveth  God's  wrath  and  damnation.  And  this 
infection  of  nature  doth  remain,  yea  in  them  that  are  regenerated; 
whereby  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  called  in  Greek,  (ppiy>5[ia  oapx6c,  (which 
some  do  expound  the  wisdom,  some  sensuality,  some  the  affection, 
some  the  desire,  of  the  flesh,}  is  not  subject  to  the  Law  of  God.  And 
although  there  is  no  condemnation  for  them  that  believe  and  are 
baptized ;  yet  the  Apostle  doth  confess,  that  concupiscence  and  lust 
hath  of  itself  the  nature  of  sin. 

Abt.  X.    Of  Free -Will. 

THE  condition  of  Man  after  the  fall  of  Adam  is  such,  that  he  cannot 
turn  and  prepare  himself,  by  his  own  natural  strength  and  good 
works,  to  faith,  and  eaUing  upon  God.  Wherefore  we  have  no  power 
to  do  good  works  pleasant  and  acceptable  to  God,  without  the  grace 
of  God  by  Christ  preventing  us,  that  we  may  have  a  good  will,  and 
working  with  us,  when  we  have  that  good  will. 

Art.  XI.     Of  the  Justification  of  Man. 

WE  are  accounted  righteous  before  God,  only  for  the  merit  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  by  Faith,  and  not  for  our  own 
works  or  deservings.  Wherefore,  that  we  are  justified  by  Faith  only, 
is  a  most  wholesome  Doctrine,  and  very  full  of  comfort,  as  more 
lai^ely  is  expressed  in  the  Homily  of  Justification. 

Art.  XII.  Of  Good  Works. 
4LBEIT  that  Good  Works,  which  are  the  fruits  of  Faith,  and  follow 
Xl  after  Justification,  cannot  put  away  our  sins,  and  endure  the 
severity  of  God's  judgment ;  yet  are  they  pleasing  and  acceptable  to 
God  in  Christ,  and  do  spring  out  necessarily  of  a  true  and  Hvely 
Faith;  insomuch  that  by  them  a  lively  Faith  may  be  as  evidently 
known  as  a  tree  discerned  bv  the  fruit.  i'^  ^     ,1  ^ 
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Art.  Xin.   Of  Works  before  Justification. 

WORKS  done  before  the  grace  of  Christ,  and  the  Inspiration  of  his 
Spirit,  are  not  pleasant  to  God,  forasmuch  as  they  spring  not  of 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ;  neither  do  they  make  men  meet  to  receive 
grace,  or  (as  the  School-authors  say)  deserve  grace  of  congruity :  yea 
rather,  for  that  they  are  not  done  as  God  hath  willed  and  commanded 
them  to  be  done,  we  doubt  not  but  they  have  the  nature  of  sin. 

Aet.  XIV.    Of  Works  of  Supererogation. 

VOLUNTARY  Works  besides,  over  and  above,  God's  Command- 
ments, which  they  call  Works  of  Supererogation,  cannot  be 
taught  without  arrogancy  and  impiety :  for  by  them  men  do  declare, 
that  they  do  not  only  render  unto  God  as  much  as  they  are  bound 
to  do,  but  that  they  do  more  for  his  sake,  than  of  bounden  duty  is 
required :  whereas  Christ  saith  plainly,  When  ye  have  done  all  that 
are  commanded  to  you,  say,  We  are  unprofitable  servants. 

Art.  XV.    Of  Christ  alone  without  Sin. 

CHRIST  in  the  truth  of  our  nature  was  made  like  unto  us  in  all 
things,  sin  only  except,  from  which  he  was  clearly  void,  both  in 
his  flesh,  and  in  his  spirit.  He  came  to  be  the  Lamb  without  spot, 
who,  by  sacrifice  of  himself  once  made,  should  take  away  the  sins  of 
the  world ;  and  sin  (as  Saint  John  saith)  was  not  in  him.  But  all  we 
the  rest,  although  baptized,  and  bom  again  in  Christ,  yet  offend  in 
many  things ;  and  if  we  say  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves, 
and  the  truth  is  not  in  us. 

Art.  XVI.    Of  Sin  after  Baptism. 

NOT  every  deadly  sin  willingly  committed  after  Baptism  is  sin 
against  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  unpardonable.  Wherefore  the  grant 
of  repentance  is  not  to  be  denied  to  such  as  fall  into  sin  after  Bap- 
tism. After  we  have  received  the  Holy  Ghost,  we  may  depart  from 
grace  given,  and  fall  into  sin,  and  by  the  grace  of  God  we  may  arise 
again,  and  amend  our  hves.  And  therefore  they  are  to  be  con- 
demned, which  say,  they  can  no  more  sin  as  long  as  they  live  here, 
or  deny  the  place  of  forgiveness  to  such  as  truly  repent. 

Art.  XVIL    Of  Predestination  and  Election. 

PREDESTINATION  to  Life  is  the  everlasting  purpose  of  God, 
whereby  (before  the  foundations  of  the  world  were  laid)  he  hath 
constantly  decreed  by  his  counsel  secret  to  us,  to  deliver  from  cui-se 
and  damnation  those  whom  he  hath  chosen  in  Christ  out  of  mankind, 
and  to  bring  them  by  Christ  to  everlasting  salvation,  as  vessels  made 
to  honour.     Wherefore,, they  which  be  endued  with  so  excellent  a

benefit  of  God,  be  called  according  to  God's  purpose  by  his  Spirit 
working  in  due  season :  they  through  Grace  obey  the  calling :  they  be 
justified  freely :  they  be  made  sons  of  God  by  adoption :  they  he 
made  like  the  image  of  bis  only-begotten  Son  Jesus  Christ :  they  walk 
religiously  in  good  works,  and  at  length,  by  God's  mercy,  they  attam 
to  everlasting  felicity. 

As  the  godly  consideration  of  Predestination,  and  our  Election  in 
Christ,  is  full  of  sweet,  pleasant,  and  imspeakable  comfort  to  godly 
persons,  and  such  as  feel  in  themselves  the  working  of  the  Spirit  of 
Christ,  mortifying  the  works  of  the  flesh,  and  their  earthly  members, 
and  drawing  up  their  mind  to  high  and  heavenly  things,  as  weU 
because  it  doth  greatly  establish  and  confirm  their  faith  of  eternal 
Salvation  to  be  enjoyed  through  Christ,  as  because  it  doth  fervently 
kindle  their  love  towards  God :  So,  for  curious  and  carnal  persons, 
lacking  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  to  have  continually  before  their  eyes 
the  sentence  of  God's  Predestination,  is  a  most  dangerous  down- 
fall, whereby  the  Devil  doth  thrust  them  either  into  desperation,  or 
into  wretehlessness  of  most  unclean  living,  no  less  perilous  than 
desperation. 

Furthermore,  we  must  receive  God's  promises  in  such  wise,  as  they 
be  generally  set  forth  to  us  in  Holy  Scriptiu^ :  and,  in  our  doings, 
that  Will  of  God  is  to  he  followed,  which  we  have  expressly  declared 
unto  us  in  the  Word  of  God. 

Art.  XVIII.    Of  ohtaining  eternal  Salvation  only  by  the 
Name  of  Christ. 

THEY  also  are  to  be  had  accursed  that  presume  to  say,  That  every 
man  shall  be  saved  by  the  Law  or  Sect  which  he  professeth,  so 
that  he  be  diligent  to  frame  his  life  according  to  that  Law,  and  the 
light  of  Natiu^.  For  Holy  Scriptxu^  doth  set  out  unto  us  only  the 
Name  of  Jesus  Christ,  whereby  men  must  be  saved. 

Aet.  XIX.    Of  the  Church. 

THE  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congregation  of  faithful  men,  in 
the  which  the  pure  Word  of  God  is  preached,  and  the  Sacraments 
be  duly  ministered  according  to  Christ's  ordinance,  in  all  those  things 
that  of  necessity  are  requisite  to  the  same. 

As  the  Church  of  Jerusalem,  Alexandria,  and  Antioch,  have  erred; 
so  also  the  Chmwh  of  Rome  hath  erred,  not  only  in  their  hving  and 
manner  of  Ceremonies,  but  also  in  matters  of  Faith. 

Abt.  XX.    Of  the  Authority  of  the  Church. 

THE  Church  hath  power  to  decree  Rites  or  Ceremonies,  and  author- 
ity in  Controversies  of  Faith :   and  yet  it  is  not  lawful  for  the 
Church  to  ordain  any  thing  that  is  contrary  to  God's  Word  written, 
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neither  may  it  so  expound  one  place  of  Scripture,  that  it  be  repugnant 
to  another.  Wherefore,  although  the  Church  be  a  witness  and  a  keeper 
of  Holy  Writ,  yet,  as  it  ought  not  to  decree  any  thing  against  the 
same,  so  besides  the  same  ought  it  not  to  enforce  aliy  thing  to  be 
believed  for  necessity  of  Salvation. 

Art.  XXI.    Of  Hie  Authority  of  General  Councils.* 

Art.  XXII.    Of  Purgatory. 

THE  Romish  Doctrine  concerning  Purgatory,  Pardons,  Worship- 
ping and  Adoration,  as  well  of  Images  as  of  Relics,  and  also  Invo- 
cation of  Saints,  is  a  fond  thing,  vainly  invented,  and  grounded  upon 
no  warranty  of  Scripture,  but  rather  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God. 

Art.  XXIII.    Of  Ministering  in  the  Congregation. 

IT  is  not  lawful  for  any  man  to  take  upon  him  the  office  of  public 
preaching,  or  ministering  the  Sacraments  in  the  Congregation, 
before  he  be  lawfully  caUed,  and  sent  to  execute  the  same.  And 
those  we  ought  to  judge  lawfully  called  and  sent,  which  be  chosen 
and  called  to  this  work  by  men  who  have  public  authority  given  unto 
them  in  the  Congregation,  to  call  and  send  Ministers  into  the  Lord's 
vineyard. 

Art.  XXIV.    Of  Speaking  in  the  Congregation  in  such  a  T&ngue 
as  the  people  understandeth. 

IT  is  a  thing  plainly  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  the  custom 
of  the  Primitive  Church,  to  have  public  Prayer  in  the  Church,  or 
to  minister  the  Sacraments,  in  a  tongue  not  understanded  of  the 
people. 

Art.  XXV.   Of  tJie  Sacraments. 

SACRAMENTS  ordained  of  Christ  be  not  only  badges  or  tokens  of 
Christian  men's  profession,  but  rather  they  be  certain  sure  wit- 
nesses, and  effectual  signs  of  grace,  and  God's  good  will  towards  us, 
by  the  which  he  doth  work  invisibly  in  us,  and  doth  not  only  quicken, 
but  also  strengthen  and  confirm  om*  Faith  in  him. 

There  ai-e  two  Sacraments  ordained  of  Christ  our  Lord  in  the  Gos- 
pel, that  is  to  say.  Baptism,  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord. 

Those  five  commonly  called  Sacraments,  that  is  to  say.  Confirma- 
tion, Penance,  Orders,  Matrimony,  and  Extreme  Unction,  are  not  to 
be  counted  for  Sacraments  of  the  Gospel,  being  such  as  have  grown 
partly  of  the  corrupt  following  of  the  Apostles,  partly  are  states  of 
life  allowed  in  the  Scriptures ;  but  yet  have  not  like  nature  of  Sacra- 

•  The  Twenty-flrst  of  the  former  Articles  is  omitted ;  because  it  is  partly  of  a  local  and  civil 
nature,  and  is  provided  for,  as  to  the  remaining  parts  of  it,  in  other  ArticleB.       .  . 
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ments  with  Baptism,  and  the  Lord's  Supper,  for  that  they  have  not 
any  visible  sign  or  ceremony  ordained  of  God. 

The  Sacraments  were  not  ordained  of  Christ  to  be  gazed  upon,  or 
to  be  canied  about,  but  that  we  should  duly  use  them.  And  in  such 
only  as  worthily  receive  the  same,  they  have  a  wholesome  effect  or 
operation :  but  they  that  receive  them  imworthily,  purchase  to  them- 
selves damnation,  as  Saint  Paul  saith. 

Aet.  XXVI.  Of  the  Unworthiness  of  the  Ministers,  which  hinders  not 
the  effect  of  the  Sacraments. 
ALTHOUG-H  in  the  visible  Church  the  evil  be  ever  mingled  with 
l\  the  good,  and  sometimes  the  evil  have  chief  authority  in  the 
Ministration  of  the  Word  and  Sacraments,  yet  forasmuch  as  they  do 
not  the  same  in  their  own  name,  but  in  Christ's,  and  do  minister  by 
his  commission  and  authority,  we  may  use  their  Ministry,  both  in 
healing  the  Word  of  God,  and  in  receiving  the  Sacraments.  Neither 
is  the  effect  of  Christ's  ordinance  taken  away  by  their  wickedness, 
nor  the  grace  of  God's  gifts  diminished  from  such  as  by  faith,  and 
rightly,  do  receive  the  Sacraments  ministered  unto  them ;  which  be 
effectual,  because  of  Christ's  institution  and  promise,  although  they 
be  ministered  by  evil  men. 

Nevertheless,  it  appertaineth  to  the  discipline  of  the  Church,  that 
inquiry  be  made  of  evil  Ministers,  and  that  they  be  accused  by  those 
that  have  knowledge  of  their  offences ;  and  finally,  being  found  guilty, 
by  just  judgment  be  deposed. 

Abt.  XXVII.    Of  Baptism. 

BAPTISM  is  not  only  a  sign  of  profession,  and  mark  of  difference, 
whereby  Christian  men  are  discerned  from  others  that  be  not 
christened,  but  it  is  also  a  sign  of  Regeneration  or  New-Birth,  whereby, 
as  by  an  instrument,  they  that  receive  Baptism  rightly  are  grafted 
into  the  Church ;  the  promises  of  the  foi^veness  of  sin,  and  of  our 
adoption  to  be  the  sons  of  God  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  are  visibly  signed 
and  sealed;  Faith  is  confirmed,  and  Grace'  increased  by  virtue  of 
prayer  unto  God. 

The  Baptism  of  young  Children  is  in  any  wise  to  be  retained  in  the 
Church,  as  most  agreeable  with  the  institution  of  Christ. 

Abt.  XXVIII.  Of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

THE  Supper  of  the  Lord  is  not  only  a  sign  of  the  love  that  Chris- 
tians ought  to  have  among  themselves  one  to  another;  but  rather 
it  is  a  Sacrament  of  our  Redemption  by  Christ's  death :  insomuch 
that  to  such  as  rightly,  worthily,  and  with  faith,  receive  the  same, 
the  Bread  which  we  break  is  a  partaking  of  the  Body  of  Christ ;  and 
likewise  the  Cup  of  Blessing  is  a  partaking  of  the  Blood  of  Christ. 
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Transubstantiation  (or  tbe  change  of  the  substance  of  Bread  and 
Wine)  in  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  cannot  be  proved  by  Holy  Writ ; 
but  is  repugnant  to  the  plain  words  of  Scripture,  overthroweth  the 
nature  of  a  Sacrament,  and  hath  given  occasion  to  many  super- 
stitions. 

The  Body  of  Christ  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten,  in  the  Supper,  only 
after  an  heavenly  and  spiritual  manner.  And  the  mean  whereby  the 
Body  of  Christ  is  received  and  eaten  in  the  Supper,  is  Faith. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  not  by  Christ's  ordinance 
reserved,  carried  about,  lifted  up,  or  worshipped. 

Aet.  XXIX.    Of  the  Wicked,  which  eat  not  the  Body  of  Christ  in  the  use 
of  the  Lord''s  Supper. 

THE  Wicked,  and  such  as  be  void  of  a  Hvely  faith,  although  they  do 
carnally  and  visibly  press  with  their  teeth  (as  Saint  Augustine 
saith)  the  Sacrament  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ ;  yet  in  no  wise 
are  they  partakers  of  Christ :  but  rather,  to  their  condemnation,  do 
eat  and  drink  the  sign  or  Sacrament  of  so  great  a  thing. 

Art.  XXX.    Of  both  Kinds. 

THFi  Cup  of  the  Lord  is  not  to  be  denied  to  the  Lay-people :  for 
both  the  parts  of  the  Lord's  Sacrament,  by  Christ's  ordinance  and 
commandment,  ought  to  be  ministered  to  all  Christian  men  alike. 

AjiT.  XXXI.    Of  the  one  Oblation  of  Christ  finished  upon  the  Cross. 

THE  Offering  of  Christ  once  made  is  that  perfect  redemption,  pro- 
pitiation, and  satisfaction,  for  all  the  sins  of  the  whole  world, 
both  original  and  actual ;  and  there  is  none  other  satisfaction  for  sin, 
but  that  alone.  Wherefore  the  sacrifices  of  Masses,  in  the  which  it 
was  commonly  said,  that  the  Priest  did  offer  Christ  for  the  quick  and 
the  dead,  to  have  remission  of  pain  or  guilt,  were  blasphemous  fables, 
and  dangerous  deceits. 

Art.  XXXII.    Of  the  Marriage  of  Priests. 

BISHOPS,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  are  not  commanded  by  God*s 
Law,  either  to  vow  the  estate  of  single  life,  or  to  abstain  from 
marriage :  therefore  it  is  lawful  for  them,  as  for  all  other  Christian 
men,  to  marry  at  their  own  discretion,  as  they  shall  judge  the  same 
to  serve  better  to  godliness. 

Art.  XXXIII.    Of  excommunicafe  Persons,  how  they  are  to  be  avoided. 

THAT  person  which  by  open  denunciation  of  the  Church  is  rightly 
cut  off  from  the  unity  of  the  Church,  and  excommunicated,  ought  ' 
to  be  taken  of  the  whole  multitude  of  the  faithful,  as  an  Heathen  and 
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Publican,  until  he  be  openly  reconciled  by  penance,  and  received  into 
the  Church  by  a  Judge  that  hath  authority  thereunto. 

Abt.  XXXrV.    Of  the  Traditions  of  the  Church. 

IT  is  not  necessary  that  Traditions  and  Ceremonies  be  in  all  places 
one,  or  utterly  ]ike;  for  at  all  times  they  have  been  divers,  and 
may  be  changed  according  to  the  diversity  of  coimtries,  times,  and 
men's  manners,  so  that  nothing  be  ordained  against  God's  Word. 
Whosoever,  through  his  private  judgment,  willingly  and  purposely, 
doth  openly  break  the  Traditions  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church, 
which  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  be  ordained  and 
approved  by  common  authority,  ought  to  be  rebuked  openly,  {that 
others  may  fear  to  do  the  hke,)  as  he  that  offendeth  against  the  com- 
mon order  of  the  Church,  and  hiu^th  the  authority  of  the  Magis- 
trate, and  woundeth  the  consciences  of  the  weak  brethren. 

Every  particular  or  national  Church  hath  authority  to  ordain, 
change,  and  aboUsh,  Ceremonies  or  Rites  of  the  Church  ordained 
only  by  man's  authority,  so  that  all  things  be  done  to  edifying. 

Abt.  XXXV.    Of  the  Homilies. 

THE  Second  Book  of  Homilies,  the  several  titles  whereof  we  have 
joined  under  this  Article,  doth  contain  a  godly  and  wholesome 
Doctrine,  and  necessary  for  these  times,  as  doth  the  former  Book  of 
Honuliea,  which  were  set  forth  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Sixth  ;  and 
therefore  we  judge  them  to  be  read  in  Chinches  by  the  Ministers, 
diligently  and  distinctly,  that  they  may  be  understanded  of  the 
people.

[This  Article  is  received  in  this  Church,  so  far  as  it  declares  the 
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Books  of  Homilies  to  be  an  explication  of  Christian  doctrine,  and  in- 
structive in  piety  and  morals.  But  all  references  to  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  England  are  considered  as  inapphcable  to  the  circum- 
stances of  this  Church;  which  also  suspends  the  order  for  the  reading 
of  said  Homilies  in  churches,  until  a  revision  of  them  may  be  con- 
veniently made,  for  the  clearing  of  them,  as  well  from  obsolete  words 
and  phrases,  as  from  the  local  references.] 

Akt.  XXXVI.    Of  Consecration  of  Bishops  and  Ministers. 

THE  Book  of  Consecration  of  Bishops,  and  Ordering  of  Priests  and 
Deacons,  as  set  forth  by  the  General  Convention  of  this  Church 
in  1792,  doth  contain  all  things  necessaiy  to  such  Consecration  and 
Ordering ;  neither  hath  it  any  thing  that,  of  itself,  is  superstitious 
and  ungodly.  And,  therefore,  whosoever  are  consecrated  or  ordered 
according  to  said  Form,  we  decree  all  such  to  be  rightly,  orderly,  and 
lawfully  consecrated  and  ordered. 

Art.  XXXVII.    Of  the  Power  of  the  Civil  Magistrates. 

THE  Power  of  the  Civil  Magistrate  extendeth  to  aU  men,  as  well 
Clergy  as  Laity,  in  all  things  temporal ;  but  hath  no  authority  in 
things  purely  spiritual.  And  we  hold  it  to  be  the  duty  of  aU  men 
who  are  professors  of  the  Gospel,  to  pay  respectful  obedience  to  the 
Civil  Authority,  regularly  and  legitimately  constituted. 

Art.  XXXVIII.   Of  Christian  Men's  Goods,  which  are  not  common. 

THE  Riches  and  Goods  of  Christians  are  not  common,  as  touching 
the  right,  title,  and  possession  of  the  same ;  as  certain  Anabaptists 
do  falsely  boast.  Notwithstanding,  every  man  ought,  of  such  things 
as  he  possesseth,  hberally  to  give  alms  to  the  poor,  according  to  his 
ability. 

Art.  XXXIX.  Of  a  Christian  Man's  Oath. 
4S  we  confess  that  vain  and  rash  Swearing  is  forbidden  Christian 
A.  men  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  James  his  Apostle,  so  we 
judge,  that  Christian  Religion  doth  not  prohibit,  but  that  a  man  may 
swear  when  the  Magistrate  requireth,  in  a  cause  of  faith  Mid  charity. 
so  it  be  done  according  to  the  Prophet's  teaching,  in  justice,  judgment, 
and  truth. 
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
